Uae the Bible has been interpreted in a bio- 


graphical, historical and exoteric religious sense, and not 
until recently was it even suspected that it contains a perfect 
analysis of individual man and offers . a pissed plan for his 
soul unfoldment. ` )U 

So long as Christians ud shat man was saved by 
belief and that his own personal’ regeneration was not a nec- 
essary part of his salvation, the-efoteric teaching of the 
Bible was not discovered: . .Religióus thinkers were satisfied 
with the orthodox idea of God, Christ, heaven, hell, atone- 
ment, and they fought sturdily against any argument that 
questioned their understanding of these great realities of 
human experience. Most of the independent thinkers went 
into Agnosticism, and either ignored or attacked with great 
bitterness the very foundation principles of Christianity. But 
as time went on a new type of thinkers appeared; men who 
sought the spiritual essence of the Word, and who believed 
that orderly and perfect unfoldment of all the spiritual 
powers of the individual was the sole aim and purpose of 
life. To these, belief was but a beginning, and faith had to 
become a vital fact of personal experience, evidenced by 
actual demonstration of soul growth in the individual. No 
longer could one be a Christian “‘for nigh onto forty year" 
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without showing some marked indications of spiritual de- 
velopment. 

The basis for this new and revolutionary thinking was 
found in the metaphysical interpretation of the Scriptures. 
These investigators went as spiritual miners into the depths of 
the inspired Word and brought to the surface its hidden 
gold. They examined its sources, not in time and form, but 
in spint and life, and made the startling discovery that it 
was not a mere code or rule of faith, but a living, growing 
body of Truth, the consciousness of God in manifestation. 
The Bible then became more than crystallized Divine 
thought, a course of instruction, or an object of credulous 
belief. It was found to be a bubbling spring of spiritual 
Life, Wisdom and Power, with its source in the eternal 
throbbing heart of God. A new light dawned on the sacred 
page and a new plan of life was seen enfolded there—a 
plan that laid bare the heart of man and showed with start- 
ling clearness the course of his evolution. 

When the-curtgin of misunderstanding had been lifted 
and the spiritual: radiance streamed ‘forth, the exoteric or 
outer meaning of the Scriptures. assumed new significance. 
Cities mentioned in the text were found to indicate planes or 
states of consciousness; and the mieaning of the names indi- 
cated the quality of those states- ' Men and women became 
the expressions of the masculine and the feminine elements 
in each person, as found in the objective and subjective con- 
sciousness, the positive and negative, the active and passive 
phases of the creative power. Historical incidents and per- 
sonal experiences marked the stages of individual soul un- 
foldment. Heaven and hell were discovered to be states of 
consciousness in the individual, as Jesus had pointed out, as 
well as localities established by external thinking. God and 
Christ were understood as universal Life, Spirit, Love and 
Power, and not personalities, as set forth in the exotenc in- 
terpretation, and regeneration was revealed as God's will 
and purpose for the individual life. 

The key to this inner treasury in the Temple of Truth 
was Jesus’ saying, "My words are Spirit and they are Life," 
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and "He that keepeth my sayings shall never see death." 
Inspired by the glory of the promise, earnest souls delved 
deep into the mysteries of being and by constant searching 
found the Kingdom within. Led by the Holy Spirit, The 
Interpreter, and through the regenerating power of the in- 
dwelling Christ, they are proving day by day the truth of 
Jesus’ words, and a new age has dawned for them—the age 
of Peace and Love. 

To make clear these principles of metaphysical in- 
terpretation of the Scriptures as applied in Practical Chris- 
tianity, let us analyze a portion of the Word. 

Open your Bible at the second chapter of Luke and 
study with me the sweetest, most wonderful story ever told— 
the story of the birth of Jesus. It begins by mentioning a 
decree of the Roman ruler. Now, in the individual con- 
sciousness, rulership implies the joint activity of reason and 
will; therefore, ‘Cæsar Augustus" refers to the personal self 
ruling through reason and will both mind and body, as in- 
dicated by the "world," forcing all the faculties and powers 
to pay tribute in slavish carnal service. This is the natural 
attitude of the unspiritualized or Adam consciousness. In 
"Cyrenius" there is also a ruling or directing idea, indicating 
personal self living in intellect (Syria) and governing being 
from that point of view. This is the source of worldly wis- 
dom and gives rise to materialistic thoughts afid feelings and 
carnal conditions in general. ''City" means personal con- 
sciousness, and the expression "'each into his own city" shows 
clearly that the writer intended this account to be under- 
stood strictly in a personal sense. He does not say that each 
one went to the capitol city of his own province, but that 
each went “‘into his own city," that is, his own consciousness. 
Notice the word "'into." Each went “into "" his own city, 
which still more clearly indicates the withdrawing of the at- 
tention from the outer consciousness and centering it in the 
inner regions of the mind. 

It would be well to notice carefully the particulariza- 
tions given in verse four. Joseph is described as having 
gone "up from Galilee, out of the city of Nazareth, into 
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Judea, unto the city of David, which is called Bethlehem.” 
Why the mention of all these names and in this particular 
order? "Joseph went up from Galilee unto Bethlehem," 
would have been sufficient to convey the meaning if the 
writer was narrating a mere historical incident, but since he 
specified so carefully, we are led to believe that the words 
were intended to convey another and a deeper meaning. In 
order to determine this, let us uncover the metaphysical or 
spiritual signification of the words themselves. “Joseph” 
represents the Spiritual, or Real Self in its masculine aspect 
or function, working through intuition in mind and body 
building processes. As a man, he was a carpenter, hence 
as a Principle of Being, he would represent that which con- 
structs or builds in a mental sense. 

" As Galilee was a despised part of Palestine, so was 
Nazareth a despised part of Galilee,” says The Popular 
and Critical Bible Encyclopedia. ‘‘Galilee,’’ then, is an- 
other name for the mortal or unregenerated human conscious- 
ness, and "Nazareth" represents a faculty or center in that 
consciousness. Notice that Joseph did not remain in these 
places—he left them and went into Judea. The Hebrew | 
meaning of “Judea” (Judah) is "praise." This means 
that Joseph, or Self, let loose of carnal thought and rose into 
a purer and more spiritual or praising attitude of mind. 
Observe that the text says that "he went up." This very 
pointedly indicates a rising from a lower to a higher plane 
of thinking and living in the process of soul unfoldment. 
The narrative continues by saying that "he went unto a 
city of David, which is called Bethlehem." The name 
"David," in Hebrew, means "beloved," and as '"'city" 
means consciousness, Joseph then went up from the mortal 
or carnal plane into spiritual or divine Love consciousness. 
It is very necessary to fix this idea firmly in mind, because 
it is the essence of the whole teaching. 

Now, "Bethlehem," which is here used synonomously 
with *‘city of David," signifies "House of bread," and also 
“thanksgiving” or, in Hebrew, "Praise for sustenance.” It 
is clear that Joseph's going up symbolizes the ascent or in- 
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crease of the soul in love consciousness, until that point is 
reached where one realizes that the substance of Spirit is his 
source of supply, and gives thanks for the same. Note es- 
pecially that he went “because he was of the house and 
lineage of David." Why this additional and parenthetical 
reference, if not to impress upon the mind more vividly, that 
ascent, development or attainment is possible only through 
the cultivation of the love nature? 

"Mary, his espoused wife," is descriptive of Self in 
its feminine aspect or expression; in other words, the creative 
subconsciousness purified or made virgin through the in- 
fluence of Spirit. That she was only his “espoused wife" 
shows that the objective, masculine (Jospeh), and the subjec- 
tive, feminine (Mary), mind powers had not yet been made 
one in perfect understanding. The birth of the Christ Idea 
was required to perfect their harmonious relation. ‘“‘While 
they were there" refers to the holding of Self in the spiritual 
attitude of mind until the Christ spirit, or Jesus nature, is 
born in the heart. “She brought forth her first born son” - 
is indicative of the Christ Spirit, Thought or Idea taking 
definite shape in consciousness. The Christ Idea having 
been previously impressed upon the feminine subconscious 
mind through suggestive impregnation by the masculine ele- 
ment or Father Spirit—God, and having completed its pre- 
natal subconscious development, is born into the objective 
mind, that is, the individual becomes aware of the new state 
of mind that has been formed in him. This is indicated by 
a great quickening of the Love nature and an ever increas- 
ing desire for purity and general spiritual attainment. 

The phrase "swaddling clothes" suggests the feeble 
beginning of the Christ consciousness in the individual. 
When the light of Spirit comes like a luminous dawn reveal- 
ing the realities of life, one becomes as a little child, and 
thus enters the Kingdom of Spirit within himself. 

"Inn" symbolizes the intellect, the objective or outer 
phase of mind, filled with impressions from the world of 
sense and in which there is no room for spiritual thoughts. 
Before Joseph and Mary could have found room in the inn 
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some of the guests already there would have had to leave. 
Likewise, before spiritual ideas and emotions can have place 
in the outer consciousness, some at least of the materialistic 
thoughts now there must be ‘eliminated. 

The "shepherds" spoken of in verse eight describes the 
nature and function of certain spiritual faculties such as, 
Veneration, the spirit of worship; Conscientiousness, the 
sense of right; Benevolence, the unselfish desire to help; 
Intuition, the direct recognition and understanding of psy- 
` chic impulses; Friendship, the associational desire; Con- 
jugality, the love or mating, emotion. Others might be 
mentioned, but these are sufficient to explain the existence 
and identity of those mental "shepherds" constantly watch- 
ing, leading and protecting their "flocks" of spiritual 
thoughts, ideas and feelings in the "fields" of the human 
consciousness, during the long "night" of error, when ma- 
terialism holds sway in thought and life. ‘The angel of the 
Lord” is a definite, positive spiritual impulse direct from 
God to the individual, making him aware of his inherent 
spiritual nature and powers; and the glory of the Lord rep- 
resents the illumination of soul that comes when the personal 
consciousness contacts / Am and is flooded with Love divine. 
The admonition, "Fear not," calls attention to the disturb- 
ance caused in mind by the inflow of Spirit, and “good tid- 
. ings of great joy” explains exactly the effect produced when 
the sweet harmony of Love begins to pervade every atom of 
being. “For unto you is born” sets forth the cause of the 
rejoicing, the bringing forth in consciousness of the God 
Idea. “This day"—now—-or just when, through sur- 
render of personality, you feel the strengthening, cleansing, 
transforming power of the Truth in you. “In the city of 
David" '—that region of the mind where the love forces exist 
and express or, in other words, the love consciousness. 

A “Savior” is one who, or that which, saves from sin 
and all its effects, and in this connection represents Christ the 
Lord. Note the peculiar use of "which" in this expression. 
The text does not say, “‘a Savior who is Christ the Lord,” 
but which is. In English, "which" is used when reference 
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is made to principles or things, and "who" when persons are 
indicated. Why did the translators use "which" instead 
of "who"? It seems that they did not think of Christ the 
Lord as a person but as a spiritual Principle, Power or 
State of Consciousness in the individual. Did they not un- 
derstand Christ to be an indwelling Spirit and Jesus the 
perfect personal manifestation of that Spirit? As thus in- 
terpreted, the "Savior, Christ the Lord," is Love, begotten 
by and born of the Spirit, God, in the heart of man. Divine 
Love, then, is the Savior, and when it comes into full ex- 
pression through the / Am or Real Self, it completely saves, 
that is, regenerates the personal life. When one is thus 
converted, or new born, Love becomes the ruling principle in 
all the affairs of life. Let it be said also that one becomes 
Christ-like, that is, like Jesus, just to the extent that one de- 
velops one's love nature. 

The influences created by the spiritualizing of con- 
sciousness and establishing the spiritual attitude of mind, are 
specified in "the heavenly host praising God." Thanks- 
giving springs spontaneously from the heart when soul is 
radiant in the glow of Love. "Peace . . . good will" is 
a wonderfully accurate statement of the effect of the new 
birth, as the gracious influence of Divine Love establishes 
harmony in mind and body, eradicating error, annihilating 
disease, filling the body with health, and establishing the love 
relation in every phase of human intercourse. 

In verse fifteen, the "shepherds" again come promi- 
nently into the narrative and are represented as going to see 
what had come to pass and to make it known to all the 
world. This clearly represents the drawing together of all 
the spiritual powers into / Am or Love consciousness, where 
they are revitalized and filled with Truth and power. Each, 
then, in its own particular way, spreads the redeeming, re- 
generating forces throughout the body. In this sense, peo- 
ple are shepherds when they yield to Love and then prove it 
by applying it in actual experience. The words, “All they 
that heard it wondered," depict almost pathetically the 
general effect on mind and body of the awakening of the 
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Christ life within. All the people were awestricken and 
wondered, but all were not convinced. Likewise, every 
atom of being feels the purifying impulse and every faculty 
thrills with the dynamic of the new life. For a time mortal 
sense is hushed, but soon reasserts itself, and then begins the 
conflict between the old and the new, the false material 
sensations and the spiritual forces of being. The doubting 
cells and faculties must be converted and redeemed, and 
the individual must "increase in wisdom and stature," even 
by painful processes, until the Jesus nature in him is fully 
developed. 

"But Mary kept these things and pondered them in 
her heart." These words are bursting with meaning for 
those who have eyes to see and ears to hear. To ponder 
means to meditate, that is, to think or feel deep within the 
mind. The disciple must live in the feminine or creative 
Love attitude constantly, nourishing and protecting the Christ 
idea through affirmation and denial, in order that soul un- 
foldment may proceed unhindered until perfection is attained. 

The above analysis, superficial though it be, indicates 
quite clearly the nature of metaphysical interpretation, and 
suggests the plan and scope of its application. It applies 
the Bible teaching directly to the individual and his prob- 
lems, while at the same time affirming its histoncal authen- 
ticity. It proves the inspiration of the Scriptures-beyond all 
doubt, by making clear their spiritual content. It immeasur- 
ably strengthens the hold of the Bible on the human heart 
by pointing out the startling fact, that because its real 
meaning is exoteric, or personal, it would still be the true 
and inspired Word of God, even if everything ever claimed 
for it in an historical or exoteric sense should be disproved. 
In other words, metaphysical interpretation disarms criticism 
and establishes the Bible on an impregnable foundation.

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RICHES AND THEIR RELATION TO 
RIGHTEOUSNESS

j=] RHAPS no part of the Scriptures has been 
iW so misinterpreted as has those texts pertaining 
to riches and their relation to righteousness. 
Many of the erroneous conclusions came out 
of a misunderstanding of Jesus and his 
teachings. Because Jesus had no visible ac- 
cumulation of houses and lands, he was 
oso to be poor; and in that he has been emulated in other 
ethics of living, his financial conditions were quite generally 
accepted by misguided, religious enthusiasts, to be the cor- 
rect thing. Now that we are beginning to understand that 
all that appears is made from the unseen, and that the 
reality of the manifest world is the ideas that formed it, we 
discern that Jesus was the richest, as well as the wisest man 
that ever trod the globe. He was secure in the inner riches 
(ideas), and so did not have the care and responsibility of 
the added things, yet had the use of them when they were 
needed. All that he desired came into visibility, not through 
hard labor and planning and scheming, but through faith in 
and a demand upon an ever-present Supply. Jesus drew on 
this treasury of inner riches when he multiplied his ideas of 
Substance and fed the multitude. So sure was he of his 
demand being made manifest that he gave thanks for it be- 
fore it appeared, and made ready to receive it. He feasted 
and entertained in the best homes, appropriated any form of 
substance necessary to accomplish his mission of being about 
his Father's business. Recognizing God as the Father of 
us all, and man as one Son, he acted upon the Truth that 
we are one family, and so are always glad to share with each 
other every good gift. 
All attempt to accumulate wealth in the outer, without 
first realizing its source, ends in increased responsibility, dis- 
satisfaction and uncertainty. Jesus recognized this when he 
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gave us the law governing prosperity in the words, ‘‘Seek 
ye first the kingdom of God and his righteousness; and all 
these things shall be added unto you." The symbol (outer 
wealth) follows naturally the consciousness of inner riches. 
If our hearts are set on earthly treasures, the things of the 
earth: may come into manifestation through thought attrac- 
tion, but with each change of mind there will be a corres- 
ponding fluctuation of affairs. ‘We become like that which 
we think most about, and that upon which we set our love. 


"Nhat thou lovest, man, become thou must; 
God, if thou lovest God; dust, if thou lovest dust." 


` Understanding spiritual law to be the foundation of 
the manifest world, we say with Solomon, "Give thy servant 
an understanding heart." Solomon asked for the best gifts 
first, and so rich was he in ideas that he accumulated untold 
wealth in the manifest world. When we become powerful 
in consciousness, we can be safely trusted with the external 
expression of that power. Jesus taught us a beautiful lesson 
in the parable of the rich young ruler, however much this 
lesson has been distorted to mean an antagonistic attitude 
toward possessions. Yet it is written that Jesus beholding 
this comely young man, blessed with youth, riches and an 
earnest desire for an understanding of the kingdom of 
heaven, loved him and desired to direct him into a path 
that would bless the rich man and humanity. You will re- 
call that this rich young ruler was a type of the moral man, 
who had kept the letter of the law, but not having discerned 
the Spirit of it, had not partaken of the Substance and Life 
of reality, and so was seeking a fuller realization of living. 
He was able to perceive that Jesus, void of possessions, was 
richer than he. When Jesus said unto him, "If thou 
wouldst be perfect, go, sell that which thou hast, and give 
to the poor, and thou shalt have treasure in heaven; and 
come, follow me,” he suggested the positive activity of self 
expression necessary to perfect man, to bring him into the 
realization of his powers of creation as a real son of Om- 
nipotent Good. There is no inaction in Spirit. Go sym- 
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bolizes a change of mind, a turning about from the old, un- 
satisfactory way into a path that leads to a fuller under- 
standing of what it is to "enter into life." It is typified in 
consciousness by repentance. The true path of life lies al- 
ways before man, but he must choose to walk therein. He 
must be willing to be cleansed and purged of all selfishness. 

Jesus was talking about the kingdom of heaven when 
approached by this young man, who would enter into this 
glorious kingdom. The "rich young man" of the parable 
symbolizes the personal consciousness of every individual; 
that in us which is selfish for the good things, but does not 
want to give up any of its possessions. It wants eternal life 
so it may all the more enjoy the things of sense. But this is 
not the way into the kingdom of harmony, for man must 
surrender his personal possessions of whatever nature and 
harmonize his ideas with Divine Ideas. When Jesus com- 
manded the young man to "sell that which thou hast," it 
made him sorrowful, for he had "great possessions." Jesus 
perceiving his grief, turned to his disciples and said, “Verily, 
I say unto you, It is hard for a rich man to enter into the 
kingdom of heaven," and compared the rich man's entrance 
into heaven to a loaded camel going through the eye of a 
needle. Needle is a name applied to certain small openings 
leading into the Oriental cities, through which caravans 
passed after the larger gates were closed. Camels bearing 
heavy burdens were unloaded at the entrance to these 
needles, and the camel squeezed through on its knees. This 
is the exact process through which man, loaded with personal 
possessions and material ideas, must pass if he is to enter into 
the kingdom of harmony. 

Man fails to find satisfaction in his possessions and 
begins to reason why. This brings him to the entrance of a 
different thought realm, and happy is he who findeth wisdom 
at this turning point in his life. It is becoming meek, humble 
and willing to unload that assures perfect satisfaction as man 
enters into a higher consciousness of thought. Man must sell 
what he has, for he cannot receive more unless he becomes 
empty. He cannot reap a different harvest unless he has 
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first made it ready through sowing the seed. We cannot 
enter into a new consciousness without first “‘squaring up" 
the old. This was the lesson Jesus was giving us, when he 
was teaching the rich young ruler. We cannot run to some 
leader or healer, kneel down before them (humble our 
pride) and demand the highest gift of Spirit for our personal 
enjoyment. We must pay the price. We must sell what 
we have, become empty, thus preparing ourselves for the 
harvest that will be the result of the new and highly pro- 
ductive seed which is being sown in our consciousness through 
the introduction of new ideas. Life and Truth are not to 
be gained from the without, but are established in conscious- 
ness in the within. There is no increase except through 
giving (selling). The giving, selling, losing, emptiness and 
all other negative qualities are but the forerunners of the 
receiving, buying, gaining and fullness that is moving in our 
direction in exact proportion to each other. It is self expres- 
sion we are seeking, the expression of our God-self, which is 
the real self of every man. 

The poor represents the emptiness waiting to be filled, 
and so Jesus continued his instructions with, "Give to the 
poor." Students of Truth ask why have prosperity lessons 
if one is to give away all his wealth. To arrive at a prac- 
tical application of giving to the poor, let us consider Jesus’ 
own words. He does not say to give all that you have to 
the poor, but we are to sell that which we have and give to 
the poor. The emphasis is on selling and giving. We can- 
not receive until we give, and there must be an emptiness to 
receive the fullness. When we sell, we set into activity 
that which we have, whether it be money, talent for music, 
gift of the Spirit to heal or teach, thus giving to the needy 
ones—the poor. The needy may not be destitute for food, 
shelter or clothing, but for the understanding of the way of 
life. Prosperity lessons are to establish a rich consciousness 
and are not studied as the means to the accumulation of 
things. We do not center our attention in the without, but 
in the within. With all his possessions, the rich young man 
wes poor in consciousness, poor in the kingdom of heaven; 
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but Jesus, recognizing his inherent hidden wealth, sought to 
bring it to his attention through changing his base of thought. 
Had the rich young man been willing to part with his pos- 
sessions, to give up himself, for possessions are centered about 
the personal ego of man, he would have had the key to the 
door of the kingdom, for it is through the will that man exer- 
cises choice. All the manifest world is the outpicturing of 
ideas in mind, perfect or discordant, according to the har- 
mony or inharmony of man's thoughts with Divine Ideas. 
When man lets go of the idea that anything in his life is his 
possession, and recognizes the God-power back of it, he 
will have abundance to use to the glory of God and human- 
ity. All that is worth while becomes doubly valuable when 
charged with the Substance of Spint. But our needs will 
never be supplied unless we fulfill the law of receiving, 
which 1s set into operation through giving. 

Jesus did not imply that because it is hard for a rich 
man to enter the kingdom of heaven that only the poor and 
poverty stricken are eligible. He affirmed, “All that the 
Father hath is mine.” How rich we are when we become 
‘conscious of our natural inheritance and enter into the limit- 
less ideas of Spirit? Righteousness and riches are twin 
brothers, but the important point is the understanding of 
what constitutes riches. If one is so rich in the consciousness 
of God as his Supply that he has no thought of lack, 
worry or anxiety, who can say that he is poor because 
he has not accumulated possessions? Man looketh upon 
the appearance, but it is the attitude of the heart that counts 
in righteousness. However, we have been so in the habit 
of thinking of possessions as riches that we need to exercise 
care in our ideas of poverty. The poor people are those 
who are not conscious of the ideas of Divine Mind and their 
relation to them; who do not know peace of mind or satis- 
faction in living. Those who think they are sufficient of 
themselves are indeed poor. 

It has been the experience of Truth students that ex- 
ternal wealth comes naturally and without strenuous effort 
when they seek first the kingdom. Trust takes the place of 
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planning; self-expression takes the place of work. Just as 
surely as one pours himself out in some manner of giving, 
which is synonomous with loving, just as surely will he re- 
ceive heaped up measure in return. The law of “Freely ye 
would receive, freely. give," is infallible. Trust comes 
through building up a consciousness of prosperity. This 
consciousness is built up in the same manner as one builds 
up a consciousness of health; through meditation upon God 
as the giver of all good, and our oneness with this Source of 
Supply. It is no more honorable to be poor than to be 
sick. In either case we have not realized the riches of the 
kingdom of harmony. ; 

When we have emptied ourselves of our limited ideas 
of possessions we are ready to receive the fullness which the 
Christ offers in his ‘Come, follow me." Again, the activity 
of the Spirit must be expressed. We cannot hoard our spir- 
itual riches any more than the temporal. They must be 
increased through use. The Chnist principle must have free 
expression through us and we must make our new under- 
standing a practical demonstration. We cannot hear the 
invitation to follow the Christ unless we are ready to obey. 
The convenient: season is always now. It is one thing to 
let go the old, and another to establish the new; it is one 
thing to realize a Truth and another thing to demonstrate it, 
but both are necessary and complete each other. We can- 
not have the understanding without the capacity to demon- 
strate it. Man can achieve what he can conceive, but only 
through following a Universal principle of Truth. It means 
something to follow the Christ. Every man is responsible 
for his own living. He makes or mars it with his thought. 
If we would enter into life we must relinquish the things 
of self. 

Man cannot sit down and fold his hands and wait for 
a demonstration of prosperity. Spirit expresses in activity. 
Do the first thing that comes to your hand to be done, and 
do it well. Comply with the moral law, but in the Christ 
way. When taxes were demanded of Jesus and Peter, 
Peter resisted the law, but Jesus showed him how easy it 
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was to comply with the demand. He instructed Peter to 
go to the sea, cast out a hook, take the first fish that came up, 
open its mouth, find the piece of money, and pay the taxes. 
Peter was not to “dilly dally" and let that first fish escape 
him, but to act. The first fish is the first impression, the in- 
tuitive voice of the soul. It is the urge of the Spirit and will 
lead into the higher good, if pursued in that spirit. Oppor- 
tunity is now, but our use of opportunity determines our rate 
of progress and our demonstrations of prosperity. 

Ideas are the pure gold of spirit. They are the "treas- 
ure in heaven," the gift of Divine Mind to its offspring. 
Through ideas we recognize our real nature as creators, and 
bring forth abundance for ourselves and enrich the conscious- 
ness of the race. Plenty and abundance are the outworking 
of these rich God-ideas, and is one of the good gifts of the 
Father to all who are willing to sell what they have, and 
follow the Christ Principle. To such as forsake all the ideas 
of the personality, looking to the law of righteousness rather 
than to appearance, are promised an increase of an hundred- 
fold and eternal life, here in this time, proving that riches are 
the natural result of righteousness. Some one has written 
it "right-use-ness;" and so it is. The right use of ideas in 
mind, of talents and inherent capacities bring their own in- 
crease and establishes man in the kingdom -of heaven. 
"Blessed is the man that feareth Jehovah, that delighteth 
greatly in his commandments. Wealth and riches are in his 
house; and his righteousness endureth forever." ‘The bless- 
ing of Jehovah it maketh rich; and he addeth no sorrow 


therewith.”

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DESIRE A QUEST FOR THE CHRIST 
CONSCIOUSNESS

N ALL our study of Truth let us ever bear

N E the objective of all people, whether they 
Swe have discerned the truth of their being or 


not, and whether they are conscious of what 
they are doing or not. Man, in his struggle to eliminate from 
his life misery, sickness, disease, poverty, and so-called evil 
of all kinds, whether conscious of it or not, is in reality 
striving to make his atonement, striving to reach a place 
where he feels he will be happy and satished. Those who 
have discerned that this place is reached only in conscious- 
ness have taken a great stride towards reaching it; and this 
place is really heaven, a place in consciousness to be attained 
only by right living, and right living can only be accom- 
plished by right thinking, for thinking precedes all expres- 
sion and manifestation. Wrong living, which inevitably 
follows wrong thinking, is the cause of all inharmony; in 
fact, it is not living at all. As expressed by one Truth 
teacher, "Right living is living in heaven; wrong living is 
dying in the other place.” | 

The key to Spiritual consciousness lies in the persist- 
ency with which man holds to the Truth that he is in reality 
God expressed. Then let us get perfectly still for a few 
moments and silently say, "I am the perfect Idea of my 
Father, God, the All-Good, and I now express his whole- 
ness."  (Silence.)

Logically, the statement we have just held in the Si- 
lence is true, and we are not going to let our senses deceive 
us into believing anything less than this. Ever remember 
that we grow like that which we hold in mind, "that as a man 
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thinketh in his heart so is he,” then stick to the logic of the 
Truth of your Being, and you will be agreeably surprised at 
the results. 

We have learned that God is the One Substance from 
which all realities are made. Even the physical scientists 
are agreed that all things at their foundation are the same 
in essence. Here is a wonderful revelation, for it carries 
with it so many of the truths we are endeavoring to identify 
ourselves with. A full realization of the Truth that we are 
all one substance, removes all condemnation of one for an- 
other, all ill-feeling, all misjudgment; for, knowing this, it 
is easily seen that it would be just as consistent for one part 
of the body to condemn another part of the body as for 
one person to find fault with another. So instead of finding 
fault with, and condemning, and criticising, and denouncing, 
we see how purely logical it is to be ready and willing at 
all times to assist our brothers and sisters to an understanding 
of the Truth, and to always give everybody kind, loving, 
helpful thoughts, which do much to lift them up instead of 
push them down. | 

So also, we see the logic of the statement that all so- 
called evil, wrong thinking, wrong speaking, wrong acting, 
are the result of ignorance, and we never feel that it is right 
to condemn another for doing a thing in ignorance. 

Every desire of every person in the world is for Good. 
All the so-called evil desires are really for good. The 
trouble with the so-called evil desires is that they are misin- 
terpreted. To illustrate: One is filled with desire for great 
wealth. At its center of course the desire is not for wealth 
at all, but for the power which one thinks great wealth will 
bring. So it is really power that is desired. Now, instead 
of knowing that Power is God, and that he is All-Power, 
and affirming that all power is given unto him in heaven and 
in earth, he misinterprets the desire and casts about to get 
possession of the wealth, no matter by what means, thinking 
thereby to get the power that it represents. The result is, 
even when he gets the wealth, the power he was really seek- 
ing is not his, and he does not know how to use the wealth he 
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has obtained to bring into his life the peace and happiness 
that he felt would come with the money. 

I know of a man and wife who are right now in just 
this position. Some years ago they became ambitious to 
move in certain society, ambitious to wield the power they 
saw others apparently wielding, and they felt that it was 
great wealth, abundance of money, that would give it to 
them. With this in view all their energies were bent to the 
attainment of money, and so well did they labor that suc- 
cess crowned their efforts. The man in his business went 
right up in the world, a large fortune was accumulated, a 
beautiful home was built in an exclusive part of the city, 
costing perhaps fifty or sixty thousand dollars. Then they 
felt that they could begin to live according to their ambitions. 
What was the result? Upon endeavoring to move in the 
society they aspired to they discovered that they were so 
hopelessly deficient in the common, every-day, English lan- 
guage that they were practically eliminated from the associ- 
 ations they had. hoped to enjoy. They realized their mis- 
take too late, and they are now both attending private school 
to try to attain what they had thought their money would 
give them, and their teacher says it is really pitiful to see 
them and know their plight. Now, after they attain a 
knowledge of English there will be something else in which 
they will discover they are sadly lacking, and so it will con- 
tinue until their eyes are opened to the Truth that within 
themselves is to be found the fountain of all knowledge, all 
power, all good. 

Real power comes from within, from God. All power 
that anybody can possibly use is within man, only waiting to 
be brought into visibility by his first recognizing it, and then 
affirming it as his, working it into his consciousness until he 
becomes one with it. 

When man discerns the Truth of his Being he will be- 
gin to interpret his desires aright, and the right interpretation 
is always a desire for more of God or his attributes. 

Jesus said, ‘“Whatsoever things ye desire when ye pray, 
believe that ye receive them and ye shall have them.” An- 
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other teacher has said that desire for a thing is that thing in 
its incipiency or beginning, so that it would be impossible 
to have a desire for a thing without also having the ability to 
make it manifest. i | 

People say that they desire abundant life, and so they 
do, but so many interpret it to mean that if they will exer- 
cise their muscles or breathe scientifically, eat certain foods in 
certain ways, drink so many glasses of water every day, of 
just a certain temperature, keep out of drafts, etc., they will 
attain the abundant life they seek. The result of such meth- 
ods is but indifferent. However, when man awakens to the 
truth, as Jesus expressed it, that he (the Spirit of Truth, 
God) came that ye might have life and have it more abun- 
dantly, and recognizes that this life is really God within 
him, and affirms his oneness with that Life, constantly, he 
finds that he takes on the clear eye, the elastic step, the vigor 

‘of youth, in a way that one knows he has discovered the 
fountain of perpetual youth. He ever "keeps a smile in his 
heart, and it shows on his face, and he never grows old.” 

The whole secret in all this seeking for satisfaction and 
happiness, is to seek understandingly, and to know that it is 
God, the All-Good we are seeking, instead of some personal 
or external attainment, and this once discerned, let the seek- 
ing be earnest, whole-hearted, and persistent. We read, 
"Ye shall find me when ye shall search for me with all 
your heart." In that day when more than anything else, 
more than great wealth, and honor, and power, and self- 
exaltation, you shall desire knowledge of the indwelling 
Spirit, God will reveal himself to you and you will become 
conscious of the abundant indwelling Life, Love, Strength, 
Peace and Power. 

Understanding, or realization of the presence of God 
within us, is, as Peter said, ‘The gift of God." It is some- 
thing that all mankind has, but to be of benefit to anyone he 
must know that it is true. There are those who may be im- 
mensely wealthy, who may be the sole owners of nich gold 
or diamond fields, but, not knowing it themselves, the fact of 
their ownership does them no good. Man ignorant of his 
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divinity, ignorant of the Truth that he lives, moves, and has 
his being in God, the All-Good, and that all good things are 
his for the taking, is like the sailors in the disabled vessel in 
the South Atlantic. They had drifted about helplessly for 
weeks without sighting another vessel. Their provisions were 
fast disappearing, and worst of all their supply of fresh 
water was exhausted and they were famishing of thirst. 
When they were about to give up in despair they sighted a 
vessel in the distance and began to signal to it to come to 
their aid with fresh water. To their astonishment and great 
joy the answer came back, “‘Dip down and drink, you are 
in the mouth of the Amazon." Here they had been for days 
surrounded by fresh water in abundance, but not knowing 
it they were suffering as intensely as though they had been 
in mid-ocean. And so it is with man until he discerns the 
Truth that God dwells within him, discerns that his body is 
the temple of the Living God, and begins the search for 
realization of this Truth in the right way. 

Our mistake in the past has been that in seeking God's 
assistance we have endeavored to change his attitude towards 
us. In our prayers we have been taught to beseech, to en- 
treat, to beg, to plead, that God would change his attitude, 
that he would have mercy on us and relieve us of suffering 
that in reality is caused by our ignorance of the Truth of 
our Being. Now we know that changing God is something 
that cannot be done; in fact, God's attitude need not be 
changed, as it is exact, it is true, and changing his attitude 
would bring about chaotic conditions everywhere. Then 
the necessary changes must take place in man. Man must 
change his attitude toward God, the Spirit within him. He 
must recognize that God, the Spirit of the All-Good, dwell- 
ing within him, is always ready and willing to express this 
goodness through him whenever he will let it. So let us 
recognize the Spirit within us; let us whenever facing a dif- 
ficulty silently say, "The All-Knowing Father within me is 
my guide, and I know just what to do," then we will find 
our difficulties becoming less annoying and troublesome. 
Try this whole-heartedly, not merely as an experiment, but 
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because it is the Truth, and you will be well repaid for your 
efforts. | 

Let me emphasize, however, that persistency is the 
watchword. People will doctor with physicians for years, 
without benefit, and then if they are not healed by a single 
treatment of the Mind (Spirit) healing method they are 
ready to condemn it as worthless. However, they have their 
reward, and we who are persistent, and keep at it earnestly, 
also have our reward in abundant success. 

Let me repeat, let all your seeking from this time on be 
a conscious seeking for God. In all your desires feel that 
they are desires for more and more of God, and interpret all 
desire from this standpoint. Remember that Power comes 
from God, from within, not through accumulating external 
things. Love comes from within, from God—it is free and 
goes out to all—and so avoid lavishing the affections upon 
some one person, or group of persons, for this is selfish love, 
and so-called love coupled with selfishness loses its identity. 
But, some one says, shall we not love our parents, our 
children, our friends? Certainly, love them, but recognize 
everybody in the universe as a brother, as a sister, in other 
words, as a part of yourself, just as any organ is a part of 
yourself, and broaden your love to be all-inclusive. In other 
words, not that you should love these less, but the whole 
world—God—more. 

Wisdom comes from within. Solomon’s injunction 
was to get wisdom. ‘With all thy getting get understand- 
ing. Remember that understanding comes from within. 
Men seek wisdom from external things, feeling that the more 
they study things, the more knowledge they acquire about 
the things of the universe, the more wisdom will they express. 
We are not condemning this method of getting knowledge, 
but there is a better way. After all, in all study of external 
things man is learning just a little about some of God's 
creations. When man begins to realize that God, the All- 
Wise, All-Knowing One dwells in him, he will begin to seek 
conscious union with this One by affirming his oneness with 


God, and the more he becomes conscious of this Truth the 
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greater will become his capacity to know. So, while not 
condemning the outward search for knowledge, couple with 
it faith in the Truth that the All-Wise One dwells within 
and is expressing wisdom through you, and the acquiring of 
so-called external knowledge will become easier. 

I recently read of ‘a business man who went through 
the great San Francisco fire. All had been swept away, 
even records, things of inestimable value to the continuance 
of business. Business men generally resigned themselves to 
their fate, of a long, slow, tedious revival of conditions. 
This man did not give up. He recognized that all power, 
all order, all organization, comes from the Great Helper 
within him; and he went to work. He arose an hour earlier 
each morning than was his custom and spent this hour in 
silent contemplation, putting all his problems into the hands 
of Spirit within him, and in a few weeks’ time, to the great 
astonishment of all about him, he was forging ahead in his 
business. Knowledge of what to do and how to do it had 
come to him because he knéw the source of all knowledge 
and had consciously allied himself with that great power 
within him. 

The lesson I wish to impress upon you is that all desire 
is desire for more of God. Interpret your desires from this 
standpoint. “Translate all of your desires into the terms of 
attributes of God—Life, Love, Intelligence, Substance, 
Peace, Joy, Health, and then know that by affirming your 
oneness with these things within you, you will do more to 
gratify the desires of your heart than by any other method 
you might employ. While it is true you may not necessarily 
get the specific thing which you had thought was necessary 
to your happiness, you will get that which will bring with it 
greater joy and peace and satisfaction, than if through ex- 
ternal means you had gotten the object you first sought. 
Recognize God in all your desires and then leave it to the 
Spirit within you to fulfill and you will have found the secret 
spring that will reveal to you the peace and joy that passeth 
understanding.

cen I| Truth is the same yesterday, today and for- 
ever. In this consciousness we wipe out all 
belief in measurements of time as having 
power to effect us. Now is the time to re- 
joice in our liberty from mortal limitations 
and one by one they drop away, because 
we have, through the authority of our word, severed the 
connection in the realm of ideas, and the manifest world must 
conform to our ideals. Now is the time to rejoice in the 
abundance of Good. The power of choice is in our own 
hands. That upon which we think comes into manifestation. 
Jesus came preaching that the kingdom of heaven (har- 
mony) is at hand. We say, "Your letter is at hand," mean- 
ing it is here now, and that is exactly what we mean when 
we go preaching the kingdom of heaven is at hand, as Jesus 
commanded. We cannot realize this heaven or bring it 
forth if we continually attach ourselves to the past or future, 
bewailing the conditions of the present. We are neither to 
practice retrospection nor contemplation, but introspection, 
looking always to the within, for Jesus added, “‘Behold, the 
kingdom of God [heaven] is within you." This kingdom 
within man contains all the gifts of the Father to his beloved 
Son, and the substance of all that we desire now. 

We are not very far along in what the world calls a 
new year and it is well that we now consciously realize that 
years have no power to make us grow old. Astronomy tells 
us that a year is the sum of days it takes the earth to travel 
around the sun; the earth comes back promptly to the place 
where man assumed that it started, and nothing has been 
used or lost—only the isness of creation verified. All 
measurements of time are man-made conceptions brought into 
expression to further the order and harmony of the manifest 
world, and are not meant as a "bugaboo'" to man's well- 
being, but a convenience. The Chief Observer at Green- 
wich, England, says, "There is no such thing as time; we 
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fake it." Yet this fake has robbed millions of their loveli- 
ness of body and peace of mind because of their mental 
attitude toward it. The Bible is full of such remarks as, 
“Abraham died full of years; Job died full of days; Joshua 
was well stricken in years," and the obituary notices of this 
day are not complete without this information. It is not a 
question of how long we live, but how much. When we 
understand a "bugaboo" it loses its power to disturb us, and 
only by the realization of the Now in its fullness will we 
offset the ravages of this thief, called Time, and his two co- 
workers, the past and future. The Truth is, Now is the 
only time; we live in Omnipresence. 

To dwell in the Now is to concentrate all one's forces 
in the present; to center one's attention in the thing at hand. 
" Only in this way can perfect concentration be practiced. 
Even if the retrospection or contemplation be pleasant, it 
detracts from the present. All that is worth while in either 
the so-called past or future is Now. Suppose we have had a 
beautiful and glorious demonstration; the joy, substance and 
harmony of it is in consciousness now, and it is this joy and 
glory that we radiate, and which is the reality of the dem- 
onstration. If we worship in Spirit and in Truth, we wor- 
ship in the hour which now is. [t is in consciousness we sep- 
arate ourselves from fixed ideas of time as a reality. If we 
dwell in thought upon either the past or future, we rob our- 
selves of the forces of the present, and the organism suffers 
as a consequence; the appearance of age is the result. Time 
itself has no power to furrow the cheek nor whiten the hair. 
It is our belief in time as a destructive factor in our lives that 
effects us. Looking to the realm of outward things is de- 
structive also. There is only one course to pursue—keep 
centered in spiritual thought. The establishing of the Christ 
consciousness is not a matter of time, but depends upon un- 
derstanding, realization and demonstration. By adding the 
word Now to every affirmation and denial, one contacts 
Omnipresence, and a dynamic force is constantly at work 
to bring us into the expression of the perfect consciousness. 

The truth is that I Am. I am Spirit, so I am Now. : 
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I have no past, no future. All that there is in God is con- 
centrated in man. God is— man is. We are Being now; 
not will be. We are enthused with the ideal, and its possible 
fulfillment here and now, of eternal life. Death is only a 
bad habit, a false belief established in consciousness through 
thinking upon it as necessary to. a continuous existence. 
When we find ourselves harboring a bad habit, and realize 
how unprofitable it is, we begin to break the habit, through 
ceasing to think about it. All growth has its inception in 
thought, so it is in the realm of ideas we begin to lay our 
foundation for our eternal structure, the “temple not made 
with hands," the glorified body. If thoughts of yesterday 
and tomorrow deplete the organism, and the life forces fol- 
low the trend of the mind, is it not time to begin to focus all 
our thoughts in the Now?

“Are 
not ye of much more value than they?" Living in the Now 
begets trust, faith and confidence in the Father who knoweth 
that we have need of food and raiment. But the life is 
more than food and the body than raiment. It is more im- 
portant then to look to the mental attitude than to the ex- 
pression, since the realm of manifestation has its reality in 
the ideas that bring it forth. 

We can train the mind to lay hold only of that which 
is desirable through constant denial and affirmation. Un- 
less we deny the erroneous ideas that seek admission into our 
consciousness, they come in of their own accord, build 
thought structures in the body and we see the result pictured 
in the body. As we live in the Now we bring into expression 
in our bodies a constant flow of vigorous energy, providing 
we are thinking along constructive lines. Dead thoughts 
bring forth after their kind, for every thought carnes with it 
its own attracting center, and multiplies and replenishes the 
earth—manifest world— with its own image. We are con- 
tinuall giving suggestions to our body consciousness, or 
subconscious, in the thoughts we think, and their dominant 
quality is revealed in the body as harmony or discord. We 
want God's image manifested in the new race that is now 
being formed in our midst. It is our natural heritage, and 
we set into operation a demand for its fulfillment in us 
through the thoughts we think. Not only what we think 
originally, but what we think about others. “If thine eye 
be single, thy whole body will be full of light." 

God will take care of the yesterdays and tomorrows if 
we will let him, and through his transmuting Spirit within us, 
give us today all that there is in Being when we understand 
how to appropriate his good gifts. The fullness of today 
will be sufficient to meet our every need as they become ap- 
parent, and man will be relieved) from storing up treasures 
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for the proverbial rainy day, when he has learned to live in 
Omnipresence. 


"For yesterday is but a dream 

And tomorrow is only a vision. 

But today well lived, 

Makes every yesterday a dream of happiness, 
And every tomorrow a vision of hope. 

Look well, therefore, to this day!" 


Such is the salutation of the dawn! It would be wise 
for us to salute each day in this spirit. 

Jesus lived in the present, and his words are recorded 
as if he were speaking them. He affirmed, "My words are 
spirit and they are life." We know that life and spint are 
qualities of Being and are Omnipresent, always present in 
all their power and might. "Everyone that is of the Truth 
heareth my voice," said this master of men, and when we 
get ready for the fullness of the presence of Christ in our 
own souls, we turn to this Shepherd for individual instruc- 
tion, and get far more inspiration and reality from his words 
than if they were written as relics of the past. Man, spint- 
ually awakened, is reading Jesus’ words as living messages 
and not as historical fact. The very tense in which they are 
written spoils them as historical lore. Much of the New 
Testament is written in the Now. 

We may find ourselves looking ahead, but in a moment 
we can return to the present and claim all power necessary 
to meet any test of faith or understanding. When Jesus 
came to the hour when he would pass over from the mortal 
to spiritual consciousness, he concentrated his forces in the 
present and affirmed, "Now shall the prince of this world be 
cast out." ^ As man gives the substance of his thought to the 
present moment, he will come into a control over the mortal 
consciousness that he has long desired. We can then say 
to the thiefs, the yesterdays and tomorrows, "Today, shalt 
thou be with me in Paradise." Paradise is a state of contin- 
ual harmony and bliss, and we enter into it when we have 
met and overcome the prince of this world, in our bodies and 
affairs, as Jesus did. | 
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Now is the time to offset the effect of erroneous ideas 
of time that have heretofore been established in our con- 
sciousness. The Spirit of our words will descend into the 
body consciousness and we will be freed from all man-made 
limitations. To have more abundant life is to have more 
abundant youth and energy. Through understanding the 
directive power of the / Am, we can plant the seeds of Truth 
in our consciousness that we wish to manifest in our lives, 
thus entering into such a fullness of life now as to make it 
utterly impossible for a belief in time to survive.

Ques. 1. What is Prosperity? Express your answer 
in your own words. 

True prosperity is realizing that God is the source of 
all good, and in him is limitless abundance. It is not the 
possession of “‘things,’’ this idea being the belief of the sense 
mentality. The awakened soul, knowing itself to be an ex- 
pression of God, and also that God is all that there is, lives 
in the full consciousness of oneness with the riches of the 


Universal Mind. 
Ques. 2. What is Substance? 


Physical science has found that matter is not what it 
appears to be, is not permanent nor real. Back of matter 
the mind sees an eternal and unchanging reality. This we 
call Substance. It is the Spint of the living Creator manifest 
and realized by us through the mind. 


Ques. 3. What is the difference between Substance 
and Matter 2 

Matter is that manifestation of substance which we are 
conscious of through the senses. It is man's limited concept 
of substance and constitutes the so-called material universe. 
We are conscious of substance only through Spirit, for it 
cannot be discerned through the senses. 


Ques. 4. What is meant by "the unreality of matter" 2 

Matter is "unreal" because it is not what it seems to 
be. The reality of it does not lie in its external forms, but in 
Divine Substance underlying it. 
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Ques. 5. What is the relation of the Divine Substance 
to man's supply? 

Mind and substance are realities, and mind is creative. 
E.verything that man needs that he may live, grow and de- 
velop to higher planes of consciousness, exists for him in Uni- 
versal Divine Substance. Consciously or unconsciously the 
mind of man is creating for himself out of the invisible, and 
that which he surrounds himself with in the visible is the 


creation of his own mentality. 


Ques. 6. Why did Jesus say, “Seek ye first the king- 

dom of God and his righteousness, and all these things shall 
be added unto you” ? 

i God must be realized as the Source of all supply, and 
he can be found only within the inner spiritual consciousness. 
“Seek ye first the kingdom of God,” or become conscious of 
God as life, love, wisdom and substance, and that which the 
soul needs for happiness and development will become mani- 


fest. The “things” are added. 


Ques. 7. What is the truth back of the command, 
*Lay not up treasures" ? 

It would be foolishness to “lay up treasures" with an 
inexhaustible Source of supply at hand. Man, when con- 
scious of his oneness with God, does not do so. - When he 
begins hoarding for an imaginary future need, he is losing 
some of his consciousness of Omnipresence. This loss of 
spirituality will become manifest in his life, and inharmony 
in some form will be the result. 


Ques. 8. How may we become conscious of Sub- 
stance? 

In the same way that we become conscious of God as 
Universal Perfect Life, Love or Wisdom. In the center of 
our own consciousness God may be found to be all of these, 
and also the divine eternal Substance of the universe. We 
enter the silence, acknowledge our oneness with Substance, 
and give thanks for it, thus becoming one with it. 
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Ques. 9. Give three affirmations of your own for the 
realization of Divine Substance. 

God is manifest to me in all that I see, hear or feel. 

The riches of the universe exist for the glory of my own 
soul. 

Divine Substance fulfills my every need, that I may 
grow in consciousness of the God-life. 


Ques. 10. What is the law of Giving and Receiving ? 

Nothing is given to man that he may keep for himself. 
As riches and the good things of life come to him, he must 
pass on in some way the happiness and joy given unto him. 
If his own inner life is rich in the consciousness of God as 
Supply, he will receive bountifully, and he will give freely, 
that all who touch his life may become enriched. He will 
give love, wisdom and service. He will also give of sub- 
stance, all that the Divine Law of Love and Justice between 
man and man requires. This is the complete law of giving 
and receiving. One cannot be separated from the other, as 
they complete each other. 


Ques. 11. What has the keeping of this Law to do 
with the demonstration of supply? 

If any part of this law was not kept the Whole would 
cease to be demonstrable. It is the Law of Love, and Love 
cannot receive without giving of itself. There can be no in- 
crease without giving and loving. 


Ques. /2. Is there any reality in the idea of "luck" 2 
W hat is it that is called “luck” ? 

— A person may be living unconsciously in harmony with 
the Law, and a perfect demonstration of supply be the re- 
sult. He considers himself "lucky." But there is neither 
chance nor accident in the whole universe. Everything 
comes and goes by Law, so there is no reality in the idea of 
"luck" as it has been commonly conceived. 


Ques. 13. How may worry over supply be overcome? 
When one knows that in God is the inexhaustible 


supply of all things, and that creative mind may continually 
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bring forth that which is desired and needed, there can be 
no anxiety or fear about anything in life. Living in the 
consciousness of the riches of the Universal Mind and its 
oneness with it, the soul knows no lack. 


Ques. 14. Was Jesus "poor"? 

Jesus, in his consciousness of Divine Life, could not 
value the many “things” that unawakened man thought to 
be the riches of existence. But he was not "poor." He was 
perfectly and completely conscious of his power to create 


out of Substance everything he needed. 


Ques. 15. Why does the apparent source of income 
sometimes stand in the way of a bountiful supply ? 

Man is so in the habit of limiting himself in his own 
mentality, that he is very apt to forget that his source of all 
good is the Universal Mind itself. If he limits his supply 
to a certain income, he becomes bound by that limitation and 
greater supply cannot become manifest. 


Ques. 16. What is the true object of all work? 

All work should be a conscious effort to express God. 
The idea to ‘make a living" is limited in conception and 
cannot result in peace, harmony or plenty. Our every effort 
in life should be consecrated to a high ideal of service for 
God, who is manifest in man. 


Ques. 17. What has faithfulness to do with demon- 
strattng prosperity ? 

Faithfulness is the perfect knowledge and belief that 
the Law fulfills itself. If we are consciously living in har- 
mony with the idea of universal abundance and plenty, and 
are claiming our inheritance of All Good, faith is only the 
act of knowledge that the desired result will become mani- 
fest. We are thus faithful to the Truth and to its applica- 
tion in daily living through loving service. 

Ques. 18. What is the relation of praise to the mani- 
feslation of supply? 

Praise is the joyous realization of God in life and the 
- universe. When we are keenly conscious of God's pres- 
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ence, we cannot help but praise his infinite Love and Wis- 
dom. And when we praise him as he is manifest in Sub- 
stance, we are conscious of him as the Reality of All Good. 
To praise the Divine Beauty, Good and Perfection in all 
things is to quicken the consciousness and substance into 
manifestation. 


Ques. 19. When you give to another, or do something 
for him, why should you trust the Divine Law for recom- 
pense, rather than demanding of him compensation? 

The real Source of compensation is not the person, but 
God, the only Reality. The person is the channel through 
whom the demonstration may become manifest. It is pos- 
sible that the Law may work through entirely different 
channels. When one gives of love and service, the rest 
should be left in faithfulness to the Law of God. Good 
will in return become manifest—the Universal Law of 
Justice being constantly maintained. 


Ques. 20. What will help one to give freely and 
cheerfully ? 

One cannot help but give cheerfully when one gives in 
the consciousness of love, and one cannot help but love 
when conscious that all life is One, and that One is God 
manifest. So also, one cannot help but give freely—giving 
of joy, love and service (or of the “‘things’’) when gloriously 
conscious of God as the Substance of joy and love, and that 
the "things" are only symbols of ''Substance."' 


ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS 


What is meant by “Increase your faith by the power 
of your Word” ? 

"Tt is the Spirit that quickeneth." Therefore it is the 
life and power with which we speak words of Truth that 
quickens our consciousness. Once we have demonstrated 
through the power of the Word, our faith begins to grow, 
for faith is increased through experience or demonstrations 
of Truth. As we "continue in the Word," which is to 
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continue to think and speak Absolute Truth, these spiritual 
ideas become dominant in our minds, and all that is unlike 
Truth falls away through lack of thought to sustain it. It 
is very imperative that we remain "constant in prayer," that 
is, know the Truth continually, if we expect to reap the per- 
fect fruits of Spirit. This attitude of mind becomes a joy 
when we dwell in the consciousness that God, the Good, is 
the only Presence and Power. Many things that have here- 
tofore engrossed our attention need not even be recognized. 
We can meet everything in our own consciousness, and in the 
consciousness of the race, with denials and affirmations, 
either silently or audibly, as occasion demands, and in this 
way keep our Word constantly going forth to bless. You 
increase your faith as you increase your understanding of 
Truth, which measures the power of your word.

How is the "Christ Body" formed in man? 

The "Christ body” exists in man as the manifestation 
of the Spiritual Idea of what man is in Divine Mind. We 
do not perceive it through the senses, because we have trained 
our minds heretofore in believing that our bodies are flesh 
and blood, and subject to mortal limitations. But when man 
is quickened of the Spirit, and begins to sow living words 
of Truth in his consciousness, he detects a new vigor, vitality 
and energy pervading his organism. Then he becomes con- 
scious of his spiritual body as a reality, and the texture of 
the natural body begins to give way to a finer quality. The 
body of flesh (manifestation of mortal thought) gives way 
to the spiritual body which is the outpicturing of spiritual 
thoughts. As man continues this daily nourishment of the 
body with "Words of God," the changes in the body con- 
tinue until in the "twinkling of an eye," he shall rise from 
the dead (be resurrected) and be alive forevermore, dwell- 
ing eternally in the habitation of the Lord, which is the re- 
deemed and glorifed body. This is the time spoken of by 
Jesus, "When the Son of Man shall sit on the throne of 
glory, judging the twelve tribes of Israel." The "twelve 
tribes" are twelve powers in consciousness, symbolized by the 
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twelve disciples. The transformation of the body is gradual, 
and its culmination sure.

Is the “Upper Room” and the “Secret Place of the 
Most High” identical? , 

No. The “Upper Room” is the Christ center at the 
top of the head. This is the center of Spirituality, where all 
the faculties of the mind are concentrated in prayer and 
praise, and where the Substance of Spirit is assimilated. 
The Lord's Supper was held in the Upper Room. At this 
point the individual mind contacts the Superconscious or 
Christ Mind. When one prays his forces are naturally at- 
tracted to this center of Spirituality or Upper Room, and all 
man's thoughts are exalted when he has feasted with his 
Lord. 

The "Secret Place of the Most High," is the con- 
scious presence of God within the soul. Jesus called this 
place the "closet," when he said, "When thou prayest enter 
into thy closet." This is a place of silence, and is within 
man. To enter this Secret (Silent) Place, we turn our at- 
tention to the Center of Being, or heart region. Holding the 
words, ‘Our Father" or "God is Love," will help establish 
unity with God and keep one poised in the within. We 
enter the Secret Place at the Heart Center, through relax- 
ation, concentration and meditation. Through meditation 
we sow living words of Truth in the subconsciousness, and 
the quickening of body consciousness begins. Eventually 
the whole man, spirit, soul and body, is unified in the per- 
fectness of the Christ Mind.

Distinguish between Inspiration and Intuition.

If he abides in 
spiritual consciousness, the inspirations of the Almighty flow 
naturally into his mind and his knowing is absolute and omni- 
present. 

Intuition partakes of both the spiritual and error con- 
sciousness of man.

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EDITORIAL. MENTION 


The question of man’s duty to man and to God, is 
often perplexing. Religious enthusiasts, seeing the transient 
condition of the man-made world, often decide to ignore it 
entirely and refuse to obey its laws. This leads to con- 
tention, inharmony and injustice. So long as we live in a 
plane of consciousness where certain laws are necessary for 
the good of the majority, we should observe those laws and 
give our money for their support. 

Jesus never resisted the law of the land—his opposition 
was directed against the religious bigotry of the prevailing 
orthodoxy of that age. The secular government was meeting 
the temporal needs of the people in protecting them from in- 
vasions, building roads, sustaining courts of justice, etc. It 
was right that every man should give tribute to these if he 
was just. But the Pharisees, Scribes and Sadducees dom- 
inated men with a religion they did not themselves under- 
stand. To these Jesus said, “Woe unto you!” 

History repeats itself, and that same lot of religious 
obstructionists are in evidence today, trying to make people 
believe a religion which they do not understand nor demon- 
strate. 

These think that heaven is a place where the relations 
of the personal man are continued. Jesus told them plainly 
they did not understand the Scriptures nor the power of God. 
When man rises out of the consciousness of the flesh and its 
relations, his mind is wholly changed. , When he is joined to 
God the original dual nature is restored and he realizes what 
it means to be "male and female" in one body. 

Jesus shows the error of believing in a literal death, and 
connecting God and his law with it. The burning bush 
which Moses saw is the perpetual fire of Divine Life ever 
burning in the inner centers of body. What does it know 
about the disintegration and scattering of the outer flesh? 
Its ego is not of death but the Ego of Abraham (Faith), 
Isaac (Joy) and Jacob (Possession).

The Rich Young Ruler in Jesus’ parable, is person- 
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ality. It is that in us that lays store by the things of form 
and shape. Selfishness attaches personality to the things of 
sense, while unselfishness liberates it. 

Personality is selfish for eternal life and strives to at- 
tain it. 

Personality does not know the Real Good. Person- 
ality follows the letter of the commandments, and is com- 
mended, but there is one lack—it must give up its belief in 
earthly possessions. 

Personality is disappointed because it cannot retain its 
belief in earthly possession$ and at the same time have con- 
sciousness of spiritual things. 

When personality attaches itself to material riches it 
really believes in another power than God. It trusts the 
resources of the visible instead of the invisible, and thus 
weakens its spiritual faculties. All the powers of the mind 
must be developed spiritward before man can rise to that 
higher consciousness called heaven. If there is trust in 
riches, trust in God is weakened and the soul is not equal 
to the discipline necessary to the higher life. It is possible, 
but rare, for one to have large possessions and yet be able 
to enter into the consciousness of eternal life. God only 
can make the condition necessary, and it must be a compact 
between the man and his creator as to the disposition of his 
riches. If a rich man would covenant with God to give all 
his possessions to the furtherance of the Good, and dedicate 
everything to that end, and make himself a steward of the 
Father, he might enter into the kingdom. 

Giving up all trust in the help of relatives and earthly 
possessions and following the guidance of the Higher Self 
brings as a final reward a consciousness of the Real, upon 
which these outer conditions rest. 

"Those who seem to have first place from the worldly 
standpoint shall be last in the final test, and those that seem 
least shall be given first place. On every hand we see quiet 
spiritual workers who are laying up a store of true thoughts 
in the heavens of the mind, that must eventually precipitate 
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into visibility and make them prominent lights in the spiritual

Here is the foundation of the caste system: When 
man begins in thought to see himself better than other men, 
he makes a place in his body which is the dwelling of this 
thought of superiority. Next this separation extends to en- 
vironments. Social apartness follows. , 

When the Truth comes to one in this fixed state of 
mind there is a tumult in the body. The fear that the rites 
and customs of the church will be interfered with is upper- 
most. What those in authority have taught, and what the 
customs and beliefs of the past have been, is of more weight 
than reason and logic. An innovation upon old methods of 
thought is resisted. The whole religious nature is moved, 
and thought runs to meet thought, and a concentration of 
resistance is set up in the mind that forces the Truth right 
out and closes the doors. Many people wonder why they 
do not develop Divine love more quickly. Here is the rea- 
son—they make a wall of separation between the Jew and 
the Gentile, the religious and the secular, the good and the 
bad. Divine love sees no such respect of person. It is 
principle and feels its own perfection everywhere. It feels 
the same in the heart of the sinner as in the heart of the saint. 
When we let this Truth of Being into our hearts and pull 
down all walls of separation, we shall feel the flow of In- 
finite Love. , z x š : 


On resurrection morning the friends and followers of 
Jesus seem to have forgotten this promise that he would 
"rise from the dead," and they were looking for his dead 
body in the tomb. This means that when the belief in death 
has overshadowed us it darkens the understanding, and we 
must get from under it before we can be conscious of the 
presence of awakened life. Mary was searching for her 


Lord and Master in the tomb, while all the time he was at 
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her side. John and Peter failing to find him where they ex- 
pected him to be, "went away again unto their own homes.” 

These all represent phases of consciousness in the mind 
that has gone through the crucifixion and burial of some 
mortal idea. When a great ambition fails there is relaxation 
throughout the system, and without the Christ to lift us up, 
we are dead indeed. Everything seems dark and all our 
hopes crushed. It is then that we "'turn back," to the living 
thought of the Jesus (/ Am) standing near by, which says 
to us, ‘Woman, why weepest thou? whom seekest thou?” 
Grief and the search for the lost one in some external place 
has to be quickly done away with. The ascending thought 
of the Z Am is the saving idea, “I ascend unto my Father, 
and your Father, and my God and your God." 

The resurrection of Jesus takes place in us every time 
we thus rise to the realization of the perpetual indwelling life, 
connecting us with the Father. The grave-clothes of mortal 
sense, which are thoughts of man's limitation and the ne- 
cessitous obedience to material laws, are left in the tomb of 
matter. Jesus said, "I have overcome the world." This 
means not only man-made laws, but the so-called laws of 
nature also. The / Am is a law-maker, but in order to rise 
into the realm of pure ideas, the Father to which Jesus went, 
it must not be attached to (touched) by the clinging affec- 
tions of the soul (Mary). The two angels, "one at the 
head and the other at the foot, where the body of Jesus had 
lain," represent the pure, undefiled ideas of man's spiritual 
body always present in Divine Mind. The human sense of 
body has been taken away, but the spiritual consciousness al- 
ways abides. These two bright and shining thoughts said to 
the weeping Mary, "Why seek ye the living among the 
dead? He is not here, but risen." 

The most effective consolation we can get and give to 
others under grief, is to deny the human belief in death and 
separation. ‘This dissipates the flood of sorrow-thoughts that 
submerge the souls of those who mourn. Jesus did not want 
the sorrowing Mary (thought) to touch him, because it 
would pull him down into the darkness and ignorance of 
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mortality. The spiritual mind does not grieve over anything, 
nor look to matter and the limitations of the flesh for Life 
eternal. 

Always keep to your highest thought and deny every 
' suggestion of sorrow or loss. To dress in mourning, and use 
black-bordered stationery, "out of respect for the dead," is 
a remnant of savagery. The children of darkness wear 
sack-cloth and sit in ashes, but the Children of Light rejoice, 
look up !—ascend in every thought to the Father of Life and 
Light, and are thereby set free from the burden of grief and 
belief in separation.

There are twelve controlling centers in the organism, 
through which the mind acts as principal. In Scripture they 
are referred to as the twelve foundation stones of the temple, 
the twelve sons of Jacob, and the twelve disciples of Jesus 
Christ. It requires great ability to consciously locate and 
develop all of the twelve, and the average student will find 
the primitive seven sufficient to begin with. They are as 
follows.

To vibrate these in unison, begin with a general reali- 
zation of Wisdom, Love, Power, Substance, Truth, Life 
and Strength. These are ideas in Divine Mind, and are 
projected into human consciousness at these various centers, 
each having its corresponding brain through which to func- 
tion. The starting point is always Spiritual Understanding. 
Center your attention in the top of your head and affirm your 
unity with God and all his wisdom and knowing power, and 
with all thoughts pertaining to that department of Being. 
Then drop from there to the Life center and affirm the pres- 
ence of the one Divine Life in all of its purity, vigor, etc. 
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Then go to Power, then to Strength, then to Love, then to 
Substance, then to Truth. At each of these centers speak 
words of spiritual authority in the name of the Christ. Do 
this over and over, but not necessarily in the order given. 
Y ou will find some centers weaker than others in responding, 
and you will have to abide in their "house" and speak the 
words of Truth there more continuously than in some others; 
but keep up this inner concentration until you feel a vibratory 
current all through the body.

‘The whole creation groaneth and travaileth: in pain 
together until now, waiting for the redemption of the body.” 

We have now come to a time of spiritual awakening 
which reveals that the body is to share in the salvation of 
Jesus Christ. It is not to perish in corruption, but is to be 
transformed by the renewing of the mind and put on im- 
mortality and incorruption. The New Testament teaching 
is very plain on this point. This Truth must be taught, re- 
ceived and laid hold of before one can get the beneft of it. 
While he has no appreciation of the body, but looks upon it 
as an old wornout garment which he is to lay aside that he - 
may pass to a "higher life," he will of course reap the fruit 
of his thoughts. But when he is awakened to the knowl- 
edge of the Truth about the redemption of the body, he 
will change his thought and see as the pure, holy, spiritual 
Temple of the living God, what before he thought was cor- 
ruptible flesh, fit only for the grave. 

"Yet.in my flesh shall I see God." When you see 
God in your flesh, you will see there intelligence, unending 
life, pure spiritual substance and the body will be trans- 
formed by beholding the truth about it. 

Every one must some time make this demonstration of 
the redemption of the body. If one falls short and lets dis- 
integration and dissolution get into his organism so that it 
goes to the grave, he must return and take up another body, 
and yet another until he does get awakened to see the need 
of redemption, and lays hold of this salvation so that for him 
there shall be no more death experience. 
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Life is omnipresent. It is always here in its fullness. 
If this were realized we would know we did not have to go 
away somewhere to get it in its highest. It is all a matter of 
consciousness. We can be conscious of the highest life here 
and now if we are quickened to a realization of omnipresent 
life, and if we are not so quickened all the death experience 
in the world would not bring us to that life. 

Spirit, soul and body are one. Dissolution is no part 
of being. The belief that the body is a thing separate and 
apart from the man, leads to separation. Man needs his 
body and if he loses one he must get another. 

What would be called a merely beautiful life is not all 
that is required to demonstrate health and eternal life. 
There must be understanding of the Omnipresence of life 
and of the oneness of the whole man, Spirit, soul and body, 
with that life. 

. If we believed there was a beautiful life beyond, better 
than this earthly life, we would not be trying to heal people 
and keep them here. There is a better life, but it does not 
come by dying, but by gaining a new consciousness of the 
fullness of life already all about us. This new consciousness 
is gained by study and meditation upon the Truth of Being, 
and by laying hold of the Divine Idea of eternal life and 
wholenes. Paul said, "Lay hold on eternal life." It is 
not gained by merely seeing it as a possibility, but by faith- 
fully conforming in all things to absolute Truth. In this 
way the mind is renewed and the body transformed from 
the natural to the spiritual. 

It is much more joy-giving to know that life i is Omni- 
present and that we can all share in it here and now, than 
it is to think our friends must leave us and start out upon a 
long journey to find it. That very thought that it is needful 
to go is what takes them away from companionship with us. 

Meditate upon the Omnipresence of God, and think 
what it would mean to have every cell of your body filled 
with eternal life and intelligence of Spirit. How could such 
a body decay or know any inharmony whatever? This is 
worth striving for, and the sooner each one lays hold of it 
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for himself, the sooner will he be able to help others, and by 
and by funerals and graveyards will be unknown, even as 
the prophets for ages have foretold.

SUNDAY, JANUARY 28 


DEMONSTRATIONS OF THE SUPER-MAN.—Mark 7:31- 
37; John 6:5-14. 

31. And again he went out from the borders of Tyre, and came 
through Sidon unto the sea of Galilee, through the midst of the borders 
of Decapolis. 

. 32. And they bring unto him one that was deaf, and had an im- 
pediment in his speech; and they beseech him to lay his hand upon 
him. 

33. And he took him aside from the multitude privately, and put 
his fingers into his ears, and he spat, and touched his tongue; 

34. And looking up to heaven, he sighed, and saith unto him, 
Ephphatha, that is, Be opened. 

35. And his ears were opened, and the bond of his tongue was 
loosed, and he spake plain. ` 

36. And he charged them that they should tell no man: but the 
more he charged them, so much the more a great deal they published it. 

37. And they were beyond measure astonished, saying, He hath 
done all things well; he maketh even the deaf to hear, and the dumb 
to speak. 

5. Jesus therefore lifting up his eyes, and seeing that a great 
multitude cometh unto him, saith unto Philip, Whence are we to buy 
bread, that these may eat? 

6. And this he said to prove him: for he himself knew what he 
would do. 

7. Philip answered him, Two hundred shillings’ worth of bread 
is not sufficient for them, that every one may take a little. 

8. One of his disciples, Andrew, Simon Peter's brother, saith 
unto him, 

9. There is a lad here, who hath five barley loaves, and two 
fishes: but what are these among so many? 

10. Jesus said, Make the people sit down. Now there was much 
grass in the place. So the men sat down, in number about five thou- 
sand. 

1}. Jesus therefore took the loaves; and having given thanks, he 
distributed to them that were set down; likewise also of the fishes as 
much as they would. 

12. And when they were filled, he saith unto his disciples, Gather 
up the broken pieces which remain over, that nothing be lost. 
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13. So they gathered them up, and filled twelve baskets with 
broken pieces from the five barley loaves, which remained over unto 
them that had eaten. 

14. When therefore the people saw the sign which he did, they 
said, This is of a truth the prophet that cometh into the world. 

SILENT PRAYER: All power is given unto me in 
heaven and in earth. 


All physical acts are first performed in the mind. The 
strongest man in the world, Sandow, said in an interview: 
“It is in the mind—all a matter of mind. The muscles 
really have a secondary place. A man with strong concen- 
tration of mind will develop quicker in the quality of his 
muscles than will he who cannot concentrate his mind upon 
the matter. The whole secret of my system lies in con- 
centration of mind." This testimony from a man who is a 
muscular giant, is important because of the emphasis he puts 
upon the mind as the source of power. 

But the mind does not necessarily have to confine its 
working power to fleshly muscles. A magnet the size of a 
man's arm will lift as much scrap iron as twenty men, when 
it is charged with electricity. 

Metaphysicians find that there is an energy even finer 
than electricity through which the mind acts—they call it 
Spirit. When the mind concentrates upon Spirit there is an 
inflow of this finer force, and the whole man, spirit, soul, 
body, is charged like a magnet. 

Decapolis means ""Ten cities.” In the symbology of 
the New Testament a city represents a nerve center. Jesus 
withdrew his attention from the outer centers (borders), 
Tyre and Sidon, and concentrated upon the "midst," De- 
capolis. These ten centers are of the soul, and when lined 
up by a developed mind exert great power. 

Deafness is usually caused by inability of nerves in 
carrying sound waves. Back of this is the mind that pre- 


vents the natural inflow and outflow of universal life. Con- - 


tinuous thought about self and selfish interests throws the life 
force to the nerve centers and they become clogged. The 
blood and serums are congested in. the mucous linings, and 
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medical men classify the various conditions that arise as dis- 
ease. The remedy for such is a quickening of the life flow 
in the body, and opening of the mind to Truth. 

Jesus may have treated the deaf and dumb man just 
as described in the lesson. He had purified and raised to 
a high rate of vibration all the elements of his organism. 
He was like a highly electrified magnet, which could impart 
its power to other magnets in a state of partial inertia. 
Energy flowed from his finger tips and his saliva was a 
quickening, purifying serum. When he had set going the 
physical machinery of hearing and speech, his next and most 
important move was to impart the consciousness of Spirit, 
which he did. ‘“‘He looked up to heaven, he sighed, and 
saith unto him, Eph-pha-tha, that is, Be opened." 

Jesus is still with us, doing his mighty works. "Lo, 
I am with you alway." We must have faith in the spiritual 
power of our minds, then the way is opened for the healing 
of our deafness and dumbness. We should all be hearing 
the voice of the Spirit and speaking the words of Truth. . 
We need this treatment daily until our minds and ears are 
opened. Enter into the "midst" of your consciousness and 
quicken the power dormant there. Then throw it out to ears 
and tongue, saying as you do so, "In the name of Jesus 
Christ, Be opened.” 

Soul hunger is here represented as a "great company,” 
and the question is, “Whence are we to buy bread, that 
these may eat?" Philip represents the Power capacity in 
man, which has to be called into action by direct appeal to 
i. Man is a great reservoir of capabilities that are not 
drawn to the surface and used, because not appealed to. 
When you want to do a thing, call up your Power Disciple 
and set him at the task. You know what your capacity is, 
but you must work it into expression under the Law. 

Andrew is Strength, who discerns a limited supply of 
substance and life. He also requires a larger view of the 
omnipresent avenue. To him it is a “little lad." Before 
we have put them to use, all our faculties see things very 
small. Philip did not see how they could buy bread to feed 
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such a multitude, and Andrew saw only five barley loaves 
and two small fishes, "but what are they among so many?” 
We are very apt to let our subconscious thoughts look at the 
' capacity in us in this small way. Unless we have the Christ 
understanding of the power of increase, our soul hunger con- 
tinues. But he knows the Law and how to put it into oper- 
ation so that our hungry thoughts shall be satisfied. 

Soul hunger is often the cause of wan faces and 
starved bodies. People are running to and fro seeking sat- 
isfaction in various ways, yet not getting it. They are 
nervous, irritable, dyspeptic and anemic, because they are 
not properly fed. The soul must be fed with Truth in order 
to live. A starved soul is a most pitiable thing. Christ 
alone can give such an one substantial food—his body (spir- 
itual substance) and his blood (spiritual life). 

Giving thanks in the right way always increases the 
substance and life. Luke says Jesus gave thanks, “looking 
up to heaven." This looking up is a necessary part of every 
spiritual demonstration. Many earnest Christians fail to get 
the increase because they do not look up. Not that heaven 
is up in the air, but because spiritual forces work through 
exalted thoughts, and these function in the top brain. So we 
always look up when we pray. In Mark, the Greek word 
means "praised, celebrated with praise." Jesus knew the 
great law of increase through thanksgiving and praising. 

The breaking of the sbread and distributing it to the 
disciples, to be by them passed to the people, represents the 
breaking up of crystallized forces in mind, and setting them 
into action through the various channels or centers in the 
organism. 

The twelve baskets which were left over signifies that 
the twelve faculties of the mind received benefit from this 
treatment, and that a reserve supply remained in the con- 
sciousness. When we go into the silence and deal with our 
soul powers intelligently, we get permanent results. The 
Spirit has tremendous potentialities right at hand. At first 
trial the appearances may indicate small results, but like the 
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few loaves and litile fishes, they will increase. Praise your 
talent and it will increase amazingly. 


SuNDAY, FEBRUARY 4 
TRUE TEMPERANCE. 


SILENT PRAYER—4 am satisfied with the Substance 
of Spirit in the inner man, 

The subject of temperance cannot be comprehended 
in the mere abstinence from strong drink. This is the usual 
meaning and use of the term temperance, however, and 
nearly all those who make this reform their speciality, con- 
fine their efforts to methods that will remove the temptation, 
and control the appetite. These methods are usually the 
exercise of will and the recourse to external laws. 

Intemperance has a cause lying deeper than appetite 
—the soul is yearning for something, and this outer craving 
but indicates the inward lack. So long as there is dearth 
of soul satisfaction the craving will continue. All reforms 
that do not go into this subjective side of the question are 
temporary. Many a man has been healed by mentally 
saying to him, ‘Your soul is satisfied with the love of God.” 

The soul that has no knowledge of the inner sources 
of life is like one who has great tréasures in vaults he has 
forgotten. When his mind is freshened by one who is 
familiar with the true law, he begins to look for his supply, 
and finds it. Then he is living according to the law of his 
being, and the vague craving that led to outer sources of 
satisfaction, is done away with. 

The intemperance of appetite in many of its phases 
is healed through this simple recognition of the law. In- 
temperate eating is accompanied by a craving for stimulants. 
Excessive meat eating and heavy drinking go hand-in-hand. 
But the Word of the Spirit opens the thought to the living 
substance at the very heart of the soul, and man forever 
loses that gross desire, built up by trying to get satisfaction 
from matter and material things. 

A strong desire in the consciousness for a fuller reali- 
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zation of life leads most people to stimulants. The remedy 
is to substitute the real stimulant for the false. So long as 
man wants, he will seek the satisfaction of that want in one 
way or another. If whisky is taken away from the drunk- 
ard, and nothing given him in its place, he will continue to 
crave it. If he be given a substitute, he will transfer his 
desire to that, for instance, morphine or cocaine. But if he 
be given the real life element, which is the "more abundant 
life" mentioned by Jesus, he will find his desire in possession 
of its own, and both he and his friends will see that it was 
not evil but satisfaction he was seeking. 

The first step, then, in healing the drunkard in our- 
selves or another is to withdraw all condemnation and cen- 
sure, and affirm the law of love. ‘There is a very close con- 
nection between Love and Life. When we love, and pour 
out that subtle essence of the soul which stirs the heart- 
center till it glows like a furnace, we are moving to action the 
life energies of Being, and a great law of mind equilibrium is 
fulfilled. “He that loveth another hath fulfilled the law.” 

A man once testified that he healed himself of drunk- 
enness by saying, whenever the desire for liquor came on 
him, “I do not love whisky, I love God." Here was a prac- 
tical application of the law of love to the healing of desire. 
The sense-man is constantly reaching out for the more abun- 
dant things of existence. The Spirit within is constantly 
saying, "Let the children of Israel go forward." We drink 
the bitter waters and are bitten by the serpents of sense when- 
ever we try to satisfy through the flesh this inner craving. 
Soul desire is satishied only with the higher things. Our de- 
sires are from God and must be fulfilled in Godlike ways. 
This sense-man must be “‘lifted up as Moses lifted up the 
serpent in the wilderness." 

The minds of those whose bodies are saturated with 
the lust for tea, coffee, tobacco and liquor, are in darkness. 
They are asleep in sense thought, which is a state of coma. 
Those who are in the light can help them to dissipate this 
darkness by casting off the "works of darkness." Deny 
for them that they are mentally bound to the various thoughts 
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that make up the drunkard’s world. Say with the convic- 
tion of authority, "Awake, thou that sleepest, and Christ 
shall give thee light." —— 

"Put on the Lord Jesus Christ and make no provision 
for the flesh, to fulfill the lusts thereof." These lusts of 
the flesh are many and they help one another. For instance, 
it is found by actual experiment that abstaining from meat 
lessens the appetite for liquors. It is said that there never was 
a vegetarian drunkard. Meat sets up a fever in the stomach 
that calls for something to cool it and we drink more than the 
system needs. There are tea and coffee dipsomaniacs, and 
their need of healing is fully as great as the whisky drunk- 
ards. The word of spiritual satisfaction will also heal these. 


SUNDAY, FEBRUARY I] 
THE GREAT QUESTION.—Mark 8:27-38; 9:1. 


27. And Jesus went forth, and his disciples, into the villages of 
Cæsarea Philippi: and on the way he asked his disciples, saying unto 
them, Who do men say that | am? 

28. And they told him, saying, John the Baptist; and others, 
Elijah; but others, One of the prophets. ' 

29. And he asked them, But who say ye that | am? Peter an- 
swereth and saith unto him, Thou art the Christ. 

30. And he charged them that they should tell no man of him. 

31. And he began to teach them, that the Son of man must suffer 
many things, and be rejected by the elders, and the chief priests, and 
the scribes, and be killed, and after three days rise again. 

32. And he spake the saying openly. And Peter took him, and 
began to rebuke him. ` 

33. But he turning about, and seeing his disciples, rebuked Peter, 
and saith, Get thee behind me, Satan; for thou mindest not the 
things of God, but the things of men. 

34. And he called unto him the multitude with his disciples, and 
said unto them, If any man would come after me, let him deny himeelf, 
and take up his cross, and follow me. 

35. For whosoever would save his life shall lose it; and who- 
soever shall lose his life for my sake and the gospel's shall save it. 

36. For what doth it profit a man, to gain the whole world, and 
forfeit his life? 

37. For what should a man give in exchange for his life? 

38. For whosoever shall be ashamed of me and of my words in 
this adulterous and sinful generation, the Son of man also shall be 
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ashamed of him, when he cometh in the glory of his Father with the 
holy angels. 

1. And he said unto them, Verily I say unto you, There are 
some here‘of them that stand by, who shall in no wise taste of death till 
they see the kingdom of God come with power. 

SILENT PRAYER: Thou art the Christ, the Son of 
the living God. 


When the spiritual / Am (Jesus) comes into the con- 
sciousness of power and dominion (Cesarea Philippi), the 
question arises, Who am I in this faculty? In each faculty 
that the spiritual consciousness enters it takes on a different 
character, corresponding to the functions of that faculty. 
This is as it seems to the outer man only—to the Spirit it 
retains its distinctive character as the pure thought or Son 
of God—/ Am. Power, dominion, mastery, has its center 
of action in the body in the throat, with its reserve force at 
the base of the brain or medulla. When man feels himself 
master, his voice is strong and resonant, but when fear, doubt 
and inefficiency are in evidence, the voice is weak and thin. 

From the viewpoint of personality, man has played 
many parts, and when he shows his supreme mastery in spir- 
itual power the outer thoughts think he is the incarnation of 
some great personage of the past. These, however, are like 
the clothes a man has worn; they are past history, out of 
service, and a deeper insight must be evolved before he can 
see himself as he really is. Spiritual discernment is called 
the eye of faith, typified by Peter. It discerns that spiritual 
man is Christ, the Son, or Thought of the living God. This 
is the very truth, and it is the rock foundation of the real 
character of man. The "assembly" or "church" of Jesus 
Christ is the aggregation of faculties. 

When man realizes that he is a spiritual being, the / 
Am gives to him through faith "the keys to the kingdom of 
heaven," or Divine Order, and he has the power in his 
earthly tenement of binding and loosing, both the material 
and spiritual realms. 


This knowledge of man's Christhood is not readily 
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received by those in mortal consciousness; hence the com- 
mand to “‘tell no man.” 

In order that spiritual man may be supreme in con- 
sciousness, mortal man must be crucified. This becomes 
clear to the inner consciousness as the universal character of 
the Christ man is revealed, hence the teaching of the necessity 
of a crucifixion of the man that appears to sense conscious- 
ness to have existence independent of God. 

The disciples, or faculties of the mind, have been built 
up largely on the outer plane of consciousness, and they do 
not understand the necessity of the crucifixion of personality. 
Peter, especially, rebukes such a proposition, but the Su- 
preme One recognizes his thought as a stumbling-block to 
that final giving up that precedes the transfiguration. Thus 
faith in the perpetuity of mortality is a stumbling-block to 
spiritual development. The loss of this personal life is the 
only way to find eternal life. The acceptance of this mighty 
truth takes away the consciousness of death, and reveals the 
Son of God coming into his kingdom here and now. 


SUNDAY, FEBRUARY 18 
THE TRANSFIGURATION.—Mark 9:2-13. 


2. And after six days Jesus taketh with him Peter, and James, 
and John, and bringeth them up into a high mountain apart by them- 
selves: and he was transfigured before them; 

3. And his garments became glistering, exceeding white, so as 
no fuller on earth can whiten them. 

4. And there appeared unto them Elijah with Moses: and they 
were talking with Jesus. 

5. And Peter answereth and saith to Jesus, Rabbi, it is good 
for us to be here: and let us make three tabernacles; one for thee, 
and one for Moses, and one for Elijah. 

6. For he knew not what to answer; for they became sore 
afraid.

SILENT PRAYER: / am transfigured and transformed 


by exalted spiritual thought. 


Matthew says that Jesus went up into a mountain to 
pray, and was there transfigured. Prayer always brings 
about an exalted or rapid radiation of mental energy, and 
when it is accompanied by Faith (Peter), Love (John) 
and Truth (James), there is such a lifting up of: the soul 
that it electrifies the body; and the raiment (the aura sur- 
rounding the body) shines with glistening whiteness. 

The appearance of Moses and Elijah represents. the 
two processes through which this picture of the purifed man 
is to be objectified or demonstrated in real life. The first 
is the Mosaic or evolutionary process of nature, through 
which there is a steady upward trend of all things. Spencer 
and Darwin observed this law, and their works are marvels 
of mental penetration. ‘This evolutionary process is part of - 
a spiritual plan for the redemption of the human race from 
its fallen state. The other is the ability of the prophet 
Elijah, or spiritual discerner of Truth, to make conditions 
rapidly change on the mental plane, to be in due season 
worked out in substance. Thus we are told in the lesson 
that Elijah must first come and restore all things. The 
mind must first be set right through spiritual understanding, 
after which comes the demonstration. Peter, proposing to 
erect three tabernacles, carries out this idea of a substance 
manifestation for each, but his ideas were vague as to the 
process, hence the accompanying voice out of the cloud, 
“This is my beloved Son: hear ye him." 

All that we see in our high moments, whether in 
visions or dreams, are mind pictures, and in the very nature 
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of growth from thought to thing, they must come to visibility. 
But those who develop their mental powers can dissolve 
these thought forms and stop their growth, as easily as one 
crushes a seed in the ground. Thoughts can also be formed 
and planted in the universal mind-substance. This is what 
the Master reveals to his disciples, and they are endowed 
with discernment by the Higher Wisdom, or Son of God, as 
to how they shall both dissolve and form thoughts. Who- 
ever works in this realm of thought, and is not obedient ‘to 
the Divine Wisdom, is not safe. 

To "tell no man what things they have seen until the 
Son of man is risen again from the dead," means that we 
shall not consider these mental pictures as real and talk 
about them as persons. They represent ideas which can only 
be understood when they are demonstrated in the risen man. 

This process of the submerged Christ coming into life 
again in human consciousness is of deep metaphysical import, 
- and the disciples are often in the dark as to the meaning of it 
all, and they question among themselves. But do not be- 
come involved in the doubts and fears of your faculties— 
keep your eye on the Christ of God within, and you will 
understand all that is written of the Son of man, and what 
experiences he passes through in demonstrating his Christ-

THE MARRIAGE FEAST

i" with. Without exaggeration one may say 
S that there is no subject which is so little un- 
derstood in its true significance, and which, being misunder- 
stood, is so productive of hideous results in calamity and 
suffering. It is then clear that there is no problem that is 
more vital to man to understand. And for the solution 
and understanding of this great problem we need not so 
much intellectual power as spiritual discernment. 

Man is the Cosmos in little. As man is the epitome of 
the universe, so is the visible universe an objectification of 
man. Man is in his nature dual, like unto God his creator, 
in whose image and likeness he was made: " . . . Let us 
make man in our image and likeness . . . male and female 
created He them."— Gen. 4:26, 27. Everywhere in the 
objective world about us we see the expression of this same 
duality: day and night; good and bad; active and passive; 
hot and cold; darkness and light; positive and negative; 
male and female; attraction and repulsion; etc. Yet in 
each pair of opposites neither is complete without the other 
half. We scarcely can become aware of one without the 
other, so closely are they related. This is has a meta- 
physical value of deep significance. 

In the biblical story of creation told in the first chapter 
! of Genesis, ideal man is created complete in himself, male 
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and female. This is man before the fall, the ideal man cre- 
ated by God, made in his own image and after his likeness, 
exercising his God-like duality of nature and power m one 
individuality, having dominion over all things. 

It is generally agreed among students of truth that the 
Scriptures represent the history of the creation and develop- 
ment of man, told under the guise of the story of a particular 
tribe of people. Many writers have contributed to this 
story. Brilliant and varied have been the imagery and 
symbolism with which the narrative has been treated, but the 
theme has remained always the same. 

The Book of Genesis gives us two distinct accounts 
of the creation; the one synthetic and complete; the other 
detailed and not yet complete. The human race has still to 
work through the full course of its evolution and so wnite 
the concluding chapters. The first chapter of Genesis is the 
full story of the creation of man in the realm of Truth, in 
the ideal state; man as he ever was, is, and ever shall be, in 
the mind of God. Beginning with chapter two, there is the 
account of another creation, more properly speaking, an 
account of a development, an evolution. This is concerned 
entirely with the world of appearances, the world of facts. 
This is the story of man's creation. From the second chap- 
ter of Genesis onward the whole of the Old Testament is the 
story of man's struggles and mistakes in the use of his cre- 
ative powers. 

Let us, at least for our present purpose, consider the 
Bible as the history of the evolution of man. The New 
Testament marks that most important point in man's long 
struggle upward, when he has come to a conscious realiza- 
tion of his own God nature. He recognizes God as his 
Father and therefore of necessity sees the inherent divinity 
of his own nature and being. He identifies himself with his 
divine source, he knows himself as the Son of God, and 
exercises the powers inherent in him because of that son- 
ship. This is the period of the Christ-consciousness. The 
narrative of Jesus Christ we may take either as the record 
of the life and teaching of a great Master, or as the account 
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of the growth of the individual soul at a crucial point of its 
development. The purpose of all evolution is the attainment 
of this consciousness. Either interpretation has an equal 
value for us, for it is the indication of what lies before each 
individual soul to accomplish. 

The present day mysticism is revolutionizing the re- 
ligious ideas of the world. This new mysticism has certain 
remarkable points which differentiate it from other religious 
teachings. Of these it is sufficient to name two or three: 
that it deals with body, soul and spirit, and recognizes each 
as indispensable in the growth of the individual; that it 
teaches that each is male and female in himself; that it 1s 
based upon scientific psychology and physiology as well as 
spiritual illumination. 

Divine Spirit, involved in matter, begins its long 
journey through involution and evolution. In the beginning, 
as in the ultimate, there is no sex. Ideal or perfect man is 
complete in one individuality, in his male-female dual na- 
ture, as he is in the image and likeness of God. But man 
seeks experience. The impulse of Life, tabernacled in 
flesh, was toward movement. But this movement was nec- 
essarily restricted by the limitations of its flesh vehicle. 
Spirit, immersed in matter, had not yet raised its flesh ve- 
hicle to its own consciousness, and so was drawn downward 
in the process of that experience. 

It is significant that it is during a period of sleep, of 
unconsciousness and spiritual inactivity, of ignorance of him- 
self that man evolves the sense of sex. In the torpor, the 
spiritual blindness of a deep sleep, the sense of separateness, 
of halfness, the belief in sex comes upon man. (Gen. 2:21, 
22.) He accepts a belief in separateness, in duality, and 
of necessity, objectively functions that which he believes. 
An elementary knowledge of the working of mental laws 
makes this clear. It is well to note that this is not recounted 
in the story of the creation in the Ideal realm or mind of 
God. The creations of God are from everlasting to ever- 
lasting. The manifestation of sex is evolved in man’s cre- 
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ation, the world of facts or appearances, all of which must 
pass away. 

There is a suggestion of much interest in the fact, not 
generally noticed, that while the biblical account tells us 
that the Lord God cast a deep sleep upon Adam, there is 
nowhere any suggestion that man has ever awakened from 
that sleep! Truly, when we view the conditions which the 
so-called Christian civilization of Europe presents today, we 
realize that an awakening must soon come! 

It is only after a deeper sense of separateness and 
duality has come upon man, and he recognizes {wo powers, 
not God alone, but good and evil, that there is the record 
of what we have come to know as the "fall." Until the 
"fall" there is no account of sex-generation. But with the 
belief in good and evil, the "man and his wife were 
ashamed." They made themselves aprons of fig leaves. 
The instinctive sense of shame about sex remains with us 
today, not because there is anything inherently wrong in 
sex, but because we intuitively feel that there is something 
wrong in our relation to it. The question confronts us to- | 
day, "What is it that is wrong and how are we to remedy 
it?” 

If we take the Bible story of the fall as it is generally 
symbolically interpreted, Eve is the soul, who yielding to 
insidious persuasions, involves with her in the downfall, 
man, the body (Adam, red clay). Or, in a slightly varied 
symbolism, the woman-half of each individual, as of the 
race, is the intuitive faculty, which partly perceiving a great 
truth and eager for further enlightenment, leads astray man, 
the reasoning faculty, to their mutual undoing. It is 
scarcely necessary to say that Adam and Eve are not to be 
regarded as separate individuals, but as the two phases of 
the dual self which exist in each of us. 

All men do not personify reason nor do all women em- 
body intuition. There are exceptional cases which typify 
the exact opposite, and there are instances of a happy 
blending of the two faculties in the one individual. But 
broadly speaking, these two characteristics may be taken as 
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fairly representing man and woman. It must then be clearly 
understood that by woman, is not meant necessarily a female 
body, but the factor in human consciousness which woman 
typifies; the soul, the intuition, the love-nature: and by the 
term man is meant the other half needed to make the perfect 
individual; the reasoning faculty, the sense-nature, wisdom. 
Both of these halves are in each of us, whatever may be the 
external body form. 

In the curse pronounced upon the race (Gen. 3:16), 
the woman became subject to the man, the soul to the body 
or sense-consciousness. This curse was to last until such 
time as the seed of the woman should bruise the head of the 
serpent. It seems hardly necessary to call attention to this 
bondage of the higher consciousness to the lower, of the soul 
to materiality. The history of the nations is but one long 
record of it. And worst of all, this has been in the past a 
willing bondage; following the biblical words, “Thy desire 
shall be to thy husband and he shall rule over thee." It has 
been unfortunate that the interpreters of orthodox Christian- 
ity have not seen that these words just quoted were a part 
of the curse. Instead they have taken them as meaning the 
(so-called) will of God, and so with their literal interpre- 
tation they have taught and enforced this subjection upon 
half the human race. 

Perhaps it will sound startling to those to whom the 
association of ideas is new, to say that the present day 
woman movement of which we heär so much on all sides, 
had its origin in the Fall of Adam, and that it is subcon- 
sciously a groping toward a re-instatement of man to his 
former high estate. What is called the subjection of woman 
is but the outward correspondence of that inward condition 
which woman typifies in the race. The struggle of woman 
for political equality with man is not so much the claim of 
one section of humanity for rightful recognition, as it is the 
evidence of the cry of the soul of the race—the soul strug- 
gling to escape from the bondage to matter, to be free to 
express itself, to bring forth that which it is capable of bring- 
ing forth, the divine or perfected humanity. 
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.. I began with the statement that there is no subject 
which occupies so much attention as does the matter of sex. 
And by this I mean only the outward manifestation of sex; 
its essence, its inner meaning is scarcely glimpsed even by 
the deepest students. 

The subject matter of by far the greater part of our 
literary output; novels, poetry, drama, songs, is sex, senti- 
mentalized under the name of love, or treated under its more 
obvious and grosser forms. Whether they be of the more 
delicately sensuous movement of the ball-room or the cruder 
form of the variety theater, most of our dances are but an 
expression of sex. The foundation of our changing fashion 
in dress is sex—the vague allusion to sex, the provocative sug- 
gestion of sex by its artistic concealment, the ever present 
idea of sex—these are the very stock-in-trade of the dress- 
makers’ art. Picture shows, plays, the turns of the music 
hall or vaudeville theater, nine-tenths of these are based 
upon the appeal to and the stimulation of sex. 

This is not said in condemnation, for it represents but 
the blind impulse of the human animal seeking some sort of 
gratification. Deep down underneath it all is the yearning 
of the human soul toward its rightful expression, toward hap- 
piness, fulfillment. Man has been following the blind in- 
stinct of the physical animal stage of the race development. 
But he has reached and passed the nadir point in the im- 
mersion in matter. The vast majority of the race have 
passed from the purely physical to the psycho-physical 
period of evolution. A few today are seeking to attain be- 
yond the psychical to the spiritual order of consciousness. 
The impulse from within drives man to seek satisfaction, but 
he has been seeking it externally. The great urge, the 
latent divine within him is ever driving him on toward more 
perfect realization, to reach something he has not yet at- 
tained. He feels his incompleteness. The remaining instinct 
of his human-animal evolution sends him forth to look for 
satisfaction, for completeness in a mate, in union with an- 
other form externally. But man does not thus find the other 
half which is to make him complete. He is seeking without 
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that which must first be found within. How little he realizes 
what he was looking for, how little happiness results there- 
from, our present social conditions bear evidence. Even in 
what is known as a happy marriage, there is always some- 
thing unattained, an unsatished longing for something, we 
scarcely understand what. In the nature of things this must 
be until man comes to a realization of his true self. This is 
that all-absorbing quest toward which so many are turning. 
In its attainment lies the salvation of the race, the solution 
of all human problems. 

Among the paradoxical characteristics of the amazing 
age in which we live, are two, viz.: its seeming immersion in 
materiality, and at the same time the appearance of a won- 
derful spiritual movement. This movement has shown itself 
almost simultaneously in many parts of the world. It has 
many forms and expressions and ramifications. These may 
be fairly grouped under the name of the New Mysticism or 
the New Christianity. There is hope and rejoicing for us 
in this new movement for in it we can see the indications of 
the awakening from the long "sleep" cast upon Adam. 

As the woman element was the prime mover in the fall 
or degeneration, so now the woman element must be the 
prime agent in the regeneration. As the woman led man 
downward, so now she must lead him upward. The chief 
responsibility rests upon her. Following this fact it is in- 
teresting to note objectively how women predominate among 
the leaders and teachers of the new movement. : 

Woman, the mother, has been the great receptive 
element in the race. Hitherto she has been receptive to the 
things of sense. Now the soul is beginning to be receptive 
to the Spint. All that wonderful faculty of intuition must 
be turned inward to the illumination of the Spirit, instead of 
outward to the world of matter. 

The New Testament, the last written record of the 
evolution of the race, has this unmistakable truth to tell us.

fi Most noticeable among them is the inter- 
pretation and use of many Scriptural say- 
ings that the religious world and its many 
learned theologians have overlooked in the 
past. In Hebrews 13:8 the apostle declares that "Jesus 
Christ is the same yesterday, today and forever." In this 
statement the Truth seeker finds the basis of complete sal- 
vation from sin, disease and death. As the mission of Christ 
was to "destroy the works of the devil," which means all 
evil, both in cause and effect, there can be but one logical 
conclusion to the apostle's statement; i. e., that the healing 
of suffering humanity will continue until all suffering, and 
the sin that causes it, will be destroyed in accord with the 
Master's words: "According to your faith be it unto you." 

For ages many people have "sat in darkness" because 
of nonuse, and misuse of many statements in the Bible that 
are rich in promises. Speculative theology, unproved the- 
ories, man-made creeds, and false beliefs have never led 
people to the true Light, but when we cast these aside and 
seek the Spint of Truth, which Jesus promised to give us, 
we will see the "Great Light" mentioned by the prophets. 
This Spirit of Truth is one of the revelations of this age. 
To follow it is to learn that it always existed. Jesus explains 
in John 14: 16, 17 why this Spirit has seemingly remained 
dormant so long. “The world [he says] cannot receive 
it because it seeth him not, neither knoweth him." This 
statement is followed by another which is an inspiration to 
all his true followers: “But ye know him, for he dwelleth 
with you and shall be in you.” When the Truth seeker 
recognizes this wonderful wisdom and power within himself, 
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he will gladly “lay aside every weight," and every impedi- 
ment to spiritual growth, and learn to overcome all evil 
with good, in proportion as he obeys the Spirit of Truth. 
Jesus never advised any of his followers to depend ex- 
clusively on any written work in working out their salvation. 
While he recognized the historical and prophetical value of 
the Scriptures, he said: “I am the Way, the Truth and the 
Life." If the Bible was intended (as many people claim), 
to be our "sufficient guide to Eternal Life," he would never 
have been crucified by Bible students. "Search the Scrip- 
tures; for in them ye think ye have eternal life: and they are 
they which testify of me. And ye will not come to me 
that ye might have life," said Jesus to those who “sought 
to slay him," because he healed a man on the Sabbath day. 
The desire to kill will never be eliminated from human con- 
sciousness until man is led by the Spint of Truth. The 
Bible has been read and studied by millions of people ever 
since it was first published, yet it has failed to prevent 
Christian people from slaughtering each other in unholy 
wars of conquest. The Scriptures must be spiritually dis- 
cerned, or they are not understood at all. This is the rea- 
son why we should look to the risen Christ —the Spirit of 
Truth that guides us into all Truth—instead of college- 
ordained teachers, to interpret the Scriptures for us. Little 
can be gained in studying the Bible as we study history or 
mathematics. The religious world has wasted hundreds of 
years in trying to receive through the intellect that which 
comes only through divine inspiration. Thousands of men 
are ordained (by man) as preachers of the Christ. gospel 
whose only qualifications are a college education and an in- 
tellectual perception of the Bible. The Christ gospel is 
God's message to man, and is understood only when spirit- 
ually discerned. The Spirit of Truth proves its presence 
in all who acknowledge it. It does not ask us to believe in 
anything that is not self-proving. Jesus cited his wonderful 
works of healing as proof that he was "he that was to come." 
He also said, "If I do not the works of my Father, believe 


me not." "These same works are proofs of his presence in 
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our midst today, except in places like his native village 
where, as Matthew tells us, "He did not many mighty 
works because of their unbelief." In Mark 6:6, it is 
stated that "he marvelled because of their unbelief.” There 
has never yet been formulated a doctrine or creed that has 
overcome the taint of unbelief in humanity. Unbelief has 
stricken the Christ healing out of the ministry of the church. 
Its source is easily traced to the error of studying the Scrip- 
tures without looking to the Spirit of Truth to-interpret them. 
This error is easy to correct when we realize that the same 
inspiration is as freely given to readers of the Bible as it was 
to those who wrote it. The same Spirit that said to John, 
*“Write, for these words are true and faithful," will explain 
all the inspired writings in accord with Jesus’ promise, that 
all hidden things shall be revealed. 

One of the most beautiful msnifestiions of the Spint 
of Truth is in the teachings and writings of those who rely 
wholly on its ministry. Their thoughts and interpretations 
are wonderfully alike, ofttimes even in word and phrase. 
Like those who gathered at Jerusalem to receive this same 
Spirit more than nineteen hundred years ago, the true fol- 
lowers of Truth are of one mind, and have one purpose; the 
teaching of the Word (Truth) with signs following. From 
all parts of the world we hear beautiful testimonies of the 
works of the risen Lord. “The acceptable year of the 
Lord" is proclaimed by thousands who have been lifted up 
from lives of sin and suffering. The true Christ gospel is 
come again healing the sick, comforting the sorrowing, and 
making plain "the way of the Lord." Psalms of praise 
and thanksgiving are being offered, are being written, 
spoken, and sung by thousands who have accepted and fol- 
lowed the ministry of the Spirit of Truth. “We have found 
him," sings the happy Truth seekers in all parts of the 
world. The Christ is come to all who are ready to accept 
him in the only way he comes; not as an individual, human 
personality, but as the Spirit of God that is "poured out 
upon all flesh," mentioned by the prophet, and the "'Com- 
forter,” or "Spirit of Truth" mentioned by Jesus himself in 
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John 14:16-17, to dwell “with man," and “within man,” 
thereby fulfilling both prophecy and promise. 

A wonderful illumination comes to all who have cast 
away the old time-worn false belief that God and Christ are 
human, fleshly personalities. Jesus told his followers that 
"flesh and blood could not enter the kingdom of heaven." 
When he revealed himself to the Samaritan woman, he said, 
"God is Spiri." At another time he said, "I and the 
Father [Spirit] are one.” His words, "I go to my Father," 
did not mean that his body was to go on a long journey 
through space to another world, but dissolved into universal 
Substance, thus his real self which was unified Spirit, soul 
and body, continued in and at one with the Father, who 
dwelt in him. He did not have to move one inch in order 
to "go to the Father," neither does the Truth seeker. In- 
ability to discern between flesh and Spirit is the cause of 
much confusion among Bible students concerning the dis- 
appearing of the physical body of Christ in the act we call 
“The Ascension." The apostles who were present at the 
time were told that Christ would return “in like manner” 
as he went, which can be interpreted in no other way than 
as the Spirit of Truth to dwell in all flesh. ‘Those who look 
for him to come as an individual, fleshly personality will con- 
tinue to look in vain, but those who are looking for him as 
the promised Comforter or Spirit of Truth can bear witness 
that his promise is fulfilled, and its fulfilling is continuous. 
The Pentecostal Day, with its revelations, is an endless one. 
The Holy Spirit is ever manifest in proportion as mankind 
is worthy to receive it. The spiritually illumined Christian 
rejoices in the consciousness of the presence of the risen 
Lord, the promised Comforter, or the Spirit of Truth within 
himself. How can one return who has never been absent? 
How can there be a "second coming" of one who is al- 
ways with us? “Lo, I am with you alway” is the promise. 
The Christ is here. “He dwelleth in you," says the apostle. 
He comes to all who are ready to receive him.

stration. Fully two-thirds of the ministry 
of Jesus was devoted to healing the sick, 
through forgiving their sins. He demon- 
strated the interdependence of these two 
phases of mental action in his ministrations 
to the man sick with the palsy, when he 
commanded him to take up his bed and walk, affirming that 
the "Son of man hath authority on earth to forgive sins.” 
The Son of Man is the manifest Christ Man Idea, and 
every one, who has risen in any degree into the realization 
of his spiritual inheritance, is demonstrating in that degree 
his ability to forgive sins in the earth. The earth is that 
realm of manifestation brought forth through a process of 
mortal thought. It involves both the natural body con- 
sciousness and environment. The earth with all its limita- 
tions 1s the effect of selfish thought — from thinking there is 
another self than God.  Ignorance is the cause of all sinning, 
therefore to be able to practice the science of forgiveness 
one must be enlightened. . Ignorance is not lack of knowl- 
edge to choose between right and wrong, but is a false con- 
cept of what is necessary to bring into expression, harmony. 
In other words, ignorance is a disregard and lack of under- 
standing of Divine Mind as the creative principle, and man's 
relation to it. No matter how wise man is in intellectual 
knowledge, or in worldly affairs, if he has not the conscious- 
ness of Christ as a living, vitalizing essence of God within 
his being, he is grossly ignorant of the most important factor 
governing his living. Jesus thanked the Father that spiritual 
understanding was hidden from the "wise and prudent” and 
revealed only "unto babes"; revealed only to receptive 
minds of childlike faith, who receive it in love and apply it 
in unselfishness. 

All sickness is the effect of sin, and thus forgiveness is 
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an important factor in healing. Sickness is not a punish- 
ment, as some people have heretofore believed it to be, but 
is the result of man’s misunderstanding of his real being. 
Sickness is neither to be resisted nor condemned. Students 
of Truth realize the inconsistency of asking a perfectly just 
and loving Father to heal a disease. Jesus taught that it is 
the Truth which sets free. Man must claim his inheritance 
of harmony through the consciousness of himself as a spiritual 
being, and through afhrming and meditating upon that which 
he desires, he forgives the error manifesting, and ushers into 
conscious activity the good. This Truth is the inherent 
Light in every man and leads him out of all darkness when 
applied in understanding. To understand spiritual law is 
to have a knowledge of natural law. We do not need to 
experience evil to understand its activity in consciousness. 
Harmony (Heaven) and Inharmony (Hell) are states of 
mind. ‘‘A good man out of the good treasures of his heart 
bringeth forth good things; and an evil man out of the evil 
treasure bringeth forth evil things.” 

To divide the word forgive into its component parts, 
and reverse the parts, we have give for. This is the true 
meaning of forgiveness. In forgiveness, we substitute or 
give for the sin, the opposite virtue. To forgive hate, we 
center our attention on love, not only when it touches our 
own lives, but when we see it manifesting in the world about 
us. Every overcomer is covenanted with his Lord to be 
continually forgiving sins in meeting every error with Truth. 
This is his way of being about his Father's business. In no 
other manner will the earth be transformed and harmony 
restored. When Peter suggested to Jesus that he forgive 
seven times, Jesus declared that one should forgive ‘‘seventy 
times seven, implying limitless forgiveness. “For if ye | 
forgive men their trespasses, your heavenly Father will also 
forgive you." In the understanding of Truth, which is the 
conscious recognition of the Word as the formative power to 
create, we know that this implies a universal forgiveness. 

We know that the ideas we see in the lives of others 
take root in our own consciousness and in compliance with 
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the Divine edict, "bring forth after their kind." As long 
as we believe in the power of sin, see the effect of sin as a 
reality, the punishment of that sin, in some degree, will be 
vital in our own lives. As we give to ourselves and others, 
true righteous thoughts for all inharmonious ones, we are 
making ready the harvest of a great spiritual feast which is 
absolutely sure to follow the righteous seedtime. Thus for- 
giveness has a two-fold mission. It frees both the erring 
one and the loving one, for back of the application of prac- 
tical forgiveness is a deep and radiating love, a love founded 
on principle; a love that desires to give for the joy of giving, 
and with no thought of reward or bounty, other than the 
Father's approval in the words, “This is my beloved Son 
in whom I am well pleased." 

God works through man to carry out his plans, and 


the healing, loving thoughts continually going forth from the 


heart of man to his brethren is God's own message to his 
children. ‘‘The seed is the Word of God," and finds 
lodgment in every receptive heart, whether man be con- 
sciously aware of his Divine nature or not. But in order to 
bring forth the abundant harvest of spiritual fruits, the mind 
of man must be consciously laying hold of the productive 
seeds of Spirit, which are the harmonious, all-good thoughts. 
Man has the power to enslave or free himself and the whole 
human family, through his attitude of mind. Once having 
chosen to shape his mental action along definite lines of 
Truth, he is sustained by Omnipotence itself, as he goes 
through the discipline necessary to assure him of mastery. 

It is a glorious privilege—this power to free ourselves 
and our fellow men from bondage, through the process of 
harmonious, Divine thinking. 

Many sins vanish at the first few rays of Light, while 
others, more firmly rooted in consciousness, require patience 
and perseverance to overcome. The forgiving love of Christ 
is able to dissolve all inharmony if we will lave in its healing 
current. 

Jesus expressly taught that it is the condition in the 
heart that determines one's character and bodily affairs. 
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To be poised in the outer realm, while inwardly in turmoil, 
is fulfilling only the letter of the law. To condemn ourselves 
— for inharmonious thought or act, is as detrimental as to con- 
demn others. Forgive the erring thought, know the Truth 
about the matter that brought forth the error, and let it rest. 
The test will come, and then, in act, you will prove the les- 
son that you learned. The Spirit will inspire you with just 
‘the proper thought to offset the error, if you are ever desiring 
its guidance. The affirmations, "God is Love," "All is 
Good,” "Our Father" or "Peace, be still," serve as inlets to 
greater realizations, when one is suddenly confronted with an 
opportunity to prove the supremacy of Truth. The sense of 
fear, in many of its aspects, may be overcome through listen- 
ing to the comforting Christ presence, "It is I; be not 
afraid." If we practice looking immediately to the kingdom 
within, we are united with divine ideas, for Divine Love is 
ever ready to give us of its healing balm. However, we de- 
lude ourselves if we ever attempt to justify error through 
believing something outside of our own mentality can stand 
as cause. All cause is within. Nothing external can effect 
man. It is what man thinks about the external realm of 
things that inspires or depresses him. Trueness to principle 
is the only way to complete redemption. 

True forgiveness purifies and blesses all, and begins in 
the heart of the individual. This is at first a thought refor- 
mation. Realizing that God is the only Mind, and that this 
Mind is pure and holy, will do much in helping one eliminate ` 
impure thoughts. Impure thoughts are adulterated thoughts, 
those that come out of a mixed consciousness. Hold steadily 
to the Truth that the Mind of Christ is now having its per- 
fect way in you, and you think only godly, harmonious 
thoughts. — Persistenly filling the mind with thoughts of 
reality and Truth establishes one in a harmonious, construct- 
ive thought current, which is continual forgiveness, in that 
it is an ever flowing stream of loving the thoughts of God. 

Opportunities to forgive others their trespasses are con- 
tinually coming to every seeker of Truth, 
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For we must share if we would keep 
That blessing from above. 
Ceasing to give, we cease to have; 


Such is the law of Love. 


In this way everyone becomes an instrument under the 
Divine Law through which the great restitution of the world 
is being effected. The only way to freedom is through the 
Truth. Reform methods which attack sin as undesirable, 
bring into greater activity the very thing it is fighting. 
“Resist not evil," said the calm Master of Truth. "Neither 
do I condemn thee; Go, and sin no more,” proving that sin 
is forgiven as we cease to sin, and never through con- 
demnation. 

Life is a continual testing time, and many are the prac- 
tical ways of applying forgrveness, the most common of which 
are occasions which invite sympathy. Humanity is over- 
flowing with a force, which if directed, would redeem all 
the unfortunates of the world. People would be healed in- 
stantly of their infirmities, grow new eyes and limbs, if this 
great current called sympathy was directed toward the Life 
in the person, instead of toward his seeming lack of Life. 
Throw into activity a thought current that brings good into 
the life of the unfortunate, through giving for his seeming 
handicap, the Truth of his Being. 

There is nothing so important in all living as sowing 
the seeds of Truth, spreading broadcast the forgiving love 
of Christ, for man is perfected through giving and loving. 
The world is eager to receive Truth given forth in such a 
manner that it can be applied in daily living. It wants to 
know these simple Truths: To forgive disease, think health; 
to forgive poverty, think abundance; to forgive death, think 
life; in every instance forgiving the limited, mortal thought 
by substituting the limitless, Christ thought. 

A practical application of this principle is contained 
in the story of a mother, who, being left with several small 
children to provide for, set about to apply her knowledge 
of Truth. Cornmeal mush and milk was their principal food, 
but each child asked for that which he most desired; thus 
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the mush and milk became in fancy every delicious viand. 
Within a short time desirable work came to the mother, and 
with it plenty to eat and abundance with which to pay for 
a little home. Emerson said, "Assume a virtue if you have 
it not." The whole universe is the result of Divine imagery, 
and imaging the good that we desire is one step toward its 
fulfillment. 

Jesus took on the likeness of sinful flesh, and met and 
overcame, through forgiveness, every obstacle. He walked 
among the sorrowful and afflicted, forgiving and loving, be- 
cause of his deep realization of God as Father, and the one 
Power and Presence. We are continuing in the way of 
Life with the same Christ as our guide, reaping where the 
man Jesus sowed.  "Behold, I cast out demons and per- 
form cures today and tomorrow, and the third day I am 
perfected,” said this Prince of men. "Love is the fulfilling 
of the law," and in this "third day," we are perfecting the 
works of Jesus through loving service to humanity in bring- 
ing to their remembrance the Truths as taught and applied 
by this Master Mind. 

Perfect freedom is the result of understanding. For- 
giveness is the process through which we grow. As we wipe 
out of consciousness the false, through giving the true, we 
are throwing the balance of power in favor of the Absolute, 
thus becoming a magnet of Love to attract and disburse only 
the Good. The dominant thoughts in consciousness control 
our lives and affairs. Nothing happens by chance. Back 
of every manifestation lies the thoughts which went before. 
Every inharmonious bodily condition may be traced to an 
unforgiving state of mind, and can only be healed through 
forgiveness.  Trueness to the principle, "God is Good and 
the only Power and Presence," will strike at the root of 
error, and heal us forever of all inharmony when realized 
in its fullness. It is a scientific fact that the moment we take 
no thought of evil, the moment we cease to give it power or 
presence by refusing to recognize it, that moment it disap- 
pears. But to cease thinking negative thoughts implies the 
necessity of thinking positive ones. This, then, is the real 
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forgiveness, giving for ignorance the Truth, giving for dark- 
ness the Light, hence giving for death, Life. And in so 
doing we “‘Grieve not the Holy Spirit of God in whom ye 
are sealed unto the day of redemption. Let all bitterness, 
and wrath, and anger, and clamor, and railing be put away 
from you, with all malice. And be ye kind, one to =nother, 
tender-hearted, forgiving each other, even as God also in 
Christ forgave you.”

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HOW THE SOUL ASCENDS OUT OF 
MORTAL LIMITATIONS

eee HE DEATH and resurrection of Jesus is 
: M located in the spring of the year. The rea- 
son for this is found in the relation which 
it bears to the coming forth of Nature from 
its inertia and coldness. Easter is a mov- 
able festival because it was borrowed from 
3 the pagans by the early Christians. Long 
before Christianity, men worshiped the coming forth 
of the Sun-God. In its outer meaning it was the return of 
the sun to the zenith, but the spiritually minded discerned a 
passing away of ignorance and limitation in man and nature 
and the springing forth of a higher life consciousness. 

_Jesus’ crucifixion and resurrection represents the coming 
into the mind and body of the Christian Initiate, a new life 
and body consciousness. The body is part of the natural 
world and it makes its most radical transformations in the 
spring of the year. When through the power of his spiritual 
Will, Jesus raised his body vibration above the average, there 
were earthquakes. This indicates that the commotion in his 
organism affected the whole planet, and proved the sympa- 
thetic relation between every atom of substance. The seven- 
teenth and eighteenth chapters of John—read in the 
light of the Spint, reveal this travail of the soul in the death 
of the old carnal consciousness and resurrection of true 
ideas into a new body of harmony and health. 

But the / Am must demonstrate that it is Spirit, omni- 
present, omniscient, and omnipotent. The first step in this 
demonstration is to send forth the words of consummation, 
just as if it had taken place. Then these words spoken from 
the powerful standpoint of the / Am set up counter thought 
vibrations in the consciousness and there is unusual commo- 
tion. Because of this chemicalization which frequently takes 
place some people refrain from "'high statements." But 
high places in spirituality cannot be attained by the faint- 
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hearted. When you perceive the Truth, speak the words 
regardless of consequences. ‘Hew to the line, let the 
chips fall where they may.” 

After Jesus had made that most transcendently beau- 
tiful prayer of renunciation of self, as recorded in John 17, 
he had to meet the personal self and handle it in an orderly 
way, that the "Scripture might be fulfilled," or the pre- 
scribed order through which man passes from one plane of 
consciousness to another, be carried out. Character build- 
ing is according to exact scientific laws, and every thought 
generates a current that goes to clothe in form some faculty 
of the mind. These faculties are God-given, and man is 
held responsible for the forms in which they appear. He 
cannot set them aside with the arbitrary word of their noth- 
ingness, but must deal with them in an intelligent manner. 

After Jesus, the / Am, had made the renunciation of 
self, he had to deal with the various forms of self in the 
world and in his own consciousness. ‘There is an impersonal 
thought current of selfishness in the race consciousness which 
we all touch when we think about the things of this world. 
We call it the cold selfishness of the world. In Scripture 
it is the brook Cedron, meaning "winter torrent," and 
the "garden" locates it in the world of universal thought. 
But this is a small matter compared with that great personal 
self in the subjective consciousness, Judas, who knows the 
place, and takes advantage of its darkness to capture the 
I Am. He comes with a "band" (combative thoughts) and 
"officers from the chief priests and Pharisees” (the ideas of 
priestly authority and religious guidance from the stand- 
point of the letter), “lanterns, torches and weapons" (light 
of the intellect, torch of reason, and force of circumstances). 

But Jesus knows that these must be met, and he boldly 
stands forth and says, "Whom seek ye? They answered 
him, Jesus of Nazareth. Jesus saith unto them, / Am.” 
(The he is not in the original Greek and should be omitted, 
not only here but in nearly every place in Scripture where 
Jesus uses Z Am.) "As soon then as he had said unto them 
I Am, they went backward and fell to the ground." Com- 
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bative thoughts fall down when one proclaims the supremacy 
of the / Am. 

Your faith (Peter) in the righteousness of your cause 
may lead you to combat the thoughts of the ruling religious 
powers, and in your impetuosity you resent their counsel 
(Malchies, counselor), and deny their capacity to receive 
truth ("cut off his right ear"), but good judgment and a 
broad comprehension of the divine overcoming, through 
which you are passing, causes you to adopt pacific means. 
"Put up thy sword into thy sheath." 

“The cup which my Father hath given me" is the 
consciousness of eternal life. This must be attained through 
an utter crossing out or crucifixion of the personal self, both 
on its objective and subjective planes of volition; hence 
"they led him away," that other processes of the divine law 
might be carried out. 

Every realm of thought in the consciousness has its ' 
ruling center or directive will, which has been established by 
the / Am. The religious, governmental and commercial 
systems in the outer world have their prototype in man; in 
fact, all of these have been brought forth from man’s copy- 
ing the thoughts of his mind, and they are sustained by the 
consent of the majority of thinkers. Should the preponder- 
ance of thought sustenance be withdrawn by those who sus- 
tain these systems they would change their character or dis- 
appear. But they have become institutions of tenacity and. 
power and are not quickly overthrown. When the / Am 
has decided to change its range of thought from the personal 
to the impersonal plane of volition it has to meet these vari- 
ous ruling institutions in the prevailing thought realm, not 
only within its own consciousness but also in the world of 
which it is part. 

Everyone who would know God as the one and only 
ruler of his life must deny all ecclesiastical authority of an 
institutional order. He must know God as the Formless 
Life and Intelligence welling up at the center of his con- 
sciousness. He must know that "God is Spirit," and that 
that Spirit is his only source of authority and guidance. 
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From the standpoint of the institution this is blasphemy— 
"He maketh himself God’’—and should be punished with 
death. 

When called before this ecclesiastical tribunal the 
I Am may need all its powers of realization in order to re- 
tain its equilibrium. Its strongest faculties will quail with 
fear before this religious institution which claims to have 
within its keeping the life or death of the soul. Peter 
(Faith) denied Jesus at this critical trial and only John 
(Love) seems to have shown any effort in sustaining him in 
the ordeal. 

But the / Am knows its place in Being and stands 
alone in defense of the freedom of the open Truth which it 
has proclaimed and which it continues to proclaim. “The 
Truth shall make you free." "Where the Spirit of the 
Lord is, there 1s liberty." 

The most powerful realm of thought in man's con- 
sciousness is that pertaining to religion. This is because it 
relates to that which is nearest to the source of his being. 
Although it may not so appear at first glance, a close anal- 
ysis of the whole range of human life will reveal that re- 
ligious convictions instigate and shape nearly every act, for 
under the head of religion may be classed everything of a 
moral character. 

Yet it is not the province of religion to carry out its 
own edicts—this is left to the executive department of the 
consciousness. Jesus condemned by conservative religious 
thought is turned over to carnal will (Pilate) to cross-out or 
crucify. The / Am cannot be crucified or killed, but the 
consciousness that will not accept or advance to its higher 
concepts forces it out of its range of volition and a separation 
takes place. But the carnal will, having no inherent relig- 
ious convictions, is loth to act upon the suggestions of the 
priestly prompting. It would stand aloof from all religious 
questions with the oft-repeated assertion that civil law has 
nothing to do with religion. But strive as we may we can- 
not separate our acts from the promptings of spiritual 
thought, and we are forced eventually to carry out in act 
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the thought which has been generated within, although we 
frequently see that it is based in injustice. 

Here we see the carnal will (Pilate) questioning the 
I Am, Jesus, “Art thou the King of the Jews?" or, applying 
this to the individual, man, he would say to himself, “Is there 
a ruling will over my religious nature?" The mortal con- 
sciousness has no concept of the factors of that higher realm 
within, and believes that it is ruler of the whole man. It is 
jealous of any attempt to usurp its power, but when it is 
assured that the kingdom which the higher self would rule 
is "not of this world,” it finds in him “‘no fault at all.” 

The cross represents the crystallization of two currents 
of thought—that state of consciousness termed "mortal 
mind." The perpendicular bar is the inner current of Divine 
life, and the horizontal bar the cross current of human limi- 
tations. This is the "carnal mind" of Paul also, and it bur- 
dens the body with its various erroneous beliefs. "He bear- 
ing his cross went forth." The center of action of this mortal 
mind 1s in the brain, and it is here that it has to be met in the 
final overcoming which the / Am undertakes. “A place 
called the place of a skull." 

It is this mortal mind that dies on its own cross—not 
the / Am, nor the body. The two that are “‘crucified with 
him” are denial and affirmation, or the belief in good and 
evil, duality. "Jesus in the midst" represents the steady 
poise of the / Am. In another of the gospels these two are 
called thieves. Jesus tells one that he shall be with him in 
Paradise, which is Affirmation, but the other, Denial, dies 
cursing. This is to show that after the mortal has been 
thoroughly given up ("He gave up the ghost") there is no 
further necessity for denial—it is lost in its own nothingness 
or negation. So also with the belief in evil. 

The will (Pilate) recognizes the / Am as a ruler of 
the spiritual consciousness (Jews). He would confine the 
power of the / Am to that realm, but he wrote the legend, 
“Jesus of Nazareth, the King of the Jews," in three lan- 
guages, Hebrew, Greek and Latin. This means that the 
word of the | Am goes forth as a ruling suggestion in the 
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realms of the Spiritual, the intellectual, and the animal; that 
the doing away with the mortal mind pulls down all walls 
of partition, and the whole man accepts the Word of Truth. 

The primal object of clothing is for protection against 
the elements of nature—earth, air, fire, water. These m 
their various combinations make what we term heat and cold, 
and their varying states are fixed by the mortal mind. 
When the body is rid of its ruling mortal mind it has no 
further use for clothing, because it is no longer subject to the 
elements; then its garments are "made into four parts, to 
every soldier [combative powers of the elements] a part." 
When you deny and give up a mortal thought you return to 
the powers that rule that lower realm all the beliefs they 
claim. The "vesture" or under garment "without seam, 
woven from the top throughout," is the consciousness of 
unity, which 1s the inner conviction of all things, and without 
it even mortal error itself could not retain even a semblance 
of permanency. Hence, in the final relinquishment of the 
mortal thought realm you let go the belief that it has a di- 
versity of causes or elements, and one soldier gets the inner 
vestment, which is an admission of the One Cause, the One 
Unbroken Life running through all manifestation. 

The / Am in the final relinquishment of mortal thought, 
and the temporalities which it has woven into the conscious- 
ness, retains its various forms of love. Though it may not 
take them with it into the formless realm of heavenly bliss 
where it now abides, it provides for them all in its heart 
center. ‘This is represented by Jesus leaving his mother in 
the hands of John. 

When the / Am has given up all that goes to make the 
personal man, a mighty desire or "thirst" for life fills the 
body. This desire almost unconsciously goes back to the 
earthly source for satisfaction, and when the response is the 
sop of "vinegar," which is passed up to him, he realizes that 
the things of this world can no longer satisfy him, and mortal 
mind gives up the "ghost." It is this consciousness of mor- 
tality that cries out at this last breath of its existence, "My 
God, my God, why hast thou forsaken me?" 
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The crucifixion, death, resurrection, and ascension of 
Jesus Christ convey in symbols to those who study the inner 
life of man transcendent lessons of experience on planes of 
consciousness of which the ordinary man has no concept. 
Hence to explain their meaning in detail is beyond words. 
It is like describing the circulation of the blood to one who 
has not known that he has blood. There is a physiology of 
the soul which is as definite as the physiology of the body 
and far more intricate. The spirit, soul and body have their 
planes of consciousness and centers of action, and are gov- 
erned by laws that rule them and preserve their homogeneous 
relation. Every person, place, act, position and word in 
this great drama of Jesus masks the character and movement 
of these various factors of man’s being. 

Those who have studied thought and its capacity to 
build structures visible and invisible have some idea of the 
general character of the individual consciousness. We may 
say that there are three planes of consciousness open to each 
individual—the super-conscious or pure spiritual, which is 
the universal Christ; the sub-conscious, which is the stored- 
up thought emanations of the individual, the soul; and the 
conscious, or that realm which the / takes cognizance of at 
each moment. 

In the regeneration, which is symbolically described in 
these experiences of Jesus, the carnal or false consciousness, 
which has been generated through ignorant thinking, is 
eliminated, and the / comes into clear understanding of its 
right relation to God. But the body, the instrument of the 
soul, has been so long dominated by the false consciousness 
that when it is taken away it lies for a time in a comatose 
condition, the “‘sleep’’ which is commonly called death, and 
which results in physical disintegration unless the / Am has 
mastered the foolishness and ignorance of carnality and cast 
it out of its temple before this sleep comes over it. (After 
letting go of some false belief, if it cost a struggle, you will 
have that sense of bodily lassitude and desire to sleep. It 
is good and the resurrection will follow.)

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SPIRITUAL GROWTH 

arora VERY growing student of Truth is setting 
TAL into activity new and potent forces which 
are, through a process of mental action, 
being established in the body. When one 
becomes conscious of this new wine of life 
energizing the body, it should be acknowl- 
edged, blessed and praised, that it may in- 
crease and vitalize the whole consciousness. As a rule, at the 
advent of Truth in the conscious mind, the body first re- 
sponds to the new forces, and the peace and harmony of a 
new life opens up. So beautiful does the overcomer's world 
become, that he feels he has made wonderful strides in an 
amazingly short time, and prepares to rest forever in this 
Edenic state. But this is not the way of three-fold growth. 

After Jesus had received baptism at the hands of John, 
symbolical of a cleansing, punfying change in consciousness 
and had been acknowledged by the Father as a beloved 
Son, even when he was "'full of the Holy Spirit," he was 
led into the wilderness and there was "tempted of the devil.” 
That is to say, Jesus had to establish Truth in the wilder- 
ness of his own subconsciousness, and stand the test of his 
own convictions. Every overcomer meets this same adver- 
sary at this same stage of unfoldment, and must prove once 
for all that he will serve God only. Having once experi- 
enced the exaltation of the heights, it is impossible to go back 
or even tarry by the way. Words of Truth are seeds that 
are as certain of growth and fulfillment in the consciousness 
as are the seeds you plant in your garden in the springtime; 
even more certain, because they are under the control of in- 
fallible, spiritual laws. The new forces liberated in con- 
sciousness, through sowing these living words, are continually 
pressing onward to untried heights. “The kingdom of God 
is preached” in our mentality, and "every man [thought] 
presseth into it." “‘It is easier for heaven and earth to pass 
away, than one tittle of the law to fail." 

Our thoughts and words bring forth after their kind, 
and so we need not be surprised nor discouraged if new 
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experiences, perhaps bodily disturbances, come to pass when 
these vital seed-thoughts of Truth begin to take root. 
When we find ourselves in the wilderness of our mortal- 
thought world, we must all the more rest in our faith in the 
Word to accomplish that whereunto it is sent. Every step 
of the way at this stage of our growth is a period of re- 
consecration to Principle. Our demonstrations depend upon 
our momently decision between error and Truth. Especially 
is this true in the overcoming of bodily disturbances, which 
are in reality, the clamorous farewell of mortal thought 
families, as they are dissolved and broken up by the puri- 
fying Love of the Spigt. 

In Being we are pure, holy, sinless Spint and there- 
fore are not subject to mortal limitations. But in conscious- 
ness, including all its aggregations of thoughts on their dif- 
ferent planes of expression, we have combined ideas in such 
a manner as to produce inharmony. The mortal conscious- 
ness is limited in its capacity to express perfection because it 
is founded upon both good and evil thinking. Through af- 
firming and realizing the Truth as it eternally exists in Being, 
we set into action in consciousness divine forces, which func- 
tion harmoniously in the body, thus offsetting the limitations 
of mortal thoughts. What a glorious privilege then to 
build this consciousness, to dwell in the Truth, to remain 
"constant in prayer" (thinking holy thoughts), knowing that 
in so doing we are building not only our own permanent 
habitation, but establishing in the earth at large, the king- 
dom of Heaven (Harmony). 

Angels came and ministered unto Jesus when he de- 
clared his allegiance to God-Principle, and so with us. 
Error may make itself noticeable, but if we meet it with the 
Truth we know, it will depart from us, and we are blessed 
with a greater joy and peace because of the confidence that 
comes with victory. The Truth itself has multiplied in our 
own consciousness, through concentrated attention to it at 
the time of the test, and our angels (holy thoughts) "'bear 
us up in their hands, lest haply we dash our foot against a 
stone.” 
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As we journey from the realm of sense, with its limi- 
tations, to the realm of limitless Spirit, many are the oppor- 
. tunities to test one's growth. There are in reality no ob- 
stacles. Error is not an enemy but a friend, if we make it a 
stepping-stone to victory. The valleys are as necessary as 
the mountains, and are full of peace and rest if we con- 
tinue to search for and find the needed lessons. We grow 
carefree and sunshiny under the summer's sun, but the stolid 
cold of winter tests our strength. So under spiritual illumi- 
nation we imbibe the faith, substance and joy of Truth 
realizations, and in daily living, sometimes in the face of the 
adversary, we prove whether the mortal thought or the 
Divine shall dominate. This is the way of spiritual growth. 

A denial of error is not essentially an attack upon a 
seeming discord. It is but the door through which the full- 
ness of the Spirit comes. It is the emptiness that precedes 
the fullness, and is the first step in demonstration. The nat- 
ural precedes the spiritual in man’s return journey to God. 
John, the Baptist, went before Jesus and made straight the 
"paths of the Lord." But the Christ Principle in Jesus 
was declared to be the “Way, the Truth and the Life.” 

Jesus, in the wilderness overcame the adversary with 
his clear understanding of Truth. He did not enter into 
the adversary's domain and discuss the temptations from a 
relative standpoint. He knew and expressed the Absolute 
Truth and it set him free. Innate in his consciousness was 
the realization of the Allness of God. This is our first reali- 
zation, and one upon which we must constantly dwell. It 
is the secret spring that opens the door to the limitless treas- 
ures of the Father's house. To resent evil is to admit its 
presence; to be annoyed by a seeming obstacle is, for the 
moment, to acknowledge another power than God (Good). 

Devotion and consecration to this simple Truth: 
"God, the Good, is the only Presence and Power," will 
cause the adversary to flee of his own accord. But we must 
let error depart when it is attempting to get away, and not 
hold it captive by thinking and talking about "my rheuma- 
tism, my poverty, my temper, etc." 
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To come into the realization of Harmony in music, 
we eliminate the discords through persistent practice. We 
know the discords have no place in the principle of music 
and give them no subetance of thought by laying claim to 
them. Even so with discords in consciousness. We tum 
our inward attention from the seeming lack of health, life 
and harmony, and dwell upon the melodies of Truth, of 
abundant life, health, wealth and harmony, which liberates 
man from every seeming limitation, when, through persistent 
meditation and prayer, he has established in consciousness 
the attracting nucleus of Truth, about which shall gather all 
the ministering angels (Divine ideas) of Divine Mind. 
Then shall man be in thought, word and deed, a "new 
creature in Christ Jesus.” 


The story is told of St. Francis of Assisi, that he once 
stepped down into the cloisters of his monastery, and laying 
his hand on the shoulder of a young monk said: 

"Brother, let us go down into the town and preach.” 

The venerable father and the young monk set out to- 
gether, conversing as they went. They wandered down the 
principal streets, and wound their way through alleys and 
lanes, and even to the outskirts of the town and the village 
beyond, until they found themselves back at the monastery 
again. Then inquired the young monk: 

"Father, when shall we begin to preach?” 

And the father looked kindly down upon his son and 
said: 

"My child, we have been preaching while we were 
walking. We have been seen—lgoked at; our behavior has 
been remarked, and so we have delivered a morning sermon. 
Ah! my son, it is of no use that we walk anywhere to preach 
unless we preach as we walk."— The Church Invisible.

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OVERCOMING 


Lesson Five, Part One, of Unity Correspondence School

getting closer and closer to the Truth at the Center of our Being.

Ques. 1. Why does man ever seek to exercise do- 


minion ? | 

Because the idea of dominion is inherent within him 
and this idea is forever active. It shows itself in man by 
his continually endeavoring to express mastery. He struggles 
with every adverse condition, such as sickness, disease, pov- 
erty and death, in the hope of mastering them. Although 
man does not actually know why he does this; why for in- 
stance, he will send for a doctor in spite of thinking it is 
God's will for him to die, the truth is, his inherent do- 
minion is persistently active. The reason he does not know 
this is because he is not in spiritual understanding. 


Ques. 2. Why does evil appear in the world? 
We know that evil conditions are in the world and the 


reason why is threefold: 

(1.) Man has not known of his inherent dominion. 
He has felt it sufficiently to keep him struggling, but has 
not had the full realization and knowledge of his spiritual 
mastery. ' 

(2.) All things have their origin in mind and appear- 
ances are the result of thought. So that we see that things 
in themselves have no origin, permanency or reality. Since 
they are produced by thought they can be erased by thought. 
To faithfully take up the denial by the spoken Word, every 
evil condition can be done away with, and by thinking and 
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afhrming the good, true and harmonious, corresponding con- 
ditions in the outer cannot fail to appear. Ignorant thoughts 
have made every evil condition which appears. 

(3.) Man not being in spiritual understanding, he 
has not seen the relation between cause and effect. If he 
did he would immediately give attention and put a guard on 
his thoughts and words. No ill effect is righted except by 
correcting the cause, and the cause is in mind. 

Ques. 3. What is the subconscious realm of mind? 

Tbe substance of the answer to question two has been 
doubted by some, giving as their reason that there are many 
effects in their lives to which there is no corresponding 
thought in themselves. They have looked only in the con- 
scious realm. They have to learn that there is another realm 
called the subconscious. All past thoughts sink back into 
memory and there remain. Here by the Universal Law of 
attraction, like thoughts gather about some central idea and 
form what is called states of mind. The character of these 
states of mind are determined by the character of the domi- 
nant thought. The sum of these states of mind make up the 
subconscious mind, which works independently of the con- 
scious mind and reveals many conditions in body and affairs 
for which there seems no answer in the conscious mind. 
These established states of mind carry on such operations 
as breathing and all that which we call involuntary, nervous 
or muscular action, asleep or awake. 

Ques. 4. Why is it so important for the overcomer to 
understand the subconscious ? 

Only by fully realizing and understanding that the 
subconscious depends upon past and present thoughts, and 
that by right thinking he will transform or redeem the sub- 
conscious and manifest good and permanent benefits to him- 
self, will the overcomer persistently watch his thoughts and 
words, taking diligent care that he allows no thinking and 
speaking of things he does not wish to see manifest. 

Ques. 5. What is the carnal mind? What other 


names are given il? 
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The sum of all error thinking which man himself has 

done or his ancestors and the race, which has not been de- 
nied away at any time is active in him and his affairs. It 
has no power in itself, other than the belief man allows it 
to appropriate from his mind. Other names for carnal mind 
are: The flesh, the old man, the natural man, mortal mind, 
personality, personal consciousness, sense consciousness, the 
Ques. 6. What is the Christ consciousness ? 
As the carnal mind is the name given to the false con- 
sciousness, so the Christ consciousness is the name given to 
the true mind. It is established by first cleansing the mind 
from all carnality by the spoken word of denial and building 
in its place, by affirmations of the Truth, persistent, right 
thinking until there is nothing but the Truth active in mind. 
Jesus said, "I am the Truth." The Truth is eventually 
brought into consciousness and so from this new and true 
standpoint, man can say he is Jesus Christ manifest in the 
flesh. This is speaking in the Christ consciousness. 

Ques. 7. What is overcoming? 

The work done as stated in answer to question six, is 
a process of establishing the Truth in mind and finding an 
inner realization of victory over the carnal sense always in- 
creasing, is called overcoming. 

Ques. 8. How does man find out what he has to 
overcome ? j 

In the ordinary way a man who has had a good moral 
training, and in consequence lives a very good life out- 
wardly, is apt to think he has little to overcome. But when 
the quickening Spirit of Truth has commenced its trans- 
forming work, it will reveal to him the need of an absolutely 
new mind in the whole man. All the brood of error which 
has accumulated and perhaps been lying for ages quite 
dormant in his subconscious mind, now becomes active and 
he begins to cry out, “Oh, wretched man that Í am; who 
shall save me from this body of death!” He is then apt to 
condemn himself as a great sinner, but this also has to be 


overcome, as self-condemnation is a great error and tends 
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to increase the burden of sin. Rather than that he should 
be alarmed at this exposure of his old self, he should count 
it all joy, as it is a sign of the regenerative work begun. He 
will realize that the Christ within will purge the floor and 
cleanse the body temple. 

Ques. 9. Explain the teaching that all men are sinners 
in Adam and righteous in Christ? 

Adam represents that state of consciousness where 
there is belief in duality—good and evil, God and devil, 
life and death—these are active and in consequence bring 
about a state of death. All men are through the race con- 
sciousness of error (by nature) in this consciousness; of the 
earth earthy, and all men have therefore come short of the 
glory of God. Christ is nevertheless inherent in every man, 
and when recognized becomes a quickening Spirit. He is 
righteousness and all men who abide in the indwelling Christ 
are righteous for there is no unrighteousness in Christ. 

Ques. 10. Show the justice of the statement, “As in 
Adam all die, so in Christ shall all be made alive.” 

It is deemed an injustice that because of one man’s dis- 
obedience all should suffer death, but when mind and its 
laws are known, and the power of thought to produce re- 
sults, this seeming injustice is removed. Man is responsible 
for his thinking, even his ignorance has been produced by 
his thought. The race is a unit and not made up of separate 
personalities as seems to be the case. The law is sowing and 
reaping; whatever a man sows, that shall he reap, but by 
this same law he can be made a new creature. By faith 
he can lay hold of the indwelling Christ and gradually he 
will find old things passing away and all things becoming 
new. Christ is the saving power, as well as the life and 
will save unto the uttermost, even to life eternal. 

Ques. 11. What is meant by, “Work out your own 
salvation" ? 

Salvation is the result of overcoming, which is perfect 
freedom from every adverse condition. This salvation has 
to be worked out by each man for himself. It is necessary 
for him to so practice Truth by the saving power of Truth, 
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until he has built up states of consciousness’ that shall be 
enduring, even unto eternal life. The state of salvation 
may be called the Christ consciousness. The Truth of 
man’s perfection as the offspring of God is eternal, but is 
nothing to him unless he brings it into consciousness as Jesus 
came to bring life and immortality to light. This light is 
nothing to man unless he incorporates it into his being, until 
he realizes his mind to be the mind of Christ. 

Ques. 12. What is the meaning of the expression, 
"race thought" ? 

"As in Adam all die, so in Christ shall all be made 
alve." This is the same as saying, As all who are in the 
Adam consciousness die, so all who are in the Christ con- 
sciousness shall be made alive. The Adam consciousness is 
sometimes understood to mean the same as "'race thought." 
The race thought includes every idea, thought and belief 
that are common to men in the Adam estate. The ideas of 
sin, sickness, death, poverty, sorrow, etc., are among the 
errors of the race thought and the belief that these are in- 
evitable in human experiences. 

Another error of the race thought is belief in ma- 
teriality. The natural man, who in the blindness of igno- 
rance, cannot sce the manifestation of Spirit everywhere, 
and that everything is Spirit-substance, looks upon God 
as being separate from creation, and sees the world, includ- 
ing his own body and all things as lacking the eternal light 
and life of Spirit. 

Ques. 13. How do race thoughts become a part of 
the mentality of the individual? 

Erroneous beliefs in sin, sickness, death, etc., are com- 
mon to the natural man. There is practically no distinction 
between persons in this respect... They are partly due to 
belief in flesh heredity, training, associates and environment. 
Whatever conditions of life are manifest in a man's life, the 
cause must always be looked for in mind. He may doubt 
this because he knows someone of his acquaintance whose 
life may appear perfect outwardly. But unawakened man 
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is a whited sepulchre and all the brood of death reigns 
within, deep in his subconscious mind. 

Ques. 14. What is flesh heredity? How is it over- 
come? 

Flesh heredity is the name given to that habit which 
"beliefs" have of carrying themselves on from generation to 
generation. It is also spoken of as the mind of the flesh. 
All diseases known among physicians as heredity are the re- 
sult of certain dominant beliefs of the race finding expression 
through generation. The idea of flesh heredity must be 
overcome, and to do this it is necessary that man be quick- 
ened by the Spirit; he will then wake up to the knowledge 
that he is not the offspring of man but of God. His mind 
will then become connected with the great mind of Being 
and begin to manifest its perfection. So long as he tries to 
hold to both, he will manifest and experience miscellaneous 
conditions of good and evil, health and disease. 

Ques. /5. What two steps are taken in overcoming? 

(1.) To realize that the life a man lives in the flesh 
is lived by faith as the son of God, is to hold oneself in 
the Christ consciousness. He is now connected with the 
great mind of Being and is a new creature in Christ Jesus. 
He accustoms himself to this line of thinking. 

(2.) He now finds that he lives from a new stand- 
point, his Real Source, and whatever inharmony he senses 
he ignores, realizing that it is the old man that is daily dying 
away, and no matter what claims it pretends to have, it can- 
not touch him or affect him in any way. This process of 
keeping himself from identification with feelings and sense 
thoughts, and walking in obedience to the prompting and 
leading of the Spirit is the working out of his salvation. He 
may depend upon it that success is his from the time the first 
step is taken, and as he goes on he gradually becomes con- 
scious of his dominion and mastery. The mind being a 
new mind will, by the law of mental action, build up a new 
body and in accordance with its spiritual activity, completely 
transform the whole man. 
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Ques. 16. What is the difference between an over- 
comer and one who merely does the best he can? 

The one who merely does the best he can belongs to 
that great number of so-called Christians, who have no 
knowledge of God as mind. God is recognized as a world 
ruler who is acquainted with all human error, knows how 
difficult it is to do right, and will be inclined to withhold 
his wrath if he is satisfied that they have done their best. 
The fact of their suffering from sin, sickness and death is 
sufficient proof of this great error. They have every evi- 
dence to prove that they realize no salvation. The more 
they try, the more hopeless they become and finally conclude 
that life is a burden and relief will be given by dying. But 
the overcomer knows that he may be saved from every error 
here and now and enjoy eternal life, perpetually increasing 
in health, wealth and joy. He knows the nothingness of 
the personal self, but recognizes that in him is the indwelling 
Christ which is Omnipotence, and resting in this knowledge, 
he becomes one with this power and experiences the daily 
victory over error, consummating in complete salvation of the 
whole man as he stands Spirit, soul and body. 

Ques. 17. What has one's ideals and standards to 
do with his spiritual growth? | 

It is the ideals or standards held in mind which de- 
termine the progress and growth of every man. The nat- 
ural man not being in spiritual understanding can have no 
ideals or standards higher than of the earth. These having 
no lifting power in themselves, cause him to repeat the old 
round as in a treadmill. The highest ideal to hold is the 
Christ; this forms a standard of infinite unfoldment and 
expansion. Jesus says, “I, if I be lifted up from the earth 
will draw all men unto myself." This is the standard then 
which 1s the real lifting power, and as man grows in under- 
standing, he realizes that he ‘increases with the increase of 
God." 

Ques. /8. Why is it important that an overcomer 
ipo himself with the highest? 

tever man holds in mind he — to. Many 
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hold to diseases as, "My cold," "My weak nerves," etc. ; 
this attitude of mind tends to hold the man to these con- 
ditions. The overcomer must realize that in order to ex- 
perience absolute freedom, he must hold to the Absolute 
Truth and refuse to give the least place to evil in his mind. 
To identify himself with the one who is Creator of life and 
all good is to manifest perfect conditions of health and 
prosperity. Thus to hold that Christ is the whole of man is 
to experience a helper which will save unto the uttermost. 

Ques. 19. What work for the world shall be done 
by the overcomer? How shall he accomplish this work? 

The world as we know it today is in ignorance. The 
darkness is so great that "nature is red in tooth and claw." 
Man's days are full of misery and trouble. It is the over- 
comer's work to bring about an entirely new world, even 
the kingdom of love and harmony wherein dwelleth right- 
eousness. No sorrow, pain, misery or death shall be known 
in this kingdom. Those who drift with the race thought 
and live according to the popular standards, cannot redeem 
the world. To redeem it, man must place himself in the 
Truth of Being and think only those thoughts which are in- 
spired by the Divine Spirit. He needs to exercise faith, 
fearlessness and persistence in righteousness, so that his ex- 
pressions shall manifest the Divine. He must recognize that 
dwelling within him is the Christ, and by this power over- 
come, not for personal benefit, but for the good of the 
whole. This is the greatest motive power one can have. 

Ques. 20. What changes take place in a man's con- 
versation when he becomes an overcomer ? 

The overcomer knowing the power of thought, realizes 
the importance of controlling the use of his tongue. St. 
James says, “That if any man offend not in word the same 
is a perfect man, and is able to bridle the whole body." To 
express thought by the spoken word is to put it into operation, 
so that the overcomer is careful not to talk of conditions he 
does not wish to see manifest, but will talk of conditions that 
will bring about the "new heaven and the new earth," 

Cate life, health, wealth, love, peace and harmony. 
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He knows that God is unchangeable, everlasting, omnipres- 
ent Good. Resting his faith on this, he does not wait for 
appearances nor allow his judgment to be influenced by 
them, but gives thanks that all the good his heart desires is 
now come to pass. If sin seems to be powerful in his life, 
he overcomes it by thanking God that he is a perfect sinless 
being, as perfect as God is perfect, and never allows his 
mind to waver from this true concept. Likewise if the 
effect of sin should manifest, he refuses to recognize that it 
has any reality, knowing that his consciousness being now 
possessed of the knowledge of Truth, all the evil effects will 
unfailingly be wiped out.

— 55 
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is used it is understood to refer to the soul. 
The idea of immortality for the body does 
not appear to have the mind of many of its 
pastors. 

In the Scripture the term “immortality” 

= is invariably applied to the redemption of 
the body—exemption from death. 

“Behold I shew you a mystery; We shall not all sleep 
(die), but we shall all be changed, in a moment, in the 
twinkling of an eye, at the last trump: for the trumpet shall 
sound, and the dead shall be raised incorruptible, and we 
shall be changed (that is, we who are alive and remain). 
For this corruptible must put on incorruption, and this mortal 
must put on immortality. So when this corruptible shall have 
put on incorruption, and this mortal shall have put on im- 
mortality, then shall be brought to pass the saying that is 
written, Death is swallowed up in victory."—I Cor. 15:51. 

The glory of the soul's salvation—a spiritual glory after 
the death of the body—-is described as incorruptibility. 
That hope has brightened the minds of countless thousands 
during the past dispensation— but blindness in part happened 
to Israel —the full plan of God including the redemption of 
the body and the salvation of the soul has not been under- 
stood clearly—-until the fullness of the Gentiles was come in. 

We propose in this article to deal mainly with the 
promises regarding the immortality of the body. 

"What profit is it unto us, if there be promised us an 
immortal time, whereas we have done the things that bring 
death? "— II Esdras 7:49. 

“If the wicked will turn from all his sins that he hath 
committed, and keep all my statutes and do that which is 
lawful and right, he shall surely live, he shall not die. All 
his transgressions that he hath committed, they shall not be 
mentioned unto him; in his righteousness that he hath done he 


shall live." —Ezek. 18:21-22. 
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"God made not death; neither hath he pleasure in the 
destruction of the living . . . for righteousness is im- 
mortal."— Wisdom of Solomon 1:13. 

"God created man to be immortal, and made him to be 
an image of his own eternity. Nevertheless, through envy of 
the devil came death into the world; and they that do hold 
of his side do find it." — Wisdom of Solomon 2:23. 

“The day of doom shall be the end of this time and 
the beginning of the immortality for to come, wherein cor- 
ruption is past. —1I Esdras 7:43. 

""The root of evil is sealed up from you, weakness and 
the moth is hid from you, and corruption is fled into hell to 
be forgotten; sorrows are past, and in the end is shown the 
treasure of immortality." —II Esdras 8:54. 

“The knowledge of the commandments of the Lord is 
the doctrine of life; and they that do things that please him 
shall receive the fruit of the tree of immortality.” —Ecclesi- 
asticus 19:19. 

"For this is the life whereof Moses spake unto the 
people, while he lived, saying, choose thou life, that thou 
mayest live." —II Esdras 7:59. 

. "He gave them knowledge, and the law of life for an 
heyitage. . . . Who shall praise the Most High in the 
grave, instead of them that live and give thanks?" —E:cclesi- 
asticus 17:11, 27. 

“This is the book of the commandments of God, and 
the law that endureth for ever: all they that keep it shall 
come to life; but such as leave it shall die."— Baruch 4:1. 

We cannot expect the multitude to endorse the hope of 
immortality. The god of this world hath blinded their eyes. 
They believe in Jesus as the Saviour of their souls, but can- 
not see that he has also promised the redemption of the body 
to such as keep his Word fully. They believe in part and 
are saved in part. But note the following promises: 

“I am the resurrection and the life. He that believeth 
in me, though he were dead, yet shall he live; and whosoever 
liveth and believeth in me shall never die. Believeth thou 
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David shows clearly who will not be taken out of the 
world, but be kept from its evil. God's elect will abide 
Christ's coming. Their bodies will never die. 

“Lord who shall abide in thy tabernacle? Who shall 
dwell in thy holy hill? He that walketh uprightly, and 
worketh righteousness, and speaketh the truth in his heart. 
He that backbiteth not with his tongue, nor doeth evil to his 
neighbour, nor taketh up a reproach against his neighbour. 
In whose eyes a vile person is contemned; but he honcureth 
them that fear the Lord. He that sweareth to his own hurt 
and changeth not. He that putteth not out his money to 
usury, nor taketh reward against the innocent. He that 
doeth these things shall never be moved.""— Psalms 15. 

“Treasures of wickedness profit nothing; but righteous- 
ness delivereth from death." —Prov. 10:2.

But now the children of Abraham will 
hunger for that bread which cometh down from heaven, that 
a man may eat thereof and not die. "'Blessed are they 
which do hunger and thirst after righteousness, for they shall 
be filled." —Matt. 5:6. 

“If ye know that he is righteous, ye know that every 
one that doeth righteousness is born of him."—I John 2:29. 

Many have claimed to be. born again, but their claims 
have not stood when closely investigated. The new birth is 
not of the will of the flesh, but of God. 
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Flesh and blood cannot inherit the kingdom. The 
new birth represents the blood being washed away and made 
flesh. ‘“Whosoever is born of God doth not commit sin; 
for his seed remaineth in him: and he cannot sin, because he 
is born of God.""—I John 3:9. If he cannot then sin, he 
will not pay the wages of sin, death. "For whatsoever is 
born of God overcometh the world; and this is the victory 
that overcometh the world, even our faith."—I John 5:4. 
"We know that whosoever is born of God sinneth not: but 
he that is begotten of God keepeth himself and that wicked 
one toucheth him not."— I John 5:18. 

"Seek ye first the kingdom of God, and his righteous- 
ness; and all these things shall be added unto you."— 
Matt. 6:33. Immortality is in.store for all whose first and 
foremost thought is to do God's will and who hold the be- 
ginning of their confidence steadfast unto the end. 

"As the dew of Hermon, and as the dew that de- 
scended upon the mountains of Zion; for there the Lord 
commanded the blessing, even life for evermore." —Psalms 
133:3. This is the savor of life unto life. 

"We that are in this tabernacle do groan, being bur- 
dened; not that we would be unclothed, but clothed upon, 
that mortality might be swallowed up of life."—II Cor. 
5:4. 

Death is the devil's work. Why should it be thought 
incredible that God the omnipotent, will give the immortality 
of body, soul and spirit to some of his creation? Has he 
‘not said he will destroy all the works of the devil? The 
last enemy that is to be destroyed is death. 

, A "Bodily exercise profiteth little. But godliness is prof- 
itable unto all things, having promise of the life that now is, 
and of that which is to come.”—I Tim. 4:8. 

Let us look still more closely into the conditions con- 
nected with this hope of immortality. ‘To him that over- 
cometh will I give to eat of the tree of life, which is in the 
midst of the paradise of God."—Rev. 2:7. It is not 
necessary to overcome all evil in order to get the salvation 
of the soul, for that is a free gift of grace without works. 
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But "Blessed are they that do his commandments, that they 
may have right to the tree of life, and may enter in through 
the gates into the city. —Rev. 22:14. 

"He asked life of thee, and thou gavest it him, even 
length of days for ever and ever." —Psalms 21:4. Listen 
to these plain statements: “If a man keep my saying he shall 
never see death."—]ohn 8:51. “Your covenant with 
death shall be disannulled, and your agreement with hell 
shall not stand."—Isa.

Mark 3:20-35—-Jesus was accused of casting out 
devils by Beelzebub, the prince of devils. The stubborn- 
ness of mortal thought insists on declaring good to be the 
product of evil, and thus entangles itself in a maze of in- 
consistency. 


Mark 4:1-20—The Word is seed. It is All-Po- 
tential, but the fruit it brings forth depends upon the soil in 
which it is sown. 

Mark 4:26-32; Matt. 13:33—""The kingdom of 
God is within you." The kingdom within man grows and 
expands through the power of the good seed, which are 
words of Truth. These are sown in the mind, and they 
quicken the consciousness to a full realization of the power 
and glory of the kingdom. Christ’s kingdom, realized first 
in the inner consciousness, is to find full expression in the 
without, and the whole earth is to be blessed by it. ““There 
shall be no more sorrow nor crying," but the earth shall be 
at peace. There shall be no sickness, no death, nothing to 
cause sorrow. 


Matt. 13:24-30, 36-43—The great fact of a "har- 
vest" is written large in the revelation of Truth to man. 
Man's responsibility is great, for every thought is a seed, 
and brings forth after its kind. The burning experiences that 
come with the destruction of the tares can be avoided by 
guarding against the "sleep" of negation and identifying 
one's self always with the good, and not allowing any seeds 
of error to be sown in consciousness. 


Matt. 13:44-53—— The kingdom of God is the pearl 
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of great price. Its value is above all else. It is a treasure 
hid in the great field of Mind and it is priceless because, 
through the knowledge of it, everything needed is gained. 

Mark 4:35-5:20—AIl the powers of being must be 
directed and controlled by the / Am. In this way, peace 
and harmony is established and maintained in mind and 
body. 

Mark 5:21-43——Death came into the world by sin. 
Jesus came to wipe out of human consciousness the belief in 
the power and reality of sin and its effects. Therefore, we 
see him healing the sick and raising the dead in fulfillment 
of his mission. 


Luke 4:16-30—Jesus came out of Nazareth, a place 
considered inferior and commonplace. He chose as his dis- 
ciples men who were ignorant and unlearned after the stand- 
ards of the world. All this helps to reveal that the temporal, - 
artificial states of mind which are so highly esteemed by the 
world are not the real, but that the real is easily brought 
forth where the muperncie! has not been stamped upon the 


consciousness. 


Mark 6:14-29—John the Baptist is the forerunner 
of Christ. In the consciousness he is a high intellectual per- 
ception of Truth, but not yet quickened of the Spirit. He 
strives with evil as a reality, not having discerned the truth 
about its transitory character. 


Matthew 9:35; 10:15; 10:40; 11:1—The life of 
Jesus is the life of every man when he is quickened of the 
Spirit, and comes into the knowledge of himself as the Son 
of God. The Twelve sent forth by Jesus represent the 
twelve faculties of mind in every man, functioning under the 
direction of I Am. 


Matthew 11:20-30—Self-righteousness closes the 
mind against the Truth. 
John 6:1-14—The Substance of Spirit is necessary

SILENT PRAYER: “Be of good cheer: it is l; be not 
afraid." 

Water represents mental potentiality. The race 
thoughts have formed a sea of thought, and to walk over it 
safely requires that one have faith in himself. Faith neces- 
sary to accomplish so great a work comes from understand- 
ing—understanding of God and man, and the Law of 
Mastery given to man. 

God is substance; sub, —— stare, to stand. He is 
the underlying Principle of the Universe, upholding all 
things by the Word of his power, by the Omnipresent En- 
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ergy that permeates all creation. Such an understanding of 
God establishes the mind firmly in faith and the feet walk 
surely over the sea of mind. 

Peter is a type of faith. His experience in walking 
upon the sea illustrates faith in the process of development. 
At his first attempt to walk upon the waters, he sank, but as 
faith was increased he was borne up by the substance of his 
faith and walked safely and surely. 

Jesus the Master was Lord of heaven and earth. His 
faith and understanding gave him the mastery over all the 
elements and over every form of mortal thought. When 
union is made between the Master Mind and the mind of 
man, consciousness realizes its True Self and the dominion 
which was man’s from the beginning is restored to him. 
He is no longer weak and negative, subject to conditions 
and circumstances, but is powerful and masterful, and walks 
triumphantly over all the waters of ignorance and error. 

Doubt of the Omnipotence of Spirit is the real root of 
both mental and physical weakness. Faith in one's self is 
a power-builder, but where this faith links itself with the 
Mighty One of the Universe, and feels his sustaining pres- 
ence, all adverse conditions become stepping-stones to great 
achievements. After stilling the storm Jesus gained such 
healing power that as many as touched the border of his 
garment were made whole. 

It is not necessary that we walk on material water to 
follow Jesus. These are lessons in spiritual overcoming. 
When we have found the Spirit of the law the material ex- 
pression adjusts itself. We live constantly in a sea of 
thought that is moved upon by every impulse of the mind. 
There are greater storms on land than on sea, and they are 
far more destructive, because of the many minds reached 
by the psychic waves. Men need every day the saving 
grace, "Be of good cheer: it is I; be not afraid." 

The majority of men try to sail the ocean of life 
without the sustaining power of Spirit, but they always go 
down in a troubled sea in the end. Even those who have 
been taught of the Master are still filled with doubts and 
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fears when storms arise, and instead of a reality, he seems 
an apparition. But the Master Christ Mind is not an 
apparition, but a mighty power, and when we have faith in 
it, all the discordant elements of our lives are quieted, and 
we reduce to harmony and wholeness everything our peace- 


giving thoughts touch. 


SUNDAY, MancH 11 
CLEAN AND UNCLEAN.—Mark 7:1-13. 


1. And there are gathered together unto him the Pharisees, and 
certain of the scribes, who had come from Jerusalem, 

2. And had seen that some of his disciples ate their bread with 
defiled, that is, unwashen, hands. 

3. (For the Pharisees, and all the Jews, except they wash their 
hands diligently, eat not, beholding the tradition of the elders; 

4. And when they come from the marketplace, except they bathe 
themselves they eat not; and many other things there are, which they 
have received to hold, washings of cups, and pots, and brasen veseles.) 

5. And the Pharisees and the scribes ask him, Why walk not 
thy disciples according to the tradition of the elders, but eat their 
bread with defiled hands? 

6. And he said unto them, Well did Isaiah prophesy of -you 
hypocrites, as it is written, This people honoreth me with their lips, 
but their heart is far from me. 

7. But i vain do they worship me, teaching as their doctrines 
the precepts of men. 

8. Ye leave the commandments of God, and hold fast the tra- 
dition of men. 

9. And he said unto them, Full well do ye reject the command- 
ment of God, that ye may keep your tradition. 

10. For Moses said, Honor thy father and thy mother; and, He 
that speaketh evil of father or mother, let him die the death: 

11. But ye say, If a man shall say to his father or his mother, 
That wherewith thou mightest have been profited by me is Corban, 
that is to say, Given to God; 

12. Ye no longer suffer him to do aught for his father or his 
mother; 

13. Making void the word of God by your tradition, which ye 
have delivered: and many such like things ye do. 


SILENT PRAYER: “For the kingdom of God is not 
meat and drink; but righteousness, and peace, and joy in 
the Holy Ghost." 

_Man exists in two states of consciousness, the formless 
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and the formed. When he keeps the balance between these, 
all goes well. The equilibrium is disturbed by too much 
attention to one or the other. An excess of attention to the 
formless brings about diffusion and incoherency, while much 
thought about the realm of forms leads to narrowness and 
constrictions in a multitude of ways. 

Pharisees are religionists who have become unbalanced 
through giving undue attention to the forms of religious 
rites. Such people lose sight of the principle back of the 
symbols. They go through the motions of one living a 
spiritual life, but the living substance is not present. 

There are more Pharisees today than in the time of 
Jesus, but they have changed their symbols. Standards of 
life and action for Christian people have gone through many 
transformations, but the crystallizations in the realm of 
forms is found on every side. The omnipresent God of 
Abraham, Isaac and Jacob is forgotten and ten thousand 
symbols of Him worshiped instead. Abraham saw God 
as a flame of life in the burning bush, and Jacob realized 
his presence in ascending and descending angelic thoughts. 
He was the inner flame, the continuous, eternal life-prin- 
ciple in which Jesus lived, and through which he overcame 
death. Jesus imparted this life-principle direct to the peo- 
ple he healed, and he said, “These signs shall follow them 
that believe." Yet Christian people calmly tell us that they 
pray to God to bless the doctor and his medicines. 

A misionary in the East gave bottles of medicine to 
the natives and went away. When she returned the chief 
man told her that they had been greatly helped and now 
believed in her god. To prove the reality of what he said, 
he led her into their temple, where she saw the empty 
bottles arranged in order on a shelf; and immediately the 
whole company of natives prostrated themselves upon the 
floor in worship to the bottles as a god. 

We smile at this and pity the superstitious barbarians, 
but it may be that some reader of this has a few bottles that 
he worships as sent of God for his healing. In what respect 
does such a one differ from the ignorant natives who pros- 
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trate themselves before the god of the missionary? 

Denial of the world of forms, specifically and as a 
whole, is the remedy for the Pharisee. 

“About four hundred years ago the great reformer 
Savonarola had an immense Bonfire of Vanities in the 
Piazza, the great square in Florence. The youth of the 
city, in white robes, with olive crowns on their heads, went 
from house to house gathering all the vanities of life—the 
apparatus for gambling, pictures that incited to vice, worldly 
musical instruments, rouge pots, false hair, perfumes, pow- 
ders, mirrors, bad books, and many things that were per- 
fectly innocent, but regarded as worldly. These were piled 
in a huge "Pyramid of Vanities” sixty feet high, crowned 
with a symbolic figure of the old debauched Carnival. 
Within were an abundance of fuel and gunpowder. This 
pile was set ablaze in the evening to the sound of trumpets, 
and the old Carnival tumbled into the flames amid the songs 
of reforming triumph.” 

This ‘Bonfire of Vanities” can be set going by any- 
one who will enter into his own consciousness and deny the 
artificial forms of life, which men worship ignorantly, not 


knowing the God of Reality.

Tyre means strength, and Sidon wild. They refer to 
the region of man which may be termed body sensation. 
This realm in its intelligent aspect is designated in Scrip- 
ture as Greek. It has not been illuminated by Spirit, and 
is considered too material to be worthy of spirtualization. 
This is the way nearly all people look upon the body and 
its sensations. As shown in this lesson they go into it con- 
sciously; "he entered into a house," but they do not want 
it known, "and would have no man know it;" but we can't 
get away from our thoughts, "he could not be hid.” 

The Greek woman represents the unspiritualized love, 
natural to body. Its daughter is physical sensation, which 
has been sensualized by impure thought. 
| Whenever the illuminated / Am centers its attention 
anywhere in the body there is at once a quickening of intel- 
ligence and reaching out for higher things by consciousness 
functioning there. Every part of the organism is under the 
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control of a set of thoughts that direct and care for that par- 
ticular function. The nerves are under the control of an 
ego that thinks about nerves; the muscles, bones, blood, in 
fact every department of the man, each has its distinct 
thought ego. So we are made up of many men and many 
women, because there is both the masculine and feminine 
qualities equally distributed, and they all work together in 
harmony when Divine Order is established. 

We really use all these different parts of our being, 
but not understandingly. In our ignorance we dissipate the 
natural purity and strength of these obedient people who 
form our soul and body. But when we become illuminated 
by the Spirit a reform sets in, and these egos begin to reflect 
the new light that has come to us, especially so when we con- 
centrate our minds upon the centers, or "enter into the 
house.” 

Yet there lingers in the mind that old idea, borrowed 
from the limited vision of the Jew, that the Spirit does not 
include the body in its redemptive process. But the body 
cries out for cleansing and purification. "Even the dogs 
under the table eat of the children’s crumbs.” Good com- 
mon sense should teach us that life is continuous throughout 
nature, a stream proceeding from the highest to the lowest. 

This understanding of the unity and purity of the One 
Life brings healing to the demonized sense consciousness. 
“She found the devil gone out and the child laid upon the 
bed.” 

As corroborative testimony the history of Jesus’ life 
and works is eminently valuable to the metaphysician. We 
find that our experience in doing spiritual work is quite like 
the various steps indicated in these Gospel accounts. For 
instance, in both Luke and Matthew a series of so-called 
miracles follows close upon the promulgation of the laws 
and principles of the kingdom of God in the Sermon on the 
Mount. So we find that the power of our word is won- 
derfully intensified if we first make a series of statements 
of the Truths of Being. Some healers never give a treat- 
ment without first making the statement of Being. Words 
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either stimulate or depress the mind, and it makes a mighty 
difference to our work what kind of words we attach to our 
I Am. Before his sucessful battles Napoleon addressed 
his army and told his old guard how invincible they were. 
and they went wild with a zeal that mowed down every- 
thing before them in the hour of action. If you would do 
miracles, stimulate your mind with mighty words of power 
and achievement. Tell the willing messengers of your 
thought how efficient and swift they are. Set the spirit in 

. your midst aflame with high statements of Truth, and you 
will rise into the clear atmosphere of Spint where your 
words will meet with no obstruction in their flight to that 
whereunto you have sent them. 

Many worthy people are deterred from embracing 
openly the modern metaphysical movement because there are 
mountebanks in it, who have taken it up as a moneymakmng 
venture. These people cannot understand how the God- 
power can work through one who is immoral, deceptive and 
inconsistent in word and deed. Yet it is seen so to work, 
just as the imperious words of Napoleon, big with vaulting 
ambition, stirred to action his soldiers. God is Principle, 
and that Principle may be used by man in part or in whole. 
He who uses it in selfish ambition will eventually meet his 
Waterloo. The success of those who get results lies in the 
statements they make about the power of God working 
through them. 

Then let the worthy not fear the law because it is so 
obedient, but rather profit by the example, and to their 
well-balanced vehicle hitch the swift, high statements of 
Truth. The centurion in this lesson represents the will, whose 
servant, the body, is sick. It calls upon the higher law, 
the Christ, and asks that the Chnst-Word may go forth 
with the same imperative command that it is in the habit 
of exercising in its control of the organism, or its soldiers. 
Even the Christ is unprepared for this evidence of faith in 
its naked word, but quickened into action by the zealous 
will the Word of Truth goes forth and the body is made 
whole. 
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"Be still, and know that I am God."

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EXTRACTS FROM LETTERS 


Written to Students and Patients by the Society of 
Silent Unity. 


Matter is man’s limited concept of spiritual substance; 
because man sees matter is no reason it has reality. When 
man spiritualizes his thoughts and becomes grounded in 
the idea of substance as the one reality and only presence, - 
he ceases to cognize matter, just as he ceases to give his 
thought substance to the idea of disease, preferring rather 
to cultivate thoughts of health. 

The main point of difference between our teaching 
and Christian Science is in connection with body conscious- 
ness, which involves again the idea of matter. Christian 
Scientists msist that the body is material (mortal mind) and 
has neither life, substance or intelligence, whereas, we know 
we are demonstrating that the body is the expression of in- 
telligence and life, and belongs to Being, in that it is the 
manifestation of the body idea in Divine Mind. The 
Trinity, Mind, Idea and Expression, or Spirit, Soul and 
Body, cannot be broken. The idea of the body is its 
reality, and through keeping the mind poised in Truth, we 
transform the body into the "image and likeness" of the 
thoughts held in mind. The body is transformed through 
renewing the mind. All that appears to be material can be 
reduced to its real nature, spiritual substance, when we affirm ` 
- the presence and power of Spirit and realize our oneness 
with it. Since God is omnipresent, and the Source of all that 
is, where in the universe is there any room for anything less 
than Spirit? Only in man’s limited thought does material- 


ity have the appearance of existence.

The Higher Self in you is God. It is this Self which 
must speak with authority over the inharmonious claims of 
the body. Many persons find there is a personality which 
rebels at the acceptance of the Truth and which is inclined 
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to speak discouragingly of Spint’s mastery and dommion. 
The “pray believing that you have received" idea which is 
most essential in overcoming, therefore does not find a suit- 
able resting place in the mind. It comes to us that it is the 
taking-for-granted, the assuming of health attitude which 
you need. Your letters show that you have a good intellect- 
ual appreciation of Truth. You will then need to enter 
into a consciousness of your interrelation with the Spint, 
declare the Truth and abide there. Should the mortal self 
attempt to shake you from the foundation, stand solid— 
the firmer you stand and withstand the testimony of the 
senses, the more substantial is your position in the Truth. 
There are no short or secret cuts to this understanding. It 
remains but a testing of the wings when the test comes. It 
matters not how much one has read or how hard he has 
tried; the essential point is his deep-seated sincenty and faith 
in the working of the Law. One may therefore show a will- 

. ingness to reap the benefits before he has rightly related him- 
self to the Spirit. 

You are going through an experience which every over- 
comer has. You may rest in confident assurance that the 
all-loving Father will bring you into the Light. There is 
but one way to it; that is, regular and faithful silence work. 
When you feel an improvement, take this opportunity to 
praise and give thanks in the silence; then abide there when 
the test comes, if it does. And right here, dear one, let us 
call your attention to the importance of praising. Learn to 
praise your body and your environment. There is no time 
when they need praise like they do when the mortal man 
would be most inclined to withhold it. The booklet, “The 
Strength of Joy," brings this out very nicely. 

I would like 5 ask ze diem namely: Oui church (Pres- 
byterian) here gives bazaars, festivals, etc., in the church. Is it right 
to do so? Did not the Lord become vexed and overturn the tables of 
the money changers and drive the thieves out?—* > > 

We believe there is an outer interpretation to all 
prophecy, and the incident of Jesus driving the thieves and 
money-changers out of the temple no doubt really occurred: 
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yet we know that there is also an inner interpretation, and 
since this is the most necessary in our overcoming, we always 
seek to give the Scripture an individual meaning or expla- 
nation. Instead of thinking of it as a history of two thou- 
sand or more years ago, we apply it to the individual con- 
sciousness. In so doing, we find that the Bible gives the 
steps necessary in man’s overcoming and growth from glory 
to glory in the regenerate life. That this cleansing of the 
temple was intended for the individual is shown by the 
verses which follow. "But he spake of the temple of his 
body."—John 2:21. The thieves and money-changers are 
symbolical of dishonest thoughts of materiality and greed, 
and the consciousness must be cleansed from these, if the 
body-temple is to be kept pure and holy. 

We do not advise what others should do in regard to 
giving bazaars, festivals, card-parties, dances, etc. We 
leave each one to follow the guidance of the One Holy 
Spirit, who was given to lead all people into the Truth and 
make them free and whole. And so each one must decide 
for himself whether or not these things are for his highest 
good. 
Religion should not be confined to a specified time or 
place however, and no one should do anything at any time 
that he would be ashamed to do in his church and on Sun- 
day. The good or harm of any act is determined wholly by 
the thoughts that produce it, and not by the time, or place, 
or sect. Religion is an every-day practicable Law, and 
should be carried into every detail of each act. Every day 
is a Sabbath day to one, when he retires into the Spirit and 
begins the worship of spiritual things, and no one should 
enter into anything, unless he can carry this spiritual con- 


sciousness with him.

In what way do the disciples representing the centers of con- 


sciousness affect us. For instance, if we want understanding, do we 
direct or focus our mind or thoughts to the forehead, and call upon 
Thomas? Or if it is spirituality, do we call upon Jesus?—* * * 
In redeeming any part of the body-consciousness, you 
should always connect with the spiritual, or Christ-conscious- 
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ness first. Then speak directly to the center you wish to 
spiritualize. Each disciple represents a faculty of mind, 
and both the disciple and the faculty symbolize an idea. 
The important thing for you is to realize the idea back of 
these, and the name that will best help you to realize the 
idea is the one you should use. As in the example you give, 
if you can get a better realization of spiritual understand- 
ing by calling that disciple by name, Thomas, you should 
do so. But if you can best realize your oneness with the 
All-knowing Christ Mind by affirming that your understand- 
ing is being quickened and spiritualized, that should be your 
method. Your results should decide your preference. No 
two people have exactly the same overcomings, so a fixed 


rule cannot be made for all.

Regarding your prospenty problem, we will say this:

may seem to your mortal sense to be opposition, and regard- 
less of what the conditions of your life and affairs may be. 
Now, if God thinks about financial lack, about poverty, dis- 
ease and evil, then you are justified in thinking and speaking 
of these conditions; but, if God is not poor, and weak, and 
sick, etc., then the quicker you free your mind from the habit 
of thinking and speaking such thoughts and words, the 
quicker will you demonstrate your prosperity. You will 
never demonstrate it in any other way. 

Your present conditions are the direct result of the race 
beliefs (which you have accepted as Truth) plus your own 
individual thinking, and these conditions will remain until 
you reverse this process and form the habit of thinking and 
speaking only those words which are true of God. 

A rule in metaphysics is, never allow your mind to 
dwell upon a thought that you would have not made mani- 
fest in your life and affairs. When you have formed the 
mental habit of thinking only those thoughts that Ged would 
think, you will have found God. 

We have given you the whole Science of Spiritual Law 
in a nutshell. Apply this same method to any demonstra- 
tion you wish to make. 

All thoughts about time in connection with your dem- 
onstration must be cast out. That attitude of mind which 
thinks "I must have this right away," or, "I must make this 
demonstration by a certain date," will stand in the way of 
your demonstration, until you have overcome it. You must 
learn to let go of these habits, and “‘wait patiently upon the 
Lord," and he will bring it to pass. It must be “Thy Will, 
not my will, be done in me and my affairs." 

Constantly study your thoughts and words. Weed out 
every thought and every word that you do not want to mani- 
fest. Quicken this New Mind in you by thinking about 
and studying the true character of God. Know (for it is 
law) that every good and true thought or word that you 
think or speak, does take effect in you, and that it is bound 
to manifest.

The 
world around you may be full of sunshine, but if the sun- 
shine is not in your heart, then there will be darkness within 
you. Your soul will be troubled, your heart will be full of 
fear—and you will not have peace. [t cannot be otherwise. 

“I cannot love him! I pill not love this enemy!" 
To those who pill not love I have little to say; but to those 
who think they cannot love the one who is wronging them, 
I can show the way. ‘The path will not be as difficult as 
you may believe it is.*. In truth you will find that it will 
become more and more easy from day to day, and once 
you are firmly walking this path, you will not be likely to 
forsake it again.

If you strongly condemn the no doubt more 
than questionable ethics of the former act, can you forget 
that these same girls here gladly give money which they 
sorely need themselves? When every penny counts with 
them? When they will surely have to deny themselves some 
little pleasure or comfort because of it? Ah, my friend, I 
tell you again, humanity is not bad at heart! The good 
dwells in all of us. Sometimes it is sleeping. Never is it 
dead. Would you help to wake it, to bring it forth, to 
make it bear fruit a thousand fold? Then walk the path 
of love!

basen ee veis ee wondrous is the power of love. 
It was some years ago. In a Western city which lies in 
the shadow of the Great Mountains that span the continent 
from North to South. 

I had been asked to call on two young married peo- 
ple, to try and bring peace back to a troubled home. A 
mutual friend had asked me to go.

And so it was, for there were, and 
there often are in a case like this, other and weighty con- 
siderations. 

That these two unhappy young people dearly loved 
each other in spite of all that had happened between them, 
was plain to me. But what was to be done? They both 
asked me this question in a hopeless, helpless way.

When Jesus delivered his message 
he was like a lone star shining in the night of ignorance and 
bigotry. Now humanity expects new philosophies and fol- 
lows leaders who have a vital message, until they prove for 
themselves its worth. However, the verdict of the crowd 
is not always a reliable one, but it shows the desire of men 
to grow and press forward. | 

People once aroused to new ways of thinking never 
settle back into the old. A seed once sown in the mental 
soil of the universe is bound to produce a harvest. Every 
thought is a seed which takes root in Universal Substance 
and brings forth after its kind. Upon the thinkers of Truth 
rests the responsibility of sowing the spiritual seed, which is 
awakening and redeeming the mortal race consciousness from 
its dream in conditions less than the Divine Ideal. Every 
man is really desiring to bring forth the Divine Ideal or 
Higher Self, though he be unconscious of it. He longs for 
the freedom to think, to speak, to act according to his own 
will. With high hopes he sets out on life's journey expecting 
to "make good." But entangled in the web of personal, 
selfish thinking, and influenced by the thoughts of the race, 
he takes the wrong direction and becomes lost in a maze of 
thought wanderings, for it is his attitude of mind that steers 
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his course. Man has been given dominion over all that is m 
the earth, but it is well to realize that this power to rule was 
given to God's man, created in his "image and likeness.” 
How necessary then that we come into the realization of our 
real nature as sons, and declare as untrue all limitatons m 
the realm of effects, knowing that according to our thought 
and word so shall it be. Man's natural heritage i is the good, 
and he has a right to enjoy its fruits. 

In an understanding of his Real Self, man would ex- 
press in harmonious order all the qualities of the God-self. 
But through ages of ignorance and selfishness, he has mis- 
used his God-given capacities until this power within takes 
the form of destructive forces instead of constructive ones. 
The hearts of men are awaiting an understanding of how 
to use aright the power that makes perfection possible. 
Teachers of the past, as well as the present, who use as their 
foundation premise, '"Thou shalt not," have only strength- 
ened the idea of sin. This procedure of thinking has built 
up the hard conditions in the world, known as the mortal 
race consciousness. Man must change his base of thought, 
using as his premise the Truth of his real nature, and work 
from the within outward. “A house divided against itself 
cannot stand.” 

Man living in the personal, seeking selfish expression, 
must come to naught. What is true of the individual is 
true of a race, and so now, as always, when new revelations 
are made to man and a new era of consciousness ushered in, 
error seems piled mountain high in a last effort to assert its 
supremacy. But wise students of Truth, true to the inspi- 
ration of the Almighty Spirit within, answer this Pharisaical 
voice with the same force that Truth uttered centuries ago 
when it exclaimed, ““Which of you convinceth me of sin!” 

The perfected spiritual race consciousness is to be an 
entirely new one, and will contain in itself the fulfillment of 
all that is holy and true. It is not the mission of Love to 
destroy, but to fulfill. Those things that man in personal 
consciousness has treasured will become doubly valuable to 
him because of his understanding of their Rm Those 
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forces which have, through his lgnorance, been his pitfalls, 
will become his obedient servants to bless and multiply and 
replenish his earth. (body and affairs) with all that is for 
his highest good. No man liveth unto himself alone, and 
what blesses and prospers one, blesses and prospers every 
receptive heart. All in consciousness that retards man's 
growth must be transmuted into its real nature, must be 
thrown into the furnace for purification. None of the baser 
thoughts or desires: can be carried over. More than that, 
none of the relative good and desirable conditions of man- 
kind can enter the spiritual consciousness. Only that which 
is eternally true and permanently abiding as a reality, always 
applicable to the Divine Idea Man, will be admitted into 
this new kingdom. Man’s real nature is spiritual, and all 
his thoughts and desires must be in keeping with his divine 
heritage. There is but one goal for man, the attainment of 
eternal life, which embodies the unification of his Spirit, soul 
and body in the Christ Mind.. This is the Divine Ideal 
toward which humanity is ever moving. 

We are not to be hirelings in this new kingdom, but 
shepherds, having every sheep (thought) trained to answer 
to the voice and follow the leading of Christ. Christ is 
the "door." "He that entereth not by the door, but climb- 
eth up some other way, the same is a thief and a robber." 
The thief cometh "but for to steal, and kill and destroy," 
but the Christ comes that we "might have life and have it 
more abundantly.”

"T his is not a blissful state to be realized ages hence, but is a 
state of consciousness now being formed in our midst. 
Every earnest seeker of Truth, who steps out from the false 
cycle of thoughts and fearlessly, freely and sacredly con- 
secrates himself to the One Shepherd is eligible to citizen- 
ship in the One Fold. Upon cooperation with the Spirit of 
Truth depends the individual’s redemption from the bond- 
age of the lesser self. 

Jesus proved the supremacy of the God-man over 
every limitation and set at naught every science having for 
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its foundation principles less than those contained in the 
Science of Being. He assured his followers that they 
should do greater works, and according to the Aquarian 
Gospel, he reiterated again and again, "What I have done 
all men can do, and what I am all men shall be.”

Jesus did not hesitate to declare himself one with the 
Father. He is our exemplar. The Christ consciousness is 
the supreme attainment and embodies pure Being. It is be- 
yond knowing. It is not striving fo be, but realizes we are, 
in mind, idea and manifestation, the Sons of God. There 
is only God and his image, through which God presses into 
visibility. We must accept: the responsibility of the new 
consciousness and act the part. The redemption of the 
whole earth is included in this responsibility. The good 
news is to be preached to "every creature,” 

Man has ignorantly thought that his return to God was 
to be accomplished through successive deaths and births, but 
we know that the whole world awaits the redemption of the 
body. No one really believes the effect of the “wages of 
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sin" to be the open door to Paradise. Man's return to God 
is a matter of consciousness to be attained here and now. 
His passing from “glory unto glory" depends upon his re- 
ceptivity to the Truths of Being and his demonstration of 
these Truths. Man must prove his divinity in the midst of 
humanity even as Jesus did. 

The law of Love is perfect and "God is Love." In 
the light of this new day, the mystery of Paul's words, 
"Christ in you, the hope of glory," is being revealed. This 
Christ is being manifested today and is seeking expression 
in all mankind. "Behold, I stand at the door and knock; 
if any man hear my voice and open the door, I will come in 
to him, and will sup with him, and he with me. He that 
overcometh, I will give to him to sit down with me in my 
throne, as I also overcame, and sat down with my Father 
in his throne. He that hath an ear, let him hear." 


The difference between individuality and personality 
is the difference between the universal and the particular; the 
abstract and the relative; that which is all, and that which is 
a part; that which comprehends itself as the source of all 
thought, and the separate thinker. Personality affirms pos- 
session and separation, while individuality knows that all 
things belong to the universal, and that there can be neither 
apartness nor separation. Personality discerns differences, 
while individuality sees similarities. ‘We all have these two 
states of consciousness—the Christ in us is the individual, and 
the Jesus is the personal. In the resurrection the personal 
loses the sense of separation and is merged in the universal. 
This is a complete demonstration of the statement of Jesus, 
“I and my Father are one.”

Tsay (ERE is nothing but the Creator and the 
MEER created, and this is the only fact and the 
| only fundamental one it is possible to be sure 
of. Reason tells us there cannot be two 
creators, for one must always be greater 
Zí kd| than the other; one must always antedate 
3 the other, since there must always be one 
before there can be two. All beginnings must be with the 
unit, therefore the Lord our God is One God, and that being 
established as a fixed fact beyond argument and beyond 
doubt, the question immediately presents itself: What can 
one know of the Creator and his intentions in creating us? 

The human soul must have come forth from God, 
since there was nothing else for it to have come from, and it 
could not therefore contain anything which was not like 
God since it could not originate anything. A stream can- 
not rise higher than its source; the created cannot do more 
than the Creator. But nght here the problem of evil be- 
fore which every soul pauses, confronts us, and this pause is 
the fatal step which involves one in an endless maze of 
argument. 

Evil is the opposite to Infinite Good, for as long as 
we recognize anything, we must admit the possibility of its 
opposite. The positive must have a negative, but Good, 
or God, does not need to manifest or realize evil. He 
never creates it, for Creation is only mahifestation, and 
while evil is let alone, untouched, unmanifest, it is not. So 
to God there is no such thing as evil. He is of too pure 
eyes to behold iniquity. He is sufficient unto himself. 

Why has man and man alone touched this unholy 
thing? If he was created out of the Father with all the 
instincts of his Creator, pure and loving, why? He could 
not have been sinful in the beginning, for there was no 
original sin. He had not "fallen," but he must have looked 
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away from the Creator to the creature, and thus opened up 
the conditions for this seeming something which is not God. 
When the poison was once introduced, it is easy to see how 
it was handed down and became the fatal inheritance of the 
race, and how the soul pure and ethereal at first, has be- 
come more and more dense until it has resulted in the bodies 
we see. 

Probably the souls of humanity gradually fell through 
sheer force of selfishness and materialism into mere animal- 
hood, and from that through the mineral and vegetable 
kingdoms into the undifferentiated condition of the gaseous 
period, there to await the moment when God should breathe 
upon the waters and separate the darkness from the light. 

At the time spoken of in Genesis, man had already 
emerged from the evolutionary processes which preceded his 
advance in what we call our earth, and was already pos- 
sessed of his human soul developed by the law of growth 
and vivifed by the breath of God, possessed of conscience, 
the latent memory of the soul, and ready to redeem himself 
from his past errors and ignorance. The penalty man had 
to pay for these was a heavy one.

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THE SINGLE EYE 


"The lamp of the body is the eye; if therefore thine eye be 
single, thy whole body shall be full of light." —Matthew 6:22. 
GA AS AS THIS a practical application to the indi- 

vidual consciousness, and if so, how is it to 
be realized? It is not the theory of any- 
thing that commands our attention, but its 
demonstration. Is failing eyesight the re- 
sult of mental darkness? We know that 
the organs of the body are made up of an 
aggregation of thoughts—thoughts of like character grouping 
themselves about a central idea. The central idea of the 
eye is light, which is identical with understanding. When 
one catches a new concept he affirms, "I see, I see," as an 
assurance that he understands. The body then is not ma- 
terial, but is Mind, and every thought that we think finds its 
localizing center and brings to the body expression a greater 
or lesser degree of harmony. To have perfect physical 
sight, we must have spiritual perception, seeing only the Di- 
vine or Absolute Good. This is possible of attainment, else 
Jesus would not have made this requirement the basic prin- 
ciple of the body of light. He was not given to idle words. 
We all desire the "single eye." What we can conceive as 
desirable, that we can accomplish. 

Let us understand the application of the eye in con- 
sciousness. First, the eye functions on the objective plane of 
consciousness, and we term it the window of the soul, the 
camera of the mind. It is this eye which registers the im- 
pressions of all our seeing. It is involved in effects only. 
Second, the /, or personal consciousness of man, comprises 
the different phases of mentality that touch the world of 
externals, also the realm of soul within. This I governs 
self-consciousness, and it is in this consciousness that the 
"evil eye" had its origin. ‘This is the I which partook of the 
tree of the "knowledge of good and evil," thinking by so 
doing to become as God, having all wisdom. It is very 
evident that when man first beheld evil, or rather failed to 
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behold Good, he deflected some of the rays of light, thus 
building up a consciousness adverse to the Light. As a 
result of man’s separation from Divine Will, he began to 
wander in gross darkness, and through giving his thought to 
the personal I, he brought into manifestation the realm of 
materiality with its limitations. 

Man continued in darkness until the advent of Jesus 
Chnist, who came proclaiming man to be the “‘light of the 
world," thus lifting him out of the darkness of his ignorant 
thinking. Jesus Christ symbolizes the Light of Z Am which 
is in every man. The / Am is the spiritual eye, that which 
perceives pure Spirit, and through which the “body of light" 
comes into expression. We call Faith the spiritual eye, and 
so it seems to the outer man, for through Faith we begin the 
establishing of our spiritual consciousness. But in Pure 
Being the / Am is the inseparable Son (Sun) of God 
through which the Father radiates his glory. 

When we come into the consciousness of the Light of 
Truth, we seek no further knowledge of evil, for Truth is 
not concerned with untruth. We abandon also the activity 
of the I and cease our seeking for self. Our one mission is 
to let our Light shine that men may see our good works, 
and glonfy the Good. Man, the / Am, is but the avenue 
through which the Father shines, and our shining depends 
upon our capacity and willingness to let God express through 
us. I am responsible for my own Light, and it is not only 
my mission but my obligation, to let my light shine before 
men. 

Why undervalue this light which is God in us? It 
has a place in the Divine Whole, and its non-expression 
leaves somewhere a bank of darkness untouched by the light. 
This darkness may be in the hearts of our next door neigh- 
bor, our own immediate family, or in many out-of-the-way 
places, all of which are awaiting hungrily, though they 
know it not, for the first faint beam of Light which is to 
dissipate the darkness of their vision. As we walk in the 
Light every activity of living becomes but an opportunity to 
demonstrate Truth. Good works become our natural ex- 
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pression. "He that doeth the truth cometh to the light, that 
his works may be made manifest, that they have been 
wrought in God." 

“I can of mine own self do nothing," is the conclusion 
of each of us when we come to know God to be the Source 
of all. This is the first realization necessary in seeing with 
the "single eye." Knowing that it is the Father who "doeth 
the works," gives us faith in overcoming adverse conditions, 
and establishes us in the consciousness of power and do- 
minion. If we even admit the possibility of failure to ac- 
complish anything, we are apt to experience failure in our 
most cherished undertakings. As long as a thought is alive 
in consciousness it is reproducing in some degree. There is 
no inactivity in the realm of Mind. í 

It is through the / Am we attach ourselves to con- 
ditions, desirable or otherwise. If you are in the habit of 
attaching / Am to weak, sickly or impoverished words, face 
about and begin the practice of the “‘single eye” (thinking 
good). Discord of any kind is only a bad habit established 
through wrong thinking. On the other hand, if it is health 
you need to realize and manifest, keep your eye single to 
the idea of health, absolutely refusing to think (see) any- 
thing less than the Perfect Health Idea. Declare always 
in word and thought for that which is for your highest good. 
In so doing you are laying stone upon stone, the founda- 
tion for the "body of light" in which there can be only 
health, youth, life and perpetual growth. To realize Light, 
we must mentally turn from the shadow. 

No matter what the clamor about you may be, silently 
declare: “I see only the good; I hear only the good." We 
are not obliged to join in conversations that dwell upon the 
dark side of living. Take the position in such cases that the 
soul is seeking light—and shine. Audible denial of error is 
more courteous than sympathetic interest. 

That centering one’s thoughts on the Divine, exalting in 
consciousness the good, does vitally affect the eyes, has been 
proven many times by the writer. As a child I was subject 
to spells of blindness, coming, as I now believe, from sub- 
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conscious thought activity. As I grew to womanhood they 
disappeared. But upon coming into a consciousness of 
Truth, and entering into the redemption of the subconscious 
realm of mind, I must have trampled, with a thought, upon 
the sleeping demon, for he awoke expecting, no doubt, to 
again take up dominion. Then it was that I realized the 
practical application of mentally seeing the good, and hold- 
ing that the Light of Spint is the only consciousness, having 
it in no darkness at all. Once as I sat in darkness, calmly 
consecrating myself to Divine Mind and its ideas, renounc- 
ing all ideas less than Good, making no reference whatever 
to the idea of Light in a specific way, I was suddenly | 
ushered into such a dazzling light, so much more brilliant 
than ordinary sunlight, as to make the comparison a crude 
one. In the exaltation of the moment I understood more 
clearly the Revelator’s vision of the Holy City, in which 
the glory of God is the only light needed, for the light which 
actually penetrated, not only my eyes but my whole body, 
would illumine the whole consciousness if allowed free 
expression. 

It is not that we do not desire this "body of light," that 
we do not have it, but that we have not yet learned how to 
bring it into expression under Divine Law. But if we can 
believe that Jesus meant just what he said about “keeping 
the eye single," and begin the earnest application of this 
principle, it is a logical conclusion that the glorified body 
will be the result. Every thought that passes through the 
conscious mind finds a resting place in the realm of subcon- 
scious activities, and brings forth in the body a harvest cor- 
responding to the character of the thought. We have the 
power to discriminate and say just what kind of thoughts 
shall pass into the body consciousness. Our body is our own 
immediate vicinity in which we are to preach the gospel, heal 
the sick and cast out demons. When we recognize the 
body to be in reality the manifestation of the Divine Body 
Idea, we are desirous of bringing into expression this pure 
spiritual substance. The body will become the "'temple 
of 'God” when we begin to stamp it with that idea and for- 
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sake all ideas pertaining to gross, material consciousness. 
Conscious activity in the outer and mental realization then 
will harmonize in the bringing forth of the "body of light." 
Man is restored to his original power and dominion, not 
through exercising the I, but through expressing the / Am, 
which is in reality Jehovah God cooperating with. Divine 
Principle to bring forth the perfect man.—/. M. M.

The frequency of the number twelve in the Scriptures 


is not accidental. The esoteric interpretation is as follows: 
In many cases there is a resemblance to the twelve powers in 
man which are as yet undeveloped. These faculties are 
really so many principalities over which we were made to 
rule according to Divine Law. Twelve is a perfect number 
and the Son of Man, our Higher Self, is also perfect. 
These twelve powers are expressed as centers of conscious- 
ness through which we manifest the divine attributes, be- 
cause we are spintual. 

Man, who has become the master of his thoughts shall 
sit on a throne, judging the twelve tribes of Israel, that is, 
he can take dominion over his body if he consecrates himself 
completely throughout the building centers in the body, 
purifying the temple to insure perfection. The overcomer 
is the Z Am or the Christ within, the real Self of man. The 
throne is in the secret place of the Most High, where our 
thoughts are lifted up above appearances and into the realm 
of the Absolute, the Christ consciousness of Sonship. The 
twelve tribes are the twelve thought centers: Faith, Dis- 
crimination, Love, Strength, Power, Imagination, Under- 
standing, Will, Order, Elimination, Zeal, Life. 

The redeemed sons of God, the glorifed in body and 
spirit, are bought with a price, and that price is the cruci- 
fixion of the personality, the death of self. Having put 
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away that within which is the source of all discord, they 
have found the universal Music, the abiding joy. Life is 
more than motion, it is music; more than rest, it is peace; 
more than work, it is duty; more than labor, it is love; more 
than enjoyment, it is blessedness; more than acquiring money 
and position and reputation, it is knowledge, purpose, strong 
and high resolve. Not by caprice, nor gift, nor favor does a 
man obtain the spiritual realities, but by diligence, watch- 
fulness, energy and effort. The spiritual Heart of man, 
the Divine Center, is the Heart of the universe, and, finding 
that Heart, man finds strength to accomplish all things.

We must dwell in God and draw from 
the formless realm of Divine Ideas the qualities necessary for 
our perfect expression. We thus raise mind and body to 
Christ perfection. He ceases to argue about God who has 
found God within. Relying upon that calm strength which 
is not the strength of self, he lives God, manifesting in his 
daily life the highest goodness, which is Eternal Life. Say 
to yourself, "I will live in my Ideal now; I will manifest 
my Ideal now; I will be my Ideal now; and all that tempts 
me away from my Ideal I will not listen to; I will listen 
only to the voice of my Ideal." Thus resolving and thus 
doing, you shall not depart from the highest, and shall 
eternally manifest the true. Tomorrow is too late for any- 
thing. Thou shalt not rise by grieving over the irremediable 
past, but by remedying the present. 

Knowing the Divine Heart within, all hearts are known, 
and the thoughts of all men become his who has become the 
master of his own thoughts; therefore the good man does 
not defend himself, but molds the minds of others to his 
own likeness. Let a man choose the higher and abandon 
the lower; he shall then establish himself as an overcomer, 
and shall realize perfect freedom. 

The twelve thought centers of the body are: 

Faith (Peter), in center of brain, pineal gland. 
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Discrimination (James), pit of stomach. 

Love (John), back of heart, solar plexus. 

Strength (Andrew), small of back. 

Power (Philip), root of tongue. 

Imagination (Bartholomew), between the eyes. 

Understanding (Thomas), front brain. 

Will (Matthew), center front brain. 

Order (James, son of Alpheus), navel. 

Dissipation or Elimination (Thaddeus), lower part 
of back. 

Zeal (Simon the Canaanite), back of head. 

Appropriation or Life Conserver (Judas), generative 
function. 

The disciples gathered in the upper room, which sym- 
bolizes the concentration of our forces by the lifting of the 
thoughts to the Spintuality center at the top of the head. 
Jesus went up into a mountain to pray, and also assembled 
his disciples in the "upper chamber" for prayer. 

Death is the absence of the Life Idea in consciousness. 

- The idea of death is mortal and born of ignorance. To be 
done away with, it must be denied right back into nothing- 
ness. In the perfection and wholeness of Divine Life there 
is no place for belief in decay and death, and by conforming 
to Divine Law we do not die, but by the power of the 
transforming Word, we change from error and death to 
righteousness and life. The consciousness of the Spirit of 
Life, pure and omnipresent and eternal, keeps every cell 
alive with quickening life and we are resurrected. The 
Christ man goes through the various centers and rebuilds 
them with his Word. The abiding consciousness of Life 
fills every cell of the body with quickening life and it be- 
comes immortal. 

The true method of prayer is to put ourselves in right 
relation to God, that is, the relation of the Son; retire within, 
merge the conscious with the superconscious, then pray be- 
lieving that ye have received, and ye shall receive. Our 
thinking should be made in the Christ Mind. With the 


superconscious there is only the Eternal Now, and the ful- 
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fillment is of the instant with the demand; it is already in 
Divine Mind. Man makes first conscious unity with God 
at the Spirituality center, near the top of the head, which 
spot the phrenologists long ago termed reverence. 

Praise liberates love, good-will, recognition of blissful 
things. It is an unmistakable aid to man. It is creative. 
We need praise to harmonize us with all that is good, and 
to make us receptive to the Divine gifts, which are ours even 
before we ask. The object of praise is to awaken in our- 
selves a higher realization of the omnipresence and power 
of God. Prayer and praise change man, not God. Man 
is stimulated to greater activity and strength through praise 
and prayer. Praising God is thanksgiving and brings in- 
crease. Praise is the outer expression of an inner joy. Real 
joy is born of an understanding that all the affairs of our 
lives are under law and order; that man has power on earth 
to forgive sins. 

In the thirty-third Psalm we learn that God is to be 
praised for his goodness, for his power, for his abundance, 
for his justice and mercy. “Rejoice in the Lord, O ye 
righteous: for praise is comely for the upright." The last 
seven Psalms are full of praise: “Let everything that hath 
breath praise the Lord." ‘“Whoso offereth praise glorifieth 
me: and to him that ordereth his conversation aright will I 
shew the salvation of God" (Psalm 50:23). Praise as a 
concomitant to the overcomer's life is shown in Proverbs 
27:21: "As the fining pot for silver, and the furnace for 
gold; so is a man to his praise." David showed his loyalty 
by praising God seven times a day with the result that he 
found great peace (Psalm 119:164, 165). “I will pray 
with the spirit and I will pray with the understanding also" 
(I Cor. 14:15). "Pray without ceasing. Rejoice ever- 
more. In everything give thanks; quench not the Spirit" 
(I Thess. 5:16 to 19). 

The mind lays hold of an invisible thought-substance 
and creates through praise. Our bodies respond to praise, 
each cell being roused to Divine accord and the body grows 
into a state of joyous well-being. In a similar way tlie com- 
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monest things may be transformed into the pattern of our 
ideals. The earth is not different than we, for the same 
obedience to the same command to praise causes the earth 
to yield her increase. The law of increase is praise. 
Flowers grow better for those who love them than they do 
for those who are ignorant of the law. 

People enslave themselves by depending upon prac- 
titioners to help them, or solve mysteries for them; knowing 
that we are free, by our word we can create any desired 
condition, according to the Law: “As your word is, so 
shall it be unto you." It is unwise to seek light and help 
from spiritualistic mediums and fortune-tellers, astrologers 
and the like. But through faith in the mystic, or medium, 
or the intricate horoscope, or whatever else we hold up to 
our mental view, their predictions sometimes come to pass. 
Remember, man is the architect of his own fortune. This 
law of thought will bring to pass what man believes in and 
expects. If he has faith in what has been told him by 
mediums and fortune-tellers, he brings it to pass himself by 
his faith. 

The true way for man to bring good to himself is to 
apply the Law of Praise to himself, the real Self, the Christ 
principle, and talk abundance, talk prosperity, talk success, 
talk peace, power and plenty for all. All power is given 
me in my heaven and in my earth. We must serve the 
Lord with joyfulness and gladness of heart. 

The source of joy is within each one of us. By at- 
tuning our thoughts with those of the Universal Mind we 
enter into the joy of Spirit. Real happiness comes through 
the Christ-consciousness and not from without; that is why 
people seek it in vain when they seek in the external. You 
are formed for happiness, purity, wisdom, love, plenty, joy 
and peace—these are the eternal realities of the kingdom, 
and they are yours, but you cannot possess them in sin; they 
have no part in the.realm of darkness. They belong to the 
“Light that lighteth every man that cometh into the world," 
the Light of spotless Love. They are the heritage of the 
holy Christ-Child, who shall come to birth in your soul 
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when you are ready to divest yourself of all your impurities 
and superfluities. They are your real Self. 

. . All around us, and permeating all things, is something 
finer than the atmosphere called Universal Ether. It is the 
spiritual manifestation of an energizing Divine Idea-Sub- 
stance. We may appropriate this Substance as often as we 
wish, for the supply is mexhaustible, and it is convertible into 
the thing we most desire, by our word, the law of prayer 
and praise. 

Man can make practical application of the law of 
Praise at all times by saying and believing with thanks- 
giving: "I am Love; I am Strength; I am wise; I am 
abundantly supplied; all that the Father hath is mine," and 
we must know also that with the praise is the mcrease for 
ourselves, for our possessions, for the earth. ‘““Then shall 
the earth yield her increase; and God, even our own God 
shall bless us." We are sowing the seed when we say 
I Am. 

It is not God's will for man to suffer in any way. God 
is too pure to behold iniquity or any suffering. He is 
Love and he is perfection in all things. 

All causation is in Mind. Mind works in the realm 
of Ideas which we may approach by raising ourselves in 
consciousness to that plane, in the Secret Place of the Most 
High. Our faculties will then be acting under a spiritual 
law. We must pray believing that we are heard, because in 
Spirit every demand or request is instantly granted. 

The following lines, attributed to a Quaker, are 
apropos: 


Never judge nor condemn, never arraign nor censure. 
ot a word! 
Never an unclean or unkind expression. 
Never a doubt or a fear. 
Never a disparaging remark of another. 
As you would others should do to the world, so do ye. 
Pause! Be still! 
Not a word, emphatically, not even a look, that will mar 
the sweet serenity of soul. 
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Not a word of murmuring or complaining in supplication ; 
not a word of nagging or persuading. 

Let language be simple, gentle, quiet; you utter not a word, 
but give Him opportunity to speak. 

Hearken to hear His voice. 

This is the way to honor and to know Him. 

Not a word—not the last word. 

Listen to obey. Words make trouble. 

Be still. 

This is the voice of the Spirit. 

Take no thought for tomorrow—worry not about home, 
church, or business cares. 

Cast all on Him, and not a word. 


J ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS 


Explain: “Neither did this man sin, nor hts parents: 
but that the works of God should be made manifest in him." 
—John 9:3. 

Jesus discerned, in this instance, that the blindness of 
the man was not due to some sin he or his parents had com- 
mitted, but was the result of leaving undone the works of 
God. When the ideals implanted in man from the begin- 
ning are not expressed, man is in a state of blindness. This 
man had not come into the Light of understanding himself 
to be a spiritual being, and the result was darkness, even to 
the extent of being physically blind. Through the realiza- 
tion of Truth as the only Power, Jesus quickened the con- 
. sciousness of this unseeing man, thus manifesting in him the 
wholeness, freedom and harmony of God, or the "works of 
God." $ + CJ L4 9 

Is not the text, “This day shalt thou be with me in 
Paradise," a good foundation for the universal belief in 
heaven? 

There is really no reason for believing Paradise to 
be anything else than a state of harmony existing in Mind. 
In no place in the scriptures is it given definite location except 
when Jesus, talking to. the Pharisees, said, “The kingdom of 
God is within you." Naturally where God is, there is 


heaven. All the false ideas concerning Jesus' departure into 
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a location called heaven, have grown out of the race's failure 
to think in spiritual understanding. Jesus raised his body 
to the same plane of consciousness as his mind, through 
quickening it with spiritual truths, and entered into Paradise 
when he demonstrated the unity of his soul and body with 
the Spirit within him. There were no longer any thieves in 
his consciousness to rob him of complete redemption. At 
the crucifixion, which is but the crossing out of all material 
concepts, he recognized his nem though he had not yet 
demonstrated it. 

In the Light of Truth, we can see no connection be- 
tween the text and a' heaven attained by dying, which we 
suppose is the "'universal belief" referred to. However | 
this belief is becoming more and more to be recognized as a 
delusion and a snare. Heaven is not a matter of dying, but 
living in harmony with Divine laws and demonstrating the 
unity of our spirit, soul and body, thus overcoming and 
setting at naught every mortal limitation, as Jesus did. 


How Mav onë lay hold ‘of God as Substance) 

Substance is a quality of Being just as distinct as Life, 
Love and Power though not so universally recognized. It is 
omnipresent, and all the visible world has come forth from 
this underlying quality of God. Substance is Spirit, and so 
cannot be seen with the eye of sight, but can be handled by 
the spiritual vision and molded and shaped into form 
through ‘the word and thought. 

In bringing Substance into manifestation, first in faith 
believe that it is. Then begin to quicken your consciousness 
of it through affirming: 

God is the Substance of all the good I desire. 

I have faith i in this Substance as the Source of all my 
supply. 

I praise and give thanks that I am conscious of the 
Substance of God manifesting in me and my affairs. 

I am meek and receptive to the inflow of Divine Sub- 
stance.

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My mind is quickened to the consciousness of abun- 
dance and I praise God for this freedom. 

Praise and thanksgiving brings increase. Bless your 
money, your pocket book, your business. Build up through 
thanksgiving a consciousness of God as omnipresent Sub- 
stance, sufficient always to meet your every need. It will 
come into manifestation as increased health, satisfaction, 
wealth and every desired good. Keep the channel open, 
through which substance is equalized, by being obedient to 
the spiritual law of giving and receiving. Put the emphasis 
on the giving, and let both giving and receiving be done in 
the same spirit of joy and thanksgiving. When we can give 
in the same state of mind as we receive, we have imbibed 
the spirit of the law, “Freely ye have received, freely give,” 
and can rest assured of its unfailing activity in all our affairs.

Distinguish between the following terms: Christ, Je- 
sus and Jesus Christ; Son of God and Son of Man. 

Before there could be a man, there must have been an 
idea of man. This idea had its origin in Divine Mind, and 
is the Christ. Christ is the One Man Idea, unified with 
God, and perfect as the Father is perfect. All that we 
find in God, we find in Christ, or the Divine Idea Man. 

Jesus is the expression of the Christ Idea, or the Divine 
Idea Man identified in Substance. The name Jesus stands 
for the Universal Man, and is identified with Christ, instead 
of personality. 

Jesus Christ is the manifestation of the Divine Idea 
Man; the Perfect Man Idea demonstrated, brought forth 
into visibility. 

For comparison, Man is Mind.. This Mind has ideas 
which correspond to the Christ Idea in Divine Mind. The 
expression of these ideas, or their identification in Substance, 
corresponds to the term Jesus. The bringing forth of ideas 
into visible form would be the demonstration, and corres- 
ponds to the term, Jesus Christ. The ideas of man how- 
ever, are identified with personality, while ideas of Divine 
Mind have their birth in Spirit. In Man is concentrated all 
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the potential qualities of God, and these were brought forth 
in perfection by one man, who was crowned Jesus Christ or 
Christ Jesus. He conformed to and demonstrated Divine 
principles and proved man to be a Spiritual Being. 

The Son of God is the Perfect Idea Man in Divine 
Mind, or the Christ, while the Son of Man is the mani- 
festation of the Idea in the flesh. Jesus spoke often of him- 
self as the Christ, and through attaching his mind to the Son 
of God consciousness, demonstrated his perfection.

SUNDAY, MARCH 25 
ABUNDANCE IN MIND SUBSTANCE.—Mark 8:11-26. 


11. And the Pharisees came forth, and began to question with 
him, seeking of him a sign from heaven, trying him. 

12. And he sighed deeply in his spirit, and saith, Why doth this 
generation seek a sign? Verily I say unto you, There shall no sign be 
given unto this generation. 

‘13. And he left them, and again entering into the boat departed 
to the other side. 

14. And they forgot to take bread; and they had not in the. 
boat with them more than one loaf. 

15. And he charged them, saying, Take heed, beware of the 
leaven of the Pharisees and the leaven of Herod.

Like all genuine teachers of Truth, Jesus tried to get 
the attention of his people away from material things, in 
order that they might realize the spiritual. He refused 
to display his power like a necromancer or juggler. He 
was a teacher of the science of mind, which he could dem- 
onstrate at the opportune moment. When they saw not 
more than one loaf of bread, he told them to beware of the 
limited thoughts (leaven) of the Pharisees and of Herod. 
When we confine the Divine Law to the customary avenues 
of expression, and scoff at anything beyond, we are letting 
the leaven of the Pharisees work in us. When we allow 
the finer forces of the body go to fulfill lust and appetite, 
we are letting the leaven of Herod work to our undoing. 
When the mind is raised up through affirmations of God's 
omnipresent substance and life, we are not only fed, but there 
is a surplus. This is the teaching of Jesus, and it has al- 
ways been exemplified by his faithful followers. It is not 
the outward demonstration that counts, but the increase of 
substance in mind and body that always follows the faithful 
application of the law. 

There are Pharisees at every turn, tempting believers 
to do some great thing, like the healing instantly of some well 
known case in their community, to the end that everybody 
may believe. Such people are usually sincere in their claims 
that some such marvelous work will prove a sign to the un- 
believing of the power of the Spirit. But every experienced 
healer knows the futility of such methods to convince people 
of Truth. Truth has entrance to the mind rouen, the 
understanding, and not from any outward sign. 

The healing of the blind man, beginning. with verse 
22, seems to have no connection with the first part of the 
lesson, but it has. Blind eyes represent blind understand- 
ing, and the treatment spiritually interpreted will quicken 
darkened minds. “He took the blind man by the hand 
and brought him out of the village." Segregate your 
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thought from everyday associations. To the evil minded 
the act of spitting upon another is an expression of contempt, 
but to the spiritually minded it is the very reverse. The 
saliva of a Christ-man can be transmuted into a free energy 
by the mind that will melt away the scum called cataract. 
Repeated treatments are often necessary because of the 
density of the thought of darkness and inability to under- 
stand. 

The Christ-mind, or superconsciousness, exists in all 
people; the difference between a Christ-man and a natural 
man is in development. It is really a very easy matter to 
realize this higher principle if one gives it the proper at- 
tention. There must be a daily withdrawal from the com- 
mon trend of thought. The mind must be lifted up by use 
of spiritual thoughts and words. Prayer and praise should 
form part of the daily exercise. The time thus spent will 
bring great returns, so great that all comparisons are odious. 
“What doth it profit a man if he gain the whole world, and 
lose his own life?"

Christians lay special emphasis on the command, ‘‘Fol- 
low Jesus." Yet throughout his teaching Jesus gave ex- 
amples of healing, the direct result of which was the casting 
out of evil in some of its many forms. These were demon- 
strations of the law which he taught, and his disciples, and 
all who set forth his doctrine, were expected to show by 
similar works that they were in possession of a truth that had 
demonstrable power. ‘These signs shall follow them that 
believe." What must he think of the thousands of Chris- 
tians who claim to be interpreters of his doctrine but who 
have no faith whatever in spiritual healing? They tell us 
that their only hope of salvation is in him, yet they cannot 
heal a simple headache through faith. ‘*O faithless gener- 
ation, how long shall I be with you? how long shall I bear 
with you?" 

Jesus set forth the power of faith as a demonstrable 
principle with an assurance greater even than Newton in his 
Principia. Jesus not only laid down the working law, but 
he also gave examples of its application, and reprimanded 
his disciples when they failed to get the lessons in healing — 
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which he repeatedly gave them. Yet we are gravely told 
by his accepted teachers that he worked "miracles" when he 
healed the sick, and that this power is no longer necessary 
because we now have the New Testament. But he thun- 
dered, “All things are possible to him thai believeth!” 

Jesus expects all his followers, both teachers and lay- 
men, to do the works that he did in casting out evil states of 
mind. Do you carry the signs? Are you bringing forth 
the fruits? If not, why not? You may be like those weak 
disciples who could not cast the dumb spirit out because they 
lacked spiritual faith. “ʻO faithless generation!” 

When a follower of Jesus finds that he does not 
possess faith equal to the work of casting out demons and 
healing the sick, he should at once go to God in prayer. 

“The prayer of faith shall save the sick." Somebody 
must have a living faith in the mighty power of Spirit before 
the sense ego will give up its hold on the struggling soul. 
The father was the Faith Center in this case and his earnest- 
ness opened the door to a mighty inflow of Spirit dominion. 
Then the resisting false ego obeys the word of the Master 
Mind and his authority is supreme. 

This kind of healing is being done by modem follow- 
ers of Jesus and they are casting out these demons by thou- 
sands. They often have to be cast out again and again, 
because they come back until the mind is fortified in its spir- 
itual understanding and faith. There is no record that this 
boy did not again have trouble with the false ego. This 
is a record of the first treatment. There was fasting and 
praying to be done before the final victory was won. 

“This kind can come out by nothing save by prayer." 
"When thou prayest, enter into thine inner chamber, and 
having shut thy door, pray to thy Father which is in secret, 
and thy Father which seeth in secret shall recompense thee.” 
The “mner chamber" here mentioned is the holy place 
within every soul, where the Spirit of God meets secretly the 
spirit of man. Metaphysicians call this entry into the secret 
chamber of the consciousness, “going into the Silence." 
“Whosoever will may enter in."

9. And if thine eye causeth thee to stumble, pluck it out, and 
cast it from thee: it is good for thee to enter into life with one eye, 
rather than having two eyes to be cast into the hell of fire. 

10. See that ye despise not one of these little ones: for I say 
unto you, that in heaven their angels do always behold the face of my 
Father who is in heaven. 

12. How think ye? if any man have a hundred sheep, and one 
of them be gone astray, doth he not leave the ninety and nine, and 
go unto the mountains, and seek that which goeth astray? 

13. And if so be that he find it, verily I say unto you, he re- 
joiceth over it more than over the ninety and nine which have not 
gone astray. 

14. Even so it is not the will of your Father who is in heaven, 
that one of these little ones should perish. 


_SILENT PRAYER: I am humble and obedient to the 
will of God. 


The kingdom of heaven is a condition in which Di- 
vine Mind supplies ideals for all the thoughts of man's 
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mind. The greatest in this kingdom is he who is most re- 
ceptive to these Divine ideas. Innocent confidence and trust 
is a necessary element in this state of mind. Suspicion or 
distrust closes the door to the full inflow of heavenly ideas. 

"Except ye tum, and become as little children, ye 
shall in no wise enter into the kingdom of heaven." Mortal 
man's idea of the kingdom of heaven is a government where 
the officers and rulers are patterned after the kingdoms of 
earth. But the kingdom of God is of a very different char- 
acter. Instead of being rulers, the greatest in that kingdom 
are servants. This is the teaching of Jesus. The humble, 
childlike spirit is necessary to those who desire to enter the 
presence of Divine Mind. l 

Christ is the servant of humanity. He humbled him- 
self and became the least among men that he might save 
them from the works of their ignorance. Whoever turns 
from the pride and arrogance of mortality and accepts the 
childlike spirit is receiving Christ. 

It is a dangerous thing to kill out innocent, childlike 
thoughts. It is better to be very negative, to go to the very 
depths of the sea of mortality rather than cause a single 
spiritual thought of childlike receptivity to be obstructed in 
consciousness. 

Eliminate ruthlessly external impediments to spiritual 
progress. Even though it be a thing as necessary as the 
hand or the eye, if it stands in the way of higher things, cut 
it out and enter into spirituality at any cost. Some people 
are very eager to know all about the higher law—they 
study occultism, spiritualism and mesmerism for the purpose 
of gaining power, and at the same time satisfying a certain 
human curiosity. This is the eye that should be plucked 
out. This lust for knowledge and power blunts the sweet 
innocence of the little child within, and often leads to sins 
that have to be atoned for in the purifying fires of the soul. 

It is the will of Divine Mind that all that makes up 
human consciousness shall be raised to the heavenly degree 
—that not even one of these little ones should perish.

The measure of forgiveness in God is unlimited, ac- 
cording to this teaching of Jesus, and right here, if not in 
many other places, he puts a negative upon everlasting 
punishment. | 

God is here illustrated as the king, whose servant owed 
him ten thousand talents (about $20,000,000), which, 
when he could not pay, he was fully forgiven the whole 
debt. Yet that same servant had an account of a hundred 
pence ($16) against a fellow-servant, whom he took by 
the throat when he could not pay, and finally had him cast 
into prison. When this was reported to the Lord, he had 
the unjust servant brought to him, and called down upon 
him the law until he should pay the fabulous sum which he 

owed. | 
| Thus is shown the relation of man to his fellow-man 
and the Principle of Being. We live in and think through 
a universal ether that is more sensitive to our thought vibra- 
tions than the most finely-keyed musical instrument to the 
vibrations of sound. This is the translucent substance of 
the "kingdom of the heaven," and it records every emotion, 
every thought, every word sent out by us. A feeling or 
thought of anger, or revenge, or injury of any kind toward 
another, sets awhirl with violent discord this Mother Sub- 
stance, this White Shekinah, and the beautiful forms which 
‘is constantly pushing out from the center of Being are 
broken and distorted. It is here that man incurs the great 
debt to Mother Nature of "ten thousand talents,” and 
which he can never pay through his own effort; yet the 
Wisdom and Love attributes of Being may be called into 
expression by man, and through their smoothing and har- 
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monizing power all this turmoil be reduced to order. Thus 
the great debt which man owes is paid by God. 

But this Wisdom and Love of God can never make . 
conjunction with the Mother Substance, the Lamb of God 
slain from the foundation of this mortal world, until the 
mind of man is like unto the mind of God. Then here 
comes in that most vital lesson of forgiving offenses to the 
uttermost in order that you may be God-like and bring 
down this kingdom of the heavens unto the earth. The 
measure of the wrong or injury done you by another should 
not be taken into consideration. The Jews thought it God- 
like to forgive seven times, but Jesus said "seventy times 
seven, which implies unlimited forgiveness.

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EXTRACTS FROM LETTERS 


Written to Students and Patients by the Society of 
Silent Unity. 


Letter after letter comes to us telling that the wniters 
had been helped just as soon as they mailed their letters to 
us, or sent their telegram. In many mstances they are 
healed instantly, sometimes before their letter can reach us, 
sometimes before we can mail a letter back to them. Why 
is this, you ask? It is simply because that just as soon as a 
request is sent out into the Universal, it is answered, and it 
depends upon the receptivity of those requesting as to when 
they will be able to receive what is, in Truth, already theirs. 
It also depends upon the state of consciousness of the one 
who is administering to another. Jesus was able to over- 
come all previous conditions and thoughts in the people he 
ministered unto, because at that time he had attained the 
at-one-ment with the Father, the source of All-Power. Un- 
derstand that the records tell us of the time he spent, and 
the work he did after he had nearly reached perfection, and 
up to the time the perfect union with All-Power was made; 
and we have no record of what he did and did not do before 
he began his life and work as told in the gospels.

In all Bible records of -instances of healing done by 
Jesus, much emphasis is given to the faith, either of the one 
healed, or some one closely associated with him. And so in 
our work, we have found that there must be a receiving faith 
on the part of the one for whom our prayers are made, or 
some one near him, who will co-operate with us in a special 
interest and loving faith.

Y ou need a clearer realization of the power of thought, 
for “As-a man thinketh in his heart, so is he.” This is a 
law.  "Whosoever hateth his brother is a murderer.” 
“Whosoever looketh on a woman to lust after her hath 
committed adultery with her already in his heart." "With 
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what judgment ye judge, ye shall be judged: and with what 
measure ye mete, it shall be measured to you again." "Be 
ye not deceived; God is not mocked: for whatsoever 
[thought] a man soweth, that shall he also reap.”

In all the records of Jesus’ ministry, not once did he 
look to any law in the outer for help and protection. He 
taught and demonstrated the All-sufficiency of Spint. The 
same Spirit is with you at the present time, and since it is 
All-sufficient, we see no need of asking the help of some 
person, or outer man-made law, in order that you may be 
healed and prospered. The important point for you to con- 
sider is where. you are placing your faith, for "According 
to your faith be it unto you” is the law. 

An instance, so similar to your own that we feel led 
to call your special attention to it, is given in the Bible. 
When Paul was held in bonds for his preaching, he ap- 
pealed to Ceesar for his freedom. When examined before 
Festus and Agrippa, they found no fault with him, and 
Agrippa said unto Festus, “This man might have been set 
at liberty, if he had not appealed unto Cesar." But he 
had set the Ceesar law into action and, having placed himself 
under its dominion, he had to meet the consequences. 

Two laws seem to be in force in the world at this time, 
just as there appeared to be in Paul's time; one the law of 
Spirit, the other the law of man, the Cæsar law. Until one 
places himself wholly under the spiritual law, he must render 
unto Cæsar the things which are Cesar's. As we are en- 
deavoring in all ways to follow the teaching of Jesus Christ, 
it would not be consistent for us to ask the aid of the 
man-made law.

Paul's Epistle to the Hebrews was written for the 
purpose of overcoming their favoritism for the old law. He 
explained that religion did not come out of the laws and 
customs, but that the laws and customs came out of the 
popular concepts of religion, and as these concepts had 
changed very materially, it naturally necessitated a change 
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in the laws. He gave as a foundation for his reasoning, 
the fact that our Lord sprang out of Juda; of which tribe 
no mention was made by Moses and the laws. 

The priests had been named and given their respective 
stations as assistants to Moses; the people under the old 
law believing it necessary to have a mediator, through which 
to offer up sacrifices for their sins. But Paul explained 
that Jesus did away with all this form and custom, and 
brought in an entirely new form of priesthood. The first 
four verses of the seventh chapter of Hebrews is given over 
to the explanation of the true character of the priesthood, as 
taught by Jesus Christ. 

As recorded in verse two, Melchisedec means nght- 
eousness, and Salem means peace. Abraham is that spinit- 
ual Self; which is the "image and likeness" within each 
individual. This true Self is the priest, referred to by Paul. 
It is "without father, without mother, without descent, hav- 
ing neither beginning of days, nor end of life; but made like 
unto the Son of God; abideth a priest continually." because 
it is Spint —Eternal. 

The law of this new order of priest is like that of Mel. 
chisedec; righteousness, and this brings peace. "'And the 
work of righteousness shall be peace; and the effect of 
righteousness, quietness and assurance for ever. Paul 
emphasized the fact that when one is following the teaching 
of Jesus Christ, he will no longer be bound by outer forms 
and customs.

In Paul's Epistles to the Corinthians, he explained 
church organization, social practices, holy observances, doc- 
trinal affairs, etc.; telling how each member filled a place, 
befitting his ability. But he also taught the Divine Law 
back of all those manifestations, and it is that Law, to which 
he referred as the “more excellent way." 


Man is born in the image and likeness of God. He is 
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therefore in his True Self perfect even as God is perfect. 
Each individual is expressing his "gifts" (peace, health and 
abundance), just to the extent that he realizes his relation- 
ship with the Father, and through that realization brings his 
True Self into manifestation. These "gifts" are all right as 
far as they go, but the "more excellent way" is the demon- 
stration of the absolute perfection of God. “Beloved, now 
are we the sons of God, and it doth not yet appear what we 
shall be: but we know that, when he shall appear [when we 
demonstrate the Absolute], we shall be like him; for we 
shall see him as he is." "And every man that hath this hope 
in him purifieth himself, even as he is pure.” This "more 
excellent way” is made possible to us through the redemptive 
work of the Lord Jesus Christ, who first demonstrated Son- 
ship and revealed to us our Divine birthnght. 

In your true, Spiritual Self, you are not now and 
never were, anything else but pure and perfect. If you do 
not recognize and acknowledge this True Self, you are re- 
sisting the Spirit, and we are told in the Bible that resistance 
of the Spirit is the Adversary, and the only unpardonable 
sin. 

Your prayers do not cause God to change his Mind 
about you, but serve to put you in right relation to his 
Law. To forgive means to give for, or let go. When you 
pray to the Father, "Forgive us our debts, or trespasses 
[sins], as we forgive," you are asking God to do exactly 
what you are doing. If you are not forgiving (letting go) 
of the sin (any inharmony you are praying to be relieved 
and freed from), you are asking God to hold on to it in the 
same way you are doing. This shows how “Man has power 
on earth to forgive sins; that is, if he will let go of the 
thought of sin and hold steadfastly to the Truth, the sin will 
be forgiven him. Jesus explained this upon several occa- 
sions, saying, “Thy sins be forgiven thee, go thy way and 

. sin no more."

A FINANCIAL REPORT 


Our friends have responded generously to our call 
for a sustaining fund to meet the high price of paper. The 
total of the amounts received from many sources would not 
balance the extra outlay, but the law has been more than 
fulfilled in an increased income from subscriptions. So in- 
stead of having a hard time in paying our bills we have had 
right the opposite, the fact being that we never paid our ac- 
counts so promptly as we have during the big advance in 
the price of paper. 

Last year at this time our monthly paper account ran 
from $700 to $900, while now it is seldom less than $1800. 
This is but one item of advance in supplies; everything we 
use has gone up in like proportion and it will cost us at 
least $25,000 more to carry on our work this year than it 
did last.

Answer to Correspondent by the Author, R. C. Douglass, 


"[n the introduction of the Metaphysical Bible Dic- 

tionary, the name Eliezer is written in this way: 
1+ 30+-10+-70-+7-+-200 equals 318 
A L I E Z R 

Please explain why the second “e” is omitted. We are 
interested in understanding this application of numbers.” 

Your question is a very natural one for an English 
student, because there might seem to be unfairness in the 
omission of one letter, as though I were forcing the con- 
clusion. 

First, let me say, every language has sounds which 
have no correspondent in other languages. 

Second, it is a peculiarity of the Old Hebrew, that it 
was a language without vowels—a mystical language; 
which made it quite necessary fer the reader to be an expert 
in placing vowels, in order to read intelligently. For instance, 
the name of God—"JHVH," is quite unpronouncable. 
By adding three vowels we pronounce it ""Jehovah," or by 

inserting two it becomes, "Yahveh," the “J” having the 
sound of “Y.” 

In Hebrew “Eliezer” is written, "Aliezer;" but it 
must be noted, that neither "A" nor "I" nor "E" is a 
vowel. For "A" is a breathing, as in El—not an open 
vowel, but corresponding to "e" before a consonant—to us 
a vowel, but not to them. Likewise the “I” is not a vowel, 
but has a sound like the English "y." “E” has no cor- 
responding English sound. In Siesta it is represented 
by “O” broad, as in ought, or by, "aa gutteral." The 
last "ee" in “Eliezer” is put in by translators to make it 
pee to English. The Hebrews themselves pronounce 
the name, "Elyaazer" or "Elyawzer" —-yet it is spelled, 
Aliezr,—the “e” in question not being there. These six 
letters sum up “318”, as shown in the book. 

Thus the mystical interpretation of the number, “318” 
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is the key to the historical allegory, as presented by the 
ancient mystical writer, to teach a universal lesson—that 
the individual, swamped in the slums of sin, will find, when 
his heart turns in contrition to the Christ (Abraham), that 
the Christ flies to his rescue, and with his ‘318 trained 
servants" delivers him from the carnal-mind bondage. The 
'*318 trained servants, born in Abram's house" are “Eliezer 
of Damascus’’—regenerated Intellect, which performs the 
task in the name of Abraham. This is perhaps the most 
remarkable allegory of the Scriptures, and when understood 
gives a new meaning to the story of Abraham and Lot.

The Force 
that spins it, the Hand on which it turns knows intimately 
the particular orb, as it whirls and swings in precise obedi- 
ence to the music which directs the celestial minuet. 

The orb was nebulous, fluid with the pliancy of an 
intense heat. As it turned it lost somewhat of its elastic 
qualities, cooling there in bluey space.

When one king fancied the house of another 
king there was war. The fittest survived and occupied the 
cave or the tree bough. They fought for a woman and the 
stronger possessed her. Then two or more men united for 
the holding of a specially desirable cave. Winning through 
the exercise of superior craft and strength, they set into 
operation the first human community of earth. This was 
the genesis of nationalism.

The experience of the human family 1s the expenence 
of each human indivdual. When God begins the process 
of raising up children unto Abraham from the stones of the 
earth, the soul in the stone steps from lower to higher until 
the highest is reached. The pains of delivery and the torpor 
of deliverance not infrequently disguise the nature of this 
dual transaction. But the cosmic necessity never abates. 

What took place in the long ago period of cave dwell- 
ing is now again enacted in Europe. The strategy and the 
. weapons are not the same, but the reasoning and the motive 
differ not in the least. The objective point being a cave, 
a port or a province, the logic of the two situations is 
identical. 

From the time when the human race reached the 
level of development which we call civilization there has 
been two ideas from which to choose as a standard of 
government. These ideas are nationalism and patriotism. 
The terms are popularly confounded, but they are distinct 
and opposite. Another idea has been hinted, and few ap- 
prehend its full character. It is democracy. The three 
ideas may be sharply distinguished: 

Nationalism, individual and communal selfishness. 
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Patnotism, individual and communal generosity. 

Democracy, individual and communal equality. 

Nationalism is the law of Moses, eye for eye, tooth for 
tooth. Patriotism is the word of prophecy: Behold, one 
greater cometh. Democracy is the fulfillment of the law 
and the prophets, the rule of righteousness upon earth. 

Being the Moses law, nationalism is the Adam motive. 
It takes what it wants, remote consequences deferring to 
present lust. It takes, regardless of command, regardless of 
right abstract and concrete. Adam wanted the apple, there- 
fore he ate the apple. When brought to account for his 
trespass he accused Eve as instigator; Eve blamed the devil, 
and the devil had to stand pat, there being no one farther 
down the line for him to saddle with the offense. Observe 
the parallel: The press of population calls for more room, 
enlarged commercial scope. There are good harbors and 
fruitful provinces beyond. We need, we are able, therefore 
we will take. Then the world began the quiz as to who 
started the row. England deserves the blame, France is 
guilty, Germany began it, little Belgium is the culprit. Not 
one of the European belligerants admit breaking the peace. 
All were virtuous, all were far from offense. It was our 
ancient enemy, not we, is the self-exculpation of each. 

The war began in the cave, back there in time when 
men first believed that brute might is lord of ethical right.

There is a cosmic standard of right toward which all 
life yearns. Conformity to this standard is the object of 
the survival test, the overtest of those who have proven ft 
up to a certain point. Unable to satisfy the supreme de- 
mand, the civilizations of past ages went down, one after 
another, obliterated by the force they could not withstand. 
No national group can indefinitely survive on the policy of 
self service. The policy contravenes the law of evolution. 
Conformity to the cosmic summons to a progressive right- 
eousness will preserve national identity. 

There is one law for the person, for the -family, for 
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the state, for the world. That is that law of sharing our 
best with all individuals and all peoples. Motive is as vital 
to the country as it is to the citizen. By virtue of the fact 
that progress is a condition to indefinite survival, the con- 
trolling motive is a sure forerunner of conditions. Men 
and societies of men have tried to break the law of cosmic 
progress. Not one of them has ever done this. But the 
would-be outlaws were each and all broken. 

The Jewish nation was the spiritual leader of the 
world. Its kings and its people were earnest self-servers, 
intense nationalists. Jewry lost its peculiar prestige in the 
midst of its sins, its servility to its many captors. Pagan 
Rome, of the heavy yoke and the iron hand, was the last 
general master of the chosen people. Rome, one time su- 
preme in the world, ardently nationalistic, fell decadent 
from selfishness and miserably perished. So have, so shall 
all other nations where creed is self, where ambition is lust.

The character of nationalism insures the destruction of 
nationalism. The hand that is against all other hands shall 
find all other hands against it. 

Nationalism has as its ideal the conquest of peoples, 
the destruction of others that it may increase. It knows not 
the full law of survival; so its empire of supremacy is flitting, 
now here, now there, has history written that the strongest 
nation may be pointed out. 

It is founded on and preserved by force. Exactness 
of speech will not permit us to say that it is maintained by 
militarism; it is militarism. Within and without, it is greed 
backed by force. 

It is the grossness of feeling that pampers appetite, in- 
dulges in cruelties, inflicts its wishes upon weaker peoples. 
It imposes grievous financial burdens for the upkeep of pomp. 
It subverts education to the elevation of the basest motives in 
government. Its appeal is to the low passions, that it may 
have justification for perpetuating its own existence. It in- 
vites the woes pronounced upon those who devour widow's 
houses, and for pretense make long prayers. It is from these 
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conditions in government that Europe is now struggling to 
free its peoples. 

Self-service meets the survival test in that period of 
racial development preceding the demand for patriotism. 
Ethnical obligations flow out of cosmic life in grades. 
First, survival by brute means, naked savages fighting hand 
to hand, or with crudest weapons; then a secondary stage 
of this war grade, what our self respect leads us to denomi- 
nate civilized warfare. Now enters intellect, working on 
brute means. When this new force begins to grapple with 
the problems of a people the way is opening for the coming 
of the higher vision. The first grade of ethnical develop- 
ment is drawing to a close in European policies and ideals. 
The great test is upon that portion of earth’s people. A 
demon of selfishness has obsessed their governments. The 
cosmic ideal has ordered the demon to come forth, and the 
unclean spirit is obeying with such convulsions as the world 
sees. 

There is no beauty, no glory in nationalism. There is 
in it nothing worth striving for. Its rule of action would not 
be tolerated in a private citizen of any self respecting com- 
munity. If a municipality or territorial division of any 
civilized country should essay the tactics of nationalism the 
central government would quickly send troops into the law- 
less region and bring it back to order. 

If a father thinks that he can bestow prestige upon 
his sons by stealing to enrich them, or honors upon his 
daughters by debasing other women, that father is a micro- 
scopic figure of the nation that tries to elevate itself through 
the practice of dishonorable dealings with other states. 

% * * % * * 

It is of the slightest significance that the upheaval was 
foretold, years ago. We can cite prophecy to show that it 
was due, but we can cite only jealousies and covetousness 
as the basis of its origin. Prophecy does not mean that the 
event is to be welcomed. The prophet sees causes operat- 
ing; he knows what will be the visible aspect of these forces 
when they conjoin. It is the simplest of reasoning processes. 
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That the war was pointed out in times past is of small con- 
cern to us who are trying by every expedient of honor and 
humanity to keep out of the quarrel. What is altogether to 
the point with us is the idealism, the devotion to principle 
that will enable us to stand free. To maintain the status of 
common friend to each nation actively involved is pure hu- 
manitaranism. To remain the advocate of an honorable 
peace for each, a peace which no nation will desire to break, 
or failing desire will lack the temerity to affront, is the work 
at hand for America. Such is, and has been our problem 
all along. 

There is nothing in the outlook to cause us dismay. 
God rules. This is the work of His eternal law, throwing 
back the forces that act lawlessly. There is one death for 
men who believe that it is appointed unto them to die once. 
With the passing of their souls there passes also the cause of 
death. Brave men are making the plains of Europe a 
shambles, but their blood poured out, a sacrificial offering 
for the sins of nationalism, shall atone for the nations and 
bring in the higher dispensation, a true patriotism, and ulti- 
mately a democracy of equality, a brotherhood uniting all 
peoples. 

This is not a world war. A very small portion of 
earth's area is directly involved. A large number of the 
world's inhabitants are personally engaged, but not a ma- 
jority. Not all of Europe is in the conflict. Little of great 
Asia is concerned. Africa is only relatively interested: 
Who shall exploit her? Outside of Canada, the New 
World is scathless. We are keenly aware of its world 
meaning. We are profoundly sympathetic toward the 
suffering of the helpless non-combatants. We are deeply 
touched along the ethical lines of the movement. But it is 
not our war. z 

Governmental, commercial, social and mental ties unite 
the whole world in this era. The distress of one national 
group is in a measure the pain of all nations. The elemental 
passions warring in a blind fury of self-destruction is an

awful spectacle, a Doomsday Book opened before the eyes 
of the quick millions. But it is not a world war. Every 
European who calls it such speaks in the narrow dialect of 
bigotry. Every American who uses the phrase opens a door 
which true Americanism and sincere humanitarianism com- 
mand him to keep shut, even to the outlay of his fullest 
strength and exercise of his manliest courage. 


EXERCISING JUDGMENT 


If our judgment is normal, then we are healthy in the 
eliminating region of the body. The whole region of elimi- 
nation, not only the kidneys, but the other excretory organs, 
must stand free and normal, through our realizing that the 
judgment of God is in the world, a perfect justice, always 
eliminating the useless, casting out that which is not the ex- 
pression of the highest, and retaining that which allows the 
light to shine. The reins stand for the inner, subtle feelings 
of judgment, the tender feelings of judgment. The kidneys 
stand for our belief in the ordinary processes of judgment. 

If there seems to be overwork with the kidneys, and 
they seem not equal to that which has been brought to bear 
upon them, it is because in the thinking and in the feeling 
there have been unnecessary judgments, which are not of the 
highest—which are not just, not kind, not merciful. The 
commonest ways of this false judgment are being expressed 
in criticism, unkindness, sarcasm, cutting remarks, fault- 
finding, looking for the errors, picking out the weaknesses, 
and thinking over people's shortcomings. : 

The habit of criticising others may start with more or 
less good judgment and justice. But because of the belief 
in evil it is continually overreaching the mark until finally 
we see people who are full of acid thoughts picturing them 
out in the flesh, and having kidneys that are not able to throw 
off the false accumulations that are settling in the bones as 
hardness; a lime condition in the joints and a surplus of 
sugar in the flesh and blood.—Annie Rix Militz, in “The 
Renewal of the Body."

peu HERE are two ways of looking at man. One 

SAM I| is that he is the perfect creation of a perfect 

God; that he is not responsible for any- 

thing that he may do; in fact, that he does 

not do anything of himself, but that God is 

J| all, and everything that is done God does, 
<< and is wholly responsible for. 

This view of man makes him a puppet, a mere me- 
chanical toy moved about by a superior will. It presup- 
poses a creator and a creation, each complete in itself. In 
its last analysis it is the old orthodox idea of a personal 
God, making a personal man, and putting him forth in a 
prepared world, where he is tempted by a manufactured 
devil, and then punished for his verdant disobedience. 

Dressed in metaphysical clothing this view appeals to 
a certain phase of reasoning, and many who refuse to 
accept the old time personal aspect of Deity arrive at vir- 
tually the same conclusion by mental jugglery. 

They postulate a perfect God in Spirit who creates a 
perfect man. If God is all and he is perfect, they cannot 
see logically where there is room for imperfection anywhere. 
This leaves place for not even the appearance of error, 
hence that which seems to be is gravely declared a dream of 
error without a dreamer. 

In mind they calmly deny away the manifest world 
as mortal delusion—and continue to strain every nerve to 
keep the dream going. 

Every true metaphysician admits that a great truth 
underlies this view of the Eternal Goodness in the manifest 
and unmanifest; its weakness is in the conclusion drawn from 
the premise. This conclusion is not consistent, because it 
does not reconcile cause and effect. It deals with cause only 
` in the ideal, and not finding effect up to its standard of per- 
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fection, it declares it nothing— absolutely without source. 
source. 

He who accepts this idea of God unwittingly admits 
that man is not an essential part of Being. 

If God is perfect in himself as abstract Mind without 
a manifestation, man and the universe are not necessary to 
his completeness, and they are, therefore, superadded con- 
ditions, barnacles as it were, below the water line of a 
being that is independent of them in every way. 

The view that meets every point which may be raised 
is that man is an essential factor in a grand trinity, all of 
which it takes to make the whole of Being. Being is com- 
posed of Wisdom, Will and Consciousness. It takes all of 
these to make what we term God, and man stands in this 
God-head as Will. Ideas exist eternally in Wisdom; they 
are made manifest through Will, and the manifestation is 
called Consciousness. 

Thus, man being the faculty of Will in the Supreme 
God-head, it is through him that the universe is brought into 
manifestation. 

That which is brought forth is consciousness—a thing 
made. Now things made are the result of putting together 
different elements. All would be monotony, dead level, 
eternal sameness, if this were not true. 

So if everything were always put together just the 
same way, here again would prevail a lack of interest. If 
the outcome of every motive and act at every step were 
definitely settled, existence would be without interest. 

There must be in the creation of worlds, or states of 
consciousness, an ideal far beyond what has been realized. 

Thus man is eternally at one with the Father in his 
divine essence as the Will, but when that Will is sent forth 
to carry out the ideals of the Father, Wisdom, a condition 
is set up, a state of consciousness called the soul, and its 
outer court called the body. 

These are states or conditions which have been pro- 
duced By the Will acting in time and space, and they are 
subject to laws mherent in Being. 
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If the Ego, or Will, which is man, has faithfully ad- 
hered to its Wisdom and carried out in its work the plans 
which are there idealized, it has created a harmonious con- 
sciousness. 

This is Adam in the Garden of Eden. There is per- 
fect harmony, and man is doing his part of the Divine work 
without fnction. There are, however, many factors enter- 
ing into the creation of a consciousness. 

The one object is enjoyment. Being manifests its 
possibilities for the purpose of pleasure. Pleasure is the 
result of bringing together in right relation the potentialities 
of Being. 

The Wisdom, Love and Substance of Mind are mani- 
fest in consciousness as Intelligence, Attraction and Sen- 
sation. 

Eve represents Love, and the serpent, Substance. 
Thus when Love comes in contact with Substance, sensa- 
tion is aroused in consciousness. Whoever indulges in sen- 
sation blindly and without restraint, eventually finds himself 
a slave and in the dungeon of sense darkness. The right 
relation between the factors in harmonious creation are not 
sustained, discord arises, and the consciousness of some- 
thing wrong. This is evil. But the good stands ever in its 
place, in partial eclipse though it may be, through ignorance 
of the Will. 

This realm of things made, or consciousness of condi- 
tion is termed the soul. The body is the outer court of the 
soul, and an expert representative, in form, of the ideas 
which are revolving in the inner realms of its domain. The 
planet on which we live is a type of every man’s soul. 

The solid parts in the body, the electrical currents that 
permeate it from center to circumference, and far beyond, 
represent the passions and emotions of man, and the clouds 
are a fit symbol of the mortal thoughts that have been 
thrown out by the discords of unwise thinking. 

All these are things, and are undergoing constant 
change. They appear to progress from lower to higher 
forms which men have observed and called evolution. 
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This perpetual change is symbolic of man’s conscious- 
ness. It also is going through just such an evolutionary pro- 
cess as is observed in the planet. This is a phase of con- 
sciousness. 

The ego is building, and these states and conditions 
are the evidences of its handiwork. ‘‘The soul that sinneth, 
it shall die,” writes the prophet. What is this sin and what 
is the death that is threatened? 

We have found what the soul is, also its place in the 
God-head, so we have but to carry out the logical con- 
clusion from the premise there laid down, to find what 
this sin must be, and the eee or that condition 
termed death. 

If a soul is a state of consciousness in an ascending 
scale of realization, its sin must in some way be connected 
with this process. The exact meaning of the word sin is 
“a falling short." So we readily see that a sinning soul is 
one that has somewhere, or in some respect, failed to come 
up to a certain standard of achievement. 

The command of God to man is, "Be fruitful, and 
multiply, and replenish the earth, and subdue it; and have 
dominion over the fish of the sea, and over the birds of the 
heavens,and over every living thing that moveth upon the 
earth." 

These represent states of mind, and they are all con- 
tained in the consciousness of every man. Any failure on 
our part to exercise this dominion is a falling short, or, as 
the gospels state it, a "'sin 

The ideal man, the real self never sinned nor in any 
way fell short, because it is without the pale of things or 
conditions. So we in essence cannot fall short or sin; it is 
the thing made that falls short. 

We are each eternally existing in the bosom of the 
Father as idea, and we shall always remain there in per- 
fectness that never grows less nor never grows more; it 
simply is. But is this idea self-consciousness? Does it 


have that identity which makes us living souls? 
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Here is a question that makes important the consider- 
ation of the perfect ideal and its expression. 

If I am perfect as an abstract idea, it is virtually a 
state that leaves me without self-consciousness. I am All 
in All, but not conscious of it in its relation or comparison, 
hence it is not appreciated by me. am a perfect ideal, 
ever striving to express my potentialities. Without expres- 
sion I am a carpenter without tools, a mechanic without the 
means to put my talents to use. 

This is what the soul means to man. It represents 
what he has accomplished in carrying out his inherent pos- 
sibilities. | 

If he has reached a certain point in expressing himself, 
and through some perverse or mistaken act loses what he 
has attained, he has fallen short, he has sinned, and must 
be set back in the scale of achievement. He is not con- 
demned, except it be that the disgrace of failure be so 
considered. 

But the soul does not fall short except in degree. It 
does not entirely miss the goal of eternal achievement be- 
cause of some slight error. It may not fall short in many 
such failures piled high against its record in the Book of 
Life. 

It is a long road that we have come, from the incep- 
tion of this experience, and the way has been strewn with 
success and defeat again and again repeated. What we 
have lost in one battle has been gained in another, and the 
average has generally been in our favor. 

There are sins of omission as well as sins of commis- 
sion. It is a human way of looking at things to count every- 
thing as the result of some act. 

In the case of the healing, by Jesus, of the man born 
blind, as recorded in John, the Jews asked whether his con- 
dition was the result of sin on the part of himself or his 
parents. Jesus said neither, "but that the works of God 
should be made manifest in him.” 

Thus Jesus gave testimony of man's place in the God- 
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head as the Will—that in which the works of God are 
made manifest. 

If man fails to apprehend his mission and do the work 
of bringing forth what is alloted to him, he remains in 
darkness. 

This blindness is that state of omission which prevails 
in every man who does not realize his place in the God-head. 

We are each in the God-head here and now with all 
its powers and possibilities wrapped up in us, as the oak is 

- wrapped up in the acorn. If we do not exercise our powers 
of expression we never bring forth the giant oak. If we 
bury our talent in the ground of fear and negation we are 
not doing the works of God. 

God is Life, we are the Living; God is Wisdom, we 
are Understanding; God is Love, we are Will. Unless 
we proceed to act, we are not among the living at all. To 
be an inert mass is to be virtually dead to the world of life 
and light. T 

We all want to be among the living. This desire is 
the very center of our being, and it is this that incites the 
Will, which we are, to action. If we fail to act when 
moved by the inner impulse, we drop back into the darkness 
of inactivity, and finally lose the little light that we have. 

Friction produces heat and light in the mechanical 
world, and action produces intelligence and power in the 
mental world. 

If you fail to do that which you are moved from within 
as the right thing to do, you are sinning, and your soul will 
remain in darkness to just that degree. 

The only work man has to do is to manifest in him- 
self the works of God. God will do all the works; you 
have merely to see that they are done. This is not work, 
but the merest child's play. In fact, you must first become 
as a little child in order to do the works of God. That is, 
a condition of absolute obedience and trust must be assumed, 

~ and then the Most High will pour through you wisdom and 


power. 
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Dying is the name we have given to that state of ne- 
gation in man's consciousness where he can no longer retain 
possession of his body. This is always the result of a 
failure to recognize God as the source of Wisdom and Life. 
When the soul falls short in this respect it sins, and there is 
a physical dissolution which is but the outer symbol of mental 
negation or spiritual inertia. 

This death, or dissolution of the body, is the “‘second 
death," over the meaning of which church people have so 
long contended. The first death is where the consciousness 
has lost sight of its wisdom-sphere and sunk into the belief 
that God is absent from man and the universe. This is 
being dead in “‘trespasses and sins." 

There can be no other explanation of the first and 
second death. Metaphysically we know that the body is 
the outer form of the thoughts, and it therefore could not 
die or disintegrate unless a similar process had first taken 
place on the mental plane. 

If you allow yourself to go to sleep spiritually; that is, 
if you live in the senses, and fail to recognize your spiritual 
selfhood and your relation to Being, you are already vir- 
tually dying or dead. The fact that you seem to live and 
exercise a limited consciousness on the animal plane is no 
evidence that you are alive, because these senses fail you 
ere long; they will dissolve, and you are then in the second 
death. 

Man’s office in Being is to make manifest its possibil- 
ities, and unless he does this in its highest degree he is fall- 
ing short or sinning. Jesus said, "I must work the works of 
him that sent me, while it is day: the night cometh, when 
no man can work. As long as I am in the world, I am the 
light of the world."

When the Lord asked Solomon what he would have, 
he chose Understanding. Understanding is the most nec- 
essary element in man’s Being. If we had complete con- 
trol of the forces of nature and yet lacked the understand- 
ing of how to use them, we would soon destroy ourselves. 
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Understanding is a spiritual quality that comes from the 
one Divine Source, and we must go to the Spirit to find it. 

When the young prophet, Samuel, thought he heard 
Eli the High Priest speaking to him, he went to him to ask 
if he called, but Eli said, "No." He went again, but Eli 
had not called. Then the prophet told the child it was the 
Lord that called him and that he should say, "Speak, Lord, 
for thy servant heareth." The inner voice spoke to Samuel. 
He did not listen with his ears. If you want to hear the 
voice of the Lord, listen with your mind by holding your- 
self in a mental attitude of receptivity. 

Can this be done in a moment by one who has not 
cultivated it in any way? Can such a one hear the voice of 
the Lord? No. Man develops his soul powers. In the 
absolute he has all things, but he must cultivate spiritual 
faculties just as he cultivates mental faculties. 

It is therefore necessary to have understanding and 
apply it, before we can hear. This power that hears the 
great Universal. Nature is within our own minds. The 
morning stars sang together, and Pythagoras said he had 
reason for believing that the stars and planets were but 
songs in a great symphony, and that the Lord was singing 
the Universe into expression. He was called mad for mak- 
ing the statement, yet the inner man attests its truth. 

. As we cultivate this ability to listen within we find it 
is possible to get the Universal Tone and throw it into our 
conscious mind. It is not a voice that we hear; it is Un- 
derstanding from the Omnipresent Spirit, through the culti- 
vation of the inner powers of consciousness. You may call 
this consciousness Soul, or what you will; it does not make 
any difference what you name it so long as you know that 
it is, and you must bring it forth. Many people think this 
development will in some way come to them miraculously, 
but the message of Jesus Christ is: You shall know the 
Truth and through this Truth you shall be made free. 
You must study the inner law of your being; you must know 
the inner science of the mind. 

The Lord converses with every one of us continually, 
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but we do not know it because we do not listen. I say the 
Lord converses with you because I know you could not live 
one moment without him. How could all these processes 
go on in your body without the Lord? When you have 
learned to listen, you can hear the voice of the great Uni- 
versal One. You may hear the voice, in your stomach, or in 
your heart, or your liver; everywhere the Universal Force 
is doing its silent work, and it is doing wonderful things in 
your organism. The body is a very important part of man's 
consciousness; it is the fruit of the Soul. It is the result of 
ages and ages of silent energy and intelligence working into 
expression Divine Ideals. Never call your body "nothing," 
"mortal mind," or the "reflection of error thought." Seen 
with the inner eye the body is the most beautiful thing in ex- 
istence. Through listening with your mind you may learn 
of this inner grace and bring it forth. 

The only way to hear the inner One, is to steadily 
listen in the stillness. You cannot hear unless you are will- 
ing to relinquish material concepts. If your mind is fixed 
on the prophet without you cannot hear the Lord within. 
Our Father, the great Universal Mind, requires that we 
have understanding of the law. We must understand what 
the powers that move the universe are; what the Law of 
God is, and how to use it. 

When the children of Israel were down in Egypt 
(ignorance) they were slaves to the law, because they did 
not know how to use it, and they found that they had bur- 
dens added to them on every side. What was their de- 
livery? Moses, the demonstrable power of mind set into 
action by / Am. 

When the / Am is quickened within, you are trans- 
formed; the light of intelligence is sent into (lie void and 
day takes the place of darkness. Then you are in the Spirit, 
and you know that the Father has given all things into your 
keeping. If we use the law without understanding, we get 
a so-called evil result and we are apt to think that evil is a 
reality in our world. 

We must get rid of our superstition and ignorance by 
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living in the Spirit; by declaring continually that there is no 
material, dead substance, but that all is alive and intelligent. 

Bring the trip-hammer of your own spiritual word and 
pound that material mind of yours every day, and re- 
duce it to absolute powder. This is an easy matter if you 
will devote a little time to the process. We must be willing 
to do the little things. It is the getting back to simple pro- — 
cesses, and the most productive process that I know, is learn 
to listen to this spiritual leading. These powers of Spirit are 
mighty, but before we can use them we must learn like 
Samuel to say: “Speak, Lord; for thy servant heareth.””

The things which we have truly “learned and are as- 
sured of” are not written in any book. Truth does not come 
from without, but from a conviction within the mind based 
upon understanding. A doctrine based upon Scripture alone 
is fallible and changeable. We can never be established in 
Truth until we see clearly that it is founded upon universal 
law, and open to the minds of all who seek for it, whether 
they have ever seen the Scriptures or not. The Scriptures 
do not make Truth; they are the statements of those who 
have found the Truth and who want to tell about it for the 
edification of others. We had as well claim that the history 
of Columbus’ discovery of America includes the creation of 
America as to claim that Truth and the Scriptures are one. 

"Knowing of whom thou hast learned them." Jesus 
said the Holy Spirit, the Comforter, should come and lead 
into all Truth. This is the "One" referred to by Paul in 
II Timothy 3 and 4. The Scriptures as we have them today 
were not in existence; much of the New Testament had not 
been written. The Revised Version says: "Every Scrip- 
ture inspired of God is also profitable for teaching, for re- 
proof, for correction, for instruction, which is righteousness.” 
This is very different from the statement in the Old Version 
that all Scripture is inspired. ‘Given by inspiration of God" 
is literally ''"God-breathed." If God ever breathed into the 
mind of man, is he not now breathing? We open ourselves 
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and words. If our minds are filled with the idea that in- 
spiration ceased with Moses, or Jesus, or Paul, or some 
modern high priestess or priest, then we plug up the stream 
of God-thought flowing to us, and no revelation comes di- 
rect. What we get is second-hand—we measure it by the 
authority which we have set up as the final Word of God 
to man. 

Jesus Christ is the standard. It is his "appearing," 


the setting up of his "kingdom," the judging of "the quick . 


and the dead,” that tries the mettle of the man. When the 
Perfect Man begins to assert himself-in us there is an “‘ap- 
pearing” of a higher standard of right and wrong. Our 
thoughts are brought to judgment. The thoughts of life, 
the "quick," and the thoughts of the "dead," are tried by 
the Truth, and those only let into the kingdom of God 
within us which chord with Principle. The "word" of this 
Truth must be declared constantly "in season and out of 
season." Those who grow lax in this respect find themselves 
falling back into mortal thought and material ways. 

The firm state of faith in the invisible powers, which 
we build up by our oft repeated meditations and statements 
of Truth, stands us in good hand when our minds come to 
that place where our "'ears itch” for new teachings—a fuller 
explanation of the mysteries of the doctrine. Such a time 
always comes to those who are passing through the regener- 
ation. If one is well grounded in Principle, and has the 
substance invisible well established in consciousness, there is 
but little danger of "turning aside into fables." The con- 
sciousness of Truth having done its work in the mind 
thoroughly, and fulfilled the law of body regeneration, gives 
assurance of a lifting up of the whole man—"'I am ready 
to be offered, the time of my departure is at hand." 

The "crown of righteousness" is the fulfilling of the 
Divine Law and the resurrection of the body. This is ful- 
filled literally in those who "fight the good fight," the over- 
coming of error with Truth. This does not mean the death 
of the body and a great resurrection day away off in the 
future, but, as clearly taught by Paul, a new state of mind 
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every time we overcome some mortal error, and a clearer 

realization in body of the omnipresent Substance. “I die 

daily." ‘This morta] must put on the immortal." The 

Spirit that quickened Jesus shall quicken your mortal bodies.

It is man's nature to have dominion, to create, to domi- 
nate, but in the exercise of this innate power he should re- 
member to make the most advantageous adjustment with his 
environment. : 

Man can so dominate the functions of his body that 
they will do that which is opposed to the law of their being. 
This is noticably true of the stomach—it can be made to 
digest food that is detrimental to the whole system. Sailors 
shipwrecked in Behring Sea found the natives make a regular 
diet of decayed fish. They were a sorry lot, as the result of 
such food, but it seemed good to them. It is said that in 
certain parts of England chickens are not considered prime 
. until the flesh is so rotten that it can be pulled off the bones 
with the hands. In America men and women train their 
stomach to digest the most noxious messes under the delusion 
that it is food. 

But how about the stumbling block? Who is "thy 
brother," for whom Christ died? Is he not the body-man, 
the brother of the soul, whom Christ comes to save, to lift 
up? If in your ignorance you put a stumbling block in his 
way you are destroying him. Byron said, "The eating of 
meat makes me ferocious." Experiments with dogs prove 
that a vegetable diet makes them docile and kind, while a 
flesh diet causes them to be ferocious. Edmund Keene, the 
eminent English actor said, “When I am to take the part of 
a lover I eat lamb, when a tyrant I eat pork, and when a 
villian I eat beef.” 

If both men and animals are singularly affected by cer- 
tain kinds of diet does it not point to a law running through 
nature, and should we not take the hint and observe this law? 

“The kingdom of God is not eating and drinking, but 
righteousness and peace and joy in the Holy Ghost." Fol- 
lowing after the things that make for peace and edification 
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of another brings us naturally to that state where we will 
not eat flesh, nor drink wine, nor do anything whereby our 
brother stumbleth.

Most people receive with a grain of salt the Scripture 
quoted, ""It is more blessed to give than to receive.” They 
think it part of the "stock in trade" of the minister's appeal 
for the Foreign Missionary Society, or for money to clear 
up the church debt. 

But if the pleasure of receiving and giving could be 
compared for a lifetime it would undoubtedly be found that 
the joy would be on the giving side by a very large per cent. 
Then to get the most pleasure out of life one should practice 
giving. Few people give systematically—they give when 
they are asked, and often an undercurrent of regret goes 
with the gift; they are not cheerful givers. 

To give with an ungracious feeling is detrimental to 
both the giver and receiver. No one likes to receive from 
those who regret their gifts, and the one who gives in that 
spirit thwarts the law that would increase his gift if it carried 
the cheerful thought with it. | 

Men sometimes give with the object of getting back 
in another way more than their gift, but this does not apply 
to religious donations. When one gives to the cause of 
Christ he expects no financial return. But here there is 
often missing of the mark. Religious giving is the most 
profitable of all giving if one knows the law, which is bless- 
ing. If you bless what you give it is increased in your 
thought atmosphere and your words create for it a multiply- 
ing energy that goes on developing after it kind, until the 
original impetus is exhausted. : 

But if one first gives himself to the Lord, there will be 
no cessation of the original impetus in righteous giving, be- 
cause it is Spirit. When one gives in the abounding faith of 
God's abundance, a certain spiritual and financial prosperity 
sets in and the whole man receives the increase. It has 


been observed that when a church organization gets the 
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enthusiasm of giving for religious purposes that more pros- 
perity comes to the individual members. 

“Abundance” and ‘“‘riches,’’ are good words to get 
into the mind if you want prosperity. If you keep your 
mind charged with words of this character you will never 
lack and your gifts will carry increase wherever they go. 

But there first must be a willing mind. What God 
beholds is the mind and if that is right the whole man and 
all his acts are right. The gift is acceptable "according to 
that a man hath." The acceptability of all our offerings 
depends not on the amount given but the proportion which 
it bears to our means. The widow's mite was a very great 
gift because it was her all. If a millionaire should give one 
hundred thousand dollars to a good cause it would be 
heralded as a princely donation, but in fact it is no more 
worthy of commendation than the gift of one hundred dollars 
by the man whose whole possessions is a thousand. The 
proportion is the same and in the spint of things the man 
who gives his love with his gift gives far more than the one 
who gives cold dollars. 

Be sure and put the good feeling into your gift. Ev- 
erything that you send forth with this soul-substance as its 
animating principle always comes back multiplied. Keep 
the grudging feeling out of your gifts because it will also 
come back to you. “As a man soweth so shall he also 
reap." This applies to everything we do, because we put 
into every act the seed thought that brings a crop after its 
own character. 


"I will lift up mine eyes unto the hills from whence 
cometh my help." We live too much on the lowlands of 
our natures. If we linger upon the hills of elevated thought 
and dwell among the summits of spiritual aspiration, our 
lungs will become accustomed to their rare and pure atmos- 
phere. We delve in the glens and caves, and then wonder 
that life is so cloudy and our horizon so narrow.—Henry |

zy RIMARILY, all the energy in the universe 
is thought. We look out upon the realm 
of things and at first sight are inclined to 
believe that the. world of effect is the reality 
of living. But with the second sight, which 
is the development of understanding, we 
perceive that we are living in a world of 
vital thought-forms, everything in the manifest world being 
charged with the idea that created it, and bringing into the 
world of effect a greater or lesser degree of harmony. 

No one desires to manifest inharmony of body and 
affairs, and no one need continue in this unhappy state if 
he will earnestly and patiently gave his attention to the cul- 
tivating of those thoughts that produce good results. Man 
is not the creature of circumstances, but the creator of 
circumstances. To become convinced that "thoughts are 
things,” and that the undesirable "things" in our living are 
‘the effect of undesirable thinking, acts as an incentive in the 
elimination of false thoughts.

The command, “‘Be ye fruit- 
ful and multiply and replenish the earth," was given by God 
to his Man-Idea. It follows that as man re-establishes him- 
self in the spiritual consciousness, he will come again to the 
giving of all his forces to the bringing forth of God's ideal 
universe, the kingdom of heaven. 

Jesus definitely located the kingdom of heaven as 
within man. In the parable of the sower (the one of the 
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mustard seed and the leaven), Jesus likened the kingdom of 
heaven to a growing, expanding process, having as its be- 
ginning a germ containing all possibilities, yet needing the 
fitting soil in order to unfold and develop. The soil is the 
mind of man, and the germ is the Christ center in man, about 
which all his ideas must revolve before he can come into the 
consciousness of the harmony of the kingdom. 

If the conditions under which you live, as pertaining to 
your environment, your bodily affairs, your family, your 
business, are not all that you desire, begin a self-examination 
` of your thought-world and ascertain just what the character 
of your thinking is. In this examination you will find the 
key to the whole situation, for a thought is the most potently 
charged working principle of the universe. | Every thought is 
a seed and brings forth after its kind. "Do men gather 
grapes of thorns, or figs of thistles? ‘ A good tree cannot 
bring forth evil fruit, neither can a corrupt tree bring forth 
good fruit." By the fruit of your thoughts, you may know 
the condition of your mental soil. 

The power of choice has been vested in man from his 
creation. Man has exercised this power in many external 
ways, and is now discerning that it is to the cause side— 
the mental side—that his attention must be directed, if he 
is to transform his topsy-turvy world into one of peace and 
righteousness. Every man is a miniature world, but until 
he has redeemed his own universe—soul and body—he is 
not ready to conquer other worlds, His chief concern is his 
own salvation. The substance of our thinking, as we are . 
working out our own salvation permeates into the race con- 
sciousness, uplifting and redeeming it. But the place of 
power is at the center of our own being, and through this 
Christ-center all our thoughts must pass to be charged with 
the substance of Spirit. We cannot change the without 
except by changing the thoughts within. What is manifest 
in our world (body and affairs) today is the effect of pre- 
vious thinking. In the stillness of our souls thoughts are 
growing whether we be conscious of it or not, but to become 
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thoroughly aware of this growth, and control it, is the object 
of thought spintualization. 

When you make up your mind to build a new house, 
what is the first factor that enters in? Do you not fa- 
miliarize yourself with the plans, that is, get a vision of the 
Ideal House to be built, then give your attention to the 
selection of the material to be used in its construction? You 
may live in the old house while the new one is being built, 
but the substance of your thoughts is centered in the new 
structure. [n the same manner we begin the adjustment of 
our mental home. First comes the delightful realization 
that we are builders, that we are naturally endowed with 
creative powers; that the thought and word are the imple- 
ments with which we carve and construct. Imbued with the 
desire for a fuller understanding of this wonderful energy of 
Mind, we begin to speak the Word that represents the de- 
sires of the heart. Speaking the Word is really a positive 
declaration of Truth made silently or audibly. To be ef- 
fective the Word must be charged with the substance of 
one’s faith in it to bring about the desired results. The door 
of the mind must be closed to all thoughts of doubt, for the 
Word must be held firmly and expectantly in mind that the 
proper connection with the quickening Spirit be made. 

To bring forth eternally is to live in ideas, to reduce 
everything in the external world to that common denomi- 
nator. No matter how commonplace the work to be per- 
formed may be, somewhere in it is the germinal idea about 
which the thoughts pertaining to that particular phase of 
expression revolve. If you are a seamstress or a designer 
you will unearth the ideas which make for the success of 
your work. The idea of perfection, the goal of all expres- 
sion, will be your keynote, then order, deftness and har- 
mony. Of what are you thinking as you sew and create? 
The show next week, the Sunday dinner, the cares of the 
world in various forms? Success in any line requires con- 
centrated attention to the thing at hand. Understanding the 
power of the thought to create, the seamstress or designer, 
with every stroke of the needle or pencil, would be quietly 
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affrming: "'I do everything in perfect order. I am neat in 
expression. All my work is harmonious and I love to ex- 
press iL" The finished product is as perfect as the idea it 
represents. If you think of any work to be accomplished, 
meditate upon the ideas involved and think from your own 
organic center. Much of the depletion of body and waste 
of energy comes from thinking outside of the body, so to - 
speak, allowing the mind to ramble in ideas, hither and 
thither, having no fixed purpose in thinking. This is the 
“wanderlust” we have to offset, and which builds up 
thought-forms about us that we do not desire. When the 
mind is filled with the true ideas in connection with any 
phase of expression, the mental and the external process 
move simultaneously to the goal of perfection. 

With every declaration of Truth there must be a cor- 
responding action in the outer. I cannot affirm that I am 
filled with joy and go about with a sorrowful countenance. 
I cannot declare that I am filled with the wisdom of Divine 
Mind, and then shrink at the opportunity to express wisdom. . 
Having placed myself at-one with any of the qualities of 
Being, I must act the part. If we are doubtful or waver- 
ing, the Law cannot be fulfilled in us, for our wavering state 
of mind makes void the word of God. “Except your night- 
eousness shall exceed the righteousness of the scribes and 
Pharisees, ye shall in no wise enter into the kingdom of 
heaven." The scribes and Pharisees were bound by tra- 
ditional thinking and custom. 

As we continue in the spiritualization of our thoughts, 
we may find many scribes and Pharisees encamped in our 
grounds—thoughts that have held us in bondage for many 
ages. Chief among these adversaries of Christ, are the fixed 
ideas pertaining to the body. Man has so long believed 
himself to be the offspring of flesh, his body to be material, 
subject to decay and senility, that he finds it necessary to 
enter with great earnestness into the realization of the more 
abundant life promised by Jesus Christ. He finds that when 
he uses all the substance of his thoughts in establishing the 


constructive idea in any expression, he is in reality eliminat- 
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ing from consciousness the destructive idea, and offsetting 
the man-made limitations of age, decay and death. 

The surprising thing is that man continued to believe 
and teach the dissolution of the body as God's will, and 
death the open door to heaven, for centuries after the advent 
of Jesus, who took on the likeness of flesh and proved step 
by step the supremacy of Spirit over mortal limitations. He 
chose to go through the change called death, by way of the 
grave, and came triumphantly out of the Valley of the 
Shadow clothed in a body, proving once for all the uni- 
fication of the spirit, soul and body of man in an eternal, 
indestructible, indissoluble Life principle, and the falsity of 
all limited ideas pertaining to the body consciousness. 

People look forward to dwelling forever in a glonfied 
body after death, overlooking the declaration that death is 
the last enemy to be overcome. There will be no glonfied 
body after death except through glonfied and exalted 
thought, and death takes place momently as we uplift and 
redeem our minds. Paul said, "I die daily in the Lord,” 
and glimpsed the true. process of putting on immortality 
through living. Before the realization of Truth that man 
is spiritual, that his Parent is God, and that his inheritance 
is wholeness (holiness), goodness and perfection, all beliefs 
in the reality of flesh and its laws are forever dissolved. Ig- 
norance, sin, weakness and: disease have no power to per- 
petuate themselves in man’s consciousness when man ceases 
to believe in them as realities. 

Only through identifying the self with spiritual ideas 
will man uncover and bring forth the Divine Body. This 
perfect body expression is the fulfillment of spiritual think- 
ing, and the goal to be attained by every overcomer. Man 
is not alone in this attainment. He has always the assur- 
ance of his own indwelling Christ that he is superior to 
every limitation, and the example of Jesus who went before 
to blaze the way. Ged’s stamp of perfection written in 
man’s heart must find expression, and will come into visibil- 
ity when man stills his tumultous household of thoughts, and 
lets the Mind of Christ have its way in him. The good, the 
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true, the real, the desirable and eternal energies of Mind will 
then be poured into his consciousness, and find a correspond- 
ing expression in his body in health, peace and harmony. 
All the cells, tissues and fluids of the body are subject to the 
thoughts of the mind.

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THE PUBLIC SPEAKING CLASS 


{Eprror’s Note—Students at the Unity Center have the benefit 
of a Public Speaking Clase, in which they are drilled in making short 
addresses on the platform in the Lecture Hall. This class meets once 
a week and is under the direction of Mr. Lowell Fillmore. The sub- 
jects treated cover the whole Science of Mind and are often interesting 
and instructive to the public. The following addresses were among 
those made at a recent meeting.] 


AN EXPLANATION OF GOD AS THE ONE MIND

Nothing just happens, there is a certain cause for every 
effect; in other words, every incident, object and effect 
comes about as the result of some phase of the Divine Law 
being set into operation. These results or effects are called 
by the world in general, good or evil, which is simply an- 
other way of saying the Law has been used with or without 
intelligence. This brings us to the conclusion that there 
must be a guiding intelligence in the universe, which is 
manifest as wisdom. 

As Truth students we have a habit of speaking of our 
conscious, subconscious and superconscious minds and the 
Universal Mind, as though we really had three minds, and 
there was a greater mind outside of us. Truth students all 
over the world, and some of the more advanced material 
scientists have found that there is but one Spirit Substance in 
the Universe, out of which all that exists is formed. We 
realize that this Spirit Substance is the Primal Cause of all 
things. 

That there is a quality of knowing or intelligence in 
the world we all admit. Then, since all of the visible world 
is this Primal Cause, Divine Substance or God made mani- 
fest, Intelligence must be a quality of God. We call this 
Divine Mind.

The wise do not 
talk about things they do not wish manifested in their en- 
vironment; they understand the real nature of God and their 
real nature as offspring of God; and knowing that God is 
wholeness and perfection, they know that their birthright is 
wholeness and perfection. 

A little child of a friend of mine made a very un- 
usual statement one day, and his mother said, ‘“Bobbie, how 
do you know that?” Bobbie said: “I know with my 
know.” So when we come into this understanding of our 
real self we know with our Know that health is our birth- . 
right. 

We hear much about the “ills that flesh is heir to.” 
These ills are the result of wrong ideas and wrong acts. 
They are fixed in consciousness by being seen as real.

A friend of mine grew up with the idea that she must 
become deaf because nearly all of her family so manifested. 
At the appointed time, according to the race belief in that 
family, she began to manifest the usual symptoms.

He said, "Well, let's try this ourselves first.” He examined 
her ears and said they were perfectly clear.

but a few weeks treatment would cure it. The patient had 
unbounded faith in the physician, and after taking some 
little sugar powders for about two weeks, all inharmony 
disappeared and she has escaped the family deafness.

He said that the 
young lady did not need to go the way of the family; that 
people did not inherit disease; they only inherited tendency 
to disease.

Some say they do not believe this as a fact; well, may- 
be it is not, but it represents a truth. Historical facts mean 
very little to us as individuals; it is the lesson we learn from 
them, and the way we apply it that counts. 

The truth of this lesson is that the real source of sup- 
ply was not the two fishes and the five loaves; it was Spirit- 
Substance—the great sea of Substance in which we have 
our being, like fishes in the water. 

There is an old fable that one day the fishes in the 
sea heard about the sea; their curiosity was aroused and they 
wanted to see the sea; they did not know what or where it 
was. That is the way with most of us; we live in this great 
sea of Substance, and are not conscious of it-—until one like 
Jesus comes to teach and show us. 

Most of the so-called miracles of Jesus were per- 
formed on the seashore. The sea represents Universal 
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Mind; inexhaustible resource—spiritual Substance, out of 
which all things are made. To us Jesus represents the / 
Am. He was always in touch with this sea, and he under- 
stood the law that it must have inflow and outflow. It flows 
into our consciousness and is given form according to our 
faith. 

_“*Things which are seen were not made of things which 
do appear." They are made of invisible thought-substance 
which the mind lays hold of. Jesus, through his faith in the 
Father, through his knowledge of the Law, through the 
power of the Word, and through praise and thanksgiving, 
laid hold of this Spirit Substance and created what he 
wanted. He entered into the consciousness of this thought- 
substance, and out of it multiplied the loaves and fishes. 

Somewhere in the Bible is Jesus’ statement that he 
did what he saw the Father do. He had compassion on 
the hungry multitude; he saw the Father feeding them, and 
he did what he saw the Father do. Through conscious 
unity with the Father-Mind he overcame the slow process 
of nature, and God gave the increase quickly.

crime to call anything his own. From him there radiated a 
rare magnetic charm, for he was one with Divine Love. He 
never made a display of these powers for show, but in order 
to teach a pupil, gave an exhibition of making lead, and 
of growing a mango tree in bloom and fruit, in a pot of 
earth and from seed procured by the pupil.

SOME OF THE FUNCTIONS OF THE ORGANISM 
CONTROLLED BY THE SUBCONSCIOUS MIND

The study of the formative and controlling power of 
thought is a most vital, important and wonderful one. It 
is very necessary that every individual should have a thor- 
ough knowledge of it. We have leamed from this study 
that all the organs and members of the body (which seems 
material) are formed and built by thought. Therefore in 
understanding we can say with the Psalmist, "I will praise 
thee; for I am fearfully and wonderfully made: marvelous 
are thy works; and that my soul knoweth right well. My 
substance was not hid from thee, when I was made in secret, 
and curious wrought in the lowest parts of the earth. 
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Thine eyes did see my substance, yet being unperfect; and 
in thy book all my members were written, which in continu- 
ance were fashioned, when as yet there was none of them. 
How precious are thy thoughts unto me, O God! how great 
is the sum of them." 

The Ideas of God are very precious unto us when we 
come to comprehend the truth that we are those ideas and 
are co-workers with him in the great work of expressing and 
bringing forth into manifestation. We can speak the Word, 
without which nothing ever was or can be made, and it will 
go out into the Universal Omnipresent Substance and Life, 
and there begin at once to act and take form. According 
to the understanding and use of the Divine Principles of 
Being in thought which we project will be the degree ot. 
symmetry, perfection and durability manifested in the struc- 
ture made visible. 

Not only are these wonderful organisms of ours made 
through thought, but they are controlled by thought as well 
—some by our conscious thought, some by the subconscious. 
We go about our daily duties, our tongues, ears, eyes, hands 
and feet, to a certain extent at least, doing our bidding, 
taking notice and moving as impelled by our conscious di- 
rection. When we go through the same activities day after 
day however, much of our conscious thought becomes auto- 
matic and sinks down into the subconscious, and we find 
ourselves doing a great deal of our outer work through 
habit, with very little if any conscious thinking. This was 
brought particularly to my notice through a little incident 
that took place a few weeks ago. I started from home to 
go to town and became deep in meditation, not consciously 
realizmg where I was going, when all at once I came to 
myself to find that I was just about in front of the Unity 
Building here, where I had been in the habit of coming al- 
most daily for several years. I had not intended coming this 
way at all. It was simply what might be called "force of 
habit," the subconscious doing the directing. 

But while the outer members of our bodies are con- 
trolled more by the conscious mind, the inner organs, such 
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as are used in circulation, respiration, digestion and assimi- 
lation of food, are not controlled so readily by our conscious 
thought, but act from habit or from the impelling forces of 
the subconscious. We breathe constantly and our hearts 
keep pumping away, sending the blood out through the 
arteries and smaller blood vessels to every part of the body, 
with the necessary elements to build up the organism, and 
gathering the waste or impurities, carry them back through 
the veins to the heart, where they are sent to the lungs to be 
thrown off through the exhalation of the air we have just 
breathed in. And so with our food; all the conscious con- 
trol we seem to have over it is in taking it into our mouths, 
masticating and swallowing it. The work of digesting it 
and incorporating it into the system goes on without any 
further attention on our part. 

It does seem to me that the intelligence of the different 
organs of the body I have just mentioned, and the impelling 
forces so actively expressed by them, must have come direct 
from the superconscious—the ideas back of them, and was 
projected into them through the thought that formed them in 
the beginning, for before we consciously knew anything 
about them, they did their work faithfully. We have 
proved however that they are helped or hindered, and their 
functioning can be stopped entirely, or brought to a higher 
plane of action and be made enduring, according to our 
thoughts. If we believe in and express ideas of weakness 
and disease in regard to any of these organs they soon begin 
to manifest the imperfections we have instilled into them 
through our error thinking. If we, on the other hand, know 
every part of our organism to be strong and whole and spir- 
itual, those thoughts become subconscious and express them- 
selves in the perfect working of the various functions. 

Since so many wrong beliefs concerning the human 
body and its "machinery" have been stored in the subcon- 
scious mind of each of us, through the race thought and 
ignorant and unwise teaching, it is very necessary that we 
change our thinking and talking, thus enabling the Truth 
to be established in the subconscious that it may cause per- 
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fect work to be done in the organism. In the process of 
doing this we find that we gain more and more the power 
to consciously control the vital functions. But this will be 
fully explained in another lesson by another student, so I 
must not trespass, but in conclusion will say again that 
some of the different functions of the body ordinarily con- 
trolled by the subconscious mind are breathing, the circu- 
lation of the blood in its work of cleansing and renewing the 
tissues of the body, the digestion of the food we eat and its 
incorporation into the system, and all these functions are 
outer symbols or manifestations of the real spiritual trans- 
mutation work which is going on continually in every true 
overcomer. 


WHAT IS THE RESURRECTION?

This subject is so deep and broad that it could not 
possibly be covered in the limited time of three minutes, 
however, we can touch upon a few definite points. 

Resurrection means to restore; to bring to life and 
light. The goal of man is resurrection, raising the whole 
man, spirit, soul and body, up into the Christ Conscious- 
ness of righteousness and life. 

This Resurrection begins in the mind of man. His 
consciousness is quickened by the Spint of Truth within and 
he receives the new life through Christ.

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Christ Jesus. Thus man is born again; born of the Spirit 
into the consciousness of the Water of Life, as demonstrated 
by Jesus. 

The complete resurrection of Spirit, soul and body 
is brought about. step by step, through daily meditating 
and unifying ourselves with the Christ Life and endeavoring 
to live in the Christ Consciousness. 

This Resurrection is not to be put off until some future 
time, nor is it to be looked forward to as something to take 
place after death. Now is the accepted time. Now is the 
day of salvation. In Romans 12:1 we are told to "present 
our bodies a living sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto God 
which is our reasonable service."

WHAT IS THE ONLY WAY TO LIFE ETERNAL? 


The manifestation of Eternal Life is based upon an 
understanding of the Divine Law of Life and its relation 
to the individual consciousness. 

To come into conscious realization, conscious oneness 
with Life Eternal, man must know that Life is Omnipres- 
ent, always with him, and that Life eternally manifests as 
Principle. 

There is never a beginning nor ending to life. Life is 
unchangeable, enduring, ever-abiding. It is man’s chang- 
able thoughts about life that changes his consciousness of it. 
If we want to manifest more abundant life we must awaken 
our inactive states of consciousness and keep the mind filled

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WHAT IS THE CONSCIOUS MIND? WHAT OTHER 
NAME IS SOMETIMES GIVEN?

The conscious mind knows itself as a thinking, living 
being, and when it looks to the outer it gathers its knowledge 
from the senses and judges according to the appearances. 
Then sin and sickness are manifested in the body. The con- 
scious mind should get its ideas from the superconscious or 
Christ Mind, and give them to the subconscious mind to be 
worked out in the body, bringing into manifestation the per- 
fect idea of God. 

When man was created the Lord breathed into his 
nostrils the breath of life and man became a living soul; 
that is, he became a conscious soul or mind functioning in 
the body—the garden of Eden. He became alive to the 
spiritual powers, and ideas created. 

The fowls of the air and the beasts of the field are 
ideas formed in the superconscious mind. The Lord 
brought them to man’s consciousness, and when man called 
them out and named them, he gave them to the subconscious 
mind fo be worked out in the body. As man needed a help- 
meet, a unifying thought that was to help him meet and 
unify these ideas, the Lord caused a deep sleep or silence to 
fall upon man, and he took out one of his ribs, a thought 
that arises at the heart or love center, and formed woman, 
representing love or intuition. The Lord brought her unto 
him, and woman (love) and man (wisdom) were united, 
and became as one flesh. Man was then harmonized with 
his within and manifested the perfection of God. 

[n the next chapter we find the true process of mental 
action reversed and woman or love became a channel, 
uniting man with the outer; judgment and understanding be- 
came confused, and inharmony was brought forth in the 
body. The conscious mind in its inharmony became the 
objective or carnal mind, the mind of the senses. 

We can briefly trace history for a little way and show 
how the separation came about. Abram represents con-

sciousness of God; his brother, a thought once removed from 
him—Nahor, zeal; and Nahor’s son, Lot, personality. 
The Lord led Abram into the land of success which is in 
spiritual brotherhood, and Lot went out into the outer con- 
sciousness—into Sodom and Gomorrah. The Lord warned 
him of its destruction and he left with his family. Lot's 
wife looked back and was turned into a pillar of salt, or a 
crystallized thought of personal love, and Lot with his 
daughters fled and hid in a cave in the outer consciousness, 
and here he had a son called Moab, which is carnal mind. 

Man's objective or carnal mind has become so filled 
with error thoughts that it is like a factory throbbing with 
the noise of machinery. The smoke and noise of the outer 
dims the eye and deadens the ear until man walks into the 
machinery of crystallized thought of his own making, and 
his body. becomes torn and mangled and his mind cast into 
outer darkness. 

However, Jesus has in his life taught man how he 
could meet and overcome the carnal mind. He was led 
into the wilderness to examine himself and pray; and the 
tempter came to him and said that if man was the Son of 
God he could turn stones—manifest substance—into food 
for the soul; that he could go up into the pinnacle of the 
temple—-spiritual consciousness—and cast himself down into 
the earth conditions and not lose his identity; and that he 
could gain worldly fame and material wealth by using his 
spiritual powers in the without. This shows that carnal 
mind believes in materiality, and knowledge of good and 
evil, and in worldly fame. 

Jesus teaches that the Son of God cannot be tempted, 
for there is only one substance—Spiritual Substance; there 
is only one power—Omnipotent Good; and there is only 
one mind—the Christ Mind, and that Mind is ever ready to 
show man his real Self and to lead him into the realization 
of his true birthright. He must go within, close his eyes 
and ears to the outer and listen to the “‘still, small voice" of 
Truth. He must be united with love of intuition through 
which all Truth is revealed. 
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Personal love, which has become crystallized, must be 
dissolved through the Spirit of Truth. This means suffer- 
ing and anguish in the body. However, man sees truth, | 

purity and hope of glory, and again man is unified with his 
real Self. Man then looks to God, or the superconscious 
mind, as the source of all life, and Divine Order is restored 
in the conscious and subconscious mind. He has become 
one with the Father and heir to the riches of the All-Know- 
ing Mind. 


THE TREE OF LIFE 
F. RicHARD LyNcH 

Under the figure of the Garden of Eden we have an 
allegory which is rich with an esoteric teaching regarding 
the inner life of man. In it we find many valuable lessons 
that have practical application to our ordinary daily living, 
and yet throughout the whole of this continued metaphor 
there is deep spiritual instruction, the teaching of which lies 
at the base of all morality and all religion. 

Students of metaphysics, particularly those who are 
applying the principles of the science of being, realize that 
if we are to derive any essential benefit from such allegories 
as the one we are now contemplating, it will be necessary 
for us to interpret them in a light other than that which they 
are generally viewed—historically. They reason that we 
must look back of the mere letter which killeth and into 
the Spirit which maketh alive, for the outward letter alone 
is often the cause of our losing sight of the spintual truth - 
which it conceals. Thus, in keeping with this idea, they 
teach that biblical names of persons and places, the history 
of events, also parables and allegories, are representative of 
the various steps which the individual soul takes in its un- 
foldment of the Adam state (matenal) to the Christ con- 
sciousness (spiritual). These ideas are surely in harmony 
with the teachings of the Master, who knew and taught that 
spiritual things must be spiritually discerned, and that read- 
ing the words of the Bible was not sufficient as a guide to 
the Spirit of Truth. 
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It is scarcely necessary to say that I shall not interpret 
the Tree of Life to mean a literal tree, for you realize that 
we are to discover something of the esoteric meaning of this 
symbology. You who receive this message have reached a 
place in your development where you are no longer children 
in mind or babes in understanding, so I shall speak freely 
of the lessons hidden in this mysterious figure of the tree. 
Before I explain the symbology of the allegory, I should 
like to give you the text, which are several short verses taken 
from our Scriptures where reference is made to our subject. 
Those italicized words that follow have peculiar significance 
in the metaphysical interpretation. 

Genesis 2:8, 9—"And the Lord God planted a 
garden eastward in Eden; and there he put the man whom 
he had formed. And out of the ground made the Lord God 
to grow every tree that is pleasant to the sight, and good for 
food; the tree of life also in the midst of the garden and the 
tree of knowledge of good and evil." 

Genesis 3:22 (after the fall of man) —"And the 
Lord God said, Behold the man is become as one of us, to 
know good and evil, and now lest he put forth his hand, and 
take also of the tree of life, and eat, and live forever.” 

Revelation 2:7—"'He that hath an ear, let him hear 
what the Spirit saith unto the churches. To him that over- 
cometh will I give to eat of the tree of life, which is in the 
midst of the paradise of God." | 

Let us first consider the garden which the Lord God 
(Spiritual man) planted. From what we read in II Cor- 
inthians 6:16, "I dwell in them and walk in them," and 
many other like passages, we fully believe that the garden 
in which God now walks is the human body. But we also 
believe that this is spoken of only those who cleanse them- 
selves from all defilement of the flesh. The body to be the 
sanctuary of the living God, must be purified and regener- 
ated. We see evidence on every hand that those who sin 
against the body are deprived of it in disease and death. 
The immortality of the body is gained by regeneration, 
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through the conservation and transmutation of all of the 
elements of being. 

In the garden of the body there are two trees growing, 
one the tree of knowledge of good and evil, and the other 
the tree of life. The first is a symbol of reproduction by 
carnal generation and its fruit is death to the body, “In the 
day that thou eatest thereof, thou shalt surely die." The 
second, a symbol of immortality by regeneration, and the 
fruit of this tree is life. The tree of knowledge is repre- 
sented by the nervous system of the human body through 
which the vital fluids descend; and the tree of life, by means 
of which the river of life ascends, is represented by the 
lymphatic system. The latter, we read, grows in the midst 
of the garden—in the midst of the body. 

Whth fidelity to our subject, we shall think, not so 
much of the tree of knowledge of good and evil, but of the 
tree of life. The hidden truths underlying this portion of the 
biblical narrative are of the utmost value to those who de- 
sire to know more of the process of regeneration; that process 
the Master referred to when speaking of the way man must 
be reborn. If we know well what is meant in these words, 
“And now lest he put forth his hand, and take also of the 
tree of life, and eat, and live forever," we shall understand 
the process of regeneration. | 

Authorities on anatomy and physiology tell us that 
branches of the lymphatic system penetrate every part of 
the human structure. Starting at the life center, its count- 
less tubes, similar to arteries, carry life-giving substance to 
the entire physical organism. [t sends its branches with 
nourishment and vital force to every brain cell in the human 
body. It is the lymphatic system that carnes the "pure 
river of the waters of life," that fountain of immortal sub- 
stance which first vitalizes the physical, producing perfect 
health to the body, and then develops the mind, causing it 
to be quickened mentally, and finally brings man into a full 
consciousness of his spiritual nature. 

Without further delving into this subject, let us stop 


and ask ourselves just what use we are to make of the 
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precious life-fluid which we possess. It is within our power 
to use it, through conservation and transmutation, to nourish 
and rebuild the mind and body, or lose it through waste 
and dissipation—to eat of the tree of knowledge and par- 
take of its fruits is to indulge in the lusts of the flesh, which 
causes disease and death. The right use of the water of 
life, or the elixir of life, restores vitality to the whole man— 
physically, mentally and spiritually, and leads to life ever- 
lasting. i 

In our second reference, we are told to take hold of 
the tree of life and eat of it. This operation is part of the 
regenerative process. Taking hold and eating of the tree 
of life, is really the appropriating of the vital forces for re- 
building and prolonging life in the body. No longer must 
we overlook the fact that the river of living water within us 
must change its course and flow upward instead of outward 
into sex activity. It is necessary for us to take hold with 
the mind and will to direct the life and substance of our 
being that we may demonstrate the more abundant life. 

When we have eaten of the Tree of Life we have re- 
gained entrance into Paradise. We will then enjoy perfect 
health in an immortal body. But what have we done to 
bring about this wonderful transformation, for there is no 
more disease, weakness, poverty or death in our world? 
We have only to think of the promise, “To him that over- 
cometh will I give to eat of the tree of life.” We have 
overcome and mastered all the lusts that the flesh is heir to. 
We have conquered the “beasts of the field," and have 
risen above carnal intemperance. | 

How wonderful to anticipate the return to our Edenic 
garden body— Paradise! The procession of birth and 
death will have ceased. The regenerated mind and body 
will be permanent structures, full of life and power. A 
world of harmony, beauty and freedom will be realized 
for us here upon the earth.

SILENT PRAYER: The consciousness of spiritual 
mastery restores me to the dominion which was mine in the 
beginning. 

A number of young men were one day sitting round 
the fire of the waiting room of an English railroad, talking 
about total abstinence societies. Just then a policeman 
came in with a prisoner in handcuffs. He listened to the 
young men’s conversation, but did not give any opinion. 
There was also in the room a minister who, hearing what the 
young men were saying, stepped up to the policeman and 
said, ‘Pray, sir, what have you to say about temperance?” 
"Well," replied the policeman, "all I have to say is that I 
never took a teetotaler to York Castle Prison in my life, nor 
to Wakefield House of Correction, either.” 

Every officer in the world could doubtless testify like- 
wise, yet saloons are licensed nearly everywhere, every day. 
Why is it that men are making so easy of cultivation the 
tendency to indulge in intoxicants, and opening doors in the 
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most public places where men, women and even children can 
get the poison that brings upon them the woes and sorrows 
of the drunkard? Mammon can answer this question. The 
money god is in invisible attendance at every city council 
and dictates the votes. 

But the enormity of this crime is at last getting the at- 
tention of fathers and mothers. They are beginning to 
realize that a traffic that brings such dire results upon their 
children should not be tolerated and a great wave of sup- 
pression is sweeping over the land. The liquor traffic is 
doomed and with the eradication of the saloon will go one 
great avenue of sense culture and dominance. 

Alcohol stimulates the appetite and those who drink 
also eat to excess. Wine drinking and meat eating go hand 
in hand. "Be not among wine-bibbers; among riotous eaters 
of flesh." Strong drink stimulates the animal in man and 
the beast appears instead of the angel. 

But the removal of the saloon will not wholly solve the 
problem. There is a demand in man for stimulant and he 
will find it in some other material element unless he is edu- 
cated in the right way. This education begins the moment 
he is shown the dominion of the spiritual over the animal 
and the necessity of maintaining this dominion. A teacher 
once gave a lesson on the power of spiritual man to one who 
was a slave to tobacco. He afterward told how he sat 
down, smoking, in a park and laid his cigar in front of him 
and talked to it. He said, "So I am your slave? You 
cause me to be nervous and filthy; you are slowly filling my 
system with a poisonous nicotine, and you make me believe 
that you are necessary to my comfort. Have I, the Son of 
God, come to this abject servitude? No! henceforth I am 
master and I now crush you and your power out of my 
life" With this declamation he threw the cigar on the 
ground and crushed it with his heel, and he never smoked 
again, nor had any desire to smoke. 

Fear and the belief in the power of evil paralyzes the 
will, and man is weak because he does not know the omnip- 
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man is spiritual and has dominion over every emotion, func- 
tion and appetite. Let all condemnation for sin and weak- 
ness be forgiven and mentally denied by everybody inter- 
ested in the case, and a unanimous thought of the presence 
and power of Spirit affirmed. Remove by denial all fear 
of the besetting sin and all condemnation of self, sensual 
appetites and lustful passions. 

This simple and absolutely true way of handling false 
appetite has healed thousands and will reform the most 
hopeless case when faithfully applied either by the individual 
for himself, or with the help of a spintual healer.

2. And the earth was waste and void; and darkness was upon 
the face of the deep: and the Spirit of God moved upon the face 
of the waters.

4. And God saw the light, that it was good: and God divided 
the light from the darkness. .

Night. And there was evening and there was morning, one day. 

7. And God made the firmament, and divided the waters which 
were under the firmament from the waters which were above the 
firmament: and it was so. 

9. And God said, Let the waters under the heavens be gathered 
together unto one place, and let the dry land appear: and it was so. 

10. And God called the dry land Earth; and the gathering to- 
gether of the waters called he Seas: and God saw that it was good.

SILENT PRAYER: / am the light of the world. 

To understand the creation of the universe by God we 
must know somewhat of the character of God. Jesus said, 
"God is Spirit.” The works of God, he said, were done 
in him and through him. “The Father within me, he doeth 
the works." ‘That God is an intelligent force, always pres- 
ent and always active, is the virtual conclusion of all phi- 
losophers, thus corroborating the statements of Jesus. God 
is eternally in his creation, and never separate from it. 
Wherever there is evidence of creative action, there God is. 

The difference between philosophers, like Tyndall and 
Huxley, who observe the creative law and draw logical con- 
-clusions of the presence of a creator, and Jesus, who feels 
and consciously knows that Creator, is one of consciousness. 
One says, "God works in ways unknown to me," and the 
other, "The Father worketh hitherto, and I work." One is 
an onlooker and the other is a conscious co-worker—but 
they both bear testimony to the activity of an invisible power 
which is constantly doing something. The question is, How 
is this being done? 

It is important that this question be settled at the out- 
set. That the creative force is not mechanical, that is, ma- 
terial, all agree. No one ever saw God make a flower with 
his hands, as the molder of wax makes flowers; yet God is 
making flowers all the time. What moves the hands of the 
maker of wax flowers? Mind. What moves those in- 
visible hands that are constantly making all things? Mind, 
also. This is a very simple proposition, yet in its right un- 
derstanding is the key to all the mysteries of creation. 

God is Mind, and he creates through his Word, or 
thought, and this is the universal creative vehicle. It is 
plainly stated in this first chapter of Genesis, "God said." 
Jesus corroborated this creative power of the Word again 
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and again. He said that his words were so powerful that 
if we let them abide in us we might ask whatsoever we 
would and it should be done unto us. See John 15:7. 

God is a Mind Force carrying forward creation under 
mental law. That law may be known to anyone who can 
attain its mental scope. Jesus said, "Be ye perfect even as 
your Father in heaven is perfect." This means that we 
should strive for that perfection which God is. We are 
the "image and likeness” of this Great Creative Mind, and, 
being in a certain aspect of our minds just like it, we can 
through mental adjustment attain the same conscious unity 
that Jesus did. 

God creates through the action of his mind, and all 
things rest on ideas. The idea back of the flower is beauty. 
The idea back of music is harmony. The idea back of 
day is light, or a dispensation of intelligence. 

This whole chapter is a mental statement of cre- 
ative ideas involved into the universe. This is involution. 
Every mental statement is. mind involution. Evolution is 
the working out in manifestation of what mind has involved. 
Whatever mind commands to be brought forth will be car- 
ried out by and through the law of evolution inherent im 
being. This applies to the great and the small. In mind 
there is but One.

THE IMAGE AND LIKENESS OF GOD.—Gen. 1:26, 27; 
2:7-9, 15-24. 

26. And God said, Let us make man in our image, after our 
likeness: and let them have dominion over the fish of the sea, and over 
the birds of the heavens, and over the cattle, and over all the earth, 
and over every creeping thing that creepeth upon the earth. 

27. And God created man in his.own image, im the image of 
God created he him; male and female created he them. 

7. And Jehovah God formed man of the dust of the ground, and 
breathed into his nostrils the breath of life; and man became a living 
soul. 

8. And Jehovah God planted a garden eastward, in Eden; and 
there he put the man whom he had formed. 

9. And out of the ground made Jehovah God to grow every 
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tree that is pleasant to the sight, and good for food; the tree of life 
also in the midst of the garden, and the tree of the knowledge of good 
and evil. 

15. And Jehovah God took the man, and put him into the gar- 
den of Eden to dress it and to keep it.

SILENT PRAYER: God created me in his own image. 


This statement of man's creation, the “image and like- 
ness of God," has always been a puzzle to people who read 
the Scriptures literally. The apparent man is so at vari- 
ance with the description that they cannot be reconciled. 
It is said that Hugh Miller, the great geologist, went insane 
trying to make Genesis fit the facts of this planet's formation, 
as written in her many geological stratifications. Theologi- 
ans began first to admit that the Garden of Eden story was 
an allegory, and now they are including the whole of 
Genesis. 

But Genesis is more than an allegory—it is a descrip- 
tion of the real ideal creation. In planning, civil engineers 
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often use algebraic terms—X, Y, Z, representing partial 
products not yet brought actively into the plan, but carried 
along to be developed at the proper time. Involved in 
these symbols are ideas that can be brought out in their 
proper order, and become a visible part of the structure. 
So man plans in his mind that which he proposes to build. 
First the ideal, then the visible. This is the process through 
which all creation passes. God makes all things in his mind 
first, this is involution; then they are made into form and 
shape, this is evolution. 

It is a fact, then, that man, as we see him personally, 
represents the “X” in the “image and likeness” man which 
God created. God is carrying you right along in his mind 
as a perfect product of his ideal man, and you are striving 
to demonstrate your "X" —the real thing. This is why 
man has that constant idealism that keeps him moving for- 
ward to higher and higher achievements. The "image and 
likeness” is the ideal man that pours into the "mankind" a 
perpetual stream of ideas, which the personal representative 
arranges as thoughts, and forms as substance and life. 
While this evolutionary process is going on there seems to 
be two men, one ideal and spiritual and the other intel- 
lectual and material. 

An understanding of certain creative facts, and man's 
powers therein, make a directive, intelligent center in the 
mind, which harmonizes these two men. This directive 
center may be named / Am. It is something more than Z, 
as expressed from the human side alone. Yet when that I 
from the human side has made union with the "image and 
likeness” I, the true / Am, comes into action, and this is 
Christ Jesus, the Son of God, evolved and made visible in 
creation. 

God idealized two universal planes of consciousness, 
“The heaven and the earth." One is the realm of pure 
ideals, the other of thought forms. God does not create 
the visible universe directly, as a man makes cement pave- 
ment, but he creates the ideas, which are used by his intelli- 
gent "image and likeness’ to make the universe. Thus 
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God's creations are always spiritual. Man's creations are 
both material and spiritual, according to his understanding. 

It is important to know that the “heaven and earth," 
or spiritual and material planes, are states of mind primarily, 
and that we, as a race, are right in the midst of their expres- 
sion. The creative process has been going on for eons, 
and a great mass of thought and mind force has been 
evolved. Man's body is the earthly side of an inner 
"heaven," or mind realm. The I has fluctuated for ages 
between these two poles of consciousness. An incarnation 
in the body is followed by a vacation in the soul, and these 
two are gradually getting closer and closer together. When 
they are united the "new man in Christ Jesus" will step 
forth, and the weary round of incarnation and reincarnation 
cease.

created me. 


The serpent was a creation of the Lord God—the 
most "subtle beast of the field." This represents the Life 
Center, or Generative Function— (not evil when in obedi- 
ence to the Law). The “woman” is the Heart Center, or 
Love Nature. The "garden" is the earthly consciousness, 
and the "tree" is the connection between the earthly and 
the heavenly, which in the body is the nervous system. The 
“fruit” of this tree is the seminal or nerve fluid. — — 

The spinal cord is the great central tree connecting the 
life reservoir in the generative function with the brain. In 
it is the reserve supply of the whole organism, and it should 
never be drawn upon directly. Its fruit, or nerve energy, is 
set free in the glands through the avenues of the lateral nerve. 
systems. These are the “‘trees of the garden," whose fruit 
the man and the woman, or the intellect and the heart, are 
allowed to eat. But the fruit of the tree in the midst of the 
garden, the great seminal reservoir, is to remain inviolate. 

The serpent as "Satan" is sensation suggesting to the 
soul indulgence in its pleasures beyond the law fixed by the 
Creative hand. When the soul lets sensation rule, the nerve 
fluid in the central reservoir is drawn upon, the connection is 


broken between the spiritual consciousness in the top brain 
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and life force in the body, and the beasts of the field are in 
ascendency. 

The argument of sense, or "Satan," that through this 
knowledge of good and evil, man becomes as God, his eyes, 
or perceptions, are opened, is purely fallacious.- People in 
this sense delusion even claim that it is part of the creative 
law, and that through it man is attaining wisdom. The fact 
is, that it is not through it, but in spite of it, that man grows 
in understanding. 

Sense consciousness has involved both heart and intel- 
lect in a world of false relations. The separation between 
body and spiritual mind has made sad havoc in our race 
harmony. Physical generation has taken the place of soul 
generation. Instead of bringing forth children of the mind, 
we are reduced to the menial process of manufacturing phys- 
ical children—egos who have lost their bodies in previous 
earth lives, and are seeking further incarnations. 

Our bodies fall to pieces because we are generation 
after generation trying to bring forth after the wisdom of 
Satan instead of the wisdom of God. 

Jesus Christ made the unity in his body between the 
superconsciousness in the top brain and the Life Center, and 
by following his methods and identifying ourselves with his 
mental and spiritual consciousness, we may get back into 
our former spiritual estate in the Garden of Eden. “As in 
Adam all die, so in Christ all are made alive" The 
Apostle saw the law in its depths, and pointed the only way 
out. i

SILENT PRAYER: My soul and body are now lifted 
up and unified in Christ. 

The story of Cain and Abel is an allegory of the 
movement of certain departments of the soul. Cain means 
possessor. ‘This refers directly to that part of human con- 
sciousness that strives to acquire and possess. Cain was a 
tiller of the soil, which places him in the earthly domam. 
Abel means breath, which places him in the air or mental 
realm. These two are brothers, that is, closely related in 
consciousness. Abel does not represent the spiritual mind, 
but the mentality that controls the animal functions—he was 
a sheep raiser. In Hindoo metaphysics, Abel would be 
termed the Animal Soul and Cain the Physical Body. 

-Paul would call Abel the Creature and Cain the Flesh. 

Making sacrifices unto the Lord is symbolical of a 
refining process which is constantly going on m conscious- 
ness. Every thought and act of man sets free an energy 
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that gravitates to its appointed place in the various realms of 
mind and body. The Lord is the one Universal Mind 
which is the receptacle of all and receives all. If you have 
a thought of love and good will, you set free invisible emana- 
tions that are impregnated with those ideas. These ascend 
to a higher realm and form part of your spiritual soul, and 
at the same time relate you to the Lord, who is the presid- 
mg Oversoul of the race. This is the inner meaning of of- 
fering sacrifices unto the Lord. Everything in nature is 
going through this refining process, and there is a constant 
ascension of matter to mind, and mind to Spirit. We are 
taught that a period will finally come where the whole uni- 
verse will be resolved back into its original essence in God. 

The thoughts of the mind are nearer to Spirit than the 
emanations of the body, hence the offering of Abel was 
more acceptable unto the Lord than Cain's. The killing 
out by the body-selfishness all human sympathy and love, is 
the slaying of Abel by Cain. When the body demands 
possession of all the resources of mind and soul, and reduces 
existence to mere material living, it has slain Abel, and his 
blood, or life, continually cries from the earthly conscious- 
` ness unto the Lord for expression. 

When the selfishness of the body has killed out the 
finer impulses of the soul, and reduced to material existence 
all the higher aspirations, there is no longer, pleasure in 
living. Without the soul the body is a machine, with but 
- little sensation and no progress. Cain thus tills the ground, 
but it yields unto him no strength. 

The body feels its degradation, and those who get 
into this degenerate condition are usually miserable. Cain’s 
punishment is great, and he fears the vengeance of the other 
faculties condemning the body for its impotency. But the 
Lord, or Divine Law, has fixed a limit to this, and we are 
warned not to destroy the body, no matter how great its sins. 
The mark set upon Cain to keep him from being slain, is the 
consciousness of his Divine origin. No matter how deep 
in transgressions the body may be, it still bears the stamp 
of God, and should never be killed out entirely. 
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"Be still, and know that I am God."

EXTRACTS FROM LETTERS. 


Written to Students and Patients by the Society of 
Silent Unity. 


The promise is that when we delight ourselves in the 
Lord, the desires of our heart will be given us. Psalms 
37:4-5. As we leam to delight ourselves in the Lord, how- 
ever, and wait upon him, meditating much upon his Law, 
our desires often undergo a change and the things we once 
thought so necessary to our happiness, become of little mo- 
ment, because we learn to value the priceless treasures of 
Life, Love and the true spiritual beauty of holiness. As 
one becomes more God-like in character, expressing more 
and more of the love, harmony, order, life, strength and in- 
telligence of Spirit, he will become more beautiful in every 
way, for the entire organism will manifest according to 
the "thought of his heart." "As a man thinketh in his 
heart [the very depths of his subconscious] so he will 


manifest.” 
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You quote, “Is there not an appointed time to man 
upon earth," from Job 7:1, and, "If a man die shall he live 
again? All the days of my appointed time will I wait, tll 
my change comes" (Job 14:14). 

The words “appointed time" in both verses are trans- 
lated "warfare" in the American Revised Standard Edition 
of the Bible, which is a more correct rendering of the idea. 
The earth is the realm of formed ideas, and does not refer 
to a location. Man's warfare is in harmonizing the mani- 
fest world with his ideas, and even in the midst of the con- 
flict he waits, knowing that his change will come, when he 
will be living only in the realm of ideas, that is, giving his 

_ substance of thought to that realm, and will be able to cre- 
ate whatever he needs and bring into the earth. (formed 
substance) the original perfection with which all ideas were 
stamped by a perfect designing Mind. 

Man has fallen into the habit of thinkmg that the 
words death, to die, etc., mean dissolution of the body. 
Paul made it very plain that daily dying in the Lord was 
the way of salvation. This is a mental process—daily dying 
to error thoughts and building in the true, the eternal ideas 
of Being. Then the body will be changed into an incor- 
ruptible one; "in the twinkling of an eye," it will seem, 
when the change comes, but that is only because we do not 
see the different steps in the growth, but do see the culmi- 
nation. You plant a seed in the earth, and because you 
don't see it above ground, is no proof that it is inert or 
dormant—but all at once the tendrils shoot forth, and is 
ushered into the Light of a new life, the effect of days of 
activity underground. Even the seed seemed to die in order 
that it might live. This corresponds with thought processes 
in the mind of man. We are continually in the midst of 
seed-time and harvest. 

The first point concerning Life is that it is an idea in 
Divine Mind, therefore eternal and indissoluble. The mani- 
festation of an idea must be like the Mind that created it, 
therefore perfect. If you can realize that God is Life, and 
that Life is present everywhere, you can offset the idea that 
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God could ever will death. Death is a thought habit set 
up by man, and is the culmination of error thoughts in mind, 
and it is in mind that different ideas must be established in 
order to counteract this bad habit. Regeneration is in 
part a dying to error thoughts. Affirm: “I die every 
moment; I let the old go. I am rebuilt every moment and 
the balance between birth and death (wear and repair) is 
equalized in me. I drink from the fountain of inexhaustible 
Life, because Life is God, and I am one with that Life.”

If you will remember when children express inhar- 
mony, that it is only misdirected energy and power, and 
that you by holding the Good that should be expressed 
really bring that good into expression, it will be a delight to 
you to see only the good in the children or others. Another 
important point too is that that same Good comes into 
your life and so blesses you. What we see in others is 
established in our own minds, and makes or mars our living.

- The tendency of the mortal mind is to feel that some 
one outside of oneself is the cause of one's troubles, and 
that the remedy comes through some individual in the outer. 
Now the Truth is that each person builds his own world, 
within and without. It is some thought or belief within each 
one that brings about his conditions in mind, body and 
environment, therefore the first step toward freedom, pros- 
perity and wholeness is to quit thinking that anyone in the 
outer is the cause of any inharmony or seeming lack that is 
manifest unto you. The next step is to. know that the 
Helper—the overcomer of all these seeming inharmonious 
conditions is also within you.

Will you kindly tell where in the Bible, if more than once, is 

mentioned a change of mind?—®* > * 
We find only one place in the Bible where the words 

“Be ye transformed by the renewing of your mind” appears. 
This is Rom. 12:2. But the Bible is full of texts bearing 
directly or indirectly on the subject. 
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In Romans, 8th chapter, we are told that to be "car- 
nally minded” is to be “‘in the flesh" and such cannot please 
God, for "to be carnally minded is death, but to be spir- 
itually minded is life and peace." This indicates very 
clearly that a "change of mind” is necessary in order that 
one may live in peace. Again in Hebrews 10:16 we read, 
“This is the covenant that I will make with them after thoee 
days, saith the Lord, I will put my laws into their hearts, 
and in their minds will I write them." We are co-workers 
with God and aid in this process by affirming the Truth 
daily and meditating on it, but it is well to remember that 
this "change of mind" does not take place through the 
efforts of the personal man. When we pray and declare 
Words of Truth we must realize the power of God in them 
to do the work, else they cannot have the desired effect. 

The “heart” in the Bible, very often has reference to 
the subconscious realm of mind in man, as well as to the seat 
of the emotions and affections. The affections, emotions 
and desires of the soul—the heart, have their source in mind 
—the habits and thoughts of the subconscious governing 
them to a great extent at least. This gives another important 
reason why the mind both conscious and subconscious, must 
be renewed in order to bring about the redemption of man. 
We are told by Solomon in Prov. 23:7, in regard to a cer- 
tain man, "For as he thinketh in his heart, so is he." The 
same law that operates for one man on the carnal plane oper- 
ates for all men in that same consciousness, and we see no 
reason why this should not hold good after the heart (mind) 
is renewed and lifted up into right relation to the One Mind, 
for after one becomes spiritually minded he would still be 
"as he thinketh in his heart." 

Jesus taught the Truth that “out of the abundance of 
the heart the mouth speaketh," and then said further that 
one would be justified or condemned by his words. Matt. 
12:34 to 37. We know what we do speak out of the 
abundance of our thoughts and they must be changed if we 
would always speak constructively. One whose mind is 
filled with thoughts of hatred and envy cannot truly speak 
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words of love—if he tries to do so they will have no sub- 
stance in them—they will not be living words. 

If you will take your concordance and look up the 
word “‘conversation” you will see what a change must be 
made in the mind and heart—conscious and subconscious, 
that the true followers of Jesus Christ may “‘order their 
conversation aright" and so be shown "the salvation of 
God." —Psalms 50:23.

= —=2) | use the word "seemingly" because when 
we contemplate the Truth that All is Good, and Good is 
All, we see that in reality there is no separation, in fact 
could not be in the very nature of the Allness of the Good. 
The seeming separation then, is separation from the 
Good, and it is perfectly evident, as we contemplate our own 
experience, and as we look about us, that the separation 
seems very real indeed, so much so that in spite of all the 
good teaching and good teachers we have had for these 
many years, the whole world seems more or less strongly en- 
trenched in the belief that there is a great separation; that 
evil, the very opposite of Good, is an entity, a great force, 
apparently even greater than the power for Good. 
Humanity has been so long steeped in this belief of 
separateness, or belief in two forces—good and evil—that 
it is only with the greatest effort that men are pried loose 
and reach a point where they discern the Truth concerning 
themselves. It seems man reaches a place where he is content 
to grovel in darkness, a place where he will struggle, yes 
even fight, to be left in the slough of desolation into which 
he has sunk. This is aptly illustrated in attempts to civilize 
savage tribes. The young of such tribes have been taken 


away from their savage environment and surrounded with 
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the schools and discipline of civilization. They have been 
taught and apparently made progress. After years of such 
training, upon being sent back to their tribes, it has been 
found that in a short time they have reverted to their old 
habits and customs. In other words, the subconscious ac- 
tivity of their minds holds them in a vise-like grip to the old 
ideals. 

Teachers have arisen in great numbers who have dis- 
cerned the Truth, practiced it, urged it upon their fellow- 
men, with varying degrees of success. Of these teachers 
and-teachings, those which are written in the Hebrew Scrip- 
tures as from the lips of Jesus of Nazareth are to me the 
clearest, most powerful, and best in every way. I agreed 
perfectly with an editorial I recently read in one of the 
newspapers, when it said that compared with Jesus the utter- 
ances and teachings, and lives, of all other teachers were as 
of the infant class. 

To nie this seeming separation, this dual nature, is the 
"fall of man;" fallen away, as it were, from the Truth that 
Unity is All, and that there is no separation. I consider one 
reaching a place in consciousness where he discerns this to 
have made a wonderful stride. I cannot describe the feel- 
ings that came to me when this first burst upon my con- 
sciousness. I seemed to have been transported from one 
realm into another of an entirely different nature. From 
a plane of consciousness where I felt that I was a mere 
nothing, one of many millions, helplessly buffeted about, a 
victim of chance, accepting evil experiences as a matter of 
course, and good experiences as things that come by chance, 
in the sense that "even a blind pig sometimes steps on an 
acorn,” I was lifted into another plane where I took on new 
life, where I felt that the game of life was not one of chance, 
but one of certainty, and that the outcome depended en- 
tirely upon how well I played the game. Not only this, 
but it carried with it the feeling that I could and would play 
it right and achieve success along every line by being per- 
sistent. 

This experience alone is worth all the effort it is pos- 
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sible to make to attain—but this is not all. After reach-- 
ing this place, the place where I could look off and behold 
the universe of Good, the possibilities, yes, realities right at 
hand, bore down upon my consciousness with a power that 
forever closed the door of going back; it destroyed all 
bridges behind me and I saw myself urged on and on to a 
place where I felt and feel I will experience the joy and 
satisfaction of solving every problem that presents itself. 

Is it worth while? Is it worth the effort to attain a 
place where doubt, and sickness, and disease, and sorrow, 
and pain, and misery, and poverty, can be made to vanish 
from the earth? Is there any greater joy or happiness than 
to feel that you are the one to bring this elimination about, 
not merely as a cog in the wheel, but possessed of all the 
attributes of the wheel itself? I say it is, and more. 

All this can be brought about by religion, remembering 
that religion is a process of reuniting or bringing together that 
which was seemingly separated. A process indicates action 
and action indicates life. So religion to me means the right 
way of living, for it is by nght living that the apparent sep- 
aration in man’s consciousness is bridged over and made 
one. | 
Activity or life is always preceded by thought. No 
thing, no act, no word, ever comes into expression until it 
has first been constructed in mind. This is a law that is 
easily understood, and it applies to the creation of the Uni- 
verse as it does to the structures of mankind. Bearing this 
in mind, it is perfectly evident that a man’s body as it ap- 
pears today is the conscious picture of the thoughts he has 
held in the past. In other words, my body as you see 
it today is the product of my own mind; I have virtually 
thought myself into the expression you see before you. 

Assuming this to be a fact, is it any wonder that the 
race is in the condition it is? Is it any wonder that sickness 
and disease play such havoc? Is it any wonder that poverty 
is rampant, that war and pestilence roam abroad on the 
planet? No wonder at all. It is all because the race 
thinks of itself as a thing apart from the All-good. This 
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thought of separateness breaks the connection between the 
race and its source, and humanity is drifting about like a 
vessel that has lost its rudder. 

Just as a little child who has lost its nurse becomes 
filled with fear, knowing not which way to turn for help, so 
mankind, having lost consciousness of its connection with the 
All-good, is filled with fear. And what does the fear 
thought build up? It carries with it the thought that man is 
subject to external influences, subject to decay, disease, and 
death; it carries with it the thought that the race must pro- 
vide its own means of support, and that it must accumulate 
means of support for the uncertain plunge into the future. 
In fact, nearly all the so-called evil m the world can be 
traced to the thought of fear, which is the cause or im- 
harmony. 

Discernment of the Omnipresence of the Good, then, 
is the first step in healing the seeming breach in conscious- 
ness, and this discernment carries with it the remedy. If 
fear, because of seeming separation, is the cause of all our 
difficulties, then the opposite state of mind must be that 
which will reconcile, and that is Love, faith m the Good, 
Divine Love, the love that knows only the Good, the love 
that sees only the Good everywhere. 

Love means harmony of thought; it means conformity 
in consciousness to the truth that Good is All. Love unites, 
and is the magnet that binds the seemingly separated spirit 
and soul. The work of humanity is to so pour forth its 
love that everything it touches will be transformed into the 
"image and likeness” of the Perfect. 

It is one thing to say that the solution of all man’s 
problems is perfect love in his heart, but it is another thing to 
express this divine love, and it is only by constant practice 
that this love consciousness is going to be built up. Here 
again is where religion comes to the rescue. We begin by 
means of conscious effort to do the things which love would 
do spontaneously. In the Sermon on the Mount, and other 
teachings of Jesus, we are taught some of the things to begin 
to do to bring about the consciousness of Divine Love: 
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"Let your light shine." As soon as you discern the 
Truth of your Being, begin to live it and tell it to others. 

“Resist not evil.” 

“If a man sue thee at law and take away thy coat, 
let him have thy cloak also.” 

"Give to him that asketh thee: 

“Love your enemies. 

“Bless them that curse you. 

“Do good to them that hate you. 

“Pray for them which despitefully use you and perse- 
cute you.” | 

" Be ye perfect, even as your Father which is in heaven 
is perfect." Á 

These and many others are given to be kept and prac- 
ticed, not merely because it is a moral duty, and the proper 
thing to do, but because in so doing you will be exercising 
faculties that will build up that state of mind called Love, 
for all these things are but spontaneous expressions of Di- 
vine Love. | 

As you begin to practice these precepts, and the other 
sayings of this great teacher, you will notice a radical change 
taking place in your life. You will find things going more 
smoothly; you will find yourself less apt to give way to 
anger, less apt to feel hurt and irritated; you will find the 
rough edges and projecting corners being rounded off so that 
life glides along more harmoniously; and taken all together, 
life will take on a more joyous attitude, and as you grow 
through persistent practice a new health will be experienced, 
and the affairs will begin to straighten themselves, so that 
worry and anxiety regarding the future will begin to dis- 
appear. Remember I am giving you personal experience. 
Not that I have become an adept in the practice of this 
wonderful art of living, for I feel I have but touched the 
hem of the garment of the new life, but even this touch is 
like the flash of lightning across a darkened sky that shows 
the rift in the clouds and the bright sunshine beyond. I 
have learned enough to know that I alone am responsible 
for the progress I shall make, and this coupled with the 
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knowledge that we possess the ability to conquer every ob- 
stacle in the universe makes the ongoing more interesting, 
more worth while, for it does not take a great stretch of the 
imagination to contemplate the magnitude of the universe— 
and all of its secrets are ours if we faithfully push on. 

We are connected with and controlled by the same 
Law that directs the fowls of the air, and the lilies of the 
field. We are asked to contemplate these, how they are 
cared for, how they unfold in all their splendor, and then, 
"are we not much better than they?" Mankind, with the 
additional glory of conscious volition, can enjoy the process 
. of living, directing it, as it were, whereas the fowls and the 
lily, while perfect in what they are, are incapable of further 
growth or expansion. 

But the watchword is perseverance. “To the perse- 
vering mortal the blessed immortals are swift," says Zoro- 
aster. Those who do these things persistently, nothing 
daunted at failures, are the ones who reap the reward. It 
is the persistency born of faith in the correctness of the prin- 
ciple that breaks down all barriers—the resolution which 
says, “I will bail out the ocean, if necessary to get my gem; 
you watch me and do not grieve and fret at the long delay.” 

Religion means making all things new, which means 
creating a new consciousness. This new consciousness is 
brought about, by practicing calling things by their right 
names. We have found fault with, condemned, and de- 
nounced things and conditions in life until our consciousness 
tells us lies about the universe and all that it contemplates. 
We are continually calling things bad, and sick, and weak 
and sorry, and sad, in spite of the Truth that Good is om- 
nipresent. In other words, we are continually misnaming 
the Good, blaspheming Good, as it were, and as we do 
these things and hug the inharmonies to us, they seem very 
real to us. We must practice calling all things, all con- 
ditions, good, for there is nothing else, and the more we 
practice it the brighter will our world become. 

Knowing the law of thought, we see that we are today 


reaping the fruits of past sowing; that we are sowing the 
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seeds of future reaping, and it will make us careful of our 
thoughts. While we may not clearly discern just how to 
avoid reaping fruits of past ignorant sowing, we can be sure 
of the future by sowing only the good now. 

So religion again is the process of sowing only good 
thoughts that the future consciousness may conform to the 
Truth of Being, that man’s consciousness may be one with 
the Good consciousness. 

In conclusion, religion means practicing the Golden 
Rule: “Do unto others as you would that they should do 
unto you." The one who becomes truly conscious of this 
precept and puts it into practice in his daily life and affairs 
has discerned the meaning of Divine Love, and that fulfills 
the law, for Divine Love transforms everything that it 
touches into the "image and likeness” of the All-good. 

This, then, is the true religion, the process of discover- 
ing the Self and all of its infinite possibilities, by worshiping 
the / Am, the real, the actuating Spirit within, and by in- 
sisting in thought, word and deed that one is absolute master 
of himself and his affairs, and can make his life just exactly 
what he wants it to be. This insistence is a great step, for 
it does attract to consciousness powerful ideas which enable 
man to make manifest the desires of his heart. 


The true cause of disease is not micro-organisms, not 
any germs of animal or vegetable life, nor yet any purely 
physical cause; but in error of thought and feeling, or a 
failure to understand and apply the beneficent principles of 
our being. The nature of disease, or disease itself, is not 
any sign, symptom or appearance upon the body, but is, 
pain or distress of mind, and this again is only the prompting 
of the Spirit within to have us change our course; and lastly, 
disease can be permanently cured and effectually prevented, 
not by any drug or compound of drugs, nor yet again by 
any inoculation or contamination of the blood with any virus, 
but by removing all cause of discomfort in the mind.

matter how little or how great, whether it 
be a material or spiritual blessing, I take it 
to the Father, the ‘Giver of every good 
and perfect gift." We are invited to do 
so—'' And all things, whatsoever ye shall 
ask in prayer, believing, ye shall receive.” 

"Yes, but," questions the young truth student, "I do 
not understand just how to pray. There must be something 
wrong with my prayers or they would be answered." No 
prayer is ever unanswered if you pray in the following 
manner: 

First. Become absolutely conscious of God, and that 
is to be conscious of Good, Love, Power, Ever-Present 
Supply. Know that your desire is God wanting to express 
himself through you by a manifestation of it. Know that 
more than you could possibly want any good thing does 
God want you to have it. What a world of comfort and 
strengthening faith in that thought. Cling to it every time you 
are in doubt and say over and over, "God gave me this de- 
sire. It is his will that I have it. No power can keep it 
from me." 

Second. Then "ask" out loud for whatever you need 
or desire. The spoken word seems to avail more than the 
silent thought. 

Third. Then believe that the Living God has heard 
your prayer, for has he not promised that even as we ask our 
prayers are answered? 

Fourth. Give thanks and praise for whatever you 
have asked, even though it is not in evidence any more when 
you are through asking than before. It is in the invisible 
world and will manifest itself unto you as soon as your faith 
is sufficient and your whole being is in harmony with God. 

Fifth. See yourself in actual possession of what you 
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desire. Believe that you have it, dismiss with authority 
every doubt that assails you. And here let me tell you how 
you can dismiss the doubting thoughts. We learn and 
prove in physics that no two objects can occupy the same 
space at the same time. The same law applies to thoughts. 
No two thoughts can occupy the mind at the same time. 
Therefore, keep the positive thought in your mind and there 
will be no room for the negative one. I grant you that it is 
hard to declare, affirm, believe that you have something 
when everything in the material world indicates otherwise. 
Yet, today, everyone who is demonstrating is doing just that 
_ — believing, though they see not. 

Many people ask the question, "But how do I know 
that it is right for me to have the desires of my heart?" 
Just as water taken from the ocean does not possess qualities 
that the ocean does not possess, so we, when we are one with 
God (Good) cannot and do not possess anything that is un- 
like God. But it is most important to bear in mind that we 
must be one with God and when we are, it is God's pleasure 
to give us the good things of life. 

What an awakening this is for many of us, who in the 
old thought felt it a sin to ask anything of God save spiritual 
gifts. I used to feel that it was his will for me to be poor 
and that the simple, material blessings I so craved were de- 
nied me by God, for some purpose, which in his wisdom he 
had not revealed tome. I thought it necessary for people 
to go without health, to be poor, to be unhappy, to be on- 
lookers rather than the participants of the joys of life. And 
then came Truth, with promises so rich that I could hardly 
credit them—the Truth by which people are demonstrating 
here, now, "If ye abide in me and my words abide in you, 
ye shall ask what ye will and it shall be done unto you." 

It helps me to liken God to an ocean. There is the 
water for all—just waiting for us to get what we wish from 
it. Nor does it matter whether we take a cupful or a bucket- 
ful. It is limitless. Each one may take what he requires 
for his needs and in no wise rob another. So it is with God. 
He is the ocean that contains everything, and it makes no 
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difference to him whether we take little or much. There is 
no limit to what we may have if we have faith. And faith 
is the vessel that we must take to the Ocean of Infinite Sup- 
ply. And, as I said before, it does not make any differ- 
ence whether our need is a little or a big one, in the material 
or the spiritual realm. If we need increased spiritual under- 
standing, it is ours. If we need health, it is ours. If we 
need money, it is ours. If we need a new position, it is ours. 
If we need a home, it is ours. All we have to do is to go 
to the limitless source with our vessel. 

But infinitely greater than the possession of the things 
we desire is the joy that comes from being able to prove the 
promises in the Bible—**What things soever ye desire, when 
ye pray, believe that ye receive them, and ye shall have 
them."

Sq) HE WORD "Pantheism" is discos 
tory to those who know the meaning of the 
J| two foreign words of which it is made up: 
pan, all; and theism, the belief in or doc- 
| trine of God. 

As most people do not know the 
meaning of these two words, Pantheism is, 
like many other things, not understood; an awe-inspiring and 
fearsome word, and the appellation ‘‘pantheist’’ is by them 
considered about the worst that can be applied to a person. 

Does Pantheism mean that “‘all is God" or that "God 
is all? ‘Though many persons use the two phrases in- 
discriminately, supposing them to mean substantially the 
same thing, in reality they express exactly opposite ideas, 
the ancient belief and teaching being that God is all, and 
the modern pantheistic idea that all is God 

The ancient Hindus taught that "nothing is but God" 
—not, as generally translated: "Nothing exists but God," 
The difference between "is" (from to be, equivalent to the 
Latin word esse) and "'exists" (from a compound Latin 
word meaning to stand apart from) may not be apparent to 
those who know little or nothing about natural science; but 
to those who understand the meaning of the well-known 
phrase: "'Nothing is, everything becomes," the radical dif- 
ference between the two words is quite apparent. 

This statement, although a modern one, at least in 
form, affords the key to the ancient meaning of the phrase, 
"Nothing is but God." The ancient Hindus taught that all 
which is and exists, is One, though it manifests itself to 
man in two aspects, namely, as Spirit (Purusha) and as 
Matter (Prakriti). Spirit they considered as the only real 
Substance, because it is unchangeable, just as the Jews con- 
sidered the Spirit of God as eternally the same—‘‘the same 
yesterday, today and forever." Matter they considered as 
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mere appearance, because of its changeableness, as ordinary 
observation and common-sense show and modern science 
fully confirms. The most highly developed form of matter 
—the matter in the bodies of the higher animals, man in- 
cluded—does not remain unchanged for two consecutive 
moments, and even the most stable forms of matter—rocks 
and minerals—are constantly undergoing change. Matter 
is in continued flux, and we know things not as being but as 
becoming. 

The ancients, who could see deeper into Nature than 
most moderns, therefore looked upon changeable matter as 
mere appearance, compared to the unchangeable Reality, or 
Spirit—God. But they never denied the existence of mat- 
ter; for even a reflection or shadow exists. They never ap- 
plied the word illusion, or any word equivalent to it, to any 
form of matter—even to a mere shadow. They considered 
God’s Thoughts and Ideas as his very Essence or Being, 
and therefore as real as Himself. These Ideas they con- 
sidered linked together as Cause and Effect in an endless 
or continuous chain, or as a panorama passing before man's 
eyes or mind like a reel of film-photographs— without 
“pause or resting place" —God being the original or primary 
Cause of all these effects or appearances, and each effect 
being a secondary or transient cause of other effects—all 
going to make up the material universe—it could truthfully 
be said that God is all there is, and that nothing really is 
but God. 

That God is all meant then to the ancients that God is 
in all—is the efficient, immanent cause of all—or that all is 
from God. But it never did mean or could mean to them, 
as it means to some superficial modern thinkers (>), that all 
is God, or that Nature or the Universe is God. 

There is a statement attributed to the Spint of God by 
the ancient Hindus: ‘‘Out of my Being I produced all 
these worlds, but I myself remain separate." This may be 
called Pantheism, but it is as different from modern Pan- 
theism as Reality is from mere appearance, as God is from 
the material universe or Nature, which ie merely the “ma- 
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terialization," or unfolding of God's thoughts and clothing 
them in material forms. | 

Could we look in Akasha which may be called both 
the Mind of God and the mind of Nature or the Universe, 
we would see the whole "creation"—the past and future 
creative evolution of the physical universe from beginning 
to.end; for Akasha, or the ethereal or astral world, is or 
contains an immaterial image, or rather a series or panorama 
of images, of the universe or physical world—a world which 
has a beginning and shall have an end, as it represents but a 
fraction of the Thoughts and Ideas of the sempiternal In- 
finite Being whom we call God—to finite man's "carnal 
mind" the unknown and unkowable, but to man's spirit, 
which is His “likeness,” revealing Himself "in part," as the 
dormant spirit of man reaches that state of "awakening" or 
consciousness which may be called God-consciousness. In 
that state man, that is, man's spiritualized mind, will see and 
know God in and through Nature as well as his own heart, 
but will not mistake Nature for God as do modern Panthe- 
ists. 

The atheist, who says in his heart: “There is no 
God," and the worldly-wise man who says: “There is 
no other God than Nature," are both equally foolish in 
the sight of God; for "the wisdom of the world is foolish- 
ness with God." 

As long as men recognize and know no other world 
than the physical, or Nature, they remain ignorant in 
the sight of God. Only by recognizing the existence of the 
spiritual world, the "abode" of the Supreme Spirit, and be- 
coming conscious of the presence of the "kingdom of God" 
around and within us, do we gain true knowledge and wis- 
dom, and cease to worship the creature—mammon—instead 
of the Creator, the shadow and appearance instead of the 
Reality.

OUS ROM WHENCE comes my recompense, 
re te! is the query of man. Why do not rich 

returns come after all my efforts? Man, 
in both spiritual consciousness and mortal 
darkness, seeks for the answer. The man 
in the unillumined consciousness will not 
= find it, except in a limited sense, for he 
believes that certain moves on the surface bring about cer- 
tain results, whereas, the truth is that we do not see causes 
at all, but are only viewing effects. All cause is mental and 
so must ever remain in the realm of the formless, the unseen. 
This truth, the Divine natural man—the man quickened to 
the realization of himself as Mind—discerns, for only with 
the mind can man make union with the formless realm of 
Spirit, that omnipresent power penetrating and permeating 
the universe with its life and intelligence. 

Thought shapes our every act and should be primarily 
dealt with as the chief factor in all that we desire to accom- 
plish. It is the thought-motive that regulates our recom- 
pense. Every thought that uplifts and blesses one uplifts 
and blesses the race, for every thought registers itself upon 
the Universal Ether, there to become a part of the great 
storehouse of Mind. This is the treasury of God, upon 
which man cashes his drafts, written upon the pages of the 
Book of Life. If you are not a depositor of gold (spiritual 
thoughts) do not expect to receive a nice, fat allowance for 
your daily needs, fer with what measure you mete it will be 
measured unto you. 

Recompense comes not by chance, but according to 
Absolute Law. In that this law is universal in its appli- 
cation, the source of your supply cannot be confined to cer- 
tain channels you have outlined. While recompense is not 
money, yet money is one form of recompense and is one 
convenient expression of value for services rendered. The 
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thought-substance put into the services, however, regulates 
the value received. If you can go about your daily duties, 
no matter if you be a merchant or a housewife, and forget 
entirely the monetary considerations, losing yourself in lov- 
ing and enthusiastic service, knowing that you will get out of 
your service, in some form of recompense, all the qualities 
you put into it, with heaped up measure, you are on the high- 
way to your highest good, and it cannot escape you. It is 
love that fulfills the law, that harmonizes the inflow with 
the outflow. Not love for money, but love for harmony, 
peace, service, purity and all other qualities that at their 
face value are stamped pure gold. 

The one who is consciously relating his thoughts to 
spiritual ideas has access to the Substance of God which 
underlies all activity, and all that he thinks and does comes 
to fruition easier and more readily because he is nourished 
and sustained by living words. It is man in the Adam con- 
sciousness who must earn his living by the sweat of his face. 
Hard, material thoughts about life bring into manifestation 
hard conditions of living. 

The Truth must be carried into every department of 
living. New standards of trade must be established in the 
commercial world. Commerce must be handled as if it 
was the Lord’s business, then everything that the heavenly 
Father hath not planted will be rooted up, and in ihe place 
of the tares of competition, selfishness and greed, there will 
spring up the fruits of cooperation, brotherly love and joyful 
service. | 

Man is Mind, and a creator in mind substance. In 
the very face of adverse conditions, of whatever nature, he 
has the power, through projecting his Word into the Uni- 
versal Substance, to set into operation forces of thought that 
will bring his every ideal into manifestation. This is a de- 
monstrable law which will bring rich returns in his daily 
affairs to the man willing to cooperate with God. 

We are now entering an era of the supremacy of Mind 
to create and control, and we shall see rapid changes in the 
industrial, educational, social and economic realm of affairs 
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as a result. Heretofore we have paid particular attention 
to symbols and been content. That which has been our 
stepping-stones is not despised or destroyed, but in discern- 
ing the spirit underlying the symbol, we cease to worship in 
the letter. We have not reached a state of perfection under 
the old method, and there must be better and untned ways. 
Let us always be on the alert for the better way, keeping 
poised in the thought that we are moving on into that which 
is for our highest good, regardless of appearances to the con- 
trary. 
One of the most important realizations man has to 
make is that nothing outside of himself has power to affect 
him, except he be connected with it through thought proc- 
esses. If there is a state of inner unrest, the universal 
thoughts of unrest active in race consciousness come rolling 
into the mind through the open door of thought and add 
new fuel to the flame; likewise the thoughts of the individual 
go to make up the race consciousness, thus forming a con- 
stant action and reaction. When the race consciousness 
becomes a seething mass of destructive and inharmonious 
thoughts, they break out into corresponding actions, and man 
looks with alarm upon the conflict. Let us look to the seat 
of the trouble. Let us fmd its starting point and stop the 
outflow. Come into the heart of the individual and there 
you will find the wars, riots and conflicts of the nation. 
"For out of the heart come forth evil thoughts, murders. 
adultenes, fornications, thefts, false witness, railings; these 
are the things which defile the man." 

Jesus emphatically taught that to think a particular 
thought would bring about a certain result in mind, 
and was equivalent to having already committed the 
act. "I say unto you, that everyone that looketh on a 
woman to lust after her hath committed adultery with her 
already in his heart.” The heart is the subconsciousness of 
mankind, and every thought written therein brings into mani- 
festation a corresponding activity in the race. In its true 
application adultery is a state of impurity, a state of adulter- 
ation, the mixing of the false and the true; seeing the good 
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and evil. The ideas of Divine Mind are unadulterated, 
therefore pure and holy. To establish peace, harmony and 
wholeness in the individual and in the race as well, man must 
come into the understanding of the ideas of Divine Mind 
and persistently establish them in consciousness through 
thinking upon those things which are for the highest good of 
all. The only way to meet the outer conflict is to conquer 
the enemy within; then there will be nothing to invite an at- 
tack. 

Man has the power to bring into the earth (body and 
affairs) the ideals of Divine Mind, and he also has the 
power of choice. He may dwell in the Secret Place of the 
Most High and exercise God-like authority, or he may pitch 
his tent toward the Sodom Road of desolation and destruc- 
tion.

The Law will recompense you according to your thinking, 
for thoughts are the germs of the Word-seed. “He that 
soweth bountifully shall reap also bountfully." Let us 
move forward on the ascending current of thought into the 
realm of peace and harmony, through being loyal to the 
Truth at the time of our greatest need. "Prove me now 
herewith, saith Jehovah of hosts, if I will not open you the 
windows of heaven, and pour you out a blessing, that there 
shall not be room enough to receive it." . 

Man is the Center through which the Divine Power 
passes for distribution. With this trust is attached a certain 
responsibility toward all lesser creations, for man originally 
was made the guardian over every created thing. If man is 
cruel in his attitude toward the beasts of the field and the 
fowls of the air, slaying them for gratification of the appe- 
tites, for adornment, or for commercial profit, he cannot 
expect to escape the law of recompense, nor move on to his 
highest goal. All man’s thoughts and acts must harmonize 
with constructive principles before he can be trusted with 
noble missions to mankind. If you intensely desire to ac- 
complish some great purpose, and the way does not seem to 
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open up, look within for the cause. You may, like the 
chick, be encased in a shell, but do not despise the shell, for 
as long as the shell is there, you need its protection. When 
you are ready to enter full-fledged into that upon which your 
heart is set, all limitations will be dissolved. 

There is only one obligation—the obligation of Love, 
This thought persistently held to and established in mind 
will cancel every debt of whatever nature. A woman wnites 
that she used this thought of Love in forgiving a small debt 
someone owed her and refused to pay. A few days later 
a party to whom she was indebted in the amount of one 
hundred dollars called and cancelled the note. Thus was 
the law of recompense quickly proved. The race is a 
unit and we are not to expect that the one to whom we give 
will turn right around and give us equivalent value, but we 
must leave the Divine Law of Equalization to adjust all our 
. affairs according to the motive of our giving. Man makes 
his own terms in all the affairs of living and "He shall have 
whatsoever he saith.” 

"If thou knowest what thou doest, thou art blessed, 
but if thou knowest not, cursed art thou," distinguishes the 
difference between the man cooperating with Divine Mind 
and the one living under the Law of Karma. The Power 
of the Word always controls the secondary law of cause 
and effect. The Light which will dissolve all limitation is 
within every man, and in umearthing this Christ Light the 
man is blessed in knowing. At this time many nations are 
groping for this Light, and when they find it they will un- 
derstand the law of Recompense to be exact and true, ren- 
dering unto everyone according to his deeds. Man. cannot 
= grope forever in the moonlight—the fabrics of his intel- 
lectual reasoning—but must retum to the Father's house, 
either willingly or under pressure. "The kingdom of God 
is preached and every man presseth into it.” 

Centuries ago Jesus preached the kingdom of heaven 
is at hand, meaning it is here now, waiting to be established 
in consciousness. It is ours for the seeking. Jesus never de- 


nied the without, but he made it subservient to the within. 
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“Seek ye first the kingdom of God and his righteousness, and 
all these things shall be added unto you." The reward for 
all is eventually the same, as illustrated in the parable of 
the "Laborers of the Vineyard," in the twentieth chapter of 
Matthew. You can drive a hard bargain and work all day 
for your kingdom of harmony, or you can work just “‘one 
hour." Love and Wisdom will render unto you according 
to your receptivity to and cooperation with Absolute Truth. 
If we are rich toward God, we have an investment which 
will render unto us an hundredfold, here and now. And 
the love of Truth for Truth's sake, not for the sake of the 
demonstrations it brings, will usher into visibility every de- 
sired good, under the perfect law of Recompense.

Explain the relation of Jesus to the human race. 

Jesus is the first and only member of the human race 
who has perfectly expressed the Absolute Principle of 
Eternal Life for the mind, soul and body in harmonious 
unity, here and now, on the earth. He established a con- 
sciousness in the race mind to which all individual minds 
gravitate, enter and pass through in attaining the perfect 
state of eternal life, love and freedom in soul, mind and 
body, and to which all inherently aspire. Through his life 
of overcoming, he indicates the way whereby each may 
realize his (Jesus') attainment. Through the demonstration 
of the Absolute Truth, overcoming the rebellious, limited 
ideas of the personal or mortal man, he becomes the Savior, 
the Wayshower, the Light, the Redeemer and the Refuge of 
the human race. 

. Give the Spiritual interpretation of the Lord's Supper. 

Jesus symbolizes the individual / Am. 

The twelve apostles symbolize the twelve faculties of 
Mind, Peter—faith, John—love, etc. 

The "Last Supper” is the "Passover Supper.” 

Bread symbolizes substance. 

Blood symbolizes the cleansing, renewing life. 

Bear in mind that the Last Supper takes place just be- 
fore Jesus’ death, but after he has conquered every passion, 
and become master of every faculty of mind. This event in 
the life of Jesus symbolizes in the life of each member of 
the human race the overcoming, the transmutation or “‘pass- 
ing over” of the personal nature into the spiritual. In dem- 
onstrating regeneration we too come to the time of "passing 
over," when the spiritual / Am, having brought every power 
of the mind captive, thereby overthrowing the personal will 
and liberating Mind from the bondage of all material limi- 
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tations, the personal I is about "to give up the Ghost." 
There is one last coming together of the faculties of the 
Mind and the personal I gives up its mind, gives up its 
power to the spiritual / Am. This is the eve of becoming 
at-one with the Father, partaking in mind of his spiritual 
substance, the Bread of Life which flows through us and 
becomes the life-sustaining River of Life to the body. This 
"Supper" we must partake of in commemoration of him 
(God) alone, if we would sustain our bodies and maintain 
our oneness with the Father. 

What is the end of the world? 

The "end of the world" is that state of conscious- 
ness, or epoch in the spiritual development, when the con- 
sciousness of the sense world ceases to exist as reality, and 
the consciousness of Spirit becomes the tangible reality. 

` What place has the Bible in the study of Truth? 

In the study of Truth the Bible is used principally as 
a reference book. It is considered to be an historical record 
of the activities of Divine Mind revealing the progress and 
development of the individual and the race both spiritually, 
mentally and physically, and also revealing the relation and 
revelation of God to man. 

W hat is meant by the term "personality" ?

This being the case, it is wiser and 
more just to the servant and the served to leave the paying of 
the hire to the Lord. Second, when working for a stipulated 
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sum the servant is apt to come to see him:elf, the recipient, 
or money as the source of supply. This leads man to look 
away from God as the Source of all Good, and creates 
limitations. | 

What is the ne» birth? 

The new birth is being born again into the Spirit. It 
is the resurrection of the mind from the first death, the sleep 
of sin and limited ideas, to the realization of its Divine 
nature, power and life in Christ. The new birth includes 
the body redemption, for the body is transformed through 
the renewal of the mind. 

What and when is the Sabbath, or true day of rest? 

The true day of rest is that epoch in development when 
the mind sees its work of regeneration from the personal to 
the Christ consciousness as accomplished, and abides or rests 
in the Spirit with the Father.

What is spiritual quickening ? 

Spiritual quickening is the awakening of :ne personal, 
intellectual and body consciousness to the realization and 
understanding of the indwelling Spirit of Eternal Life, 
. Power and Substance, becoming consciously unified with the 
Christ Principle. 

W hat is included in the time of restoration spoken of 
by all the holy prophets? 

The restoration here referred to includes the restormg 
of the Divine nature, the spiritual / Am, to its original power 
and dominion, as Lord God of Mind and all its faculties, 
as it was in the beginning. When the Lord Gcd is restored 
to his God-given dominion, the mind creations are again 
perfect like those in the Father Mind, and his external king- 
dom—the ^uter world—will express the absolute perfection, 
harmony and peace of his inner kingdom. Then shall all 
the people praise the Lord and the earth give forth her in- 
crease. The desert shall blossom like the rose; neither shall 
there be death any more, for in all my holy mountain they 
shall neither hurt nor destroy. 
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BIBLE HELPS FOR STUDENTS 


Acquisitiveness is a legitimate faculty of the mind, but 
covetousness is its Judas. When acquisitiveness acts within 
the law it builds up the consciousness, but when it oversteps 
the law it is a destroyer. Judas was the treasurer of the 
disciples of Jesus, but he became covetous—‘“‘he hath a 
devil’’—and his sin brought tragedy. King Ahab represents 
acquisitiveness. It ruled the mind and took possession of 
the man. When this faculty throws its covetous influence 
over man he develops an insatiable desire to possess things. 
Ahab built a splendid summer palace and inlaid it with 
ivory. Extravagance grows on its own thoughts—Ahab’'s 
palace of ivory must have additional gardens. The vine- 
yard of Naboth best suited, and it was acquired by foul 
means. Covetousness has no wisdom, and when one gives 
up to its demands the most foolish things are done to get 
possession of coveted objects. Seemingly subtle plans, like 
that of Jezebel to have the innocent Naboth stoned to death, 
are always laid bare and their shallowness shown. Selfish- 
ness is nearsighted and all its ways narrow. 

Elijah, the defender of the law, is the enemy of covet- 
ousness, and finds him out in the midst of his transgression. 
“Hast thou found me, O mine enemy?" 

There is no escape from the Spirit of Justice. It over- 
takes men when they think they are secure, and they have to 
give up everything. The man who takes advantage of an- 
other's necessity, to enrich his own coffers, must in due sea- 
son restore fourfold, as did Zaccheeus. 

Ideas make bram cells, and brain cells are the * "cen- 
tral" stations through which the mind sends its ruling 
thoughts to the various body functions. Acquisitiveness has 
its brain area in the head, through which it affects the whole 
organism. If it is cultivated to the pomt of covetousness it 
dominates appetite, and more food is eaten than the system 
needs from day to day, and the excess is stored up as fat. 
This excess of flesh is not properly vitalized, and eventually 
becomes infested with various kinds of sense thoughts that 
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make poisons and material growths. Thus selfishness de- 
stroys the body. 

The remedy for all this error is to cal] upon the Divine 
Law to adjust every thought in which acquisitiveness plays 
any part. Make this a daily afhrmation: “All my affairs 
are ordered in righteousness, and my own comes to me under 


the Divine Law."

The fiery Elijah consciousness Bacon more meek and 
lowly as it learns the pacific character of God, and the 
temper of the mind is changed from violence to mildness— 
Elijah to Elisha. This milder character comes into con- 
sciousness through certain changes in thought and body, 
which are symbolically described in II Kings 2. Gilgal 
means "rolled away," and refers to a total denial of sense- 
bondage. In Joshua 5:9 it is written, "And the Lord said 
unto Joshua, This day have I rolled away the reproach of 
Egypt from off you. Wherefore the name of that place was 
called Gilgal unto this day." When we have, in the posi- 
tive spirit of Elijah, accompanied by the obedient willing- 
ness of Elisha, rolled away the Egyptian darkness of sense- 
thoughts, we are paving the way for a permanent ascent into 


higher states of consciousness. : 

We often get glimpses of these higher realms, but do 
not abide there, because our minds have not been freed 
from the fiery Elijah element. So long as there is condem- 
nation, impatience, and even mild anger arising in thought, 
the cross-currents that burn out the cells of the organism will 
obtain. Elijah must be taken by the Lord into heaven, 
which is a state of peace and harmony; then the sweet- 
tempered Elisha will become the dominant note of the con- 
sciousness. 

In harmonious spintual development there is a union 
and blending of the states of consciousness on the various 
planes of action. We need the mildness of Elisha united 
with the positiveness of Elijah in every part. A negative, 
weak tenderness is not in harmony with Divine Law. 
Hence Elijah tries Elisha, to see if he is made of the right 
stuff. He says, “Tarry here;" but Elisha replies, “As 
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Jehovah liveth, and as thy soul liveth, I will not leave thee.” 
This is an affirmation of the God-life and the Soul-life 
united with a positive force and gentle harmony. “They 
went down to Bethel" means that they descended to a cer- 
tain center just below the heart, which is called “‘the house 
of God." It seems material upon first sight. Jacob so 
thought it when he lay down there with a stone for a pillow; 
but he found a ladder reached from there to heaven, and he 
exclaimed, ‘‘Surely the Lord is in this place; and I knew it 
not" When the union of these two factors takes place at 
an inner life center there is a commotion and an indefinable 
sense of fear of loss of force. This is the "sons of the 
prophets,” who are fearful of the result. The word of 
assurance to this disturbed fearfulness is that of Elisha, “‘! 
know it; hold ye your peace." 

Jencho, the "moon city," is the life center in the 

abdomen. Here again the affirmation of spiritual and in- 

dividual Soul-life is made and the union established.  Jor- 
dan represents the descending life-flow of thought through 
the organism from head to feet. It is muddy with sense 
concepts and turbulent with materiality. The harmony of 
spiritual forces—Elijah and Elisha—would be disturbed if 
they entered into it, so its waters are put aside by a positive 
effort of the will, represented by Elijah’s mantle. By our 
thinking we gradually build a thought aura, which forms a 
wall, or protection, about the soul and body. This is held 
in place by the will-center, and when one has become adept 
in thought power it can be concentrated into a thought force, 
and unusual results produced. This concentration is repre- 
sented by the wrapping together of Elijah’s mantle before 
he smote the waters. 

The double portion of Elijah's spirit which Elisha 
asked for is the positive and negative, or "yes" and "no" 
of Truth. Elisha, the tender, retiring one, needs the ability 
to say yes and no with all the positiveness of Elijah. He 
can have this only by "seeing," or perceiving, the true char- 
acter of the change that is taking place in consciousness. 
Elijah is not taken away, but translated to a more interior 
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plane. There is in reality opened to the one who goes 
through this change a conscious unity with spiritual energies 
of which he has been heretofore ignorant. The chariots 
and horses represent the vehicles and vital forces that attend 
the transformation. 

+ T * * # * 

All Scripture, has reference to certain phases of indi- 
vidual soul development. It can also be applied to the ex- 
ternal life. All things without have their principle within 
man, and he can read their message from either state. But 
as the without is based upon the within, man cannot under- 
stand fully and have dominion over the outer things until he 
has made himself acquainted with the power within. So we 
give most study to inner states, and through them master the 
outer. 
It is also possible and proper to study and interpret 
Scripture from both states at the same time. The feeding 
of the five thousand by Jesus had its possibility in his 
capacity to increase the substance of his own soul. When, 
through this inner mastery of the principle immanent in all 
forms, he had gained this ability, he was equal to what 
seemed a miracle to those who were ignorant of the law 
through which it was done. Those who see the form only, 
are in Egyptian darkness; those who see both the form and 
get glimpses of the animating principle, are the children of 
Israel in the wilderness; and those who see both the within 
and the without in proper relation are in the Promised Land. 

The healing of the Shunammite woman's son by Elijah 
illustrates modern metaphysical healing. The son of the 
Shunammite woman had apparently died of sunstroke. She 
laid him on the prophet's bed in the room on the roof of her 
house and arranged to go at once for the help of the holy 
man, who was on Mount Carmel. When asked by her 
husband the cause of her going she merely answered, ''It 
shall be well." In this she showed a discretion which is 
universally found to be necessary. Do not admit the error 
nor talk about it. If you have in view the restoration of 
life do not think about anything but life. The very ethers 
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about you are filled with a substance that is formed and 
transformed at your every thought and word. It is more 
sensitive to thought than the mariner's compass is to the mag- 
netic flow, or the atmosphere to waves of sound. À word 
of fear thrills the sensitive ethers of sympathetic souls and 
they tremble until they sometimes fall. Hence the "'It shall 
be well" of this Shunammite woman is a lesson for all. 
She showed her wisdom again when the prophet asked about 
her family. Her answer was, "It is well." 

The prophet proposed sending his servant, Gehazi, 
whose name means "sight" or perception, to do the heal- 
ing in his power (staff). But the woman would not leave 
unless the prophet himself accompanied her. She was very 
thorough and did not propose to rest with half measures. 
In some cases the Word alone is not effective. There must 
be a receptive mind to carry the spiritual impetus. Jesus 
recognized this as faith, in the case of the centurion and his 
servant. Where the patient has faith in the healer, or there 
is some one in close touch who is strong in spiritual trust, 
the way is open for demonstration.in absent healing. 

Elisha found it necessary in this case to go within and 
"shut the door," and pray unto the Lord. Jesus gave this 
form of procedure as part of prayer. We are to go within 
our own soul and shut every door that leads to the sense- 
realm without. This means seeing, hearing, feeling, smell- 
ing and tasting. In this inner chamber you must be im- 
mersed in the Spint of God; then pray. 

The restoration of life in this case not only required 
prayer and spintual treatment, but a physical contact, if we 
take the narrative literally. Some healers find that when 
they have not reached a case by the power of perception of 
truth, and the prayer of faith, they can sometimes start the 
life current in the organism by touching the patient, as did 
Jesus the eyes of the blind man, or the "many" upon whom 
he "laid hands." But this laying on of hands is a danger- 
ous process to one who has not a clear understanding of the 
spiritual source of all things. “Laying on of hands" must 
always be accompanied by "prayer," and the prayer should 
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be the important thing. There is no power in the hand save 
it come from the mind, and the mind is the Son of God. 

When we sneeze, the life current is animating some 
nerve center—to sneeze "seven times" means the animation 
of all the life centers in the organism. In some parts of 
Germany the peasants say ““God bless you!” whenever any 
one sneezes.

The vegetarian demonstration of Daniel and his com- | 
panions, as given in Daniel 1:8-20, is so beautifully true in 
its literal sense that it seems unnecessary to give it metaphys- 
ical interpretation. People everywhere are proving that a 
vegetanan diet, "with water to drink," produces the very 
results here described. | 

It is said that the strength of the Japaneses soldiers is 
largely due to a diet almost entirely vegetarian, with free- 
dom from intoxicants. Their wounds heal quickly and with- 
out suppuration. Consumption and the various blood im- 
purities common among Caucasians are said to be almost 
unknown to them. 

But a vegetarian diet and temperance will not make a 
man spiritual. “It is the Spirit that quickeneth; the flesh 
profiteth nothing." But whatever confuses or dwarfs the 
mentality, blocks the way through which the Spirit manifests. 
“Tt is the Spirit that quickeneth," but it must have something 
to quicken. If that which it seeks to quicken is besotted and 
logy with the thought atmosphere of swine, and beer fumes, 
where is the point of contact? 

All thinking people are agreed that plain living and 
high thinking go hand in hand, and the most pressing need 
with most of us is how to overcome appetite. One would 
naturally think that the great variety of food combinations 
and drinks would bring satisfaction to the appetite. But 
the opposite is evident. The hundreds of new drinks in- 
vented every year have not helped to quench thirst, but 
rather to make it inextinguishable. Then what is the rem- 
edy? Daniel gives it in the opening verse of his lesson— 
“Daniel purposed in his heart that he would not defile him- 
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self with the king's food, nor with the wine which he drank." 

When we “purpose in our heart," there is a complete 
reversal of thought-energies. Instead of regarding food and 
drink as the basis of life, we perceive that they are but the 
expression thereof, and that the real source is mental and 
spiritual. When:we submit the food question to the Spint, 
a wisdom comes to us right along that line, and we kno» 
what to put in our stomachs to get the best results. 

If appetite is strong, purpose in your heart that you 
will master it, and there will come to you a power that will 
so quickly subdue the outer sense that you will think you 
were never under its dominion. So with all the claims of 
the sense-man— put him in subjection to the Spirit, and prove 
him better than all the “magicians and enchanters" (mortal 
thoughts) of the king (personality), ruling in the outer 
realms.

The relation which Jesus of Nazareth bears to the 
Christ of God, who is to be formed in everyone, is a matter 
requiring careful thought. If we hold with the orthodox 
Christian church that Jesus was the only Son of God and 
we are saved from the results of our sins and insured a place 
in heaven after we die, through his personal crucifixion on the 
cross, we get lost in inccnsistent situations that our logical 
minds refuse to accept. In the first place, it was not a post- 
mortem salvation that Jesus proclaimed. He said, "Let the 
dead bury their dead; follow thou me." 

Where Martha construed his statement that he was 
“the resurrection and the life" to mean a future resurrection, 
he plainly said, "He that believeth on me shall never see 
death." The life-giving force that animated his body was so 
great that the usual methods for putting out life did not 
work in his case—he raised that same body after three days. 
Thus the proposition that we are saved by the death of Jesus 
is not tenable, because of the fact that he is not dead. He 
reanimated his organism and walked about in Galilee and 
showed himself to many people, according to the Scripture. 
He then increased the energy in his organism to such a high 
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rate of vibration that the eyes of his disciples could not re- 
ceive the light, and they reported his ascension. 

The cross experience had its lesson, which was the 
passing out of consciousness of mortal thought. The blood 
of Jesus was shed for us—the corrupt life current in the 
race was tapped and carried away to its native nothingness. 

The ascension was not up into the clouds and far 
away, but interior. Jesus passed into the Universal Ether, 
an interpenetrating substance right here in our midst. Those 
who open their minds on that plane can commune with him, 
as did Paul on the way to Damascus. Thousands have 
personally talked to Jesus since that time, and are still doing 
so, as he is a most potent factor in the Christian movement of 
today everywhere. 

It was not Jesus of Nazareth as a personality that Paul 
referred to when he said, “Christ in you the hope of glory;" 
"Let Christ be formed in you;" "We have the mind of 
Christ;" "Let this same mind be in you that was in Christ 
Jesus," etc., but a certain mind-principle or expression of 
God called Christ, or Messiah. 

It is quite evident that it is this saving principle in man 
referred to in Isaiah 9. The "people" are our thoughts, and 
they are in the "darkness" of materiality, but they perceive 
that there is a higher way, they have seen a "great light" — 
that is, the true understanding has dawned upon them that 
Spiritual. Consciousness may be developed and save man 
from the shadow of death. This is the real Messiah, 
which Jesus brought to light in the mentality of the 
race. In doing this he proved our greatest leader, and 
among all the countless millions of earth none could have 
surmounted the almost universal race negation called death 
as did Jesus. As a forerunner of that mighty demonstration 
which we must all make before we can enter into eternal life, 
he is our Savior. But we must bring forth this High Self 
within us as he brought it forth—in no other way can we 
round out the beauty of the true man-character. 

This wonderful saving principle makes its first appear- 
ance in consciousness as a little child. It has to grow in the 
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individual as if he had become an infant agam and was 
learning all over the lessons of life. 

We must realize that this new birth, which the little 
child represents, is the guiding genius of man, mspired by the 
Most High. His "name," or nature, is all one can conceive 
of as Wonderful, Counsellor, Mighty God, Everlasting 
Father, Prince of Peace. Then the Christ, or Messiah, is 
God demonstrated in man. This is our salvation.

There is a principle in man which, if called mto ex- 
pression, will make him far, far above the average. The 
Scriptures teach very positively that this principle can be 
developed or formed in man. "Christ in you the hope of 
glory." If this principle can be called into expression in us 
our most devout prayer should be for that consummation, 
to the end that we may realize our ideals. Then let us begin 
right now the development of the Christ principle. Let the 
Christ in you arrive. Let this supreme One take the mas- 
tery. ‘Christ in me my hope of glory," is a good afirma- 
tion for one who desires to enter into the Christ conscious- 
ness. "Christ is risen in me," is another good statement. 
Many of us are holding Christ in the tomb of material limi- 
tations. He is not yet risen, because light has not yet broken 
into our understanding. We have not understood the mighty 
truth that Christ is the Divine Man Principle in us all. 
"Christ, the only begotten Son, is risen in me." Take that 
into deep spiritual understanding and it will quicken the 
Christ Man, and you will have power that you never had 
before

There are none of us but what have asked these ques- 
tions: "What is the meaning of life? Where did I come 
from? What am I here for? Where am I going? Those 
who have not had answers to these questions are unhappy. 
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A certain discontent fills the mind when it is ignorant of the 
object and aim of existence. Nearly everybody has times of 
darkness, but those who have once received the Christ light 
are never without a certain assurance of guidance and safety, 
no matter,what comes. Get but a glimpse of Divine life and 
all your way will be brighter. This present life conscious- 
ness is to be crowned with one of far greater capacity. As 
a race we are now in the kindergarten of life, and we must 
strive for the higher grades. 

Did you ever think what the crown of life is? We all 
have life, but what is the crown of life? What are we liv- 
ing for? Is it for the attainment of some earthly ambition? 
Do not set your ideal-on a crown of temporal things. You 
will never get the real crown if you do. Those who are 
crowned with life, live eternally in the presence of God. 
This does not mean that we are to attain this crown in some 
other realm after we are dead, but here and now. Life is a 
science; it is the science of living under the law. 

We are told that those who strive for the mastery are 
temperate in all things. Then temperance must be a part of 
this life science that we are living. You must be temperate 
if you run this race of life successfully, because life is a very 
precious thing. Those who ran in the Greek races had to 
be temperate in all things. They found that if they dissi- 
pated their life energy in sensuous pleasures they were weak- 
ened. Life in the body must be conserved and purified. As 
a race we are beginning to get glimpses of this law of the 
conservation of life. But it is usually taught from the mate- 
nal standpoint. In our schools religion is divorced from 
psychology. Because the orthodox religious teachers have 
not taught a religious science, their doctrines are excluded 
from the fields of exact thought. 

The attainment of the crown of eternal life depends 
upon the understanding of the science of right thinking. This 
is taught in Christianity, and, rightly understood, will form 
the only true science of living. Jesus attained the crown of 
life, and his teaching should be inquired into in its scientific 
aspect by all who aspire to permanent, enduring, eternal life. 
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The baptism, the death and the resurrection of Jesus 
are steps in the attainment of the crown of life. There is a 
spiritual baptism, and that leads to an effacement, a doing 
away with earthly appetites and passions. That is real tem- 
perance. If we are striving for the mastery in this race of 
life we should be giving heed to these things. If you are 
really giving attention to the higher teaching, if you are one 
of the students of the Lord God Almighty, you will begin 
to search yourself within. The resurrection is brought about 
by an inner concentration of the mind. First, there is the 
realization that there is an omnipresent principle of life; that 
there is a principle which will regenerate or transmute this 
coarser consciousness of life into a finer life. We are told 
by men of science that there is but one universal principle, 
and out of it comes all that we see in the visible world. 
That is true, and as you get hold of that inner consciousness 
you will find that there is a forming power in your mind. 
You have the power through your Higher Self to direct this 
formative principle to any part of your body, and as you 
direct it, transformations will go on wherever your attention 
is centered. Thus the consciousness of life itself is increased 
until the field of life merges into the Great Universal Life, 
and this is “‘life eternal." 

We are told that Jesus, on that wonderful Easter 
morning, stepped out of the tomb in his natural body. Here 
was a resurrection of the physical man. By using this law 
of right thought and right living Jesus attained the crown of 
life, and we are commanded to follow him.

“It is the Spirit that quickeneth; the flesh profiteth 
nothing.” This is the testimony of one who lived in spiritual 
consciousness, who was inspired of God; and it must be, 
if his inspiration was received here in this earth, that it ap- 
plies to us also. Starting with that understanding and seek- 
ing to find what Spirit is, and the power to apply it to every- 
day life, we will surely be inspired of the same Spirit our- 
selves. It seems strange that men should have lived millions 
of years on this planet and not be more familiar with the 
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rkings of Spirit. Men have not understood the true char- 
acter of Spirit. They have thought that Spirit was related 
only to those vague, indefinite things that come with religion; 
that man could not know very much about Spirit unless he 
was religious; that he had to have unusual experiences of 
some kind to have an understanding of Spirit, even to have 
an inkling of it. It was not thought possible to bring high 
spiritual states of mind into everyday business affairs. 

But Jesus said, "It is the Spirit that quickeneth." Je- 
sus was a practical man, and he claimed to do all his work 
in the power of the Spirit. If he could use this power to 
heal people, and give superior wisdom in such simple things 
as preparing food, why should not we use Spirit in like 
ways? Should we not look up this matter and find out what 
he meant when he said, "It is the Spirit that quickeneth — 
the flesh profiteth nothing"? Man today thinks that he can 
get profit out of material things. We are looking for things 
new; but can we get new things through material effort? 
No. The only new thing is Spirit. When you get into 
the Spint you will begin to see things new, and new condi- 
tions will come into expression in your life; but nothing new 
comes from material methods. The same old round goes on 
year after year. All of these wonderful discoveries which 
come from the material are of the material. There is no 
profit in them. We think we are getting new knowledge 
from the study of books, but I assure you that if you look 
into history you will find that literature is thrashing the same 
old straw. Plato anticipated all literature and philosophy. 

We must follow the example of Jesus Christ. Fle said, 
“It is the Spirit that quickeneth." Before him, Elihu, in the 
book of Job, said, “There is a Spirit in man, and the inspi- 
ration of the Almighty giveth them understanding." This 
spiritual power is not very far away. We do not have to 
search for it in foreign lands. It is very near to us, even 
in our mouth. It is a quality in the Word of Mind. We 
have found that the secret of Spirit is in thought. That is 
the revealment of Spirit to man, for man is thought. When 
you think absolute Truth you are in touch with Spirit, and 
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your thought will surely yield some increase. You will get 
an increase in those things which you think about, whatever 
they may be. We have found that whenever we think on the 
positive side, we are thinking spiritually. If we think about 
the all-power and all-presence of Life we are thinking spir- 
itually, and this great essence of Spirit expresses itself in and 
through us and we get a constant up-building along the life 
line. What you are seeking is the increase of health, and 
that is the only increase that you get that has any real benefit 
in it; and that comes through thinking about health, through 
thinking about God as your health. If you think about God 
as your intelligence there is an increase of intelligence, 
because Spint intelligence has an opportunity to precipitate 
through your mind. 

The only real satisfaction in life comes from Spirit in- 
crease. If you start today thinking about Spirit, speaking 
about Spirit, believing in Spirit, you will manifest spiritual 
attributes. [f you ask of the Lord to put you in touch with 
Spirit, to give you inspiration, you will have it. Jesus said, 
"| go to prepare a place for you. Where I am you may be 
also." He did not say after you were dead, but now. This 
"place" is a spiritual consciousness. But you must believe 
in it. You must, in other words, have this consciousness of 
the Spirit, the reality of the Spirit, and the truth of Spirit; 
and if you begin along that line and have your hours of si- 
lence, spiritual increase will be manifest in spiritual abun- 
dance. You will have more understanding in one moment of 
communion with the Spirit than you have gotten in all your 
previous reading. Let everyone make it part of the daily 
thought and meditate upon spiritual things. It is practical. 
It is part of your nature. You are a divine trinity. Spirit 
is the highest principle in you; soul next, and then body. 
But the Spirit is the source of all. You could not live a 
moment without Spirit. The life issues of your body are 
Spirit. As you join your conscious mind with this wonder- 
ful subconscious, you renew your strength through Spirit.

9. These are the generations of Nosh. Noah was a righteous 
man, and perfect in his generations: Noah walked with God. 

10. And Noah begat three sons, Shem, Ham, and Japheth. 

11. And the earth was corrupt before God, and the earth was 
filled with violence. 

12. And God saw the earth, and, behold, it was corrupt; for

SILENT PRAYER: I am cleansed in mind and by the 
power of the Spirit. 

"Most of the higher critics see in Genesis two sepa- 
rate stories of the flood, worked together in one account 
by the editor of that Scripture. These can be seen in differ- 
ent kinds of type in Bacon's Genesis of Genesis, or Bissell's 
Genesis Printed in Colors. Or, if one will mark on the 
margin of his Bible the following verses with a blue pencil 
for the /ehovistic or Prophetic story, and the remaining 
verses with a red pencil for the Elohistic or Priestly story, 
he can read easily the supposed two accounts. Mark with 
blue 6:1-8; 7:1-5, 10, 12, last part of 16, last part of 
17, 22, 23; 8: last part of 2 and first part of 3, 12-16, 
and last part of 13:20-22; 9:18-27. Thus read in two 
stories there is considerable variation and contradiction, 
especially in relation to the numbers of animals brought into 
the ark, and as to the duration of the flood." 

There have been many floods on the earth, and all 
nations have traditions of a time when, to them, the whole 
carth was engulfed in a great deluge. But these do not 
necessarily refer to the flood in Genesis, nor corroborate it 
as history. All geologists agree that there must have been 
many deluges in the past history of the earth. One writer 
says: ‘We know that at the close of the glacial period the 
coast of Maine was submerged to a depth of 250 feet, St. 
Lawrence Valley to a depth of 500 feet, Grinnell's Land, 
2,000 feet.” 

So as a history of a great rain the Genesis story is 
rather uncertain, and from that standpoint we cannot gain 
much from its study. But as an idealistic description of 
a certain line of thought, either in the individual or the race, 
we can gain much profit in ideas. 

When we lower our ideals to a material basis, the 
"sons of God” are taking unto themselves wives of the 
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ness of man was great in the earth, and that every imagina- 
tion of the thoughts of his heart was only evil continually." 

When we unite the superior faculties of the mind, such 
as faith, will, imagination, etc., to material surroundings, 
personalities, and selfish desires, we are falling short of the 
law of Being. That law is that these higher powers shall 
draw upon the formless and be united to that realm wholly. 
To unite these spiritual faculties with the things of sense is 
in direct opposition to the Divine Law, and is scripturally 
termed "wickedness." 

When this wrong use of the faculties reaches a cer- 
tain point, the law or Lord of our being begins to regulate 
the consciousness. A destruction of the man-made condi- 
tion sets in. Noah is the son of Lamech. Lamech means 
the strength of youth, and Noah means rest. Thus it is 
in the strength of our youth that we idealize the material 
and attach our spiritual to the things of sense. But the law 
of reaction sets in, Noah (rest) finds "grace in the eyes of 
God." 

If you have indulged in the strength of your youth in 
the things of sense, the law of spiritual equilibrium, the 
Lord, is now working itself out in a rest, and you may have 
bodily ills. This is where the flood of wicked thoughts 
drown out and cleanse your earth. If you are spiritually 
wise, you will not try to stop this flood in material ways, 
nor try to save its people—your false sense of things. The 
only sure remedy is refuge in the ark of the Lord, which 
you can, by resting in the spiritual part of yourself, build 
right in the midst of this flood of error. First, you must be- 
lieve in divine guidance. Noah did not heed the jeers of 
the materially minded people about him. Then you must 
build your ark on the scientific understanding of truth as to 
the wisdom, presence and power of God. This is significant 
in its mathematical dimensions as given to Noah. The ark 
is built upon the affirmations of what you are in Spirit. 
You take into it your wife, your sons and their wives (spir- 
itual principles inhering in the soul), "and of every living 
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thing of all flesh, two of every sort" ("male and female," 
the positive and negative activities of life in the organism). 
That is, you affrm Spirit as all in all in its primal essence. 

The ideas of divine truth are to be fed with the food 
of Truth as you float above the flood of error surging about 
you. In due time the waters will subside and you can walk 
forth and proceed to people your earth with new and better 
thoughts.

GOD'S COVENANT WITH .MAN.—Gen. 9:8-17. 

8. And God spake unto Noah, and to his sons with him, saying, 

9. And I, behold, I establish my covenant with you, and with 
your seed after you; 

10. And with every living creature that is with you, the birds, 
the cattle, and every beast of the earth with yeu; of all that go out of 
the ark, even every beast of the earth.

SILENT PRAYER: Let my thoughts nom express the 
order and harmony of Divine Light. 

Science teaches that man's body contains all the ele- 
ments that are found in the earth. Religion goes a step 


farther and proclaims that man is an epitome of Being— 
that he is like his maker in Spirit, soul and body, the “image. 
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and likeness” of God. If man’s body is of the same char- 
acter of the earth, it must in some of its phases be like its 
prototype. The earth is three-fourths water and one-fourth 
land. The body is about eighty per cent water. As the 
waters of the earth evaporate and surround it with clouds of 
mist, so the waters of life surround man’s body. As the 
electrical forces move upon the earthly mists, so the mental 
forces cause the invisible ethers of the body to condense 
and flood it. The poet's, “A flood of thoughts came o'er 
me," is not a metaphor, but a plain statement of fact. 
When mind and body reach a certain tense, strained con- 
dition, the law of oneness forces a conjunction, and a flood 
follows. 

With these analogies we may reasonably assume that 

` the lesson of the flood is especially valuable to us in the light 
of its parallel in our minds and bodies. 

Man is an epitome of all that exists in Being, even unto 
the Spirit of God, which is inspired in him. But man is a 
free agent. He can open his mind to the Divine Intelligence 
and know the creative law, or he can declare his independ- 
ence and work his character out through blind experimenta- 
tion. Our race is in its experimental stage. In our igno- 
rance we transgress the law to the last limit and a great re- 
action sets in. This is the flood. We may name it diabetes 
or dropsy. Names express the general condition, which is 
negative to the point of dissolution. Then that in us which 
looks to God in extremity is awakened and we seek the 
Divine Law. This obedience is Noah, through whom seed 
for a new state of consciousness is saved. 

The reference to the rainbow as a “token of a cove- 
nant between me and the earth," involves this law of obe- 
dience. The rainbow is formed of many drops of water, 
each of which is a prism receiving and obediently reflecting 
the sunlight. Each drop represents a human being and the 
whole the race. The seven colors of the solar spectrum 
are produced by different rates of vibration in a universal 
energy, which, in its multiplied activities, makes the visible 
universe.

2. And I will make of thee a great nation, and I will bless thee, 
and make thy name great; and be thou a blessing:

SILENT PRAYER: My Love is the Daughter of God, 
and we are united in Spirit. 
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Every Hebrew name has an inner meaning. In this 
lesson are found names which may be interpreted as follows: 

Abram—the lofty one is father. 

Abraham—father of a multitude. 

Sarai—my princess. 

Sarah—a princess. 

Haran—mountainous. 

Terah—loiterer. 

Canaan—lowland. 

Shechem—should; mountain ridge. 

Moreh—teacher. 

Bethel—house of God. 

Ai—heap, as of stones. 

The movement in consciousness here represented is 
that of one who has been inactive spiritually—has been a 
loiterer. Terah, the father of Abram, means loiterer. The 
Lord, or spiritual impulse within, presses forth to religious 
activity. It virtually says, "Get thee out of thy country, 
and from thy kindred, and from thy father’s house, unto the 
land that I will shew thee.” 

Then lofty ideals begin to possess the mind—Abram, 
the lofty one is father. Faith in the unseen God and divine 
guidance become part of the consciousness without special 
effort when man is obedient to the Spirit. It may seem 
blind faith to those who depend upon sense evidence, but 
it works out beautifully in the lives of those who are true 
to it. We see this type clearly brought out in Faith people; 
they do remarkable healing and bring about almost miracu- 
lous results in temporal affairs without asking about or caring 
to know the law by which it is done. 

But this lack of understanding of all of the resources 
of God in the promised land of Canaan, necessarily leaves 
void and waste places in the consciousness. There was a 
famine in that land and Abram went down into Egypt— 
obscurity. Physically Egypt means the vitality of the or- 
ganism. Those who are not in the all-round understanding 
of the Divine Law, and do not therefore know how to affirm 
a steady current of life from below to feed the flame of 
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intelligence above, have periods of bodily exhaustion. In 
this state they lose the Divine guidance and are plunged into 
apparent darkness. This is a necessary adjustment, how- 
ever, and the law usually works itself out in restored vitality, 
when activity ensues. 

Here again is shown the result of lack of understand- 
ing. Sarah, the wife of Abram, is the soul, the affectional, 
emotional part of the man. Sarah is the daughter of the 
king—‘‘a princess —and should never be allowed to unite 
in any way to matter or material conditions. Not having 
divine understanding, when Abram was drawn down into 
the vital processes of the organism for recuperation, he al- 
lowed his loves, affections and emotions (Sarah) to become 
unied to the ruling states of consciousness there, and 
brought plagues upon the house of Pharaoh in consequence. 

It is right and proper to recognize the vital center in 
the organism, which is the generative, or life center, as hav- 
ing a place in the divine economy, but spiritual man should 
never become involved in the mere animal processes of life 
generation through sex. This is what brings the plagues of 
Egypt (disease) upon the human family. 

Metaphysicians who are regenerating their bodies 
through the concentrated power of their / Am Word should 
heed this lesson, and when quickening, cleansing and read- 
_justing the cells at this life center, they should not forget to 
silently declare the truth of Spirit: ‘““The sensation of the 
flesh cannot hold my Love. My Love is the Daughter of 
God, and we are joined to purity and pure desire in our 
Father's house." : Thus they shall escape the plagues of 
Egypt and the rebuke of Pharoah—"'What is this thou 
hast done unto me? why didst thou not tell me she was thy 
wife?"

THE SUBSTANCE OF FAITH.—Gen. 13:1-12. 


1. And Abram went up out of Egypt, he, and his wife, and all 
that he had, and Lot with him, into the South. 
2. And Abram was very rich in cattle, in silver, and in gold. 
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3. And he went on his journeys from the South even to Beth-el, 
unto the place where his tent had been at the beginning, between 
Beth-el and Ai, 

4. Unto the place of the altar, which he had made there at the 
first: and there Abram called on the name of Jehovah. 

5. And Lot also, who went with Abram, had flocks, and herds, 
and tents.

SILENT PRAYER: The blessing of Jehovah, it mak- 
eth rich, and he addeth no sorrow therewith.—Prov. 10:22. 
Volumes might be written about faith, its relation to 
the conscious, the subconscious and the superconscious de- 
partments of the mind, and its centers of action in the body. 
Abram represents faith in its early establishemnt in the 
consciousness, and in his life we have portrayed the dif- 
ferent movements of this faculty on the various planes of 
action in man’s being. In order to understand the lessons 
in Abram’s life a certain familiarity with each plane of con- 
sciousness is necessary. l 
That in the individual called / may be termed con- 
sciousness, the result of attention. It is in reality Spiritual 
"Man. It is the inherent capacity of / to recognize ideas, 
and through the law of Being form them into states of con- 
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sciousness; but after forming states of consciousness and 
setting up action in their various departments, the / can leave 
its activities like a millwright leaves the mill he has con- 
structed over a waterfall. Abram journeyed from place to 
place. Nature carries on the work after it has once been 
established. 

So we find ourselves in the possession of states of con- 
sciousness with which we seem to be ignorant. There is a 
subconsciousness, for instance, that carries on the digestion, 
assimilation, circulation, respiration, elimination, etc. We 
could not be in possession of an organism having these va- 
rious movements of mind unless we, at some point in our ex- 
perience, established them. If we consciously formed these 
functions, it is plainly possible for us to again possess them 
and become familiar with their actions. 

Thus it is a question of attention whether or not we 
shall know about the various activities of the subconscious. 
If we will rivet our attention for but ten minutes each day 
upon the heart center, we shall in a short time know some- 

. thing of what is going on at that mentality. So with every 
department of the organism. Whenever there is a process 
being carried on in the body you may rest assured that a 
center of consciousness is located somewhere in that vicinity, 
and you may know all about it by continually centenng your 
attention there until the light shines. 

We found in our last lesson that Abram (faith) went 
down into Egypt (vitality) because of a famine. This les- 
son tells of his return "very rich in cattle, in silver, and in 
gold." His nephew, Lot, was with him, and they had so 
great possessions that "the land was not able to bear them, 
for their substance was great, so they could not dwell to- 
gether.” Everything has two sides, the inner and the outer. 
Every faculty of the mind has its active and passive sides, 
its objective and subjective, positive and negative. The 
meaning of Lot is hidden, covered up, and he represents the 
subjective or negative side of faith. His domain is the 

` flesh. When the division took place between Abram and 
Lot he chose the "Plain of Jordan . . . like the land of 
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Egypt, as thou goest unto Zoar." The river Jordan means 
equilibrium of forces, and Zoar means inferior. So we 
should beware how we link the / Am with that faith which 
is established in the flesh. It is Lot, and is allied to the 
negative. 
| Abram went up to where his tent had been at the begin- 
ning, between Bethel (house of God) and Ai (heap of 
stones). This refers to the establishment in the conscious- 
ness of that higher faith— faith in God. Jesus said, "Have 
faith in God.” This God Faith has a place of abode in 
man's very organism. Bethel refers to the medulla at the 
base of the brain, and Ai is the pineal gland, which is at 
the very center of the head and looks like a half-opened eye. 
Strange to say, anatomists have found a few grains of sand 
at the center of this gland ("heap of stones"). In Scrip- 
ture history Ai (eye), or Hai, was the royal city of the 
Canaanites. Canaan means lowland, that is, the body con- 
sciousness. Remember the body is the Promised Land, and 
when man rediscovers this lost domain all the promises of 
Scripture will be fulfilled. 

“Then Abram removed his tent, and came and dwelt 
by the oaks of Mamre, which are in Hebron, and built there 
an altar unto the Lord." Mamre means manliness, strength; 
and Hebron, association. 

The lesson is that faith in God brings about the right 
relation in all the associated faculties, and withal an en- 
during manliness and strength.

room at about twelve m. and nine p. m. into what I con- 
sidered to be silent prayer. I kept this up without taking 
any other treatment whatever. - 

the before mentioned Monday evening it rained, 
and the boys and I retired to the house to escape the rain. 
It was about five p. m. and I at once retired to my bedroom 
for silent prayer; and while engaged in this (to use a Unity 
expression), my subconscious mind took control. The chil- 
dren thought that I was asleep for about an hour; but all this 
time I was conscious of repeating a short prayer that the 
Unity people had sent to me, with an energy that I seemed to 
have no control over. Then, all at once, I quit repeating the 
prayer, and at once I knew that I was well; the cure was so 
complete that everyone about me saw it. When my oldest 
son became convinced that I was well, he remarked that, 
"Papa's God was the God for him." He said the God 
that could and would cure the horrible disease that I had 
had so long, and keep cured, was the only God that he cared 
` to think about, and he at once quit his school of religious 
thought and went to looking into the Unity idea. 

My bowels moved, during all this time (twenty 
months), except the three days mentioned above, from four 
to twelve times each day, and from two to six each night. 
The cure was instantaneous and has lasted for about eight 
months; and without medicine of any kind, except faith in 
my Creator. I have taken no medicine since, of any kind; 
and am well of two other so-called incurable diseases, 
namely: rheumatism that I first felt in the Fall of 1867

disease, muscular rheumatism). Also of piles, which have 
troubled me since January 1900. I am almost well of two 
other so-called incurable diseases, namely: catarrh of head 
and throat, that I only remember having since 1862, and 
pyorrhea for about forty-two years.

I can run foot races with the boys, or 
run stock into the stock pen as well as I could fifty years ago, 
and in every way I feel as well as I did when a boy. All 
of the energy and ambition of youth have returned to me, 
and I thank my Creator for it. 

While I do not, at this time, consider the foregoing 
in any way a miracle or miraculous, only living in harmony 
with my Creator, yet I look upon it the same as I do the so- 
called miracles of Christ and his apostles of 1900 years ago.

I am 
so thankful every minute of my life that I live and breathe the 
full free breath, that I wish to testify wherever it may seem 


to do any good." 

Miss May A. Smith, Minneapolis, Minn., says: 

In the March 10th issue of Weekly Unity, your reply 
to Mr. Garson’s article has come to my attention. 

Just for the sake of giving you a simple story, and 
proof of what I consider a healing, I will write the following 
and thus give you a case where the malady was not a "nerv- 
ous trouble or something else by nature hidden from the eyes 
and from the definite knowledge of man," but one where 
all the neighbors can testify to the spells and all that I went 
through, and tell you of my condition today. 

In September, 1913, a form of asthma, which I had 
had in a mild way from the time I was a child, took a firm 
hold of me. The spells would start with a cold and bother 
my breathing. At the date named it took on an aggravated 
form. I could hardly get around at times, and was forced 
to give up my work. Then, while unable to work, I still 
kept going out whenever I could. When the spells would 
become more severe, I could hardly get home and would 
fall inside the door and be carried upstairs and be put to 
bed. Drs. O. A. Olson, 221 Cedar Ave.; R. W. Moir, 
2 East Lake St.; Carl A. Witham, 1522 E. Lake St.; 
and R. A. Campbell, Donaldson, Bldg., nose and throet 
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specialist, saw me before my operation and said that nothing 
could be done for the spells. 

In November, 1913, I went to Dr. A. E. Benjamin, 
Donaldson Bldg., a friend of my deceased father, who, 
himself, was a physician. Dr. Benjamin stated that my 
stomach had fallen and the toxins went through my system, 
poisoning it. He thought, but would not promise, that an 
operation to correct this trouble would give relief. On 
February 9, 1914, I submitted to this. While still in bed, 
after about five weeks, the spells started in again, and con- 
tinued, growing more severe all the time. At last I reached 
the point where every week or two, doctors had to come and 
give me hypodermics to enable me to breathe. In May of the 
same year, with the hope that a change of climate would 
relieve me, I went to a fruit ranch at Puyallup, Washington. 
Here Dr. Barry attended me and stated that nothing could 
be done to cure or even relieve the trouble. Dr. Torlief 
Torland, Cobb Bldg., Seattle, also examined me and 
stated, "Nothing could be done.” 

The following November I started home, since I was 
even worse West than in Minnesota. While on the train 
returning, twice they. had to wire ahead for doctors, one stay- 
ing with me through the mountains, and the other one meet- 
ing me at the station and giving me hypodermics. In this 
condition I reached home and returned to Dr. Benjamin's 
care. $5. 4 
Most of the above named physicians rank among the 
leading ones of their vicinity or city, and among them Dr. 
Benjamin was the only one who held out any hope for me. 
He always stated that I would get well. After apparently 
exhausting his resources, he insisted that I see Dr. George 
Douglas Head, internal medicine specialist, Donaldson 
Block, this city. He treated me for perhaps a couple of 
months and told me that a Southern climate might give me 
some relief, but otherwise, nothing could be done. 

I was getting weaker all the time. I could not breathe; 
every short, labored breath was like lifting a ton, and my 
chest was sore clear through to my back, and ached all the 
time. One of the last times I was out, was able to get to the 
comer grocery from the car, where I sank down and was 
taken up in arms and held like a child while an auto drove 
me home. So you see, my spells were quite evident to the 
public. In fact, on the street car people wanted to call an 
ambulance and take me to the hospital, but I would not 
permit it. Each night was unbearable, since I was up chok- 
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ing every half-hour or oftener, and the day was spent getting 
over the effect of the night. As the specialists I went to did 
not make house calls, Dr. G. M. Jones came during this 
time, when necessary, to administer hypos. He also stated 
that nothing could be done. 

In this condition in May, 1915, fifteen months after 
my operation, I was induced to go to Miss Catharine B. 
Guthrie, then at Homestead Apartments, this city (now at 
Santa Cruz, Calif.). I had been raised among physicians 
and did not believe a bit, which I plainly told her, but stated 
that I would do everything she wished me to do. Here 
I will state that my money was exhausted, and she took me 
and gave me treatments and furnished literature, free of 
charge. 

I was a "Doubting Thomas," not able to trust the 
Divine Power within, and did not manifest any improvement 
for some time. The first I noticed was that my nights were 
better and that I had only been up two or three times. From 
then on the improvement was marked (although when the 
spells became unbearable, I still called a physician and had 
the Wrapieu I had my last one in July, 1915. 
While I might have resumed work from then on, 
Guthrie did not wish it, so I went to work in Septem 
Since then I have not been out of work a day from sickness, 
and while doing temporary work (finding it more proft- 
able), I have been out of work very little. All winter I 
have worked two or three nights a week in addition to the 
regular work, and for the last six weeks have worked steady 
nearly every night, making an eleven, and sometimes thirteen 
hour day, while the average girl who has had good health 
complains at one night. 

Have given you these facts without juggling them. I 
think all the physicians except Dr. Olson should remember 
me. Of course, they may hate to own up to an opinion on 
aen part which has proved false, but I have given you the 
truth. 

Of course, if you cannot "become as a little child," 
and wish to take the point of view that the operation cured 
me, I will not argue. I am just speaking from my heart, and 
while I have the utmost regard for Dr. Benjamin, I feel 
that since no improvement was shown during fifteen months 
from the time of the operation, and since the improvement 
followed so closely upon my going to Miss Guthrie, that she, 
T an instrument of the Holy Spirit, brought about the 

ange. 
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Moreover, my belief has opened the way to a better 
understanding of the Bible, and since I know the Father is 
pouring out all good for those who will open to it, I am far 
more successful in business and all my affairs than when I 
had the old idea of religion, and an avenging God, and felt 
that humble submission to affliction here was the path by 
which humans were to reach the up in the sky heaven. 

As to my condition now, I give as reference my sister, 
Mrs. C. R. Martin, 3816 Stevens Ave., Minneapolis. I 
have always lived with her since 1904. I saw a letter which 
she wrote to my Seattle friend, and wherein she stated that 
she felt I did not have long to live. Also refer you to Mr. 
W. H. Roberts, 2747 17th Ave., So., a deacon in the 
Oliver Presbyterian Church. He helped to carry me around 
when I was unable to help myself. Mrs. Frank Shepherd, 
425 N. 6th St., Springfield, Ill., was often at my bedside; 
Miss Esther Twede, Cobb Bldg., care of Dr. Torland. 
She is the doctor's assistant, and also a personal fnend of 
mine, and knew my condition well, and probably remembers, 
and can vouch for, what the doctor said. Can give you 
numerous other references as to what I was, and now am. 

I am a practical girl and one who is hard to convince. 
But since I have seen what the following out of the Bible in 
the literal way and taking all the promises as for the here and 
now has brought forth, I am anxious to testify to the Truth. 
One of my oft-put questions to Miss Guthrie (who surely 
is taught of the Spint and whom I wish you might know) 
when I began to see an improvement was, "Why do the 
ministers not know this?" If you cared to hear, would be 
glad to give you the reasons. As stated before, I am just a 
common, everyday girl, and do not tell this to my associates 
(those whom I meet in business, although my best friends 
all know it) who are not ready for it, and would think me 
queer, but am always glad to testify where it may do some 
good.

Do not give attention to the things you see and hear in 
a "psychic" way, but try to realize the ideas which they 
represent. Everything that appears in the outer has back of 
it an idea—every thought has a corresponding form, and 
every individual that you see, in the way you mention, 
whether living or dead, represents an idea to you. That 
idea is your prevailing thought in regard to that person. If 
you will stop and think for a few moments, asking the Holy 
Spirit within you for light, it will come to you just what 
dominant idea you hold in consciousness concerning the 
brother, mother, friend or foe that seems to appear to you.

In regard to Unity Centers in other places becoming 
dependent branches of our Center here: Since the only 
true and lasting unity is in Spirit the attempt to bring about 
an outer "form" of unity in an organizing of the different 
schools, in the way you propose, would no doubt lead to dis- 
sension. Then again, we would not wish to be responsible 
for what is taught as Truth in other places. The Spint of 
Truth is the One Teacher and Guide, and each one who is 
called to the work of establishing meetings in any place 
where those interested in spiritual unfoldment may gather 
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together for mutual benefit, must be led by his own indwell- 
ing Spirit of Truth, not by us nor by the Spirit through us. — 
One must know the peculiar needs of the people to whom 

he is ministering, to be able to decide just how to reach and 

aid them. 

Neither could we set forth any specific creed or dogma 
for others to follow, because we are all progressing and will 
no doubt in a year from now see far ahead of that which 
we are giving out today. We are glad to help all we can by 
prayer or instruction in Truth, but we would not dare to do 
anything that would tend to lessen the freedom of even our 
students to progress in their own way. On the other hand, 
there may possibly be some so-called Unity Centers that we 
would not care to have associated with us in the direct way 
you mention, since they would then be our representatives, 
in a way, and would not be giving out a right idea at all, of 
the Truth we are seeking to promulgate. Therefore we 
feel that we must be free and allow all others the same 
liberty.

Concerning sanitariums: We cannot speak for other 
centers, but we have found by experience that those who 
put their trust in God are healed readily in their own homes, 
or wherever they are, while those who seem slow in making 
their demonstrations of health and plenty do not obtain the 
good they desire any easier or quicker by coming to us. 
You see the “Healer” is within every individual—the Spirit 
of Truth is within every man, and it is through his habit of 
thinking that trouble comes to him from without, from en- 
vironment and circumstances. Then looking to the without, 
to persons and outer methods for the remedy, is what causes 
him to lean so much on "'healers," or those who have seem- 
ingly demonstrated the Truth in a more marked way than 
he has done. 

The fact is that all untrue conditions in mind, body or 
affairs are built up from within the individual and the 
remedy must also come from within. While overcoming 
man changes not only himself but also his environment and 
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so aids those with whom he is associated. In this way the 
Truth spreads as it could not do were all those who were 
awakened to their need of help, gathered together away 
from their homes, while growing out of their errors. The 
lesson each one needs in his overcoming is usually the one 
that he can learn best just where he is, but which he so 
often desires to get away from without taking it up and 
mastering it. 

There are, however, cases where a sanitarium would 
prove a blessing, and there are those who have been led to 
open homes for those desiring spiritual healing and help.

Our present way of carrying on our work is much more far- 
reaching and seems to need every worker that we have; yet 
we are assured that the Lord will provide for every new 
held of labor that he may move us to take up, since in all 
ways we seek to do his will.

We find no account in the Bible of Jesus ever trying to 
help the dead in any way except in raising them to life again, 
thus bringing them back into a consciousness of life in the 
body, nor did he ever give any instructions to any of his 
followers to do so.

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FORGIVENESS

is self harmoniously to others and to con- 
ditions, through spiritual understanding, 
under the law of love. Back of these out- 
ward expressions is the soul’s power to 
keep in harmony with itself, by adjustment 
J to the laws of its own existence. Such ad- 
Saiak is an attainment to be made and, in the making, 
no single act of forgiveness or unforgiveness counts for much 
either way; that is, an act of forgiveness does not indicate 
that the full attainment is made, and an unforgiving act does 
not prove that progress toward the ideal has ceased. Each 
act has its place in the process, but there is nothing final in 
any one experience, unless the soul ignorantly accepts it as 
final. 


Power to forgive comes through the entrance of the 
forgiving spirit of Jesus Christ into the heart of man. Since 
false concepts of life and its relations often close the heart 
against the Christ love, it is profitable to consider the truths- 
which will clear away these barriers and set mind and heart 
free to receive and express the real spirit and substance of 
Love. In other words, there must be understanding as well 
as love. Summed up briefly, the fundamentals necessary to 
forgiveness are, (1) understanding of omnipresent Justice; 
(2) the true nature of love; (3) universal unity, the oneness 
of all people and things in Christ; (4) the unreality of evil; 
(5) the meaning of adversity. 

Belief in injustice is at the bottom of all unforgiveness. 
The bald statement that there is no injustice usually meets 
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with a quick word of dissent, but when the question is faced 
squarely and fairly in the understanding of God as omni- 
present Justice, no place is found for injustice. If God is 
Justice and if he is omnipresent, then justice must be cease- 
lessly active everywhere. | Often it seems that if there is such 
a thing as justice, it must swing in such great sweeping cycles 
that it seldom touches the individual life; but spiritual vision 
is microscopic as well as telescopic and reveals the working 
of justice in every detail of all lives. The anguish which 
seems to come from injustice is the cry of the soul for free- 
dom from its own cramping hate and jealousy and envy. 
Jealousy is not some great evil, in and of itself, to be fought 
against and struggled with as a mighty adversary, but it is 
misdirected force, the result of a wrong attitude of mind, a 
lack of understanding of Justice Universal. Jealousy is 
overcome by mental adjustment. The soul must know that 
no one but itself has power to keep from it the realization of 
its good. One's own wrong concept of God and of Divine 
Law gives sorrow. Injustice is all in the personal sense of 
things. At will, the overcomer may lift up his eyes to the 
hills from whence cometh his help; that is, he may turn from 
the personal viewpoint and look at life and all its relations 
as they actually are in Spirit and in Truth Emerson de- 
fines prayer as “‘the contemplation of the facts of life from 
the highest point of view." This is an exact definition of for- 
giveness. 

Without changing the meaning of the statement, 
“There is no injustice," we may say, " There is nothing but 
justice," and so look at the question from a little different 
angle. Mortal reasoning may conclude that since every 
soul attracts all its experiences and there is no injustice, 
therefore no responsibility rests upon one whose selfishness 
wrongs another. But there is no ground here for self-de- 
fense. A man may meet a robber and have his money 
taken away. The cause of his ‘experience is in the one who 
is robbed, but that does not make right nor excuse the deed 
of the robber. He must meet justice. Jesus gave warning 
concerning the Infinite, All-Pervading Justice when he said,

“It is impossible but that offences will come, but woe unto 
him through whom they come." The law is, “With what 
measure ye mete it shall be measured to you again." 

When we see the scales of justice indicating injustice in 
any phase of life we must, to be just, withhold judgment 
until we know what is in both balances. One thing to be re- 
membered is that men are judged, not only as individuals, 
but as families, as nations, as organizations of all kinds. In 
every association of two or more persons there must neces- 
sarily be a sharing of responsibility for whatever is done by 
them as a unit. It may seem unjust to hold an individual 
responsible for national sins, but whatever of evil he has 
part in producing, either directly or indirectly, he must some- 
time meet in judgment. However, if he knows the Law and 
believes in Divine Justice, he may separate himself from 
the errors of others and so conform to the Law in his own 
life as to escape the results of the sins of his family and 
nation. 

Nations, like individuals, often seem to suffer unjustly, 
but inquiry into their history will show unjust dealing with 
other nations or with some of their own people. Whatever 
appearances may seem to prove, we should always bear in 
mind that justice is omnipresent. l 

In coming into the understanding of justice it helps to 
know that trouble is not always caused by willful disobedi- 
ence, but often by a disregard of Law through ignorance 
and lack of effort to learn the way of righteousness. A 
state or a nation is not accused when a man who ignorantly 
offends against the law is punished; neither should God be 
accounted unjust when suffering comes to men through their 
ignorance. 

Self-justification often stands in the way of the recogni- 
tion of Justice. The mortal man is always so ready with ex- 
planations and excuses. In the victorious spiritual life, the 
tendency to self-justification is promptly met with a resolute 
acknowledgment of Divine Justice, and so is fulfilled the 
command, "Humble yourselves under the mighty hand of 
God." Recognize every unpleasant experience as discipline, 
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acknowledge the justice of it, be thankful for the mercies 
connected with it and obey the law as soon as it is discerned. 
These four mental steps will fulfill humility and open the 
way out of every discord. Then the head will no longer 
be bowed in grief and humiliation, but the Psalmist's words, 
"Now shall mine head be lifted up above mine enemies," 
will be actually fulfilled. ''Mine enemies" are the false 
beliefs and errors of mortal consciousness that close out the 
understanding of justice as omnipresent. 

Forgiveness comes easy when, instead of studying our 
problems in their apparent relation to others, we consider in 
every expenence only our own relation to the Law and see 
Justice as the very essence of all things. — All-penetrating, 
All-permeating is Justice; it is like a finely woven net catch- 
ing in its web every act, word and thought of everybody, 
everywhere. 

Words and deeds may be forgotten, but sometime we 
meet them face to face through the action of the law of jus- 
tice, the existence of which we may have questioned. It is 
this law that fulfills the saying of Jesus, "Every idle word 
that men shall speak, they shall give account thereof in the 
day of judgment." Folly is added to folly when other per- 
sons are blamed for our judgments, and time and strength 
are wasted that might be turned to account in a quick over- 
coming of error if we would eliminate others from the prob- 
lem and give our thought and substance to working out our 
own adjustment to the Law. If others have been factors in 
unpleasant experiences, the only way to bring about under- 
standing and harmony is to leave them to the Law. Con- 
demnation and reproach only keep up the discord. 

In his teaching concerning forgiveness, Jesus made it 
very plain that one should take stepe toward reconciliation, 
and if a fair and just consideration of the issue was refused, 
then the offending brother should be “unto thee as a hea- 
then." That is, he should be let alone and left to the awak- 
ening of the Spirit and the adjustment of Justice. Affairs 
that seem hopelessly complicated become easy to adjust when 
simplified by eliminating all but the necessary factors—the 
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soul and God; or, putting it more simply still, the individual 
and the law of his being, for the law of his being is the law 
of God. 

In all Divine revelation, the justice of God is associ- 
ated with his mercy. To be like the Father, every Son 
must make mercy a part of his concept of justice, otherwise 
the heart becomes hardened and all the finer qualities of 
mind and soul that make for peace and harmony and fellow- 
ship are killed out of consciousness. Mercy and forgiveness 
are not arbitrary requirements of a personal God, but essen- 
tials in the soul’s life and growth, because they belong in- 
nately in the Son as in the Father, and Sonship cannot be 
demonstrated without them. 

Forgiving love is sometimes not realized because of a 
misconception of the true nature of love. Spiritual love and 
personal love are so often considered as separate and con- 
tending forces that the mind gets confused when it tries to 
face the problem of forgiveness. There is only one love and 
that is God Love. Love and life and all of the attributes of 
being are often perverted in human consciousness, but per- 
version does not change the real character of these attributes. 
The simplest way to get back to real love is to think of it as 
goodwill. When one expresses goodwill toward another 
that one is fulfilling the law of love. Forgiveness does not 
require personal affection, but it does call for a hearty good- 
will. When this goodwill finds a response in the heart of 
the one forgiven, close personal love and fellowship may 
follow; but no soul should count itself guilty of unforgiveness 
if goodwill does not pass into such a relation. It takes two 
to make fellowship as well as two to make a quarrel. 

The forgiveness which the Lord demands must be from 
the heart; that is, with love. It is possible to forgive with 
the head—to reason out the necessity of forgiveness and 
comply outwardly. This may be a step toward heart-for- 
giveness, but it is only when the substance of love is given to 
the offender that goodwill has been expressed toward him. 
Real forgiveness is to have no consciousness of anything to 
forgive. So long as there is memory of a wrong as a wrong, 
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it has not been fully forgiven. This may seem a standard 
beyond reach, but the Lord allows us time to grow. What 
is beyond present attainment will not remain so if the vision 
of the thing desired is kept in mind and the energies are bent 
toward realization. It is wisdom to recognize the high stand- 
ard in all things. Nothing is gained by trying to pull the 
standard down to meet one’s short-comings. The chief ad- 
vantage in having a standard beyond present attainment and 
working diligently toward it, is that in such light and activ- 
ity, the soul develops fiber, grows strong and makes the sub- 
stance of an abiding consciousness of the Truth which it 
beholds as existing for it. 

The third foundation Truth upon which forgiveness 
rests is the unity of all in Christ. The mind may perceive 
that there is only one Man and that each individual is that 
One, but it is only through some deep spiritual soul expen- 
ence that this truth becomes a vital, moving, growing factor 
in consciousness. In the One Man is the universe, and the 
inner and outer worlds are one. So closely are all people 
and things related, and so perfectly unified are they in the 
law of being, that the slightest infrmgement upon the rights 
of any person or thing produces friction, discomfort, disorder. 
It is impossible for anyone to live to himself. Effort to live 
apart produces an abnormal man and increases the sum- 
total of human misery. Adjustment is the only solution of 
life's problems. Love and forgiveness in the consciousness of 
the universal unity will harmonize all discords and bring in 
everlasting righteousness and peace. 

If one should stick a pin in another and immediately 
feel the pain in himself, he would not stick any more pins. 
That is a homely little illustration, but it serves to bring forci- 
bly before the mind the fact that if every pain given was felt 
at once by the one who inflicted it, there would be a quick 
falling off of offences. This does not mean that one is re- 
sponsible for over-sensitiveness in others, but that all are 
under obligations to keep the unity of the Spirit in the bond 
of peace. Even if an offender does not immediately feel 
the effect of a wrong done to another he will feel it and for

his own peace he will come to be careful not to interfere 
with his neighbor's peace. When he sees that his neighbor 
and he are one, because there is only One, then he will undei- 
stand why he himself feels the hurt he gives to some other 
one and will find that he must learn the law of love. Love, 
based upon justice and unity, is lifted out of the realm of 
mere sentiment and established in eternal Law. 

The knowledge that evil has no reality or power in 
itself, forms the fourth foundation stone in the realization of 
forgiving love. Whatever is true in the very essence of being 
is the only truth. Conditions arising out of the false relation 
of ideas, persons and things are not worthy to be classed 
with the realities of Spint. Those who know that all mis- 
understandings and discords come from wrong relations and 
lack of adjustment to eternal truths are best prepared to for- 
give. Nothing is true that denies the justice of God and 
the universal unity and by turning from the lie to the truth, 
the substance of a living faith in the true is built into mind 
and heart. From a heart so fixed in eternal verities, the 
spirit of forgiveness springs naturally. 

Understanding of the meaning and use of adversity 
helps to build an enduring foundation for love and forgive- 
ness. Emerson, in his discourse on "Fate," throws light 
on the cause of the world's sorrows. After enumerating the 
destructive forces against which the race has long struggled 
and describing them in detail until he makes his reader won- 
der whether after all life is worth living, he changes to a 
happier vein and explains that what is known as fate is the 
working of the universal law which men find adverse only 
because they have not mastered it. His explanation of the 
meaning of adversity may be gathered from the following 
short extracts from his discourse: 

, "To a certain point they believe themselves to be in 
the care of a Providence. But in a steamboat, in an epi- 
demic, in war they believe a malignant energy rules. But 
relation and connection are not somewhere sometimes, but 
everywhere always. The divine order does not stop where 
. their sight stops. The friendly power works on the same 
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rules, in the next farm and the next planet. Fate, then, is a 
name for facts not yet passed under the fire of thought; for 
causes which are yet unpenetrated. But every jet of chaos 
which threatens to exterminate us, is convertible by the in- 
tellect into wholesome force. Fate is unpenetrated causes. 
The water drowns ship and sailor like a grain of dust. But 
learn to swim, trim your bark and the wave which drowned 
it will be cloven by it and carry it on its own foam, a plume 
and a power. . . . A man's fortunes are the fruit of his 
character. A man’s friends are his magnetisms." 

The whole discourse sets forth the necessity of man's 
dominion through knowledge of Law. Paul calls the great 
positive constructive law of Being "the law of the Spirit of 
life in Christ Jesus," and he names the negative phase “‘the 
law of sin and death." To the man who is at one with the 
law, loves it and obeys it, all things work together for good. 
If, through disobedience, the force of the law has been set 
into action negatively, the error may be remedied by conform- 
ing in thought and act to the positive law. Forgiveness of 
others who may be involved in an error and forgiveness of 
one's self sets the mind free from the limitations of "fate" 
and opens the way into the universal. Everyone must return 
to the universal, either negatively or positively. Death is the 
negative return, but by at-one-ment with “‘the law of the 
Spirit of life" the individual life takes its true place in the 
universal life and law. One who so relates himself to the 
universal becomes master and for him there is no more death. 

Such a concept of life gives a powerful motive for the 
attainment of forgiving love. Knowing that Divine har- . 
mony must be realized and that love is its law and founda- 
tion, time and prayer and meditation are gladly given for 
the opening of the soul to love. It matters not that there are 
seeming failures. If one goes down into the valley of de- 
feat today, it helps to know that it is not the same valley 
that was passed through yesterday, but one farther along the 
way. 

So we find that the secret of forgiveness is to broaden 
out into universal truths that make unforgiveness impossible. 
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A Word that will help to open the way into the larger life 
is, "I am one with the Universal Will for the universal 
good." This, carried into effect, means that in every act the 
soul will relate itself to the universal rather than to the per- 
sonal. Daily worship or meditation upon the Absolute will 
further aid to freedom. It is right to unite the Self con- 
sciously with God, but in this particular hour of worship, “T” 
need not be spoken. The Lord should be magnified in reali- 
zations such as these: ‘“God is Spirit. God is Omnipresent, 
Omnipotent, Omniscient, Absolute, Infinite, Limitless Being. 
He is the one pure Substance. He is Love eternal. He is 
perfect Life. He is Lord, Father, Source, All in All." 

Everything that takes the soul out of limitation is worth 
while. To see God everywhere in the manifest universe, to 
know that the within and the without are not separate, but all 
unified in spiritual laws that act and react, making mind and 
manifestation one—all this tends to break the bonds of self 
and helps the growing soul to include in its love every other 
soul as well as every created thing. This is all so much more 
effective in gaining the power of forgiveness than personal 
efforts to forgive. 

It is no light thing for the soul to be born into the great 
freeing, loving, forgiving consciousness of the Christ. The 
travail is beyond anything the mortal can comprehend. In 
the first throes, whatever thin veneer there may be of the su- 
perficial and sentimental is thrown off as a shell. The law 
of love is to be written in the heart; righteousness is to be 
inwrought in the soul and in the flesh, and it is not surprising, 
therefore, that everything in consciousness that can be shaken 
will be shaken. Whatever is false or unjust or unloving 
in any way will be broken up and worked out of mind and 
body. The stony heart will change and a new heart will 
be given and a new spirit enthroned. Probably the greatest 
struggle will come with the sense of injustice. That is why 
it is so necessary to know God as Justice and to have a 
living faith that all things are working together for good. 

The wisdom and wonder of the prayer Jesus taught, 
“Forgive us as we forgive," grows upon one mightily in the 
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study and demonstration of forgiveness. As we forgive, 
something wonderful happens to us; it is the Father's for- 
 giveness. This is the open door to righteousness and peace 
and joy and the fulfillment of every promise made by the 
Father to his children. |

77] AN THE creation of the universe, God made 


every provision for man’s welfare. God 
gave man facilities for the expression of 
every ideal in Himself. God even imaged 
the food best adapted to the “image and 

\ likeness” of himself, and pronounced every- 
2 AS thing that he had made for his own and 
man's enjoyment and glorification as “‘good and very good.” 

In the study of creation as set forth in the first chapter 
of Genesis, it appears that God so perfected his plans that 
there could be no possible chance of error creeping in. But 
we should remember that God is Mind and his creation is in 
the realm of ideas. Divine Mind imaged its ideals; this is 
the creation of the heavens, for creation means idealization. 
The earth is the mental picture of the ideals, and does not 
refer to the realm of manifestation, or formed substance, as 
we view the earth today. 

God gave to man the power to establish His ideals in 
Substance, and so the Lord God, or directive / Am, begins 
his work of carrying out the Father's plans, as recorded in 
the second chapter of Genesis. This process is still going 
on, and through aligning one's thoughts with the ideas of 
Divine Mind the original perfection may be brought into 
manifestation. Jesus demonstrated the Divine Idea Man, 
and assured his followers that they should do even greater 
works than he did. The spiritual man is not subject to the 
"law of sin and death," and can now, as of yore, emerge 
from the tomb of materiality a glorifed and spiritual being. 
God has no cognizance of time. All is omnipresent in Spirit. 

The six days in the creation represent degrees of mind 
unfoldment. A good comparison of the creation is found in 
discerning the workings of one's own mind. Before we 
begin to do a thing we first make our plans, get the mental 
picture, establish our thoughts in substance through faith 
and imagination, and later, through the direction of our 
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understanding and will, bring our plans into visibility. The 
understanding and will are the two "'great lights" that God 
set in the firmament of heaven (mind) to give light upon 
the earth. The will, the lesser light, touches activity in the 
without; understanding rules the within, and expresses har- 
mony, when established in divine order. It is through the 
will that man exercises freedom of action, and thus this 
lesser light, working independent of understanding, became 
the avenue through which man lost consciousness of his 
Divine. inheritance. 

Man's natural heritage is Eden—a state of bliss. In 
this state man dwelt in his original perfection. Today man 
is constantly using every means to regain this peaceful and 
happy condition, but he will never find it outside of himself. 
The most wonderful land to be explored is within the being 
of man. This is the Holy Land, the land flowing with milk 
and honey. In this land grows every tree that is good for 
food; that is, every idea necessary to bring into expression 
the perfect man in a perfect body. Living is a process of 
Self-discovery. To discover the Self is to become ac- 
quainted with God, for God cannot for a moment be sepa- 
rated from his Ideal Man. 

How shall man begin to retrace his steps and enter 
again into Paradise? In the opposite manner to which he 
made his exit. Through laying hold of manifestation as 
the reality he lost sight of the Ideal or Creative Principle; 
so now, by a letting go process, he must detach his mind 
from the realm of form and unify his thoughts with the realm 
of ideas. The manner of spiritual growth is exactly the op- 
posite way the intellectual man unfolds, and for this reason 
students of Truth find themselves called out from the customs 
and manners of the world in many points they did not fore- 
see when Truth first shed its halo over their darkened under- 
standing. ‘‘Eye hath not seen, nor ear heard, neither hath 
entered into the heart of man, the things which God hath 
prepared for them that love him.” 

Every step of the way unfolds to our vision new glories, 
and corresponding renunciations. Jesus prayed that his fol- 
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lowers be not taken out of the world, but that they be kept 
from the evil. The kingdom of heaven is not of this world, 
for the kingdom of God is not "eating and drinking, but 
righteousness and peace and joy in the Holy Spirit." Un- 
derstanding and cooperation with Divine Will is the only 
method whereby man can escape from the secondary laws 
of sickness and death, which he has so ignorantly set up 
through thinking of himself as apart from God. 

Man's natural heritage is life that is unending, love 
that is unfailing, strength that is enduring and peace that 
passeth all understanding. Out of qualities of Mind comes 
every desired good, and man has the power to establish in 
consciousness the original ideas of God. Man is not sepa- 
rated from God, possessing a mind of his own, but has his 
consciousness in Divine Mind. "In him I live and move and 
have my being." Through thinking in harmony with ideas 
of Divine Mind there flows naturally into man’s conscious- 
ness a finer essence of Spirit, which not only redeems the 
mind but transforms the body. Because Good is man's 
birthright, it is marvelous what only a grain of Truth will do. 
The "mustard seed" sends forth its branches until all the 
birds of heaven (thoughts) find lodgment in its protecting 
presence. 

"Let the mind be in you, which was also in Christ 
Jesus; who being in the form of God thought it not robbery 
to be equal with God." Letting involves the will. Be 
willing that the Spirit of Truth within may inspire you with 
understanding of your real nature, by keeping empty of the 
thoughts that make up the personal consciousness. No last- 
ing good can come out of personal thinking. The Divine. 
Man is the only man recognized of God. This man is the 
Real Self of everyone, and through harmonizing the whole 
consciousness with this Self, man builds permanent thought 
structures, not only in his own body, but in the universe at 
large. 

Man does not have to work for that which he inherits, 
when he places himself in harmony with Divine Law and. 
Will. Jesus gave a simple formula, the application of which

brings into expression all that we divinely are. "What 
things soever ye desire, when ye pray, believe that ye receive 
them, and ye shall have them." Can we do this? “All 
` things are possible to him that believeth.” How shall we 
begin to oust this doubting ego and-enter into the realization 
that we have received all that we desire? First through un- 
derstanding that God is the All-enfolding, All-inclusive 
Mind upon which we impress our thoughts and words. 
These in turn function in the universal Substance, just as 
seeds take root in the earth, and bring forth after their 
kind. Man has active in his life whatever he saith. We 
need to be careful what we say when we know this law. 
Sometimes it does appear that events, conditions, etc., come 
into our lives that we certainly never thought about, let alone 
spoke into expression, but can we be sure of this? Is your 
life something apart from the Life Idea penetrating and 
permeating the universe? Do you think in the race con- 
sciousness or the Divine? Are you allied in thought with 
ideas that are good for all men or are you only thinking of 
a chosen few? There is but one rock foundation upon 
which to establish all thinking, and that is Principle. 

What is good for one man is good for all men, if that 
good be founded in Principle. Health is a principle and 
it is always good. Harmony is a principle and always up- 
lifts. Purity is a principle, good for all alike. There is no 
duality in the realm of Absolute Ideas. It is only when we 
touch the personal that there is pain and pleasure, or action 
and reaction. | 

The realization of our Divine heritage of life, health, 
wisdom, love, power and all qualities that originate in Good, 
is not accomplished through the human nature. This makes 
null and void the oft-repeated insistence that "no human 
being can do that." The "human" is the personal man, 
the usurper, who seeks to slay the activities of the spiritual 
consciousness, or else suppress them. Sins of omission are as 
destructive in the body consciousness as sins of commision. 
Failure to express our Divine heritage causes much of the 
confusion and suffering of the race today. The kingdom of 
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heaven has been preached and men are being pressed into 
it, not through dying, but through seeking consolation within 
their own being for the wounds inflicted by mammon. God 
leads his people "in a cloud" sometimes. The seed disin- 
tegrating in the ground is nearer the perfect expression of 
that for which it stands than if it were lying dormant and 
unplanted. There is no inactivity in Spirit. It is not time, 
but realization that hastens the establishment of harmony in 
either the individual or in the race consciousness. 

Every individual realization of the omnipresence of 
God, even though the race be passing through the shadow, 
lessens in a corresponding degree the suffering of mankind 
in general. All the power in the universe is good, and if it 
- is not being used in a constructive manner, it only signifies 
that man has not regulated the activity of the underlying 
power. Man is the executor of the plans of the Divine 
Parent, and has at his command all facilities to bring into 
expression peace and happiness. But he must make the cul- 
tivation of spiritual ideas his first concern. He cannot cling 
to God on one hand and to the satisfaction of the flesh on 
the other. ""They which are the children of the flesh, these 
are not the children of God." 

Jesus boldly taught us to affirm our oneness with the 
Father; by so doing we lay hold of our natural heritage, for 
only good can come forth from the Divine Source. If you 
have been dwelling in the shadow, if your minds have been 
filled with pessimistic, antagonistic thoughts; if you have 
thought yourself flesh, and your body subject to decay and 
death, open the door of your mental home to the sunshine of 
God's presence, and in a childlike manner acknowledge God 
to be not only the giver of every good you desire, but the 
good itself. If it is health you desire, begin to declare, "God 
is my health," and keep declaring it until you feel a response 
in your body consciousness. The body becomes a willing 
servant when you enter into it and reclaim it in the name of 
the Lord. Do not let your desire for relief from physical 
discomfort dominate, but rather begin to praise and rejoice 
that there is a Principle of Truth which you can touch in the 
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inner recesses of your being, and which rewards you openly 
with the product of your thoughts. To really commune 
with the Father we must be attuned to him, and this is im- 
possible if the mind is centered in the pain to be overcome. 
Only through exalting the Truth can the consciousness be 
raised to a point where contact with the healing Principle is 
possible. The result of this at-onement with Truth is per- 
manent, enduring health. 

In the keeping of those who have come into the light of 
Truth is the power of the Word. It must be liberated and 
scattered broadcast by man that it may do its perfect work 
in the race. The tares sown by the "enemy while man 
slept" have come to the harvest and must be consumed by 
the fires of Spint (the Word of God). Daily consecrate 
yourself to God to be used by him in the establishing of his 
kingdom in the earth. Man cannot come into his heritage 
without giving his substance of thought toward the uplift- 
ment of the whole race. We are now awakening to the 
Truth that we are holy, spiritual beings; that the kingdom 
of God is in our midst, waiting to be established in the earth. 
No longer need we learn by hard experience, for under- 
standing is the way of spiritual growth. Let us put on the 
whole armor of God, and girt ourselves with righteousness 
and truth. There is nothing that Truth cannot accomplish. 
“The word of God is quick and powerful, and sharper 
than any two-edged sword."

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MAN'S RE-CREATION, GOD'S IDEA

= SHE expression of All-Life takes place 
(ne ie 1] through activity in form. The only con- 
SS U| ception of active livingness is that of enjoy- 
(| ing more of life, consequently the perpetu- 
ation of God's eternal livingness within man 
is accomplished through man's re-creation. 
Wherever you find re-creation “‘as a little 
child," you realize God enjoying the consciousness of his 
Being. 

We realize, as knowledge increases, that the essential 
nature of God is threefold. To be conscious of anything at 
all we must realize a certain relation between it and our- 
selves, and according to the way in which it affects us we 
recognize ourselves as standing related to it; and that con- 
stitutes the basis of our knowledge. Man's consciousness 
of the body is inherently one of dominion, and as he realizes 
himiself to be the creation of God, he recognizes that such a 
relation is the reciprocal of God's consciousness in himself. 
Inasmuch as consciousness is the final expression of any cre- 
ation, we see that life is composed of God, man and con- 
sciousness ; each the necessary correlative of the other. God 
finds in man the expression of Himself, through man's enjoy- 
ment of His life-consciousness in the body. 

Man postulates the idea of something which prevents 
him from continually enjoying more of life. This something 
we call evil, in a creation we recognize to be infinite, and if 
such a thing were to possess any reality, would imply the 
existence of two equal powers in constant conflict —one of 
good, the other of evil—thus denying the infinite nature of 
God and of life itself. That which is the cause of all im- 
perfection is ignorance, or the conception that evil is a sub- 
ject of knowledge as well as good, and thereby attributing to 
it a substantive existence of its own. y 

In this idea we are dealing with the realm of con- 
ditions, wherein we are conscious of the eftect, but i ignore 
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any more antecedent cause than the condition preceding. 
The body is consciousness conditioned, and the environment 
is the expression of the man in consciousness. No one else 
lives m the environment I do; I cannot be at the same time 
in the condition of another, nor in any other than my own. 
The world of my body and environment in which I live is 
the complete expression of my relation to it, and this relation 
is produced through my ideas of how it affects me; so my 
ideas are the cause of my condition. Understanding is 
the only power that enables us to know anything; Mind is 
then the Creator, Ideas the Creation, and Consciousness the 
expression in fulfilled formation. It is our ideas of the reality 
of evil which prevent us from realizing the fullness of good, 
or the full enjoyment of living. 

Ideas exist eternally in God, and are brought forth into 
manifestation through the will and imagination of man. 
Man can no more divest himself of the creative power of 
thought, which is spontaneously radiating through him, than 
he can conceive of himself as without life. The knowledge 
of All, or the power of God, active in the formation of all 
things, visible or invisible, is, was and will be eternally the 
creator and supporter of the universe of form. Man ex- 
presses in consciousness the Divine Being, the "7 Am that / 
Am;" that is, the beingness that I myself am. This action 
is the perpetual self-contemplation of God, or All-Being. 

The Divine Being is infinite—a whole or unity—m 
whom everything has its being. It is eternal All-Life, al- 
ways present everywhere; it is absolute, the only power 
there is, and which can be nothing else than life in itself; it is 
immutable, unchangeable, never more nor less. It is all, 
without cause, without end; but living the whole of the All, 
in which man is as His breath. He is formless as the sun- 
shine, above being, his breath the life we live, the All-Being 
we express in living consciousness. 

Wherever our consciousness is, there we are present 
ourselves. If I contemplate myself and my work as being 
the cause and source of my livingness, God is being ex- 


pressed through me as a separate portion of the whole, in 
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exactly the degree m which I am able to realize my own 
capacity. This mode of being is limited to myself and my 
relations with others, and implies a continual struggle against 
some other element possessing greater capacity, moreover 
resulting in ignoring the self-evident nature of God as Life 
in the Absolute, which because we are a part of Life, must 
be formed in us in just the way in which we provide. The | 
consequence is a diminution of the realization of life, and 
final death, which is simply a reciprocal penod of re-awak- 
ening from self-imposed oblivion of livingness, to resumption 
of a later activity in life. 

The physical body of man is designed to be the living 
consciousness of God, and as such must be potentially the 
perfect expression of that which God is in himself. Pri- 
marily, because we know God to be All, we realize that 
All-Power is in him; that its activity is in him, and never 
without him; so conservation of all-power within us is 
a necessary factor in our conscious evolution. Man is the 
expression of the Creator, and as such, his innermost 
nature is that of creative activity; possible to achieve in 
its full perfection only through a realization of identity with 
the only creative power there is, for the purpose of allowing 
it complete and harmonious expression through us. 

Creation does not take place by making something out 
of outside materials, for there can be no materials outside of 
the Infinite All; nor is it possible through the reproduction 
of a like kind by transferring a portion of its substance to the 
thing produced, for here is implied a separation and a multi- 
plication of the One into the many, a destroying of the nature 
of the Creator. Creation is the result of the action of Mind 
in the Idea. 

This Idea forever subsisting in the mind of God is, to 
begin with, life, and must be love as well, for the pure motive 
of life lies in increasing enjoyment of livingness; and again 
it must be wisdom, an all-inclusive perception of eternity. 
Furthermore it is power, for there is no other or opposing 
element, and peace and harmony for the reason that the 
whole must be in perfect accord, and beauty, for the same 
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reason of harmonious proportion. Finally, it must be the 
living expression of all these in joy, for the reason of the 
pleasure to be found in limitless self-expression in everlasting 
progression of perfection to ever greater realization of Being 
-more perfect. 

This Divine Idea is forever the life of every form, and 
man will recognize within himself the potential qualities in- 
volved therein, without form, and yet that which enables 
him to enjoy consciousness. Man's re-creation is God's Idea 
in realization. 

I know that God is the Creator of all things; that he 
is the Source, or "Father;" I am the Idea, or "Son;" that 
all things are without form until re-created or expressed in 
my consciousness; that to “know” all is to realize all, or 
receive everything in consciousness; that if God is all, there 
is nothing but that which is God's idea, there is no other 
being than that which / Am in him; that / Am is the expres- 
sion of all that the Father is, and in me there is nothing lack- 
ing perfection. / Am—the life-wisdom—guides my will to 
be that which I am in peace, beauty of abundance, and in 
joy of re-creation. In God I will trust as a little child, in 
faith and obedience, for the Father worketh hitherto, and I 
work as in him.

Ty) | HILE listening to some music one evening 
this message floated across my mind: 
"Only the consciousness lives." It came 
as clear and distinct as if spoken by a 
human voice, and I sat almost dumb- 
founded, as this wonderful Truth un- 
folded. This was something I had known 
all my eg and yet it was new, for I realized onis that | 
could direct this consciousness. 

Shortly after this we moved to a strange city, and while 
I worked the best I could to realize God's abundance, it 
seemed as if the old poverty thought would crush me until 
at last I took this stand: that I would not give of my sub- 
stance to feed error; that God is light, and in him is no dark- 
ness at all. I then saw that the thought that had held me in 
bondage was the belief that God's supply was spiritual, 
while the money in my purse was material, and the two did 
not harmonize. 

A few days later in the Silence, I saw at the center of 
my being as a bucket with a lid which fitted very tight. Two 
people were struggling to pull the lid off, and I heard one 
of them say, “If we pull real hard now, we will get it off.” 
And when the lid was pulled off a stream of pure spiritual 
life flowed through me, and I knew this was what God gave 
us to build the perfect world. I saw then that error was a 
parasite feeding on this substance. 

The Bible says, "Keep thy heart with all diligence; 
for out of it are the issues of life." The consciousness is 
God's and Christ is the spiritual realization of this Truth. 
This realization came to me when I turned my back to error, 
and I was instantly healed. 

A few days ago I was confronted with a new problem 
and after turning in thought to God, I affirmed: “I can 
only see what God wishes me to see" (I have often closed 
myself to mortal thought).

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THE PRACTICAL APPLICATION OF THE 
GOLDEN RULE 


“All things therefore whatsoever ye would that men should do 
unto you, even so do ye also unto them; for this is the law and the 
prophets." — Jesus. 

XEZLEZGXERHAPS no mode of conduct has served 
3| mankind so universally as that implied in the 
Golden Rule. The essence of the Golden 
Rule is found in all religions and is almost 
identical with Jesus’ way of expressing it. 
This rule has been the foundation especially 
of commercial ethics. Business men pride 
themselves on their "Golden Rule Religion." Look over 
any general list where men are required to register their re- 
ligious tendencies and you will see simply ““G. R.” specified. 
This speaks for itself. 

The application of the "Golden Rule Religion" has 
generally been considered an easy matter. “If you owe me 
money, I wait with a certain Christian patience until you 
pay iL." “I permit you to specify certain regulations in a 
business transaction, because I would hope to be as kindly 
dealt with were I the chief actor." “I feel kindly toward 
you, because I should like to have you feel kindly toward 
me." “I am held up and robbed, but am glad to let the 
highwayman escape without a word." “I sympathize with 
you when you are 'down and out,' because I would receive 
the same consideration under like circumstances." "I do 
you a good turn because I might need your assistance in the 
future." All this is a good illustration of the world's man- 
ner of handling the principle contained in the Golden Rule. 
This method is well and good in establishing a moral code, 
but this application should not be construed to be the ful- 
fillment of the spintual law laid down by Jesus. 

Regarding the Golden Rule as a fundamental prin- 
ciple, and a law working for the exaltation of Good, in 
which all permanent laws are founded, and upon which 
Jesus based his words, the Golden Rule is not subject to 
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conditions, but rather all conditions should come under its 
jurisdiction. 

Since the fulfillment of the "law and the prophets” 
rests upon the right application of this Golden Rule, it is 
wise to look at it from the inside and get the true interpre- 
tation of it. The object of its fulfillment is not petty per- 
sonal gains or any form of selfishness, neither is it the foster- 
ing of false pity and sympathy. The strong must bear the 
burden of the weak, but in such a manner as not to keep the 
weak forever in their limitations. If you were the one 
struggling with some handicap, physical or otherwise, what 
would ye that men should do to you? You would want to | 
receive strength, courage, freedom, and if need be, a visible 
expression of these qualities. You would not want pity, 
blame or charity, but some quality of fellowship and love 
that would lift you out of the condition. 

Keeping the Golden Rule is just another method of 
forgiveness, or giving for the error the Truth. It is doing 
in thought, word or deed the kindest thing in the kmdest 
way. It is doing that which uplifts and encourages. It is 
exalting those principles that promote the general welfare of 
humanity as a whole. More than likely it will demand 
doing the hardest rather than the easiest thing. It requires 
no great strength of character to gloss over errors, because it 
would be the most peaceful way of handling the situation. 
Errors allowed to seethe in inner turmoil come forth eventu- 
ally in sudden fury. The true way to handle error, the 
way which would lead to permanent harmony, is the way of 
the Golden Rule— making it possible for the offending one 
to see his faults, and at the same time point out to him the 
remedy. The one that can do this, the one who keeps the 
Spirit of this Rule, does it in kindness and love, and from 
the standpoint of Principle, and in so doing personal gains 
are overlooked and personal resentment at interference offset. 

A man walking down the street discovered another 
man whipping a dog and interfered. “This is my dog, and 
I have a right to whip him," said the bully. '"This is God's 
dog and I have a right to interfere," said the man governed 
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by the Golden Rule. We can’t go wrong with God and a 
desire to express good as our sure foundation. Starting with 
this premise and acting from this standpoint in wisdom and 
love, we can be sure we are doing the right thing, however 
at variance with "common usage or custom” it may appear. 

Living in accordance with the Golden Rule enables one 
to speak of faults and virtues alike, and lifts one above any 
personal attack or praise. All activity is either God-directed 
energy or man-made force. It is the expression of the One 
Power in either a right or a wrong relation. Conduct, good 
or erroneous, is no longer related to the godly or ungodly 
man, but is rather a question of understanding God or being 
ignorant of him. Realizing this truth begets in the heart a 
feeling of tenderness for the most depraved. 

There is no more reliable standard of conduct upon 
which one may depend at any time than the principle of 
action contained in the Golden Rule. Gold is symbolical of 
pure substance. The demonstrator of this rule can rest as- 
sured that when he images the good for his fellowmen, he 
will bring into manifestation out of the pure Substance of 
Spirit, interpenetrating the universe, the things that are best 
for mankind. Seeing the sick, the halt, the maimed, phys- 
ically or mentally deficient, the one in spiritual understanding 
knows instantly what it is that he should do “‘unto them," 
and without regard to personality visions the health, the 
freedom, the fullness of life—God's gift to his children— 
as the "things" the needy ones most desire. This does not 
interfere with personal will, but is in itself an opportunity for 
the individual to uphold the reality of Truth, and dissolve 
the falsity of error. 

With this understanding of the application of the 
Golden Rule, it is very easily discerned why Jesus added, 
"for this is the law and the prophets.” The “prophets” in 
our consciousness are our spiritual ideals—those qualities of 
mind through which we vision the good desired. All men 
are desiring and seeking the good in their own way, and it is 
perfectly safe to believe that bringing the good into expres- 
sion in the lives of mankind is the highest gift one can bestow 
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upon another. "Greater love hath no man than this, that a 
man lay down his life for his friends.” We know that Jesus 
was not talking about dying for one's friends, for his absorb- 
ing theme was abundant life. He was emphasizing the truth 
that when we "lay down” our personal opinions and desires, 
and give our minds to the exaltation of God, we are pouring 
into the universal treasury of mankind a potent energy that 
will bless and purify the race, because it gives them only 
good. This is accomplished under law, and it is important 
that we understand Divine Law and its application to our 
daily duties, if we are to be of greatest service to humanity. 

The operation in human consciousness of the Golden 
Rule involves both the uncovering of error and its forgive- 
ness. Do not imagine you are keeping the Golden Rule be- 
cause you kindly permit error to grow and flourish in those 
most dear to you. You need not audibly denounce it 
(unless this method seems the wisest way in particular in- 
stances), but you can allow the Word of God to have such 
an activity in the silence of your Being that the emanations 
from this center of Truth will transform your environment 
and offset the growth of the tares in your own consciousness 
and those about you. Isn't that what "ye would that men 
should do unto you"? It is this application of the Golden 
Rule that will help you to eliminate from consciousness those 
' ideas which are no part of your real nature; help you be the 
highest type of manhood and womanhood possible of attain- 
ment; help you establish perfect wisdom, health, peace and 
poise in a foundation that is eternally to be depended upon 
and finally help you to bring into expression your Spiritual 
Self. P 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


What is the evidence today that “the harvest truly is 
plenteous” and that “the laborers are few”? 

The effects of sin— disease, sickness, pain, sorrow and 
death—are everywhere manifest. Those who are sufficiently 
quickened in spiritual understanding to be able to speak the 
Word that heals and uplifts are comparatively few. But 
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they are daily increasing in numbers, and many are earnestly 
saying, "Here am I; send me." 

In what way can you demonstrate that prayer will m- 
crease the number of misstonartes and hasten the salvation 
of the world? 

Prayer and praise have increasing power. When 
Jesus multiplied the loaves and fishes, he first gave thanks, 
and by prayer and praise brought into expression the increas- 
ing power of the Word. Missionaries are needed at home 
quite as much as abroad, and "salvation" means much more 
than the acceptance of a formal religion which saves men 
after death. It is the quickening and uplifting of the whole 
man, spirit, soul and body, here and now. 

W hat can the churches and we as individuals do more 
than we are doing to bring about the salvation of sinners? 

The best way to bring about salvation is for each in- 
dividual to learn what salvation is, and bring it about in his 
own life. Salvation is the redemption of the whole man, 
here and now. It is an intensely practical matter, having to 
do with every phase of human experience. It heals the sick, 
supplies with God's abundance all who have need, casts out 
demons, raises the dead, and makes of man a new creature, 
not subject to sin and death. 

Did Jesus give the same power in those days to all his 
disciples as he did to the twelve? - 

Jesus gave all power to all who worked in his name. 
But their ability to receive and use the power depended upon 
their faith, The same is true today. Our use of the power 
is according to our faith in it. This is a law and Jesus 
stated it thus: "According to your faith be it unto you.” 

W hat is the limit of the power which Christ gives today 
to ministers and other active Christians? 

There is no limit. But it all depends upon the faith 
of the individual. 

What evidence can you give, if any, that there are 
those today who have the power to cure disease without 
medicine ? . 

The fact that many are healing the sick by purely spir- 
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itual means without any medicine is proof that they have the 
power. They understand and have faith in the power of 
prayer and the spoken Word of God to do all things, and 
are receiving according to their faith. 

W hat evidence can you give that all Christians have the 
power and do cast out unclean spirits? | : 

The fact that they are doing the works. “By their 
fruits ye shall know them." Those who exercise faith in 
the power of God are today casting out the demons of false 
appetite, lust, and every form of the selfish carnal man— 
putting off the old man with his deeds, and putting on the 
new man who is renewed in the image of him that created 
him. 

Repeat from memory the names of the twelve apostles. 

Peter, Andrew, Judas Iscanot, James the son of 
Zebedee and John his brother, James the son of Alpheeus, 
Simon the Canaanite, Philip, Bartholomew, Thaddeeus, 
Thomas, Matthew. After the death of Judas, his place was 
filled by Matthias, who was chosen by lot. Jesus evidently 
did not sanction this choice and he made Paul the successor 
of Judas. 

Who became the outstanding members of the apostolic 
company ? 

Paul, the Seventy, and all who did the works com- 
manded by Jesus: "'Preach the gospel, heal the sick, cast 
out demons, cleanse the lepers, raise the dead.” 

Why were the twelve forbidden to work among the 
Gentiles and told to confine themselves to the house of Israel? 

Israel represents the spiritual mind in man, and in all 
reforms, appeal must be made to the spiritual consciousness. 
The Gentiles, representing the "natural man," cannot un- 
derstand spiritual things. 

Apart from other reasons, what wise diplomacy was 
there in getting the Jews to accept Christ bgfore preaching 
him to the Gentiles 2 
“The letter killeth, but the Spirit giveth life." “*Spir- 
itual things are spiritually discerned.” ‘The record of Jesus 
and his work in Palestine has a deeper significance than the

merely historical account would indicate, therefore this 
Scripture should be interpreted in the Spirit. The Israelites 
represent the real man, the true spiritual nature; the Gentiles 
are typical of the unregenerate state of consciousness in man. 
All reform begins by appeal to the spiritual nature. “‘It 
is the Spirit that quickeneth." When the spiritual nature 
becomes quickened, the whole man is regenerated and re- 
newed. All true reform works from the within to the with- 
out. The Gentiles are the external consciousness. Nothing 
permanent is accomplished by beginning with the external. 

W hat is the best news the world has ever heard? 

The best news the world ever heard is Jesus’ procla- 
mation, '"Whosoever liveth and believeth on me shall never 
die." 

What has the preaching of the gospel accomplished 
for the world? 

The preaching of the gospel has called the attention of 
people to the Truth. In those who have become spiritually 
quickened so that they have discerned the real meaning of 
the gospel, it has brought health and peace and plenty and 
whatsoever they ask, believing. 

Apart from the miraculous curing of the sick, the deaf, 
the dumb, the blind and the msane, what has Christianity 
done and what is it still doing for these unfortunates ? 

Formal Christianity has no real help to offer the class 
mentioned. True Christianity heals them, and teaches them 
the knowledge of the Truth that will keep them whole. By 
the renewing of the mind, that is, the change from error 
thoughts that cause sickness and deafness and insanity, etc., 
to the Truth that brings health and life abundant, a complete 
transformation in mind and body is made. 

W ould Jesus have given them the same mstructions, to 
take no money with them to pay their expenses, if he had sent 
them to a Gentile nation ? 

Jesus sent his disciples out without money or purse, to 
develop in them faith in God as their supply and support. 
His method does away with all commercialism im religion. 
There is a law of giving and receiving. The disciples gave 
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freely ; the law assured them that they should receive freely, 
and they were taught to step out in faith in the unfailing spir- 
itual law. They could demonstrate the law just as perfectly 
among the Gentiles as the Jews, because not men, but the 
law was their resource. The Jews did not accept Jesus. 
They could not be depended upon for supply. 

Why does the obligation still rest upon us to liberally 

support the gospel with our means? 
Because of the law of giving and receiving. To re- 
ceive freely we must give freely. However, the gospel to 
be "supported" is not a formal religion which needs the 
support of men, as charity, but the living message of life, 
the good news that is given "without money and without 
price." We give, not to "support the gospel," but to fulfill 
the law of giving and receiving. 

What sure rewards come to us through recetving the 
messengers of Christ ? 

"He that receiveth you, receiveth me, and he that re- 
ceiveth me, receiveth him that sent me." By receiving the 
messengers of the Spirit, the mind is open to the blessings of 
the One Presence and the One Power.

_ Men, as a rule, have a vague idea of the manner in 
which mind produces results. They know that it has power, 
but the orderly working of that great power few understand. 
When man understands just how mind works, and observes 
the Law, he will never have any sickness. When a machine 
is out of order, the machinist first locates the difficulty, then 
makes his adjustment and repairs. When the body mani- 
fests inharmony, some of the faculties of mind are working 
out of tune with the Law. In order to restore harmony one 
must know what thought is producing the discord. 

The Law is set forth in the Scriptures, and when man 
comprehends and works under it, he shall fulfill in his world 
every desire. The six days’ creation are symbolical of the 
bringing forth, not only of Divine Mind, but of every man's 
mind. The fundamental faculties are set forth in the first 
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chapter of Genesis. The first day's creation was that of 
light. "And God said, Let there be light, and there was 
light." Light is spiritual understanding, and has to do with 
ideas. Prayer and praise make these ideas manifest. God, 
the Universal Mind, is here as light. The universe is filled 
with ideas, and man, through concentration, draws them into 
his consciousness. Prayer is the accumulative energy of the 
mind. Mind must grip ideas and bring to earth these heav- 
enly messengers. How this is done is explained im the sec- 
ond day's creation—it is through faith. You have an idea 
of life, which is innate in Divine Mind. Through prayer, 
and thinking and aspiring to the great Universal Life, you 
receive into consciousness this life Idea.

The / Am should always be in 
authority. It is wrong for one to control another or to make 
suggestions that interfere in any way with another's freedom. 
True treatment is the education of the thinking power. 
Hypnotism is simply wrong use of the imaging power of the 
mind.

Faith is the substance of mind. If faith had to do with 
the framing of worlds, it may have something to do with 
framing our bodies. The disciples said, "Increase our 
faith." Jesus said to them, "Have faith in God.” We 
must have faith in something Supreme. Selfishness is dis- 
integrating, but faith is integrating. It is a substantial qual- 
ity, and when it reaches into the body and affairs it builds 
them firmly. Stop hoping, and lay hold with the mind of 
the real Substance. 

Every man has a church. His spiritual consciousness 
is the church of God, and the church has twelve elders. 
These twelve elders are the twelve faculties of mind, and 
they carry out the ideas of Divine Mind in the congregation, 
or consciousness. We do not always realize this, because 
we do not bring into consciousness the organizing faith- 
substance. We have thought that spiritual things were 
vague and indefinite, but this is not true, for the only real, 
tangible things are the things of Spirit.

In Tom Truth, some "d so anxious for results that 
they fail to lay a solid foundation through faith in things 
spiritual. The roots of a tree must be very deep, and when 
the storms come it must bend to them. It is not wise to be 
too tense and resistant. We are not to be whiffled 
about by every word of doctrine, but are to know 
what is true. We are not to follow what someone 
else says, nor what our sect or school has taught, but are to 
think for ourselves. You do not find Truth by hard study, 


but by realizing it in the quietness of your own soul. Know 
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that you are the offspring of the Divine Mind, one with it, 
and that all its wisdom and knowledge and substance are 
open to you when you place yourself in faith, and acknowl- 
edge your oneness with it. Say, "I do know. In Spirit I 
know all things. The inspiration of the Almighty gives me 
understanding.” 

Are you looking to the Spirit of Truth as your guide 
into all truth, or are you depending upon some man or 
woman, or some bible as your authority? It is your privilege 
to be free. It is not what the church fathers taught, but 
what does your indwelling Lord teach you? 

Hold in mind the perfect image which you wish to 
demonstrate. “‘Is it not written in the law, Ye are God's 
and Sons of the Most High?” Some people think this 
sacrilege, but it is taught from beginning to end of the 
Scriptures, which many accept as final authority, that man 
is made in the image and likeness of God; that we have lost 
sight of that likeness, and that we must be, and are being, 
restored to it. Since we are transformed by beholding, we 
must continually see ourselves as we are in Spirit and in 
Truth, and deny every adverse thought which pictures us as 
weak, and sinful, and sick, and lost.

THE INCREASING POWER OF FAITH.—Gen. 15:5-18. 


5. And he brought him forth abroad, and said, Look now to- 
ward heaven, and number the stars, if thou be able to number them: 
and he said unto him, So shall thy seed be. 

' 6. And he believed in Jehovah; and he reckoned it to him for 
righteousness.

This is a lesson of encouragement to those who are 
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faithful, yet see no fruit of that faith, Abram was childless, 
and he asked the Lord what should be given to him, as it 
seemed that another would be the heir of his house. The 
answer is, "Fear not, Abram, I am thy shield and thy ex- 
ceeding great reward." Whoever works under the Divine 
Law is protected, and the result is sure. Active faith m 
the spiritual powers of Being is productive of tremendous 
results eventually. We may not have any evidence out- 
wardly because of some idea we are holding to that prevents 
the manifestation. The Lord told Abram that his seed 
should be m multitude as the stars of heaven. Prof. 
Camille Flamarion says that the best telescopes reveal one 
hundred millions of stars. Celestial photography penetrates 
further still, and the number becomes so great as to be be- 
yond practical computation. This illustrates the generative 
power of faith exercised in the right place, which is the 
formless substance of Being. Do not pin your faith to the 
things of form; they are limited and can bring you but a 
limited reward. In the formless you have the free range of 
the whole expanse of heaven, and your results will be like its 
innumerable stars, beyond computation. 

But you may not have the fulfillment of this faith in 
God until you have opened the way in your consciousness 
for its descent into externality. But keep on believing. 
“And he believed in the Lord; and he counted it to him 
for righteousness.” Then proceed to find out why you do 
not have the evidence. Abram said, “O Lord God, where- 
by shall I know that I shall inherit it?" Then follows in- 
structions for a sacrifice. Some ideas on the sense plane 
must be sacrificed. A heifer, a she-goat, a ram, a turtle- 
dove, and a young pigeon are mentioned; that is, give up 
the idea of physical strength (heifer) and realize that its 
source is spiritual. Give up your human will (goat) and let 
the Divine Will work in you. Deny away all subconscious 
resistance to the working of the Divine Law. Let confidence 
and peace pervade your mind (dove), yet know that swift- 
ness (pigeon) is characteristic of all action in things spiritual. 
Look for a swift fulfillment of all you have had faith in. In 
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all this process you are to drive away the “birds of prey," 
or mortal thoughts, as did Abram. 

What evidence have you that you will get the fruit 
of your own good thoughts? That which you have already 
accomplished. The animals which Abram sacrificed unto 
the Lord represent what has been overcome and mastered 
in sense consciousness. You have also developed the ability 
to protect from the devouring thoughts that fill the air, your 
inner vitalities. 

The concluding verses indicate that faith has yet a 
deeper work to do in subconsciousness. When the Sun of 
Divine Understanding seems to go down and we are left in 
darkness for a time, fear falls upon us. This is the reflex 
of subconscious ignorance. The temple has not been fully 
cleansed of past errors which have been in possession of the 
body and are secretly carrying on their savage orgies below 
the line of consciousness. These Amorites are a race in- 
heritance and their seat of action is the generative function. 
They are overcome by the faithful who trust in the Lord 
and purify themselves both within and without—that is, in 
thought and deed. 


SuNDAY, JULY |. 
TEMPERANCE LESSON.—Rom. 13:7-14. 


7. Render to all their dues: tribute to whom tribute is due; custom 
to whom custom; fear to whom fear; honor to whom honor. 

8. Owe no man anything save to love one another: for he that 
loveth his neighbor hath fulfilled the law. 

9. For this, Thou shalt not commit adultery, Thou shalt not kill, 
Thou shalt not steal, Thou shalt not covet, and if there be any other 
commandment, it is summed up in this word, namely, Thou shalt love 
thy neighbor as thyself. 

10. Love worketh no ill to his neighbor: love therefore is the 
fulfillment of the law. 

11. And this, knowing the season, that already it is time for you 
to awake out of sleep: for now is salvation nearer to us than when we

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jealousy.

SILENT PRAYER: / make no provision for the flesh, 
to fulfill the lusts thereof. 

A strong desire in the consciousness for a fuller reali- 
zation of energy leads most people to stimulants. The 
remedy, then, is substitute the real stimulant for the false. 
So long as man wants, he will seek the satisfaction of that 
want in one way or another. If whiskey is taken away 
from the drunkard, and nothing given him in its place, he 
will continue to crave it. If he be given a substitute he will 
transfer his desire to that; for instance, morphine or cocaine. 
But if he be given the real stimulant, which is the “‘more 
abundant life" mentioned by Jesus, he will find his desire 
in possession of its own, and both he and his friends will 
see that it was not evil but good seeking satisfaction. 

The first step, then, in healing the drunkard in our- 
selves or another is to withdraw all condemnation and 
censure, and affirm the law of Love. There is a very close 
connection in Being between Love and Life. When we 
love one and pour out to him that subtle essence of the soul 
which stirs the heart-center tll it glows like a furnace, we 
are moving to action the energies of Being, and a great law 
of mind equilibrium is fulfilled. Thus, "He that loveth 
another hath fulfilled the law." 

A man once testified that he healed himself of drunk- 
enness by saying, whenever the desire for liquor came on 
him, "I do not love whiskey, I love God." Here was a 
practical application of the law of love to the healing of 
desire lost in the wilderness of sense. The sense-man is 
constantly reaching out for the more abundant things of ex- 
istence. The Spirit within is constantly saying, "Let the 
children of Israel go forward." We drink the bitter waters 
and are bitten by the serpents of sense whenever we try to 
satisfy this inner craving from the mortal plane, because it 
can only be satished with higher things. Our desires are 
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from God and must be fulfilled in a God-like way. This 
. sense man must be “‘lifted up as Moses lifted up the serpent 
in the wilderness.” 

The minds of those whose bodies are saturated with 
the lust for tea, coffee, tobacco and liquor, are in darkness. 
They are asleep in sense thought, which is a state of coma. 
Those who are in the light can help them to dissipate this 
darkness by casting off the "works of darkness." Deny for 
them that they are mentally bound to the various thoughts 
that make up the drunkard's world. Say with the conviction 
of authority, "Awake thou that sleepest, and Christ shall 
give thee light." 

"Put on the Lord Jesus Christ, and make not pro- 
vision for the flesh, to fulfill the lusts thereof." These lusts 
of the flesh are many and they help one another. For 
instance, it is found by actual experiment that abstaining 
from meat lessens the appetite for liquors. It is said that 
there never was a vegetarian drunkard. Meat sets up a 
fever in the stomach that calls for something to cool it and 
we drink more than the system needs in consequence. Those 
who abstain from meat find that they do not care for tea 
and coffee. There are tea and coffee drunkards, and they 
need healing along with other boozy ones who make pro- 
vision for the flesh. 

Fear and the belief in the power of evil ——" the 
will, and man is weak because he does not know the om- 
nipotence of his word. Let there be a clear understanding 
that man is spiritual and has dominion over every emotion, 
function and appetite. Let all condemnation for sin and 
weakness be forgiven and mentally denied by everybody 
interested in the case, and a unanimous thought of the pres- 
ence and power of Spirit affirmed. Remove by denial all 
fear of the besetting sin and all condemnation of self, sensual 
appetites and lustful passions. 

This simple and absolutely true way of handling false 
appetite has healed thousands, and will reform the most 
hopeless case when faithfully applied, either by the indi- 
vidual for himself, or with the help of a spiritual healer.

THE TEST OF FAITH.—Ges. 22:1-13. . 


1. And it came to pass after these things that God did prove 
Abraham, and said unto him, Abraham; and he said, Here am I. 

2. And he said, Take now thy son, thine only son, whom thou 
lovest, even Isaac, amd get thee into the land of Moriah; and offer 
him there for a burnt-offering upon ose of the mountains which I will 
tell thee of. 

3. And Abraham rose early in the morning, and saddled his ass, 
and took two of his young men with him, and Isaac his son; and he 
clave the wood for the burnt-offering, and rose up, and went unto the 
place which God had told him. 

4. On the third day Abraham lifted up his eyes, and saw the 
place afar off. 

5. And Abraham said unto his young men, Abide ye here with 
the ass, and I and the lad will go yonder; and we will worship, and 
come again to you. 

6. And Abraham took the wood of the burnt-offering, and laid 
it upon Isaac his son; and he took in his hand the fire and the knife; 
and they went both of them together. 

7. And Isaac spake unto Abraham his father, and said, My 
father: and he said, Here am I, my son. And he said, Behold, the 
fire and the wood: but where is the lamb for a burnt-offering? 

8. And Abraham said, God will provide himself the lamb for 
a burnt-offering my son: so they went both of them together. 

9. And they came to the place which God had told him of; and 
Abraham built the altar there, and laid the wood in order, and bound

In the development of the spiritual faculties there is a 
movement of the consciousness in an ascending scale, which 
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is understood by the one who is having the experience, but 
is quite difficult to explain to those who have not entered 
that degree. The faith faculty gets stronger at each trial, 
and when obedient to the Divine Guide—the Lord—it finds 
an added pleasure in the exercise of the functions of both 
mind and body at every upward step. 

Every function of man's organism is at its foundation 
spiritual, and when exercised as designed by the Divine 
Mind, every breath and every heartbeat is a song of joy. 
Even the seeming sense functions may be spiritualized, and 
become sources of unending pleasure, but when they are 
under control of the animal part of the man, they are de- 
moralizers of the body. Under Divine Guidance this de- 
moralization, which mere animalism has produced, must be 
purified through the descent of the fires of Spirit. This is 
what happened to Sodom and Gomorrah, which cities rep- 
resent the functions pertaining to generation. 

When we have faith in God and the ways of Spirit, 
we are willing to give up all our material pleasures, if such 
be the instruction of the Inner Guide. This is symbolized 
by the sacrifices so often referred to in the history of the chil- 
dren of Israel. The body and its vitalities are in perpetual 
action. That action is progressive, when under the Divine 
Law. When that law is disregarded, there is retrogression, 
which brings a sense of discomfort, and finally pain. It is 
frequently through pain that we are brought to see that we 
have departed from the Divine Law. Then, if we have 
common sense, we hasten to find that law which will give us 
pleasure. Abraham found it in entertaining the messengers 
of the Lord, which messengers are the higher ideas that drop 
into our minds when we meditate upon spiritual things. 

Within a year after the wickedness of Sodom and 
Gomorrah was destroyed, Sarah bore a son whom they 
named Isaac, which means laughter. That is, after giving 
up the mere animal gratification of the sexual nature, and 
purifying the mind of sense thoughts, a greater pleasure was 
experienced from a more interior action of thi; same function. 
But this also must be raised to a higher plane of conscious- 
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ness. In each of these ascending degrees in bodily trans- 
mutation there is a residuum of the last degree remaining in 
consciousness. This must be purified, that the whole man 
may be a fit temple for the Holy Spirit. 

As this lesson shows, the sacrifice in this case was the 
ram (symbol of animal generation), though it seemed that 
the experience through which Abraham passed called for 
the slaying of Isaac, the whole consciousness. We find that 
these degrees of unfoldment have their trials as well as their 
pleasures, and those who have but a transient faith in the 
wisdom and power of the Spirit are apt to give up before 
the process is complete. The "land of Moriah,” to which 
Abraham was told to go to make his sacrifice, means the 
bitterness of the Lord. So we find in the changes that take 
place in the consciousness there are sometimes very bitter 
experiences, and it takes a stout faith to believe that good 
will come out of them. But it always does if there is a 
steadfast obedience and faith in the goodness of God. 
Great power in spirit and in body grows out of this stead- 
fast overcoming. Abraham became the father of a multi- 
tude, "as the stars of the heaven, and as the sand which is 
upon the seashore.” 


SuNDAY, JULY 15. 
THE JOY OF THE LORD.—Gea. 24:58-67. 


58. And they called Rebekah, and said unto her, Wilt thou go 
with this man? And she said, I will go. 

59. And they sent away Rebekah their sister, and her nurse, 
and Abraham's servant, and his men. 

60. And they blessed Rebekah, and said unto her, Our sister, 
be thou the mother of thousands of ten thousands, and let thy seed 
possess the gate of those that hate them. 

61. And Rebekah arose, and her damsels, and they rode upos 
the camels, and followed the man: and the servant took Rebekah, and 
went his way. 

62. And Isaac came from the way of Beer-lahairai; for he 
dwelt in the land of the South. 

63. And Isaac went out to meditate in the field at the eventide:

SILENT PRAYER: / meditate upon thee day and 
nighi and my soul is filled with joy. 

Faith in God and obedience to the Divine Law bring 
forth a serene peace and joy. ‘This is the son of Abraham 
and Sarah, laughter—the spiritual meaning of the name 
Isaac. That the development of these qualities does cause 
one to become inwardly happy and outwardly serene, Chris- 
tians well know. Jesus had this inner happiness and he 
passed it on to his disciples—'" That my joy may be in you." 

As one feels a certain inner satisfaction after having 
done a good deed, so after having repeatedly followed the 
promptings of the Spirit to righteousness, there is an accu- 
mulated fund of satisfaction that finally breaks forth in 
laughier. This son Isaac did not come to Abraham and 
Sarah until old age, or until they had accumulated a faith 
consciousness, Abraham laughed questioningly, hopefully, 
when it was announced that Sarah should bear a son in her 
old age.. Sarah laughed incredulously, but mingled with 
joy when the promise was announced to her, and both 
laughed joyfully with thanksgiving—and Sarah's friends 
laughed with her, when Isaac was born. ("Which thing is 
an allegory." —fPaul.) 

Isaac was not noted for his achievements; he repre- 
sents the serenity, peace and joy that man has when he ac- 
cepts spiritual things as real and lives “as seeing him who is 
invisible.” 

Those who have faith in the Divine Law and follow 
it to the giving up of all personal possessions, as did 
Abraham, are blessed with abundance of every good thing. 
Abraham is represented as rich and prosperous, a prominent 
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man of his time. Spiritual graces are also added and there 
is constant increase of good. The happy Isaac conscious- 
ness claims its counterpart in Rebekah, whose name sign 
hes "a noose,” or “a rope with a noose, i. e., a young 
woman whose beauty ensnares men." Faith and obedience 
bring joy, and spiritual joy links man with the beauty of 
nature without. Rebekah is represented as coming from 
Nahor, which is supposed to be in Mesopotamia, a country 
far beyond the limits of the sacred land of Israel. “And 
Isaac went out to meditate in the field at eventide: and he 
lifted up his eyes" And Rebekah "lifted up her eyes, 
. . . and he loved her." 

Thus is portrayed the union of the devout, joyous sou! 
with the soul of the Divine Natural.

God is Law; Pmn- 
ciple, unchangeable, unalterable, and he does not make ex- 
ceptions for individuals merely because they have gone 
through some ceremony of man-made law. 

Thoughts are continually forming conditions in your 
body and environment, and the conditions correspond ex- 
actly with the character of the thoughts. You can readily 
see then, how important it is that you free yourself from all 
thoughts of condemnation, either for yourself or for others. 
Hold in mind only those thoughts that you would have made 
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manifest. The little child learning to walk wastes no time in 
useless grief over his unsteady steps and frequent falls, but 
keeps right on until he attains the mastery. | 

Do not give your time and substance to regrets for the 
past, but let it be as waters that have passed away, and 
enter into your new life in Christ Jesus. Read carefully the 
Truth given in John 8:3-12. If you are earnestly seeking 
to express the Truth now, you are no longer under condem- 
nation for the past. This point is emphasized in the last of 
the verses referred to: — "Neither do I condemn thee: go, 
and sin no more." The illumination of Spirit has come to 
you, and the important thing is that you ‘‘sin no more."

"Is it necessary that you know the specific things meant 
if one asked you for help, most sincerely voiced in this 
plea or prayer: "Who can understand his errors? Cleanse 
ou me from secret faults?” 
The prayer, "Cleanse Thou me from secret thoughts,” 


would not be the ideal one from a Truth standpoint. It 
keeps one in the orthodox idea of a far-away God who 
works independently of man. The Truth is that man must 
recognize God as the Higher Self within him and let this 
mighty power assert itself through his cooperation. (Read 
John 5:17.) Prayer should be specific and definite. Every 
prayer should be more a realization that one has what he 
wants. Affirm specifically health, freedom, prosperity, or 
whatever is desired. 

While one gets the results through asking the Father 
to show him the wrong thought which keeps him from real- 
izing the Truth, this showing very often comes through man 
searching himself. For instance, if one wants health and 
at the same time knows that he is afraid of some person or 
condition, or is "hating" someone, or trying to force another 
to do as he desires, he need not ask the Lord to show him 
anything—the Lord is, through conscience, constantly bring- 
ing it to his attention. If one fears or hates he cannot expect 
to demonstrate health, since one brings the Truth into mani- 
festation through a realization of the all-powerful, every- 
where-present Divine Love. Such a persons's prayer should 
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be: “There is no room for a belief m fear or hate m the 
Mind of Truth. God is omnipresent Love and in Truth I 
manifest his Love.” 

Y ou will see therefore that it is necessary to deny and 
affirm definitely instead of making a general sweeping state- 


ment.

In the Absolute there is only one God and Father of 
all, who is above all and through all, and in you all—Spint, 
Mind, Omnipresent, Omniscient, Omnipotent. There is 
One Lord, Christ—the Son, the Perfect Man Idea m D+ 
vine Mind. This Christ, or Lord God, is also in every indi- 
vidual and is his real, true inner Self. There is One Holy 
Spirit—the Comforter, the activity of the Divine Idea, the 
Perfect Man within us in its work of expression. But peo- 
ple have different thoughts and opinions and beliefs m regard 
to God, so in the relative "there are gods many and lords 
many. 

As we come into the full understandmg of Truth and 
are lifted up out of the limited and personal mto the Christ 
Consciousness, we come more and more into conscious union 
with the One Absolute Principle of Truth, and our language 
is purer and clearer; we are more careful of our words that 
we may use the right ones to express the exact Truth. 

The statement to which you refer—that of one indi- 
vidual asking the God in him to speak to the God m an- 
other—does not state clearly the true meaning of the one 
who mentioned it in that way. She no doubt realized that 
God—Spirit—is One God and is Omnipresent, is the same 
in each of us; also that it would not be God speaking to 
God, but rather the One Spirit in which there is no separation 
would be asked to awaken the consciousness of the other in- 
dividual, whose name she spoke, to what she believed to be 
the truth along the particular line of her desire. 

One really has no right, however, to go mto the con- 
sciousness of another to seek to influence in any personal 
way. For healing, freeing or general quickening and awaken- 
ing it is all right to speak the Word of Truth for another, but 
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true Leve and Understanding always remembers that each 
individual has right to exercise his own will and understand- 
ing in choosing his way. We can pray that the dominion of 
Spirit be established in another, and that he be awakened 
to the Truth, but must let him take such action in all things 
as the Spirit in him directs.

"Sickness is unto death, and death is to the glory of 
God,” is not in the Bible. It would be well for the one who 
told you it was, to study the Bible more carefully. Then 
he would find the many texts on health and life. In John 
11:4, in speaking of Lazarus whom he raised to life, Jesus 
said, ‘This sickness is not unto death, but to the glory of 
God." God was glorified by the raising of Lazarus from 
the dead, thus proving the truth of the teaching of the Christ 
that he was the Resurrection and the Life; not at some time 
in the future, but right when it is needed. He said, "Lo, I 
am with you always, even unto the end of the world," and we 
are assured that he is the same, yesterday, today and forever. 
So Christ, our Resurrection and Life, is ever present with us 
and in us, and his promise is, "And whosoever liveth and 
believeth on me shall never die. Believest thou this?" (John 
11:26). "If a man keep my saying he shall never see 
death" (John 8:51). 

As to death being to the glory of God, the Bible is so 
full of the thoughts of life and joy and wholeness and praise 
and long life, that we always wondered at the texts found 
in Psalms 116: 15, and 37:37, for they seemed so directly 
opposed to the thoughts brought out all about them. Then in 
looking through the Leeser Translation of the Old Testa- 
ment, which is a Jewish Translation, and the most correct 
one that can be obtained at present, we found these two texts 
read as follows: Psalm 116: 15, “Grievous in the eyes of 
the Lord is the death of his pious ones," and Psalm 37:37, 
**Mark the perfect man and behold the upright: for there is 
a happy future to the man of peace." This latter spoils a 
good funeral text, but it certainly corresponds much more 
harmoniously with the remainder of the chapter. Please 
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read Proverbs 8:36, last clause; Isaiah 38:18-19; Ezekiel 
18:32 and 33:11; Hosea 13:14 and Romans 6:21-23. 
The inclosed booklet, “The Teaching of Scriptures Con- 
cerning Eternal Life," gives many texts showing that the 
will of God for his children is life and not death.

As you begin to establish a consciousness of Truth you 
naturally come into the realization of more abundant life in 
the body. The Life Idea has its center of consciousness in 
the loins, and the quickening you experience in this region 
should not be stamped by the Adam consciousness as some- 
thing to be ashamed of. Purify your thoughts, and realize 
that all the activity of your body is spiritual. If you stamp - 
this activity with spiritual thoughts, that it will become; if 
you persist in calling it an animal activity, that it will become 
to you. You, through your / Am, give character to your 
body and you place upon it the stamp of divinity or flesh, 
according to your thinking. Make this declaration: “All 
my seed is now transmuted into life-giving energy, and I am 
uplifted in mind and body." 

Establish a consciousness of God as always present 
and lift all your thoughts by thinking that only the good can 
come to you.

God is Love. God is Spirit—Mind—and Love is 
one of the Ideas in Divine Mind or one of the qualities of 
God. So are Life, Substance, Wisdom, Intelligence, Power 
and Strength, God qualities. Please see the inclosed book- 
let, "What. Practical Christianity Stands For," for an ex- 
planation of the true character of God, of man, and of man's 
relation to God. 

God is also Principle, Omnipresent, Omniscient, Om- 
nipotent. The orderly working out of the Principle is Law 
in perfect expression. In the text you mention, the “Lord” 


has reference to the "Law." When the wrath of God is 
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spoken of in the Bible it always has reference to man's 
breaking the Law or not working in harmony with it; thus 
bringing "evil" upon himself, the direct result of his wrong- 
doing, for the Law is that "whatsoever a man soweth that 
shall he also reap. He that soweth to his flesh shall of the 
flesh reap corruption; but he that soweth to the Spirit shall 
of the Spirit reap life everlasting.” 

The text in I Chron. 28:9, means that if Solomon 
served the Lord, or in other words, obeyed the Law of 
Being, with a perfect heart and walked in understanding and 
wisdom, all good would be his; he would bring it into mani- 
festation in his life and surroundings, but if he ignorantly or 
willfully disobeyed the law of good he would bring trouble 
to himself. He would close his consciousness to the wisdom 
and guidance of the Spirit, thus be “‘cast off." . He would 
dwell in this inharmony that would result from the separation 
in consciousness from the Father, forever—that is, just as 
long as he continued to think and do evil. But whenever 
he would repent, change his mind and begin to keep the law 
he would again, through continuing in obedience, bring 
about Divine Order and Peace. 

God is not a man that he should repent or change his 
mind, one time being pleased and another angry, sending 
sometimes good and sometimes evil. He is Spirit, always 
every-where-present Good. ‘We are told that every good 
and every perfect gift cometh down from the Father of 
lights, with whom is no variableness, neither shadow of turn- 


ing. See James 1:13 to 17.

Relative to your citation to apparent misquotation: 
Y ou do not specify the UNITY to which you refer, and there- 
fore we can neither explain nor state positively; but when- 
ever a Bible verse is placed in quotation marks, we always 
intend and endeavor in our writings to follow exactly the 
wording given. If not quoted, of course this is not expected. 

Then again, there are several standard translations of 
the Bible, the wording of each being quite different. 
The King James and the Revised Version include the 
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entire Bible. The 20th Century, Rotherham, and the 
Emphatic Diaglott are translations of the New Testa- 
ment. The Leeser Translation is of the Old Testament 
only. As all of these are equally authentic, we do not coa- 
fine ourselves to any one of them, and this may explam why 
the wording of some Scripture differs from the version you 
read, and to which you are comparing it.

We know from understanding and from observation 
that to enter into the unfolding of the psychic realm without 
first having established a consciousness of / Am dominion, 
is both detrimental and destructive. In the God-designed 
man, all the ideas of the consciousness are to be directed and 
controlled by the Lord God, or Z Am; when this is the 
case, all the faculties of Mind unfold in an orderly and har- 
monious manner. Union is made with the All-Knowing 
Mind, and the soul and body harmonized with the indwell- 
ing Spint. 

In the case of developing the soul through medium- 
ship, etc., the will of man is given up to other directive 
entities and man eventually loses his natural power and do- 
minion. Psychic vibrations are thrown into the body, which 
deplete and oftimes debase it. The soul is not the Spirit of 
man, but is made up of both conscious and subconscious 
thought entities. One never knows, when he surrenders his 
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will to these thought egos, just what he is liable to unearth. 
The fact that the body is depleted under such practices is 
sufficient proof that it is a dangerous proposition. "Know ye 
not that the body is the temple of God?" The body of 
man is to be preserved and redeemed, not destroyed. 

The fact that you are able to foretell events and in- 
cidents of a negative character is no great honor to Truth. 
The only lesson to be learned from such experiences comes 
when one is grounded in Truth, and, through speaking the 
Word, aid in offsetting the discord. God is the only Pres- 
ence and the only Power. 

Your soul is hungry for Truth, else you would not find 
yourself attached to the teachings of Unity. We are not in 
any way attacking personalities, but do endeavor to exalt 
Principles which work for the good of one and all. What 
you want is a free, unprejudiced look into Principle (not 
what we say or what you think) and then shape your Life 
accordingly. There is only one teacher, the Spint of Truth 
within you, and man is able, when he is willing, to discern 


what is eternal good, or what is temporary pleasure.

Absolute 
redemption can come only through consecrating our every 
thought and act to serving God. Jesus Christ is our great 
Example and Teacher in demonstrating this Truth.

Our object is to point you to your own indwelling Lord 


and to help you to find him. When you have found him 
and his kingdom of righteousness and peace and plenty, you 
will be satisfied, but never until then, and when you become 
continually conscious of his Presence within you, you will 
not need to go, even to us or any outside healer, for help, for 
you will receive all the good you need and desire from the 
Source of all Good, your own indwelling Lord. Until one 
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does come to that place, however, it is much better to go to 
one who understands the Truth, for help, than to material 
remedies, for they (medicines) are harmful and do not Jead 
to life, while the command of God through James was, "Is 
there any among you afflicted? let him pray. . . . Is there 
any sick among you? let him call for the elders of the 
church; and let them pray over him, . . . And the prayer 
of faith shall save the sick, and the Lord shall raise him up; 
and if he have committed sins, they shall be forgiven him." 


The text you ask about, '""Cursed be he that doeth the 
work of the Lord deceitfully and cursed be he that keepeth 
back his sword from blood" (Jer. 48:10), follows a charge 
from the Lord to destroy Moab. 

"Moab" means "carnal mind," “lust born," “turpi 
tude," and when the individual enters into the overcoming 
life he receives the commission to destroy—to cast out the 
carnal mind or personal, limited self. This is the self to 
which Jesus referred when he said, "If any man will come 
after me, let him deny himself." When one takes up this 
work he must not be deceitful about it by keeping back part 
of the price, as did Ananias and Sapphira (Acts 5:1-2), or 
seeking to save some of the mortal self—the goodliest of it 
as Achan did (see Joshua 7) ; for if he does these things he 
will be cursed, that is, he will not attain the happiness, peace 
of mind and life that comes only to the whole-hearted and 
true. Nor must he be negligent (see margin) in his work 
of wholly dying to the carnal mind, for the lazy and slothful 
man will not win the prize which is set before him—eternal 
Life, preservation of the entire man, Spirit, soul and body. 

The sword in this text represents the Word of God. 
We are told in Hebrew 4:12, “For the Word of God is 
quick and powerful, and sharper than any twoedged sword, 
piercing even to the dividing asunder of soul and spirit, and 
of the joints and marrow, and is a discerner of the thoughts 
and intents of the heart." Jesus, in his overcoming of the 
limitations of the mortal, sweat great drops of blood (Luke 
22:33), and the man who is following him in the regener- 
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ation must not keep back his sword, even from blood. He 
must not refrain from speaking the Word of Truth, even if 
at times, when the passing away of the mortal consciousness 
is taking place, it seems to take his very life, which "blood" 
represents. But words of denial must always be followed 
by strong declarations of Life in Christ through which he 
will be renewed, lifted up and resurrected into the Christ or 
Spiritual Consciousness of Life and Peace and Blessing 


and Wholeness. :

In the matter of serving meat or giving medicines to 
the other members of your family who are not yet awakened 
to the Truth, you must be led by your own Light—the in- 
dwelling Holy Spirit. No one can tell you just what you 
should do in the working out of details. Some find it best 
to take what steps they can, without bringing about too much 
outer inharmony, and then trust the Spirit to deal with those 
about them and make a way to take further steps in the 
right direction. If you do not feel that it is right to eat meat 
you can refrain from doing so, if just now you feel it wise 
to go on serving it to the others, all the time trusting the Lord 
to open the way for you to be free from handling it. But it 
is not always, if ever, best to try to "force" conditions to- 
change, especially when they involve the free will and rights 
of others, but be patient, knowing that the Spirit is working 
everything out right. One must not forget or become negli- 
gent in trusting positively in the power of God to lift him out 
of all limited and error conditions, and in taking each step 
forward as he is enabled to do so. | 

In regard to your second question, we do not teach that 
there is no death. This was the serpent's lie to Eve, "ye 
shall not surely die," and so-called Christian people all 
through the ages have tried to deceive themselves and others 
into the belief that death is not death, but only the entrance 
into eternal life in bliss or torment. Of course the real, Ideal 
Man of us cannot die, neither can he express without a body, 
and in the process of regeneration the body must become per- 
fectly unifed with the soul and Spirit, and the entire man 
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become preserved alive; the outer manifesting the perfection 
and immortality of the inner. We do not consider it proft- 
able to indulge in speculation as to the condition of those 
who have failed for the present to demonstrate eternal life. 
This keeps the mind divided, so that it is unable to concen- 
trate on the Life Principle within, which we seek to express 
more and more abundantly. 

It is necessary to learn to rightly divide the Word of 
Truth in order to know just where and when and how to 
apply the different lines of Truth brought out in the Scrip- 
tures. In the text you mention we are told to "agree with 
thine adversary quickly, whiles thou art in the way with him; 
lest at any time the adversary deliver thee to the judge, and 
the judge deliver thee to the officer, and thou be cast into 
prison. Verily I say unto thee, Thou shalt by no means 
come out thence, till thou hast paid the uttermost farthing.” 
In another place we are instructed to "resist not evil," and in 
still another the word is, "Resist the devil [adversary] and 
he will flee from you." Each individual must know within 
himself, and he will know if he is watching and praying for 
light, guidance and overcoming power, just which of the 
foregoing admonitions apply to his specific experience. 

The first two, "agree with thine adversary quickly," 
and "resist not evil," would, we believe, apply more often 
to outer conditions, environments and those who seemingly 
oppose us in the outer; for to meet them on their own plane 
of resistance would only serve to make matters worse. If 
one obeyed the injunction given in Matthew 5:25 literally, 
he at least would be kept from having "court" experiences, 
with the resulting inharmonies. Then there are times when 
these texts apply to the inner, and the "prison" would be 
limited or "bound up” states of consciousness from which 
one must be freed before he can make further progress. 
Strong resistance which is of the personal, always binds up 
the organism, and neither mind nor body is free to do its 
normal work until it is, through the Christ Word of Love 
and Forgiveness, set at liberty. The "price" would be the 
reaping in full of the error or adverse sowing. 
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We can hardly see, however, that to agree with our 
adversaries in an inner sense would be to "make a perfect 
-~ surrender to all earthly riches and carnal desires." We are 
not sure that we understand just what you mean by that 
statement, but at no time should one surrender to carnality. 
One can agree with a seeming adversary, and outwardly 
"suffer it be so now” yet not surrender his mind or will to 
the error. And when the carnal appetites, passions, desires 
or thoughts come up in one, then is always the time to 

"resist the devil, and he will flee from you." ‘“‘How can 
he that is dead unto sin live any longer therein." In him- 
self he cannot, though he may seemingly submit to things that 
are not in accord with his highest. ideal, yet it is ogly a 

"suffer it to be so now," knowing that the ` way is being 
opened up for his perfect freedom to make the highest at- 
tainment of spirituality and Life.. ‘ 

There is seldom, if ever, a time when one «is. justified 
in resisting the devil or adversary outside. of himself. In 
fact, as he overcomes within himself, the outer will fall into 
line with the Good that he is expressing and living. One 
sometimes has to take a firm stand in the Truth, in his deal- 
ing with outside people and conditions, but he never should 
resist them, as this only serves to bring about more adversity 
to meet. Many of the thoughts and conditions within our- 
selves that we look upon as undesirable and adverse, when 
agreed with lovingly and taught the Truth kindly, prove to 
be good. 

The following texts from Romans 12:18 to 21 seem 
to open up one’s understanding along the line of how best to 
overcome seeming evil. "'If it be possible, as much as lieth 
in you, live peaceably with all men. Dearly beloved, 
avenge not yourselves, but rather give place unto wrath: for 
it is written, Vengeance is mine; I will repay, saith the Lord. 
[The Lord here refers to the Law of sowing and reaping. 
See Galatians 6:7 to 9.] Therefore, if thine enemy hunger, 
feed him; if he thirst, give him drink: for in so doing thou 
shalt heap coals of fire on his head. Be not overcome of 
evil, but overcome evil with good.”
